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Accordingly, Seattle Division is opening a full lOOB 
matter in response to this announcement, and will anticipate 
being in close contact with FBIHQ in the near future in order to 
coordinate resource allocation and funding issues so as to 
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fulfill the FBIs’ responsibilities in the areas of national 
security as well as domestic and international terrorism.

The WTO was formed in 
1995 as a successor entity to the General Agreement on Tariffs 
and Trade (GATT) , and is the only international body dealing with 
rules of trade between nations. 

Based on previous Meetings, it is anticipated that 
approximately 5000 attendees will convene. This will include 
about 3000 delegates representing 133 member countries. 
Additionally, it is anticipated that another 31 countries seeking 
membership to the WTO, Russia and China included, will send 
representatives to the Meeting. According to the Office of the 
U.S, Trade Representative, the event will be “the largest trade 
event ever held in the United States”, and could amount to the 
largest single gathering of world leaders ever. 

Seattle Division has already begun efforts to establish 
a structure to ensure fulfillment of the FBI’s National Security, 
Foreign Counterintelligence and Domestic and International 
Terrorism responsibilities. In early March, Seattle will send a 
group to FBIHQ to be briefed by various Headquarters entities 
based on previous experiences relating to major events such as 
the WTO Meeting. That briefing will be coordinated by Special 
Events Management Unit (SEMU) . 

Seattle would request that receiving offices take this 
opportunity to be alerted at this earliest possible stage 
regarding the WTO Meeting. It is anticipated that all recipients 
will play some role toward successful coverage of the event, to 
include West Coast field offices which would at the very least be 
requested to place certain support groups on stand-by, to include 
SWAT, ERT, etc. For Washington Field Office, it is anticipated 
that future communications will request establishment of liaison 
and dialogue with the Office of the U.S. Trade Representative and 
the U.S. Headquarters of the WTO.

As the lead Federal agency for Counterterrorism in the 
United States, the FBI has several areas of responsibility in 
connection with special events of this nature. First, the FBI is 
the lead Federal agency for the crisis management of domestic 
terrorist incidents. Crisis management includes “measures to 
identify, acquire, and plan the use of resources needed to 
anticipate, prevent, and/or resolve a specific threat or act of 
terrorism.” Implied in this definition is the absolute 
requirement for the affected field division to be proactive and 
aggressive in planning measures and to participate in all aspects 
of interagency planning and coordination for the event. 

It is also noted that PDD-62 gives the United States 
Secret Service (USSS) a role in security planning and design for 
events designated as National Special Security Events (NSSEs) . 
Their role in no way reduces the FBI responsibilities as outlined 
in applicable statutes and PDD-39. However, in anticipation that 
the WTO may be designated an NSSE, Seattle is encouraged to begin 
coordinating immediately with the local USSS field office so a 
well -synchronized federal effort is reflected at this event. 

The FBI also has lead responsibility for the collection 
of intelligence for special events. For a ma^or event such as 
the WTO, the FBI’s role in this area includes the collection and 
dissemination of intelligence on individuals or groups who may be 
planning to disrupt the event, as well as coordinating with the 
Federal intelligence community to ensure any threat-related 
intelligence is forwarded promptly to the FBI. 

In this regard, Seattle should continue to provide to 
FBIHQ as much information as possible about the WTO so a threat 
assessment can be initiated. The appropriate FBIHQ office will 
be tasked to initiate this process, with assistance from Seattle, 
as soon as possible once adequate event and participant 
information is gathered. A threat assessment is a solid first 
step in the counterintelligence and counterterrorism process and 
will prove beneficial to Federal, state, and local agencies 
supporting the WTO. 

As a result of the FBI’s lead-Federal -agency status in 
several areas, the continued threat of terrorist activity 
directed at U.S. targets, and the escalating concern over the use 
of weapons of mass destruction (WMD) , it is critical that the FBI 
be at the forefront of planning for the WTO. The SEMU will be 
the FBIHQ point of contact for supporting Seattle in this 
endeavor by coordinating necessary resource support from other 
FBIHQ elements and by conducting headquarters liaison with other 
U.S. Government (USG) agencies and departments as necessary to 
support FBI efforts.

The SEMU has already provided Seattle with a number of 
documents for planning assistance. If the field division does 
not have references 1-3, contact the SEMU immediately for a copy 
of those documents. Seattle is encouraged to continue gathering 
information about the event, conducting initial planning and 
coordination, and communicating its information needs to FBIHQ as 
they become known. 

As discussed in several telecons, the SEMU is planning 
a one-day meeting with Seattle representatives at FBIHQ within 
the next month to discuss crisis management planning. Topics 
tentatively projected for presentation/discussion include an 
event overview provided by Seattle, Department of Defense (DoD) 
support considerations; USSS participation; threat assessments, 
crisis response; budget; hazardous materials response;

As you are already aware, the City of Seattle has 
recently been chosen to host the Third Ministerial Meeting of the 
World Trade Organization, to be held November 30th through 
December 3rd of this year. 

To date, we have seen press accounts heralding this as 
“the largest trade event ever held in the United States", and the 
possibility that the 3000 delegates in attendance could include 
the largest ever gathering of world leaders for a single event. 

Accordingly, there is a clear need to organize an 
effective law enforcement and public safety presence and response 
at the earliest juncture. 

I would like to take this opportunity to confirm, in 
writing, your presence at our inaugural meeting of the law 
enforcement/public safety Executive Committee for the WTO 
conference. I believe this will provide an opportunity to 
discuss issues of mutual concern to our departments and agencies 
regarding the conference. The meeting, at my office in the 
Federal Building, Suite 710, will began at 9:30 a.m. on Friday, 
February 12, 1999, and will conclude no later than 11:30 a.m.

Title: SPECIAL EVENTS MANAGEMENT UNIT (SEMU) 


Synopsis: This communication sets forth the Mission Statement of 

the SEMU, Domestic Terrorism/Counterterrorism Planning Section 
(DT/CPS) , National Security Division (NSD) . The communication 
also provides a definition of a "special event" and policy 
guidance regarding FBI responsibilities in the managing of 
special events. 

Details: The SEMU is part of the DT/CPS, NSD, FBIHQ. It is 

staffed with one Unit Chief, three Supervisory Special Agents, 
three Intelligence Operations Specialists, one U.s, Secret 
Service (USES) Detailee and one Department of Transportation 
(DOT) Detailee. 

The SEMU was created in 1/96 to proactively support 
field division planning, development and implementation of the 
FBI’s counterterrorism efforts against potential acts of 
terrorism at special events. The SEMU was designed to be a focal 
point for the field to obtain support in the area of Special 
Events Management, All requests for assistance by the field 
(policy matters, monetary resources, personnel resources, etc.) 
in support of a special event may be directed to this unit for 
action. Recent special events supported by the unit were the 
1996 Summer Olympic Games (7/19/96 - 8/4/96) , the Democratic 
(8/26-29/96) and Republican (8/12-15/96) National Conventions, 
the Presidential Inauguration (1/20/97) and the Denver Summit of 
the Eight (6/19-21/97) . The SEMU is currently assisting several 
field divisions on upcoming special events such as the Gtoodwill 
Games (7/19/98 - 8/2/98) , the Nike World Masters Games 
(8/9-22/90) and the 2002 Salt Lake City Winter Olympic Games 
(2/9-24/2002) .

The SEM0 was established, in part, as a result of 
Presidential Decision Directive 39 (PDD-39) and the passage of 
the Anti -Terrorism and Effective Death Penalty Act of 1996, 

18 U.S.C. 2332b (f) and (g) , which designates the FBI as the lead 
Federal agency within the U.S. Government (USG) for counter- 
terrorism. This statute and the PDD require enhanced involvement 
by the FBI in regard to security planning issues at major 
domestic special events and crisis management of any critical 
incident response to terrorism at a special event. 

In order to uniformly address special events, the term * 
"special event" is defined as follows: 

A special event is a significant domestic or 
international event, occurrence, circumstance, contest, activity, 
or meeting, which by virtue of its profile and or status 
represents an attractive target for terrorist attack. 

Mission Statement of the SEHU 

The mission of the SEMC7 is to coordinate state, local 
and Federal assets for special events and to ensure that 
appropriate measures have been taken to identify, acquire and 
plan the use of resources needed to prevent eind/or respond to a 
potential or actual terrorist incident. 

In order to execute the above mission, the SEMU will; 

1. Identify and categori2e special events. 

2. Support field division interagency planning and 
coordination for special events. 

3. Identify requirements, evaluate the local emergency 
response infrastructure, and provide appropriate 
special event support to the host field division. 

4. Coordinate the threat assessment of the special event's 
potential for a terrorist incident. 

5 . Flan and coordinate interagency crisis eind consequence 
readiness and response at the headquarters level - 

The SEMU, in coordination with the host field division 
and with other FBI components such as the Critical Incident 
Response Group, the Weapons of Mass Destruction Countermeasures 
Unit, the Laboratory and Finance Divisions and others, will

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coordinate site surveys, crisis management plane and threat 
assessments. The SEMU reviews, evaluates and coordinates 
requests for domestic assistance and predeployment of FBI and 
other Federal agency assets, including the Department of Defense 
(DOD) . 


Other government agencies may receive requests directly 
from event coordinators, such as private sponsors or local 
government agencies, for support, i.e. DOD support to the 
Olympics. Recently, Subchapter II of Chapter 152 of Title 10, 
United States Code, was amended by adding Section 2554: 

Provision of support for certain sporting events. This section 
provides that “At the request of a Federal, State, or local 
government agency responsible for providing law enforcement 
services, security services, or safety services, the Secretary of 
Defense may authorize the commander of a military installation or 
other facility of the Department of Defense or the commander of a 
specified or unified combatant command to provide assistance for 
the World Cup Soccer Games, the Goodwill Games, the Olympics, and 
any other civilian sporting event in support of essential 
'security and safety at such event, but only if the Attorney 
General certifies that such assistance is necesssary to meet 
essential security and safety needs." Under this legislation, 

DOD cannot provide non -reimbursable support to certain events 
unless such support is certified by the Attorney General after a 
recommendation by the FBI. As a result, a field division may be 
requested to assist in coordinating local USG support and forward 
appropriate requests to FBIHQ for interagency coordination and 
support outside that available at the field division. 


Special Events Readiness Levels 


Special events should be managed administratively and 
operationally pursuant to a revised Special Event Readiness Level 
(SERL) Classification System. Each special event should be 
reviewed by FBIHQ and the involved field division and designated 
as a SERL I-IV based on the following factors: 

Participation by high level U.S, and or foreign 
government officials. 

v/(2 . Previous terrorist incidents associated with the event 
or similar events. 



Current levels of domestic and global terrorist 
activity. 



Focus of national aind/or international media attention 
on the event. 
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Symbolic or historical significance of the event. 

. Location of the event, to include an assessment of 
the capability of local, state and Federal resources 
available to support the event. 

Each special event will have certain unique aspects 
which may impact on the SERL designation. For example, 
information concerning a credible threat directed toward an event 
may result in a change of the readiness level for the event and 
increase the USG's response. 

The following guidelines should be considered in 
assigning a SERL level: 

A SERL I special event is an event of such magnitude as 
to warrant the full support of the USG, such as the 1996 Summer 
Olympic Games. The event will likely necessitate the pre- 
deployment of USG counterterrorism response assets- Designation 
as a SERL I will generally be reserved for a limited number of 
events of national and/or international inportance. Designation 
of the event as a SERL I will require the certification of the 
U.S. Attorney General or the Attorney General's designee, acting 
upon the recommendation of the Director, FBI. 

SERL II special events are not of the magnitude of an 
Olyitpic Games, however will result in augmentation of FBI field 
division resources. FBIHQ will assist the field division with 
the coordination of appropriate assistance from other Federal 
agencies and departments as part of the overall Federal response 
plan. A limited pre- deployment of USG assets may be warranted 
for the event. The designation of an event as a SERL II will 
require the concurrence of the Director, FBI and coordination 
with the Department of Justice. The Presidential Inauguration 
and political conventions are examples of past SERL II events. 

SERL III special events are those events for which 
FBIHQ will support only limited augmentation of field division 
resources. SERL III events require minimal support from other 
USG agencies/assets on an “as needed" basis. This support is 
tailored to the actual event. The designation of a SERL III 
event will require SAC approval and concurrence of FBIHQ. The 
Super Bowl is an exattple of past SERL III events. 

SERL IV special events are events generally supported 
by state and local resources. In general, only minimal support 
by the FBI field division may be warranted. SERL IV events may 
require no support from other USG agencies/assets. Should there 
be an exception or unusual circumstance, USG support will be 
tailored to the needs of the actual event. Local parades. 
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festivals and sporting events are exairples of SERL IV events. An 
SAC may designate such an event as a SERL IV event with 
notification to FBIHQ. 

Special Event Classifications 

Special events are reported under two basic 
classifications. When a special event is strictly a domestic 
event and the nexus for FBI involvement is our statue as lead 
agency for counterterrorism domestically, FBI resources should be 
reported under the lOOB classification (Domestic Security 
Investigations - Special Events) . Should the special event be 
international in nature and/or FBI involvement is based also on 
FBI responsibilities under the “Protection of Foreign Officials 
and Official Guests of the United States" statute, then the 
special event should be handled under the 185B claBsiflcation 
(Protection of Foreign Officials and Official Guests of the 
United States - Special Events) . 

Special events resource utilization and financial 
reporting in the lOOB and 18SB classifications is for 
administrative purposes and no active investigation should be 
conducted under these classifications. Administrative files 
established under these classifications are used strictly for 
planning/administrative purposes. Should an incident occur 
during a special event, a separate case file should be opened 
under the substantive investigative classification. For example, 
during an international special event being handled 
administratively as a 185B, an assault on an official guest of 
the United States occurs. For the resulting investigation, a 
separate case file would be opened under the 185A classification 
(Protection of Foreign Officials and Guests.) 

In addition to the above, the FBI may also render 
assistance to other countries in support of their special events. 
In general, FBI activity in these matters is reported 
administratively under the 163 (Foreign Police Cooperation) 
classification . 


Liaison 

It is incumbent for a field division to maintain 
liaison with appropriate authorities to ensure that adequate 
planning and coordination for a special event can be initiated 
well in advance of the event. When a field division becomes 
aware of a planned event, notification should be made to the SEMU 
so appropriate interagency liaison may be initiated at a 
headquarters level. The field division should provide sufficient

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information designating a SERL level to the SEMU so effective 
headquarters liaison can be initiated and/or the required 
approvals/ certifications obtained for SERL I and SERL II events. 

In most cases, the field divieion will be the first 
FBI entity to be informed of an upcoming special event. However, 
in certain instances, the origin of the event may come from 
Washington, D.C, (i.e., a summit), wherein FBIHQ will be the 
first to receive notification. In this circumstance, FBIHQ will 
expeditiously notify the involved field division and provide 
sufficient information so that effective liaison activities can 
be initiated locally. 

The increased level of FBI involvement in Special 
Events Management is relatively new. Because of oxir lead agency 
mandate, the continued terrorist activity, both domestically and 
internationally, and the increasing concern over the possible use 
of a weapon of mass destruction in a terrorist incident, it is 
critical that we are involved in security preparations throughout 
all phases of planning for the event. The SEMU will support the 
field by coordinating headcjuarters liaison with other TJSG 
agencies and departments and assist in interdivisional liaison to 
ensure the most effective use of resources. 

The above information is provided to inform the field 
of the roles and responsibilities of the FBI as they relate to 
special events. The SEMU looks forward to a cooperative effort 
with the field to fulfill the counterterrorism mission of the FBI 
and provide assistance in the area of Special Events Management.

measures to identify, acquire, and plan the use of resources 
necessary to anticipate, prevent and/or respond to a threat or 
act of terrorism.” 

The FBI also has the lead responsibility for the 
collection of intelligence for Special Events, For the WTO the 
FBI is responsible for collecting and disseminating intelligence 
about groups and/or individuals who may pose a threat to or may 
be planning to disrupt this event . 

The SEMU has assigned a Special Events Readiness Level 
(SERL) II to the WTO. However, the WTO may later be designated a 
National Security Special Event. In general, a SERL II event is 
one not of the magnitude of the Olympic Games, but will most 
likely result in the augmentation of FBI field division 
resources. SEMU will support the field divisions involved in the 
WTO planning by facilitating headquarters coordination with other 
U.S. Government agencies and departments as part of the overall 
Federal Response Plan, as well as by assisting in inter- 
divisional liaison to ensure the most effective use of resources 
for the event . 

To initiate the formal planning process for the WTO, 
the SEMU will host a meeting at FBIHQ with affected Seattle 
Division representatives on March 2, 1999. It is expected 
Seattle will send 6-8 representatives to the meeting. The 
projected travel-related expenditures for this meeting will be 
about $7,500. This includes about $4,000 for airfare {8 
travelers at $500 per person) and $3,500 for per diem {8 
travelers at $161 per person for three days to include 
miscellaneous expenses) ,

A Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) is being prepared 
during the week between the WTO and the Seattle Host Organization 
by members of each faction. Once the MOU is complete, a copy 
will be requested for our information. 

The WTO representative advised that the Secretary 
General’s office consisting of approximately 200 people will move 
to Seattle from Geneva during the week of the conference. Their 
people will most likely set up their offices at the Convention 
Center . 


A tour of the Convention Center was given by a 
representative from the same and many questions were asked by 
different participants regarding the layout for the WTO 
conference as well as other general questions. In overhearing 
the WTO representatives speaking amongst themselves {in French) 
they seemed to be concerned with the security of the facility as 
well as the public access to the Convention Center during the 
weeklong event. The WTO representatives voiced their concern 
about completely closing off public access to the Convention 
Center during the conference, but the Convention Center 
representative deemed that possibility as non-preferable . The 
parking garage at the facility has approximately 1500 parking 
spaces available, of which 600 or so are utilized by daily 
commuters. The Convention Center representative does not foresee 
denying access to the daily parkers during the WTO conference 
which poses a security concern for all involved. 

Some of the main points gleaned from the three hour 
meeting are as follows: 

1) The WTO foresees the arrival of participants to 
Seattle for the conference beginning as early as Friday, 

November 26, 1999 and departures up until as late as Sunday, 
December 5 

2) The opening ceremony for the WTO conference will be 
on Monday, November 29th which will be comprised of approximately 
3000-4000 attendees. The agenda for this ceremony is for each 
Minister to give a 5-10 minute introduction of him/herself which 
will usually include his/her personal agenda for the WTO 
conference. The press will be invited to the opening and the 
closing ceremonies. The WTO expects approximately 1500 people 
from the press present at the conference and possibly more 
depending upon the topics to be discussed throughout the week. 

3) On Tuesday evening there will be a Ministerial 
dinner with corporate sponsors.

4) On Wednesday evening there will be a smaller 
reception hosted by the Secretary General which will be comprised 
of a small group of 300-400 people.

6) Throughout the week, smaller groups will break out 
into working sessions in some of the rooms available at the 
Convention Center.

As you are aware, the World Trade Organization (WTO) 
will hold its Ministerial Conference in Seattle the week of 
November 29, 1999. The conference, which the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation (FBI) has codenamed SEATRADE 99, probably will 
bring nearly 5,000 individuals from approximately 150 countries 
to Seattle. The FBI has designated SEATRADE 99 a Special Events 
Readiness Level II (SERL II) event, which is a level of 
importance just below that of an Olympic Games. 

Two Presidential Decision Directives (PDD) and various 
statutes outline federal jurisdiction in this area. PDD-39 gives 
the FBI responsibility for counter terrorism within the United 
States. As such, the FBI not only must provide crisis management 
of any domestic or international terrorism incident, but also has 
the obligation to "identify, acquire and plan the use of 
resources needed to anticipate, prevent, and/or resolve a 
specific threat or act of terrorism." PDD- 62 assigns the United 
States Secret Service (USSS) responsibility for security planning 
and design of events designated as National Special Security 
Events (NSSE) . Federal agencies have no intention of interfering 
in those areas of expertise and activity clearly under the 
historical jurisdiction of state and local agencies. 



On “February 12, 1999, the Special Agent in Charge of 
the FBI Seattle Division and the USSS Seattle Division met with 
the heads of local and state agencies having the largest roles in 
the public safety aspects of the WTO conference, namely the 
Seattle Police Department, King County Police Department, 
Washington State Patrol, and the Seattle Fire Department. The 
heads of these agencies formed an Executive Committee on law

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enforcement, security and public safety for the WTO event. The 
Executive Committee will make all necessary broad, policy- type 
decisions on the public safety aspects of SEATRADE 99 . 

The next step in this process is to organize a Public 
Safety Committee (PSC) , which will be comprised of 
representatives from all agencies having a role in the public 
safety responsibilities for SEATRADE 99. The primary mission of 
the PSC will be to organize a coordinated, effective law 
enforcement /public safety strategy and response to SEATRADE 99 in 
a joint effort to ensure that the conference proceeds seamlessly 
and without major incident and disruption.

Just a quick update on where we are: 

Several of us went to DC last week to meet with various HQ and 
Quant ico entities on the support they will be providing to the 
event. USSS Major Events Division also gave a presentation in 
which they indicated it will still be several months before a 
decision is made as to whether our event will be designated a 
National Special Security Event by the NSC. Although this makes 
almost no difference for us (we have the same responsibilities 
either way) , it makes a big difference for the locals and for 
USSS . If USSS does not show up in force and handle certain 
functions such as credent ialing, it will put much more of a 
burden on SPD to do those things . 

On Monday we had an executive committee meeting, and successfully 
handed over the organizational responsibility to SPD. In other 
words, they will chair the overall Public Safety Committee and 
planning process. The Public Safety Committee will meet 
Thursday, 3/11 at 10 AM in the federal building, precise location 
to be announced. Please attend if your schedules permit. 
Beginning next week, we can start focusing on the FBI's 
responsibilities for the event and how we will organize our 
resources .

Synopsis: To provide SACs/ASACs and Assistant Directors with 
information concerning Information Resources Division (IRD) 
capabilities and responsibilities in support of special events, 
crisis management, and major cases. 

Details: In 1993, IRD began providing automation support to 

on-scene commanders through deployment of “Rapid Start” Teams 
which provided stand-alone microcomputers to facilitate the 
capture, storage, and retrieval of information developed during 
fast-paced or high-profile investigations. Since the inception 
of Critical Incident Response Group (CIRG) in 1995, on-scene 
command post (CP) structure and operations have evolved to a 
standardized, networked environment which emphasizes information 
sharing among the various CP components and with other FBI 
divisions. The recent IRD reorganization reflects recognition of 
the need for continued support to CP operations. Specifically, 
the Special Case Support Unit (SCSU) , IRD, has been formed to 
serve as a focal point for IRD’s response to crisis management, 
special events, and major case management. 

Composition of SCSU : 



The SCSU is an element of IRD’s Field and Headquarters 
Support Section (FHSS) and is staffed by a Unit Chief and

Secretary, two Supervisory Special Agents, two Computer 
Specialists, one Rapid Start Specialist, and Case Information 
Management Specialists. In keeping with CIRG crisis management 
concepts, the unit is being staffed to comprise two independently 
deployable crisis information management teams trained and 
equipped to deliver and administer information management 
technologies, systems and applications in support of special case 
requirements . 

Response Criteria: 

IRD will provide special case support in accordance 
with FBI strategic priorities, i.e., priority of support will be 
given to Tier One incidents before Tier Three cases . The 
previous practice of supporting lower priority investigations 
with Rapid Start deployments is no longer considered cost 
effective, nor, in most instances, necessary. Crisis Management 
Information System (CMIS) software and training has been or will 
be provided to all field offices; therefore, field offices should 
be prepared to staff and operate CPs established to support 
situations which do not rise to Major Case significance. 

Resources permitting, IRD will consider Rapid Start team 
deployments in less serious circumstances; however, if deployed 
Rapid Start teams will remain on-scene only for the time needed 
for the immediate situation to stabilize and for the field office 
to assume responsibility for CMIS staffing and operation. SCSU 
will coordinate continuing IRD support to the field office in the 
areas of automation training, data entry, computer specialist and 
analytical support. The field division should coordinate with 
the appropriate FBIHQ divisions to obtain personnel and funding 
augmentations for long-term CP support. 


I I International deployment will be accomplished on order 

from the Strategic Information and Operations Center. The Chief, 
FHSS, or Chief, SCSU, should be contacted directly by the 
appropriate SAC or ASAC to request deployment of SCSU teams 
within the United States. 

Responsibilities : 

Crisis situations: SCSU teams are prepared to enter 

major crisis investigations at the earliest possible time. Upon 
arrival on-scene, the team will set up a CMIS with a limited 
number of microcomputers and staff. This process will expedite 
initial information capture and storage, but is intended to serve 
only as a short-term, interim measure until the field office can 
assume full responsibility for staffing and operating the CP. If 
the situation is of sufficient magnitude to warrant CIRG

involvement, the SCSU team will assist in establishing a full CP 
when CIRG equipment arrives . 

During major crises, SCSU and CIRG will work together, 
using the same software and databases. SCSU teams will direct 
data entry and retrieval training for field personnel; administer 
on-site information technologies, systems and applications; and 
provide information analysis and reporting. 

Special Events : SCSU will serve as IRD’s focal point 

for identifying automation requirements and delivering solutions 
through close cooperation with the Special Events Management 
Unit, National Security Division, and field entities. SCSU is 
available to perform on-site surveys and to recommend information 
technology resources and personnel needed for designated special 
event. Information technology equipment and personnel for which 
funding has been approved will be acquired through SCSU. 

Loner-term major case support : SCSU will serve as IRD’s 

focal point for identifying automation requirements and 
delivering IRD support (to xnclude personnel support from the 
Butte, Fort Monmouth, Pocatello and Savannah Information 
Technology Centers) , through close coordination with the Criminal 
Investigative Division or NSD substantive desk and the IRD 
entities responsible for developing automation solutions to major 
case challenges. SCSU will coordinate the acquisition of 
information technology equipment and personnel for which funding 
has been approved. 

Liaison with Field Entities : Through SCSU, IRD will 

provide field entities with crisis management software 
applications and training in those applications. CMIS software 
has been placed on the Computer Specialist Bulletin Board via 
FBINET messaging system. Computer specialists may download the 
software for use within the field office. CMIS training will be 
scheduled prior to all CIRG field training exercises; however, 
basic CMIS training can be arranged through the SCSU to ensure 
that field offices possess the skills required to exploit 
available applications in support of FBI cases. 

IRD requires that all state and local agency requests 
for Rapid Start/CMIS software be routed through the appropriate 
field office. Requests received directly from outside agencies 
will be referred to the responsible field office for evaluation 
and recommendation. Field offices should advise outside agencies 
that IRD does not customize CMIS software to accommodate 
specialized requirements, nor does IRD provide on-site 
troubleshooting or maintenance for the application.

Decision Directives (FDD) 39 and 62, the FBI has been designated 
as the Lead Federal Agency (LFA) in efforts to . .deter, detect 
and prevent acts of terrorism. . to include those which may 
utilize a Weapon of Mass Destruction. As a result, Seattle 
Division anticipates extensive pre-event operational 
responsibilities, both on the intelligence and law enforcement 
sides, all culminating in the establishment of a ma^or Command 
Post and Joint Operations Center (JOC) throughout the duration of 
the event . 


As discussed in referenced telcalls, Seattle has taken 
significant organizational steps in establishing a multi - 
jurisdictional, multi-agency response and planning capability 
regarding SEATRADE 99. As a result, the FBI has immediately 
become recognized as primary law enforcement point of contact by 
the World Trade Organization, headquartered in Geneva, 

Switzerland, the Seattle Host Organization, and the local law 
enforcement community. Along these lines, FBIHQ (SEMU) was 
generous in sponsoring and hosting a Pre-Planning Conference at 
FBIHQ, providing a TR Number for Seattle Division to send seven 
FBI employees and three local law enforcement representatives to 
the conference ($7,500 budget). 

Seattle Division has received an invitation from the 
WTO to travel to Geneva to “address the delegation” as it relates 
to the security issues confronting the meeting being held in the 
United States. It is anticipated this trip, to be taken with 
Seattle Host Organization and other entities, would occur in late 
spring. Seattle proposes sending two representatives, possibly 
the SAC or ASAC, and a Supervisor or Case Agent. 

Additionally, Seattle would like to attend, as an 
observer, the next Special Event which would involve CP and JOC 
operations. SEMU has advised this would be the NATO 50th 
Anniversary, to be held in Washington, DC., in late April. The 
U.S. Secret Service (USSS) has tentatively pledged to sponsor 
three local attendees to accompany them as observers to the 
event, to include the USSS Command Post operations It is the 
preference of Seattle Division to continue the local support of 
the event by sponsoring two Seattle Police Department (SPD) and 
two Seattle Fire Department (SFD) observers to attend the NATO 
event, along with at least one FBI representat ive. (Obser vation 
of the WFO CP would be coordinated through SSA | H WFO.) ^ 

To date, Seattle Division has conducted extensive 
liaison and training initiatives with SFD pursuant to FDD’S 39 
and 62, along with the Nunn-Lugar First Responder Training 
Program involving WMD. It is anticipated that SFD, and its 
federally funded Metropolitan Medical Strike Team (MMST) , will 
play an integral role in readiness for the event. Seattle has 
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already inquired, and received favorable response, to the MMST 
and the FBI Hazardous Materials Response Team (HMRU) exercising 
and training together in Seattle in May or June 

It IS for all of the aforementioned reasons that 
Seattle requests that SEMU, in con 3 unction with the Finance 
Division, pursue any available funding avenues so as to provide a 
TR Number for these combined travel requests. Seattle is aware 
that an event budget will be submitted, but that this will be 
after these travel events, and Seattle is concerned that any 
future budget would not consider any "backfill” of already 
incurred costs (most likely in the travel category) . This is of 
paramount concern to Seattle management in that the annual travel 
budget for the Division is roughly $230,000.00. As such, if we 
were to have combined the original FBIHQ trip along with the two 
requested trips, it would not be presumptuous to conclude that 
the travel costs would have devoured over 10% of the entire 
Division travel budget for the entire fiscal year.

As mandated by PDD-62, the Secretary of the Treasury, Attorney General, the 
Director of the Federal Emergency Management Agency (FEMA), and other concerned 
Pnncipals, including the Director of the Office of Management and Budget herewith 
submit a plan to implement specific initiatives as set forth in PDD-62. 

B, Scope: 

1 . This plan addresses command and control of public safety assets used 
either directly or indirectly in support of security design, crisis management, and 
emergency management, for designated National Special Secunty Events. This plan 
provides a template for the utilization of Federal assets, in coordination with state and 
local authonties, for security operations and crisis management, as well as in support of 
state and local consequence management planning efforts. 

(id (SO 2. In conjunction with responsibilities as set forth in PDD-62, the Secret 
Service, the FBI, and FEMA, have established a Joint Interagency Worldng Group For 
National Special Secunty Events. The Working Group has developed the following 
implementation plan to address command and control arrangements of the FBI, Secret 
Service, FEMA, Department of Defense and other relevant agencies. The Working 
Group has further recommended that a National Special Security Events Coordinating 
Group be established to coordinate Federal planning efforts and provide for optimal use 
of limited U S. Government resources needed to support National Special Security 
Events, The National Special Security Events Coordinating Group would be co-chaired 
by the Secret Service, FBI, and FEMA, The Department of Defense and other relevant 
agencies will have appropnate representation. The Coordinating Group would also 
provide the forum for resolution of interagency requests relative to National Special 
Secunty Events to include asset identification, availability and operational assignment ol' 
those assets as set forth m Section E (2) (a).

C Policy: 


(U)O0l. The Secret Service will be the lead agency for security design, planning 
and implementation, and will identify and coordinate the appropriate Secret Service anti- 
terronsm measures and counter-terronsm assets, and if necessary, the assets of other 
agencies in mutual agreement with those agencies, that will be needed to effect the 
overall secunty requirements; mcluding site and route surveys, access control, technical 
security sweeps, counter-snipers, counter-assault teams, air space security, air interdiction 
and other activities required by their statutory Federal criminal investigations.* As stated 
in PDD-39, the Secretary of the Treasury shall reduce vulnerabilities, by protecting the 
President and other officials against terrorist attack. 

2. The FBI will be the lead agency for mtelligence, crisis management, 
hostage rescue counter-terronsm, except as noted above regarthng Secret Service 
protective anti-terrorism measures and counter-terrorism assets and its statutory Federal 
cnminal investigations. The FBI will identify and coordinate appropnate anti-terrorism 
measures and FBI counter-terrorism assets (including, when necessary, DOD assets that 
will be needed to perform its lead agency responsibilities^. Also, the FBI has the lead 
responsibility for investigating terrorist acts planned or carried out by foreign or domestic 
terronst groups m the United States or which are directed at U, S. citizens or institutions 
abroad Also, the FBI has lead responsibility for operational nssponse to terrorist 
incidents that take place within U.S. territory and, within that role, functions as the on- 
scene manager for the U.S Government^ 

The FEMA will be the lead agency for consequence management planning

* The Secret Service will initiate discussions with FEMA concerning 
transition or responsibilities, in a non- terrorist incident from the 
security operations phase directly to consequence management. 


Security desiga, planning, and implementation will include die 
development of a seamless interface between the various Federal agencies, that is in the 
best interest of the U.S. Government. Transition guidelines and other opeiunonal issues 
will be addressed on a case by case basis, as an mtegral aspect of pre-event planning. 

(U) 6. The Secret Service will detennine the conditions of access for other law 
enforcement agencies, to any posted, cordoned off, or otherwise restricted area of a 
building or grounds where the President of the United States or other person protected by 
the Secret Service is or will be temporanly visiting in conjunction with a National Special 
Security Event (NSSE). 

(y)oe 7. At NSSE sites, building, and grounds not visited by the President of the 
United States or other persons protected by the Secret Service, &e Secret Service will 
develop the initial design of the security required for those sites. However, prior to the 
publication and implementation of any plan resulting from that design, the FBI and 
FEMA will identify the personnel and equipment requirements that must have immediate 
and unrestricted access to such venues in order to perform their statutoiy responsibilities, 
as well as their duties as defined by PDD-39 and PDD-62. These assets will be 
incorporated into the overall security plan and implementation process. At sites, 
buildings or grounds not afforded Secret Service protection, the FBI and FEMA will 
execute their ensis and consequence management responsibilities with appropriate public 
safety, law enforcement or pnvate secunty agencies who have responsibilities for access 
control at such venues 

A Security Designs and Emergency Management Plans: 

1 The FEMA Director, U S. Secret Service Director, and FBI Director vnW 
ensure tiiat their respective lead agency responsibilities are fully coordinated and 
effectively implemented Unless mutually agreed upon betweisn the Directors or their 
designees, the Secret Service and the FBI will maintain full command and contiol of their 
respective agency assets in all circumstances and incidents.^ Ilie Secret Service will 
coordinate the development of comprehensive security designs and emergency 
management plans for National Special Security Events acconling to the needs and 
requirements of each unique event. 

2. The secunty design and management plan will be developed in 
coordination with the FBI and FEMA, and will include development and implementation 
of a unified command structure. When possible, the command structure will incorporate 
the existing local mcident command system (ICS). The incident commander for an> 
incident falling under the jurisdiction of the FBI or Secret Sendee will be managed by 
local authorities as determined by existing mutual agreements, greatest jurisdictional 
involvement, number of resources, existing statutory authority, or mutual Icnowledge of 
the agency’s qualifications for a specific type of incident or for accomplishing actions 
based on the focus of current operations. 




(jU) (X^ 3 Response to specific situations associated with I'lational Special Secunty 
Events will require the coor^nation of various law enforcement and emerj^ency 
management entities. The command structure will reflect those agencies with pnmary 
responsibilities associated with security design and emergenc> management 
responsibilities. The composition of the command structure will be flexible and subject 
to change, as warranted, by the specific requirements associated with each situation. 

E, Plan ofpperations: 

1 . Incident Command System: Because most majoi cities have already 
established an Emergency Operations Center (EOC); adopted :m ICS; established mutual 
aide agreements; and routinely conduct exercises to promote the efficient utilization of 
such systems, the local government’s existing public safety inlfastructure will be the first 
responder to most incidents. The local government’s existing Emergency Management 
Plan, EOC and the ICS will incorporate Federal representation. The existing ICS will be 
augmented as needed, by Federal assets, and serve as a umfied command structure for 
any incident. For incidents falling under the investigative junsdiction of tlie FBI, the 
local ICS will be incorporated into the Joint Operations Center througli a unified 
command system. 

Cv0(»2 Unified Command Structure' To provide the operational command 
fi-amework between various Lead Federal Agencies, and to minimize disruption of 
existing local emergency management plans, the Secret Service, FBI, and FEMA will 
ensure integration of resources and coordmation of efforts witli the local emergency 
operations center and unified command structure. 

a Whenever possible, to promote efficient response to a potential incident, 
the Secret Service, FBI and FEMA will identify resources that may be jointly utilized in 
either security or cnsis management operations. Resources for crisis management and 
security operations will be jointly led or managed. 

b As appropriate, other agencies will be incorporated into the unified 
command structure. 

At NSSE events, an interagency Joint Operations: Center (JOC) will be 
formed The FBI, FEMA, and Secret Service, in conjunction ivith the Special Events 
Coordinating Committee (SECC), will be responsible for forming the JOC. That 
responsibility will include location, as well as appropriate membership m the JOC by 
agencies beyond the FBI, FEMA, and Secret Service 

The purpose of the JOC is to establish a unified command structure for NSSE events m 
order to facilitate unified decision making, particularly in the event of a need for 
transition from prevention, to crisis management, to consequence management. Each 
agency will have representation m the vanous components of ihe JOC as ttiey deem 
necessary (i e , tactical, intelligence, negotiations, consequence; management), m addition 



to a senior level representative of the agency designated to coordinate any necessary 
transition in the absence of that agency Director. 


F, Execution and Transition of Responsibility: 

(ViJ^ 1. Secret Service Responsibilities' The Secret Service shall be the lead agency 
for secunty design, planning and implementation of security measures required for 
National Special Security Events. The Secret Service will coordinate its activities 
regarding security design, planning and implementation with the FBI, 

(l4*2 FBI Responsibilities. The FBI has the primary investigative responsibility 
for intelligence, cnsis management, hostage rescue, counter-terronsm and its statutory 
Federal cnminal investigations. The FBI will be the on-scene manager for the U.S 
Government when operationally responding to terrorist incidents, or other instances 
where it has primary jurisdiction, that occur at, or within National Special Secunty 
Events. The FBI will also identify and coordinate its measures and assets to effect 
consequence management planning, coordination and transition from the crisis 
management phase to consequence management by FEMA.^ 

CujiXi 3, FEMA Responsibilities The FEMA has pnmar)' responsibility for 
consequence management planning and coordination. 

(A’X) 4 Transition Responsibilities. This plan assumes that the Secret Seivice will 
be responsible for assuming initial control of a situation, and exercising “Intenm Federal 
Presence” whenever a Secret Service protectee is involved in an incident at a National 
Special Security Event imtil a coordinated transition of responsibilities can be made to 
the FBI, or to other agencies, such as FEMA, in those instances where they exercise 
primary jurisdiction. At sites, buildings or grounds not under the physical control of the 
Secret Service, and where a protectee is not present, the FBI and FEMA will determine 
their access requirements and coordinate directly with other public safety, law 
enforcement, or pnvate secunty agencies that are controlling access. 

<?. Summary: 

QO (S) Pursuant to responsibilities as lead Federal agencies for National Special 
Security Events, the Interagency National Special Security Events Working Group and 
the National Special Security Events Coordinating Group will facilitate the 
implementation of comprehensive Federal command and conti’ol plans for National 
Special Security Events. Those plans will include a umfied command structure When 
possible, the command structure will incorporate the existing local public safety and 
emergency management incident command system.

Consistent with existing interagency agreements and junsdictional 
responsibilities, the command structure will be designed to facilitate a coordinated 
response to situation specific incidents ansing at, or associated with, National Special 
Secimty Events. The plan should ensure a logical and coordinated transition of 
responsibility from one agency or department to another, in those mstances where they 
have primary jurisdiction.

The enclosed 
briefing paper provides additional information regarding this 
event. The FBI has codenamed this case “SEATRADE 99". 

The WTO meeting will include 133 member nations, as 
well as 31 countries seeking membership, including Russia and the 
People's Republic of China. The WTO meeting is anticipated to be 
the largest trade event ever held in the United States. Although 
geared toward the Ministerial level, the last WTO meeting held in 
Geneva, Switzerland, attracted 20 heads of state. About 5,000 
attendees are expected, including 3,000 delegates. Further 
information regarding the WTO meeting is located in the attached 
briefing paper. The briefing paper includes a statement of issue 
and mission, jurisdictional notes, a history of the GATT/WTO 
agreement, previous WTO conferences and protests, and a list of 
present member nations and observers. 

The SEMU has designated SEATRADE 99 as a Special Events 
Readiness Level II Event (SERL II) As a result of the size and 
political significance of this event, SEMU expects that SEATRADE 
99 will also be designated a National Special Security Event 
(NSSE) pursuant to Presidential Decision Directive 62 (PPD-62) . 

As a result, a SEATRADE 99 Security and Public Safety Committee 
has been established to plan and coordinate all federal, state 
and local agency support activities for the event. If designated 
an NSSE, the United States Secret Service, FBI and FEMA will be 
the lead agencies for security, crisis management and consequence 
management, respectively. 

The WTO meeting is a high profile event There is an 
increased concern due to the current situation in Yugoslavia, 
recent air strikes on Iraq, the Embassy bombings in Africa, 
domestic terrorism activities, and the threat from weapons of 
mass destruction (WMD) at special events.

and intelligence agencies any information which would indicate 
the possibility of criminal activity or disturbances by Canadian 
residents during SEATRADE 99.

Legat Ottawa also 
IS requested to initiate an ongoing dialogue with Canadian 
authorities regarding the WTO meeting, in the event information 
comes to light at a later date.

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Clinton urges free trade 

The need to liberalise world trade will be the theme of US President Bill Clinton's address to mark the 
50th anniversary of the World Trade Organisation (WTO) on Monday 

World leaders are gathering in Geneva for the anniversary, which coincides with the WTO's second 
mimstenal conference Those expected include British Prime Minister Tony Blair, Brazilian President 
Fernando Cardoso, Cuban President Fidel Castro and South African President Nelson Mandela 

But a mass protest in the Swiss banking city over the weekend was a reminder that the 132-nation WTO 
will not have a clear nde in turning the free-trade orthodoxy into a global reaUty 

Tensions between the US and Europe over agricultural policy could also cast a cloud over the talks 

White House spokesman Michael McCurry indicated that in Mr Clinton's address "there will be some 
significant words uttered on trade" 

The thrust of the conference will be the same as the American president's speech The WTO wants global 
free trade in goods and services during the next century, and conference will discuss how to realise that 
goal 

"This conference will kick off an extremely important and complex process," said WTO Director-General 
Renato Ruggiero 

Mimsters at the conference will assess the progress made m free-trade agreements m areas such as 
telecommunications, financial services and information technology 

They will also address the question of whether another major trade-negotiating round should be launched 
- a round that may eventually have to deal with broader trade-related issues such as workers' nghts, the 
environment and competition policy 

A particular obstacle in the way of the WTO's vision is the high tariffs m agriculture and textiles - two of 
the key exports in developing countries such as Bangladesh and India 

Billed as a transitional conference, it is not expected to make many major economic decisions It may well 
however decide on whether to allow free trade on the Internet, a move pushed by America 

The conference will also consider ways of ensuring that markets stay open amid the financial and political 
crises rocking Asia 

A prominent dissenting voice was provided by President Castro, who denounced the WTO as a battlefield 
where only Washington ever won 

His concerns were shared by 5,000 people who marched though Geneva at the weekend denouncing the 
WTO as the tool of multmational firms to exploit the world's poor

The conference takes place amid feehngs in the north and the south alike that open trade causes social 
and economic dislocation, and some participants feel there may be political pressure for a swing back to 
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protectionism 

Tensions over agriculture 

There are also tensions between the US and Europe over agriculture, caused by the agricultural subsidies 
which are anathema to the prevailing dogma of the WTO 

With farmers reeling from a months-long slide in world grain prices, Washington has warned of 
retaliation against European Union export subsidies 

The EU hit back last weekj saying it would itself respond if the United States - which this month restored 
assistance for poultry exporters - crossed the subsidy threshold unfairly

EU commission calls for worldwide trade talks, U.S. urges

GENEVA (AP) — The European Umon on Tuesday proposed a new round of across-the-board talks on 
free trade worldwide, but the Umted States said that might be too broad an approach 

U S Trade Representative Charlene Barshefsky said President Clinton urged caution at a gathering of the 
132-nation World Trade Organization on Monday in part because many countries feel think is too much 
unfimshed business from previous negotiations 

But EU Commission President Jacques Santer pressed ahead with the European proposal 

"Experience proves in effect that a global approach will open the way to better prospects than a regional 
or sectoral approach," he said 

Clinton urged work on new agreements, but questioned the all-or-nothmg approach of a round that 
would mdude a wide range of issues upon which it could take years to agree 

"The view of many delegations is that this would be terribly premature," Barshefsky said "Countries are 
still absorbing the extraordinary range of commitments they made in the Uruguay Round " 

That round, named for the country in which it began in 1986, covered everything from farm products to 
banking services and intellectual property 

It took 7 years to wrap up, and even then parts of it were unfimshed 

Brazilian President Fernando Hennque Cardoso said a new round shouldn't interfere with existing 
negotiations on agriculture or come before the full implementation of the Uruguay Round 

In another U S push at the conference, Barshefsky said Clinton asked for more openness in WTO 
proceedings on the grounds that "secrecy breeds distrust " 
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U S Agnculture Secretary Dan Giickman said many Americans share a "belief that a bunch of very 
wealthy elitists and representatives of very wealthy elitists come and meet in Geneva and other places to 
decide and carve up the world " 

Such "conspiracy theories" are untrue, he said, but "there is a lot of cynicism about globalization of 
markets " 

Presidents Nelson Mandela of South Africa and Fidel Castro of Cuba said the global trading system had 
failed to meet its aims of bringing a higher standard of living to many developing countries 

"What is so painful is that they were not realized in my country, not for our contment or mdeed for most 
of humamty," Mandela said 

"The Third- World countnes have been losing everything," Castro added

Blair calls for fair world trade deal 

FROM PETER CAPELLA EV GENEVA 

TONY BLAIR yesterday launched the "millennium challenge" for global free trade, marking the fifdeth 
anmversary of international trade accords with an appeal for a fairer but extended system 

Outlining five tasks for the 132 members of the World Trade Organisation (WTO), the Prime Minister 
said free trade was an "irreversible and irresistible trend", but that the needs and fears of developing 
countries had to be taken into account 

"The question now is not so much whether free trade - but how best to manage its consequences This is 
the millennium challenge for us and the WTO," Mr Blair said 

Underhning the 50 per cent growth in exports worldwide since 1990 and the growth in investment, Mr 
Blair told heads of state and ministers attending a ceremony in Geneva that the benefits had not been fdt 
evenly He announced that Britain would contribute £10 milhon for technical assistance to help poor 
countries to prepare for liberalisation, and urged other members to agree to zero tanffs on exports from 
the least-developed countries 

Mr Blair's proposals appeared to be closest to the aspirations of President Mandela of South Afiica But 
the emphasis on the ne^s of developing countries was m stark contrast to an address by President 
Clinton on Monday evening, which called for a huge acceleration in worldwide free trade 

Mr Clinton, proclaiming himself an aggressive free-marketeer, shocked many officials by failing to 
address the concerns of the Third World in a speech that appeared to be designed for an American 
audience 

The Prime Minister said it was essential to keep markets open and fair, and issued a warning against 
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submitting to new pressures imposed by the Asian financial cnsis 



"We must ensure that the current financial difficulties m Asia do not lead to a retreat into protectiomsm," 
he said 


He also urged countries to press on with further liberalisation, in particular in agriculture and services, but 
combined the suggestion with concern for environmental protection and mimmum labour standards He 
did not mention the textile industry, another key area for free trade m the eyes of developing countries 

"I beheve protecting the environment is perhaps the major challenge we face as we head towards the next 
century," Mr Blair told the assembly 

The Prime Minister emphasised that the pace and extent of economic and technological change left 
people "feehng powerless and insecure about their future" They also brought social change that bred 
crime and fostered exclusion 


His vision outlined a middle ground between resistance to change and laisser-fdre policies He said that 
change needed to be managed "Nowhere is this clearer than in the way we trade with each other," he 
added 


Listing American sanctions on trade with Cuba, Libya and Iran under the subtle forms of protectiomsm, 
the Pnme Minister said the European Lfmon and the US had found an effective way to deal with these 
obstacles during their summit on Monday 

Earlier, President Castro of Cuba said a US-European compromise on American sanctions agamst the 
Caribbean island should not be concluded outside the WTO at the expense of Cuba He criticised the deal 
as "unclear, contradictory, threatening for many countries and without ethics" 


SOUTH AFRICA 

Statement by H.£. Mr. Nelson Mandela, President 

Today's auspicious occasion is nch with the iromes of the latter half of the Twentieth Century As the 
international community painstakingly assembled a new order amidst the devastation of a war fought for 
umversal principles of fl’eedom, there were just two countries of Africa that signed the original GATT 
Agreement They were Southern Rhodesia and the Union of South Afiica, today Zimbabwe and the 
Repubhc of South Africa At that time both were components of the British Empire in differing stages of 
colonial rule We need not dwell on why they in particular entered the GATT We do know that the 
peoples of Afiica were not consulted 

I and the vast majority of South Afiicans had no vote and were completely excluded from any such 
decisions The then Government in South Africa expressed itself as party to a collective recognition, in 
the introduction to the 1947 agreement, that, "relations in the field of trade and economic endeavour 
should be conducted with a view to raising standards of living, ensuring full employment and a large and 
steadily growing volume of real income and effective demand, developing the full use of the resources of 
the world and expanding the production and exchange of goods " These noble sentiments would have had 
our agreement then, as they do now What is so painful is that they were not realised in my country - nor 
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for our continent or indeed for most of humamty 

In South Africa's case it took another 47 years of struggle before there was a democratic election In 
those 47 years South Africa traded extensively, and provided an object lesson, if such were needed, that 
trade does not of itself and in itself bring a better world Yet over those same 47 years the international 
community came to insist with increasmg vigour that freedom is indivisible They identified with our 
aspirations and helped us achieve them Together we were able to struggle for a greater and just cause 
Today, I am proud to be able to address you as the President of a free and democratic Republic of South 
Africa, and as the representative of one of many African members of the WTO Freedom has brought 
South Africa the chance to achieve a better life for all our people, through our Reconstruction and 
Development Programme As a part of this Programme we are strengthening our engagement with the 
WTO because of its importance to our economy and that of Southern Africa 

In commemorating the 50th Anniversary of the GATT, therefore. South Africa chooses to look forward 
rather than deal with the imperfections of the past But in seekmg to build a better future we ignore the 
lessons of the past at our peril Though mtemational trade and investment have always been an integral 
part of the world economy, the extent to which all parties have benefited has depended on the 
circumstances in which they have taken place 

The current process of globalization is no exception The extent to which all countries benefit will depend 
on how we, the Member States act in concert to shape the processes In the 50 years of the GATT we 
have surely learnt enough - despite the de facto exclusion of many, many developing countries - to vastly 
improve on the management of the world trading system to the mutual benefit of all nations and people 
We are firmly of the belief that the existence of the GATT, and now the World Trade Organization, as a 
rules-based system, provides the foundation on which our deliberations can build in order to improve 

However, to realize the aspirations of all requires wise work to be done The WTO came mto existence 
precisely as a response to the need for a more effective regulatory, supervisory and enforcement 
environment for world trade and investment than the GATT could then provide But now we can see that 
the success of the system agreed to in Marrakesh in 1994 will depend on the wisdom with which it is 
implemented and taken forward. In makmg a complex point it is natural to fall back on one's own 
expenence, and I hope you will permit me to do so South Afiricans fought a horrifying abuse of power 
and were determined that it should never happen again We therefore elected to be governed by a 
constitution - in effect a rules based system - that must protect all in equal measure But we could not 
forget that the mjustice and discrimination that we fought against has had deep-seated structural effects 
If our constitution was blind to the reality of inequality and historical imbalances that prevent equal access 
to opportumty, then it would become a source of both actual and perceived injustice Rules must be 
applied without fear or favour, but if they contam prescriptions that cannot be complied with by all, or if 
the results benefit too few, then injustice will emerge Then it is prudent to remember that no amount of 
rules or their enforcement will defeat those who struggle with justice on their side That too is part of our 
expenence and the experience of people everywhere Where there are manifest inequalities when the rules 
are introduced then special and thoughtful measures have to be applied

This care at the begmmng will promote the conditions that will sustam and nurture a rules-based system 
We must be frank m our assessment of the outcome of the Uruguay Round The developing countnes 
were not able to ensure that the mles accommodated their realities For understandable reasons it was 
mainly the preoccupations and problems of the advanced industnal economies that shaped the agreement 
The sections dealing with the developing countnes and the least-developed countries were not adequately 
thought through Nor have they been fully implemented We already have the elements of an answer to

the problem in the mechanism of an extension of time for developing countries to comply, and m recent 
improvements in the capacity of the WTO to give technical assistance in cooperation with other 
multilateral agencies But this is not yet the full answer What exactly can be done We must start by a 
reaffirmation that the building of a multilateral rules-based system is fundamentally correct Powerful 
economies must stop applying umlateral measures and the developing countries must negotiate their 
specific needs within tins framework 

Rules are respected when they are above expediency, in perception and in practice The developing 
countries should now give leadership to the development of a positive agenda that fully addresses their 
needs In doing so they can build on work done since the Singapore Conference to integrate the work of 
the multilateral mstitutions They need to define precisely those areas that are obstacles to their progress 
in the world trading system Free market access for the LDCs should no longer be the issue debated It is 
rather the practical effects of implementing this that need to be mcorporated into the multilateral system 
If the WTO is used to defend the current patterns of production it will fail 

Many developing countnes have a clear comparative advantage in agriculture and textiles New 
competitive advantages m manufactured products are being developed These advantages will be the basis 
for development The WTO must be able to facilitate these changes in world production and not be used 
as a means to revert to protection The pace of events is rapid and reality requires us to address the 
so-called new issues, particularly as new pressing matters will emerge and are emerging But only if 
there is confidence in the system will all parties feel comfortable doing so It is therefore imperative that 
we build confidence in the system It would be unwise to ignore the increased fiustration of ordmary 
people, or to confiise patience which is exercised m order to ensure an advance, with reluctance to 
comply These are complex matters, and in dealing with such matters there are no easy solutions 

But where there is a determination to find joint, negotiated solutions then there is a way South Afiica is 
prepared to play its part in helping develop a positive and detailed agenda for the next Ministerial 
Meeting so that the challenge of eradicating and defeating underdevelopment is fully addressed We 
believe that cooperation with the WTO, UNCTAD, ILO, UNDP, the World Bank and the IMF is 
essential We must have an open and frank dialogue to define the separate and combined roles of these 
very important multilateral mstitutions There can be no refusal to discuss matters such as labour 
standards, social issues and the environment, but equally all must be prepared to listen carefully before 
judgements are made If developing countries feel that there is nothmg to gain except further burdens, 
then It will prove difficult to deal with these crucial matters Ladies and gentlemen, Fifty years ago, when 
the founders of the GATT evoked the link between trade, growth and a better life, few. could have 
foreseen such poverty, homelessness and unemployment as the world now knows Few would have 
imagined that the exploitation of the world's abundant resources and a prodigious growth in world trade 
would have seen the gap between nch and poor widening And few could have anticipated the burden of 
debt on many poor nations As we celebrate what has been achieved in shapmg the world trading system, 
let us resolve to leave no stone unturned in working together to ensure that our shared principles are 
everywhere translated mto reality As we enter the new millennium, let us forge a partnership for 
development through trade and investment

Some of what happens in politics is hidden in plain sight 

Last week. President Clinton announced a major shift in Amenca's approach to global economics His 
ideas would affect how workers and the environment gain protection and whether trade issues are settled 
in the open or m secret 

Almost nobody paid attention 

Clinton's announcement came in a speech before the World Trade Organization in Geneva There was a 
time when the address would have been front-page news It was, for one thing, a direct response to ciitics 
of the WTO who accuse it of bowing to the wishes of powerful international companies and making its 
decisions without any public accountability 

Clinton said that on the matter of secrecy, at least, the cntics are right "We must modernize the WTO by 
opening its doors to the scrutiny and participation of the public," Clmton declared "Today, when one 
nation challenges the practices of another, the proceeding takes place behmd closed doors I propose that 
all hearings by the WTO be open to the public " Clinton pronused that the United States would open any 
proceeding it is part of and challenge other countries to do the same 

For good measure he proposed that private citizens be able to present their views before the WTO — 
meaning that business or labor people, Ralph Nader or Pat Buchanan, environmentalists or anyone else 
could raise a ruckus when they thought vital issues were at stake Since international organizations now 
play such a big role in every nation's economy, how can the basic nght to petition and air grievances be 
demed*? 

Calhng on the WTO to work more closely with environmentalists and the International Labor 
Organization to lift standards, Clinton directly borrowed rhetonc from cntics of his past trade policies 
"We must do more to ensure that spirited economic competition among nations never becomes a race to 
the bottom — in environmental protections, consumer protections or labor standards We should be 
leveling up, not leveling.down " 

Clinton acknowledged with unusual bluntness that without such protections, "we caimot build the 
necessary public support for the expansion of trade Working people will only assume the risk of a free 
international market if they have confidence that the system A^dll work for them " 

That Clinton's speech got so little coverage may reflect the muflflmg of his voice by scandal news But it 
demonstrates for ceitam the eclipse of trade as a major pubhc issue after last year's defeat of authonty for 
the president to negotiate trade deals on a "fast track " 

In fact, Clinton's new proposals are a direct response to the defeat of fast track They grow out of 
continuing discussions between Treasury Secretary Robert Rubin and a group of House Democrats 

Some of Rubin's interlocutors -- Rep David Bonior of Michigan, for example -- were sharply critical of 
Clinton's old approach to trade But many of them, including Reps Nancy Pelosi of California and Barney 
Frank of Massachusetts, are also interested in a "third way" that accepts global markets as a reality but 
seeks, as Frank put it, "globalization plus civility " 
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On trade, says Frank, "the president and the Democrats realize there's a fiindWental intellectual tension 
We're not for fnckle-down domestically Why should we be for trickle-down internationally?" Thus the 
importance of Clmton's "leveling up" rhetoric "We're not saying no to internationalism," Frank says 
"We’re saying you have to do it with offsets for inequality " 

Another sign that foes of Clinton's past trade policies see him responding to their views came from 
AFL-CIO President John Sweeney He praised the speech as "a dramatic turning point in the debate over 
the rules of globalization " 

Commerce Secretary William Daley — a free-trader who served as the administration point man on the 
North American Free Trade Agreement — acknowledged in an interview this week that "some of our 
friends on the far right and far left" regard the WTO as "some sort of Trilateral Commission," a powerful 
body that makes important decisions in secret 

"If we’re going to depend on international organizations," Daley said, referring to the WTO and 
International Monetary Fund, "we'd better not only start defending them but also deal with the legitimate 
problems that have come up We're trying to get this debate on a different level " 

Forging a new consensus around global growth with equity would be a major achievement But the 
resoundmg silence that greeted the president's speech suggests that the road there will be long and that 
there may be limits on Clinton's ability to lead the journey

WTO PARTY MARRED BY ANTI-GLOBALISATION 

PROTESTS 

The World Trade Organisation held its second Ministerial Conference in Geneva recently. It was meant 
to be a big birthday bash as this marks the 50th anniversary of the founding of GATT, the predecessor 
of the WTO, However, the free trade system which the WTO represents came under attack from 
thousands of demonstrators who turned this into a city under siege. The free-trade philosophy is also 
being called into question by development, social and environmental groups, and was. also 
overshadowed by the Asian crisis and the dramatic events in Jakarta.

Geneva It was planned as a grand birthday celebration to mark the 50th year of the free trade system 
But the second Mimsterial Conference of the World Trade Organisation held m Geneva recently will 
instead be remembered as a turning point in the rush towards globalisation 

As world leaders and trade ministers gathered here, half a century after the birth of GATT (the General 
Agreement on Tariffs and Trade), the predecessor of the WTO, the public backlash against rapid 
liberalisation was all too clear 

On the eve of the Conference, 10,000 people from many parts of the world staged a peaceful 
demonstration that paralysed Geneva's streets They were protesting against the social dislocation caused 
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by free trade and the holding of the WTO meeting Gathered under the umbrella of 'People’s Global 
Action’, the groups represented farmers from both the South and the North who believe the removal of 
trade bamers will cause multinational companies to take over their markets and lands 

They also represented workers angered that the race for 'efficiency' and cost-cutting is leading to massive 
job losses, and consumers concerned that the profit motive has led corporations to push sales of harmful 
products such as tobacco and genetically-engineered foods In the evemng a small part of the crowd, 
reportedly made up of finstrated town youth, smashed and overturned cars and broke shop windows 

In the next few days, as small demonstrations continued, Geneva was like a city imder siege Barricades 
manned by helmeted pohce blocked the roads leading to the United Nations and WTO buildmgs, causing 
traffic jams 

Participants of the WTO Conference had to walk for miles because of the diversions Those m cars faced 
delays Police warned the delegates not to display their Conference badges in pubhc and to remove the 
official sticker on their cars, so as to avoid being identified and attacked m the city 

On the second mght when President Clinton paid a one-hour visit to the Conference, secunty in the city 
and in the UN building was so tight that participants and city-dwellers ahke made snide remarks about the 
inconvenience caused by the Emperor of the World 

Despite the brevity of his visit, the US President was given pride of place, as an entire night session was 
devoted to his speech commemorating the 50th anniversary of GATT 

He gave a rousing cheer for free trade, and marked out the American vision of an 'ever-more-open* global 
trading system Seeking to please the disenchanted non-governmental organisations of the North, Clinton 
vowed to harmonise trade with environmental and labour causes, and to open up the WTO to the NGOs 

He also pressed for even more rapid hberalisation in services, agnculture and government procurement, 
and proposed that customs duties not be imposed on services transmitted electromcally Delegates from 
most developing countries were less than enthusiastic with Chnton's performance His speech did not 
show sympathy for the problems faced by the poorer countnes in having to implement the existing WTO 
agreements 

The opening up of their countnes in agnculture, services, and mdustry, as well as their having to 
undertake new obhgations in mtellectual property rights, has greatly mcreased the danger that many local 
firms and farms may face closure as they are unable to compete with the giant foreign firms 

The Mimsters from many developing countries Usted down the problems faced because of this rapid 
liberalisation and requested that no new issues be added onto the already heavy WTO agenda as they 
simply cannot cope with more negotiations 

But the US (as well as the European Union and Japan) were pressing for fiuther hberahsation as well as a 
new round of negotiations to expand the powers of the WTO over more areas 

They proposed upgrading the issue of trade and environment (with plans for a Mimsterial meeting 
involving both trade and environment Mimsters in early 1999), and tried to bring back the issue of labour 
standards (which developing countries had hoped they had thrown out at the Singapore Conference m 
1 996) They are also intent on converting the working groups on investment, competition policy and 
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government procurement (presently mandated only to discuss issues) into finl-scale negotiating groups 
for new agreements 

Even as the developing countries pleaded for more understanding and a slowing down of the pace of 
liberalisation, the nch nations were aggressive in pushing the WTO headlong into new areas 

It was thus not surprising that the loudest cheers at the Conference were reserved for none other than 
Cuba's President Fidel Castro, who attacked the US for its umlateral trade actions, the North for trying to 
smuggle m a multilateral agreement on investment, and the 'unfair and unbalanced' trade system The 
Third World countries, said Castro, have been losing everything custom tariffs that protected their 
emerging industnes and produced revenues, agreements on commodities, producers' associations, pnce 
indexation, preferential treatment, and any instrument protecting their export value and contributing to 
their development 

Why isn't the unfair and unbalanced trade mentioned*?' he asked 'Why is the unbearable weight of 
external debt no longer discussed*? 'Why is official development aid being reduced*? How are we 
supposed to make a living*? What goods and services shall we export*? Which industrial production will be 
left to us*?' He called on developing countnes, who form the majority in the WTO, to umte so that they 
can use their vote to turn the WTO into an instrument for a better world 

And he ended by renunding that even the United States, having inflated share pnces, may not be able to 
prevent a financial meltdown He proposed that among the new issues, the WTO should assess the risks 
of a breakdown and answer the question 'Global Economic Cnsis What to do*?' 

The long and warm applause following Castro's speech showed it had struck a chord with the delegates 
of many developing countries who have increasmgly felt that the fi'ee-trade race of the WTO system is 
leaving thenr behind. 

The negative effects of 'marginalisation' have been voiced more and more, especially by Afiican countnes 
and other least developed nations This is a code term for how cheap imports have flooded their markets 
(after havmg to reduce their import duties) and displaced their local firms, whilst at the same time they 
lack the capacity to expand their exports 

'There is no reason for us to celebrate 50 years of the trade system as it has not brought us benefits,' said 
the Ambassador of one Afiican country 

But the birthday party was marred not only by the continuing impovenshment of the poorest countries It 
was overshadowed even more by the shock of the financial crisis of the East Asian countnes that hitherto 
had been the shining examples of how much wealth can be brought by hberalisation There is an emerging 
consensus that over-rapid financial liberalisation had paved the road to the Asian currency collapse and 
debt cnsis, and that the IMF's policy prescription of openmg up further made the situation worse 

The large student and public protests m Jakarta, leading to the toppling of President Suharto, had a 
profound effect in dampening the atmosphere of the WTO Conference m Geneva It was clear that the 
East Asian countnes were not in the mood to receive pressures by the nch countries for new areas of 
their economies to be opened up, when they are preoccupied with survival and recovery 

The rapidity with which economic cnsis can lead to political crisis and change was shockingly exposed by 
the hour-by-hour developments in Jakarta, brought up-to-date to the participants in Geneva via CNN and* 
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BBC 

At the parallel NGO conference, many workshops were being held on the downside of globalisation, from 
the destruction of the environment and the climb in unemployment m the North, to the threat faced by 
farmers and the marginalisation of poor countnes The claims by the WTO champions about the wonders 
of trade and investment liberalisation have come against a strong wall of scepticism bemg expressed by 
ordinary citizens of both developed and developing countnes 

The irony was not lost on any thoughtfril participant of the WTO Conference As the delegates and 
NGOs were being encouraged to toast to the 50 years of the free trade system, the buildings they were in 
had to be surrounded by security personnel to protect them from the people outside protesting against the 
effects of globalisation 

The ironies and contradictions in this commemorative Conference — best brought up in the contrast 
between Clinton’s gung-ho proposals for more of the same business, and Castro's call to overhaul the 
trade system in view of the global crisis -- should get the WTO member countries to take a pause from 
their busy schedule to reconsider just where the system is leading us 

But there is little chance that pause will take place At the end of the Conference, the Trade Mimsters 
adopted a Declaration that committed their diplomats to pursue the possibility of more liberalisation in a 
wide range of new issues in the next 18 months before the next Ministenal Conference, to be held in the 
Umted States

WASHINGTON -- The United States and other governments will meet in Paris next week to tiy to 
renew their push for an accord aimed at boosting international investment flows 


Meanwhile, a coalition of U S public-interest groups will heighten its campaign against the proposed 
pact, arguing it would undercut efforts to improve human rights, labor and environmental standards 
around the world 


The groups, which include Public Citizen, the U S Catholic Conference, the Center for International Law 
and the World Wildlife Federation, plan a massive "phone-in" campaign on Tuesday in the U S Senate 

At issue is an agreement under negotiation at the Paris-based Organization for Economic Cooperation 
and Development to reduce, if not eliminate, national barriers to cross-border capital flows 

The proposed pact, for example, would guarantee foreign investors the same treatment as domestic 
investors and accord them greater protection against expropriation and other arbitrary government acts 
Disputes would be settled by binding arbitration. 

The OECD's 29 member countries, which mclude the United States, Japan and the 15-nation European 
Union, have been negotiating the pact since September 1995. 

"Most countries," said one ofiBcial close to the talks, "say we're almost there" in completing the 
negoriaflons The accord's main planks have been agreed on, another aide smd. 

But some politically charged issues — authorizing specific exemptions fi*om the rules, how to address 
environmental and labor questions, and reconciling U.S.-EU differences over investments m expropriated 
property — remain to be hammered out

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TRADE-US: Clinton Narrowly Averts Blow to 

WTO’s Power

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WASHINGTON, Aug 7 (IPS) - President Bill Clinton has narrowly averted a major blow to tne auinority 
and reach of the World Trade Organisation (WTO) by U S supporters of the use of economic sanctions 
by state and local governments against foreign countries 


The House of Representatives voted 228-200 Wednesday night to reject an amendment that would have 
barred the federal government from legally challenging any state or local sanctions laws which were 
found by a WTO panel to violate international trade accords 


The Clinton administration strongly opposed the amendment, co- sponsored by an unusual coahtion of 
left-wing Democrats and nght- wing Republicans, and argued that it was "unnecessary and ill- advised " 


The vote, which split both Republicans and Democrats, was the latest in a senes of recent struggles over 
the use of umlateral sanctions agamst foreign countries 

More than 600 of America's largest corporations, organised in the National Foreign Trade Council 
(NFTC), have held a year-long campaign against unilateral sanctions They claimed such measures were 
not only ineffective m achieving their aims, but also cost US business about 20 billion dollars a year in 
lost commerce 


The NFTC, with at least the tacit support of key players in the Clinton admimstration, focused most of its 
efforts on Congress which, in recent years, enacted far-reaching economic sanctions against such 
countries as Iran, Cuba, Libya, and China as punishment for alleged for human rights abuses or weapons 
proliferation 

At a second level, however, the NFTC and the administration have pressed state and local jurisdictions to 
repeal or reject so- called "selective purchasing" laws agamst companies which invest or do business in 
target countries Launched by the anti- apartheid movement m the late 1970s, these laws typically forbid 
such compames from bidding on state or local contracts 

Their purpose is to force companies to choose between doing busmess with local and state governments, 
some of which award hundreds of millions of dollars in contracts each year, and maintaining ties with 
target countries Selective purchasing laws were largely credited with decision by dozens of U S 
companies to withdraw from South Africa during the anti-apartheid campaign 

About two dozen states, counties and cities throughout the Umted States have such laws on the books, 
most of them directed agmnst Burma but also aimed at Indonesia, Nigeria, Cuba, and Switzerland The 
most controversial law is one enacted by the Massachusetts legislature in 1996 imposing a 10 percent

• penalty on all bids on state contracts by companies doing business in Burma 

The NFTC earlier this year sued Massachusetts on the grounds that the law violates provisions m the US 
constitution which give the federal government supreme authonty over foreign policy and commerce 

The Massachusetts law, however, also drew the attention of the European Union (EU) which brought the 
matter to the WTO They argued that the law, which applies to foreign as well as US-based companies, 
violates the 1994 Government Procurement Agreement which requires that procurement decisions by 
governments, including most U S states, be made on economic grounds only 

The EU filed an "amicus curiae" brief supporting the NFTC lawsuit and threatened to ask the WTO to 
formally convene a three- person panel to rule on the Massachusetts law in September That threat helped 
galvamse the coalition which rallied behmd the amendment If it became law, the admimstration would be 
barred from taking legal action to enforce any WTO ruling 

Organisational sponsors included several major Jewish groups, which have spearheaded the campaign 
against Swiss banks for their complicity with the Nazis dunng World War Two, the Sierra Club, a large 
environmental lobby which has backed sanctions against Burma and Nigeria, Transafnca and the Afhca 
Fund 

"The members of Congress who are co-sponsonng this legislation, progressives and conservatives, 
disagree on a lot of things, but what we do not disagree about is that the American people in their cities 
and their towns and their states have the right to make decisions which affect their own best interests and 
have the right not to be overriden by a secretive trade organisation in Geneva," said Rep Bemie Sanders, 
a leftwing independent from Vermont 

Rep Ileana Ros-Lehtinen, a staunchly anti-Castro Cuban- American fi*om Miami and co-sponsor of the 
amendment, agreed "This amendment insures that the ultimate fate of subnational policies and laws are 
decided by the American poUtical system and not by foreign bureaucrats," she declared 

Foes of the amendment circulated a letter from U S Trade Representative Charlene Barshefsky who 
insisted that the WTO had no authonty to compel Washmgton to follow its rulings or to sue local or state 
jurisdictions to ensure compliance "Only the United States can decide how it will respond, if at all, to 
panel reports," she wrote, adding that the federal government had never sued a subnational body in the 50 
years in which the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, the WTO's predecessor, had issued rulings 

But one amendment sponsor, Peter DeFazio, questioned these assurances 'We have been told that it is 
absolutely uimecessaiy to have this amendment because the United States government has never used the 
power of the courts to preempt state and local laws, and it will never do that," he said "If that is the case, 
then why do they not just accept the amendment?" 

Despite their defeat, the amendment's supporters did see a silver lining to the debate "The administration 
has managed to box itself in politically," said Simon Billeness, a leader in the Burma sanctions campaign 
in Massachusetts "By saying it has no mtention of suing states over WTO mhngs, it will be that much 
more difficult to do so " 
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PRESIDENT CLINTON REMARKS AT CELEBRATION FOR THE 50TH 
ANNIVERSARY OF THE WORLD TRADE ORGANIZATION AND THE 
GENERAL AGREEMENT ON TARIFFS AND TRADE GENEVA, 

SWITZERLAND 

Thank you very much Thank you very much Director General Ruggeno, Federal Counselor Cushpan 
(sp), your excellencies, thank you for the opportunity to address you on this most important occasion 

Near the end of World War II, as leaders and ordmary citizens began to dream of a system that would 
prevent a return to war, President Franklin Roosevelt asked the people of the United States and the world 
to look ahead to peace with these words he said, "A basic essential to permanent peace is a decent 
standard of living for all individual men and women and children in all nations Freedom from fear is 
eternally linked with freedom from want " It was that understandmg that led a far-sighted generation of 
post-War leaders determined to avoid past errors of protectionism and isolatiomsm to embrace what was 
then still a revolutionary idea that freedom ~ freely elected government, free markets, the free flow of 
ideas, the free movement of people -- would be the surest route to the greatest prospenty for the largest 
number of people 

They were also confident that growmg economic interdependence would lead to greater peace among 
nations The economic alliances and institutions they created — the IMF, the World Bank, the GATT — 
built a platform for prosperity and peace that has lasted down to the present day In the fiiUness of time, 
events have confirmed the convictions of the founders of the mtemational system World trade has 
mcreased fifteenfold Average tariffs have declined by 90 percent The trading commumty has grown 
from 23 nations to 132, with 31 more worbng to join Russia and Chma, where the shackles of state 
socialism once choked off enterprise, are movmg to jom the thrivmg community of free democracies 
Trade is creating prosperity among the nations of the Americas, and offers hope to the emerging 
economies of Africa and Asia On the edge of a new millennium, our people are creating a new economy, 
a very different one from that our founders faced 50 years ago The new one is dnyen by technology, 
powered by ingenuity, rewards knowledge and teamwork, flexibility and creativity, and draws us closer 
across the lines that have divided us for too long On any given day, over 3 million people take to the air 
on commercial flights Three decades ago, phone lines could only accommodate 80 calls at time between 
Europe and the United States Today they can handle 1 million calls at one time In the United States 
alone, economic output has tripled, while the phyacal weight of goods produced has barely changed The 
world's new wealth largely comes from the power of ideas This new global economy of ideas offers the 
possibility, but not the guarantee, of lifting billions of people into a worldwide middle class and a decent 
standard of living, the opportunity to give their children a better life 


Yet it also contains within it, as we all know, the seeds of new disruptions, new instabihties, new 
inequalities, new challenges to the balance of work and family, of freedom and security, of equal 
opportumty and social justice, of economic growth and a sustainable environment The challenge of the 
millennial generation here gathered is, therefore, to create a world trade system attuned both to the pace 
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and scope of the new global economy and to the endunng values which give direction and meamng to our 
lives We took the first vital step when we created the World Trade Orgamzation m 1995, a goal that had 
eluded our predecessors for nearly a half century The Uruguay Round, that founded the WTO, amounted 
to the biggest tax cut in history — $76 billion a year, when fully implemented Since that event, world 
trade has increased by 25 percent Since 1995, we also have begun to build an infrastructure for this new 
economy with histone agreements on information technology, telecommunications, and financial services, 
which together affect trilhons of dollars in global commerce every year At the G-8 Summit, just 
concluded in Birmingham, the leaders worked on ideas to strengthen the international financial 
architecture so that private capital markets can spur rapid growth while minimizing the risk of world- wide 
economic instability Now we must build on these achievements with a new \ision of trade, to construct a 
modem WTO for the 21st century 1 would like to offer you my suggestions First, we must pursue an 
evermore open global trading system Today let me state unequivocally that America is committed to 
open trade among all nations Economic freedom and open trade have brought unprecedented prospenty 
m the 20th century, they will widen the circle of opportunity dramatically in the 21st One-third of the 
strong economic growth we have enjoyed in America these past five years was generated by trade For 
every country engaged m trade, open markets dramatically widen the base of possible customers for our 
goods and services We must press forward Redoubling our efforts to tear down bamers to trade will 
spur growth in all our countries, creating new businesses, better jobs, higher incomes, and advancing the 
free flow of ideas, information and people that are the life-blood of democracy and prosperity At the 
U S -E U Summit m London today, we embraced this goal and committed ourselves to reducing barriers 
and increasing trade in a dozen important areas 

No matter how much some people might wish otherwise, globalization and the technology revolution are 
not policy choices They are facts The choice is whether we shape these forces of the new economy to 
benefit our people and advance our values or retreat behind walls of protection to be left behind in the 
race for the future At a moment when for the first time in all human history, a majority of the world's 
people live under governments of their own choosing, when the argument over which is better, free 
enterprise or state sociahsm, has been won, when people on every contment seek to join the free-market 
system, those of us who have benefited from this system and led it, must not turn our backs For my part, 

I am determined to pursue an aggressive market- opemng strategy in every region of the world And I 
will continue to work with members of our Congress in both parties, to secure fast- track negotiating 
authority Second, we must recognize that in this new economy, the way we make trade rules and 
conduct trade, affects the lives daily, and the livelihoods, and the health and the safety, of ordinary 
families all over the world Therefore, our efforts to make the trading system more open, must themselves 
be made more open 

In order to build a tradmg system for the 21st century that honors our values and expands opportunity, 
we must do more to ensure that spirited economic competition among nations never becomes a race to 
the bottom m environmental protections, consumer protections or labor standards. We should be leveling 
up, not leveling down Without such a strategy, we caimot build the necessary public support for 
continued expansion of trade Working people vrill only assume the risks of a free international market if 
they have the confidence that the system will work for them The WTO was created to lift the lives of 
ordinary citizens It should listen to them I propose that WTO for the first time, provide a consultative , 

forum where business and labor and envfronmental and consumer groups can provide regular and 
continuous input to help guide further evolution of the WTO The U S and the EU agreed today to 
provide such a forum as part of our new trade agenda It is far more important for the WTO to follow 
suit When this body convenes again, the world's trade ministers should sit down with representatives of 
the broader public to begin to do this

GENEVA: 

The World Trade Organisation (WTO) has been functioning for two years and a hal^ but the benefits to 
developing countnes, which many optimists projected in the beginning, are not yet visible. On the other 
hand, some disturbing trends are emer^g which merit serious and immediate attention Some of these 
trends are enumerated below

DISINVOKING Article XVniB: DATE ^ BY 

Even before the new WTO agreements became operational, there was pressure on 
developing countnes to disinvoke Article XVlllB of the General Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade (GATT), which meant that they should give up their right to take import-control 
measures for balance of payment (BOP) reasons 

It should be recalled that this provision is located in the contractual part of GATT, and not in 
Part IV which contains best-endeavour provisions for differential and more favourable 
treatment of developing countries. To pressurise developing countries to give up this 
contractual right is highly iniquitous And yet they have been pressurised, and many of them 
have succumbed to the pressure. One would certainly accept that effective scrutiny of the 
BOP measures m the appropriate forum in the WTO is very much in order, but it is 
extremely unfair to ask a developing countiy to announce that it will not exercise this right 

DENIAL OF DEVELOPING COUNTRY STATUS: 

Developmg countries wishing to join the WTO have, in several cases, been denied the 
benefits of developmg coimtiy status at the time of their acceding to the WTO For example, 

Equador was denied this status. By no stretch of imag^ation can this country be considered 
as anything but a developing country. And yet at the time of accession, it was pressurised to 
give up its claim to be treated as a developing country. 

Later, when Ecuador did not have a proper domestic law on intellectual property rights 

withm one year (which is an obligation on developed countries), it was threatened with trade 

actions by a major developed country. It has been noticed that several developing countries 

have been put under such pressures recently during their negotiations for entry into the / 

WTO 

THREATS OF UNILATERAL ACTION: 

Developing countries had expected that threats of unilateral actions by developed countries 
would vanish with the new agreements of the WTO in operation In fact during 1994 when

they were senously examining whether to approve these new agreements, the supporters of 
the agreements were citing the protection against unilateral actions as an important benefit to 
the developing countnes flowing out of the new agreements But subsequent events belied 
these hopes and assurances Threats of unilateral actions have continued persistently It has 
put the credibility of the multilateral umbrella m grave doubt 

SHATTERED HOPES OF LIBERALISATION IN TEXTILES: 

The manner of implementation by developed countries of their obligations of progressive 
hberalisation in the textiles sector puts a senous question mark on their intentions in this 
sector In fact, several developing countries had considered the pro'sdsion of progressive 
liberalisation in this sector to be a major positive factor while formulating their position on 
the Uruguay Round results in 1994 They are now gravely disappointed 

In actual practice, the developed countries did not cover any restricted textile item (except a 
solitary item by Canada) in the first phase of liberalisation winch was to take place on 1 
January 1995 They liberalised only such items which had never been under restraint in the 
Multi-Fibre Arrangement (MFA). 

Now the same disappointing practice is gomg to be repeated in the second stage of 
liberalisation which will take place on 1 January 1998 The developed countries have 
announced the list of items to be hberalised in this phase, and it appears that for the US, EU 
and Canada, the liberalisation will respectively account for only 1 30, 3 15 and 0 70% of the 
volume of the import of restricted items 

Persistent failure of the major developed countnes to display adequate political wU to 
liberalise their textiles imports gives cause for grave concern as to whether they will really 
abide by their commitment to restore this sector into the folds of normal GATT rules in the 
beginmng of 2005 

Attempts at new restraints in textiles Immediately after the new agreements came into force, 
the US imposed a large number of new import-restraint measures against the textiles of some 
developing countries The enabling provisions of the transitional safeguards in the agreement 
on textiles and clothing were enthusiastically applied, totally ignoring the cautionary 
provision that such steps should be only sparin^y taken Of course, some of these measures 
have been removed, following the findings of panels that these were not legal, but the 
developing countries facing the restrictions had to undergo tremendous hardship and 
uncertainty because of these improper measures of a major developed country 

Anti-dumping action in textiles sector: Another major trading partner, the EU, has been 
liberally resorting to anti-dumping actions against the textile imports fi'om some developing 
countries With slight changes in the descriptions, they have sometimes been initiating 
repeated actions against almost the same products. This results in harassment of the 
exporters of developing countries Besides, it generates uncertainty in the minds of the 
importers and they start switching to different sources of supply. It is clear that the onset of 
the so-called rule-based system in the WTO has not hindered the major developed countries 
fi'om using anti-dumping measures as an instrument of protectionism 

The aggressive transitional safeguard actions and anti-dumping actions of these major 
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developed countnes indicate that these countries have not yet got reconciled to the prospect 
of the textiles sector finally being covered by the normal GATT disciplines in 2005 


UNBALANCED PRIORITIES IN THE SERVICES SECTORS: 


When the results of the Uruguay Round were being finalised in Marrakesh, decisions on 
pursuing some services sectors were taken by the ministers Three sectors need particular 
mention, viz financial services, telecommunications and movement of labour The first two 
are of deep interest to the developed countries and the third is of special interest to 
developing countries 

In the process of the follow-up in the WTO, the moYGment of labour has been handled very 
superficially and the negotiations have been concluded with insignificant results, whereas a 
fast-track approach was adopted to get deep commitments on Uberahsation in the other two 
sectors There are now comprehensive agreements in financial services and 
telecommunications, whereas the liberalisation of the movement of labour has been left 
practically unattended 

IGNORING RESEARCH AND DEVELOPMENT SUBSIDY REVIEW: 


Subsidies to firms for research and development have been classified as non-actionable 
subsidy in the WTO agreement on subsidies. Normally such subsidies are common in 
developed countries enabling their firms to improve their competitiveness in the international 
market The WTO agreement on subsidy required a review of this provision by the end of 
June 1996 No review was done It was decided that a review would take place at a future 
date if members wish to do so Thus this review will not come up automatically even in 
future 

The reason given for a quiet burial to this review is that there is a lack of experience on this 
subject and no notification has been submitted. There was actually a need for an in- depth 
study as to whether such subsidies should continue to be immune fi*om counter-action After 
all, the consideration of the subjects of services or intellectual property nghts was not given 
up even though there was practically no pnor experience of these subjects m the GATT. 
Concerted efforts were made to collect information and conduct analytical studies on these 
subjects 

Like the consideration of the movement of labour, this is another subject which would not 
have been favoured by developed countries for a detailed scrutiny, and it has consequently 
been put in the cold storage 


These are only some examples to illustrate the general direction which the WTO is taking. The 
developing countries are over-stretched in the WTO with their limited resources A number of meetings 
are going on simultaneously It is difficult for the delegations even to remain present in most of these 
meetings; effective participation and guiding the course of the meetings is a near impossibility 

These countnes are further handicapped as they do not have adequate technical resources either in their 
missions in Geneva or in their capitals The issues are diverse and extremely complicated It is difficult for 
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them to be prepared adequately to safeguard their interests and to take initiatives from their side 

The major developed countries, on the other hand, have abundant resources at their disposal and their 
objectives are also very clear They want to use the framework of the WTO to expand the space for their 
manufacturers, traders, service providers, investors and high technology monopolies 

If the developing countries ignore this oncoming well-organised and massive thrust, they will be exposing 
themselves to the risk of being total losers in this one-sided game They should gear themselves up, 
individually and in groups, and reverse the adverse trends that are being set - Third World Network 
Features

GLOBALISATION OF THE ECONOMY 

A disaster for India and other developing countries 
by Acharya Krtashivananda Avadhuta 


Supporters of capitalism make vociferous campaigns in favour of globalisation of the economy 
Multinational corporations (MNCs), with the collaboration of Bretton Woods institutions (World Bank, 
International Monetary Fund) and the World Trade Organisation (WTO) have imposed their strategic 
plan through the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade (GATT). The strategy is to allow MNCs free 
access to all countries, removing all trade restrictions The similarities amongst the "standard menus" of 
all these institutions is obvious

In his speech as outgoing chairman of the Group of 77, Luis Ferdinand Jaramillo of Colombia presented a 
sweeping critique of North-South relations He traced the decline of the U N., multilateral programmes 
and the Tlurd World in global afrmrs to the rising power of Bretton Woods institutions, which are under 
the control of Northern countnes He commented, "The Bretton Woods institutions for their part 
continue to be made the centre of gravity for the principle economic decisions that affect the developing 
countries We have all been witness to the conditionalities of the WB and IMF We all know the nature of 
the decision making system in such institutions Their undemocratic character, their lack of transparency, 
their dogmatic principles, their lack of purism in the debate of ideas and their impotence to influence the 
policies of the mdustnalised nations. We aU know the way structural changes are imposed and how 
projects are formulated. And how subsequently, when many of those policies and projects fail their 
authors disappear from the facilities of Pennsylvania Avenue Nobody is then accountable for anything. 

Dubious Benefits 

The question may arise whether globalisation is justifiable for countries like India 

An audit of the performance of the Indian economy after reforms were initiated in July. 1991 fiuls to 
reveal any spectacular achievements The opening of the economy to foreign capital has not succeeded in 
attracting a significant flow of capital or technology into the country, especially into the productive 
sector Exports have picked up, partly as a result of devaluation of the rupee and partly because of 
general improvement in world trade. 

But after an initial slump, imports have grown rapidly, and present indications are that there is likely to be 
a huge trade deficit by the end of the present financial year Foreign debt has increased significantly and 
the WB has cautioned that the servicing of the debt and repayment obligations may begin to exert 
pressure on the international balance of payments in 1996-97 and beyond 

It may be asked whether an increase in foreign investment will lead to a higher growth rate and better 
absorption of rural labour in non-agricultural employment Employment in the private mdustrial sector, 
which stood at 7,55 million m 1 982-83, was only 7.67 million in 1990-91 - that is, after nine years. This is 
only a I 5 percent increase At the same time, gross capital formation at current prices rose by four times 
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- 400 percent 

Modem industry is knowledge intensive It may result in jobs for the highly educated, but it is unlikely 
that jobs will be generated for the poor, especially the surplus agricultural force of rural India, even when 
the growth rate of investment is high in the private sector 

Majority Unbenefltted 

The failure of the reform process is evident from the speech of G V Ramakrsna, member of the Central 
Planning Commission, for the Garg Memorial Lecture at the Institute of Naval Architects, New Delhi in 
April 1995* 

"Where are we now and how fer have we come in the reform process After three years, 
different people are looking at the reforms from their own perspectives They have more 
colour TVs, more chaimels on cable, more imported goods, and so on Nobody is any longer 
ashamed of conspicuous consumption. Then we have the middle class, which is seeing this as 
an opportunity for its advancement to the upper class Many feel making money one way or 
the other will get them into the high consumption category Then we have the lower class 
They are worried as they ask 'What is there in this for us*? We don't know what liberalisation 
is We don't know what the capital market is What is our net gain in the package*? We want 
jobs, less inflation,' and they ask, have we got any of these?" 

Even former Prime Minister P.V Narasimha Rao, while speakmg to his party workers in July 1995, 
attempted a similar audit of the reforms The report said 

"He began by delineating the social structure's three segments The crust according to him 
consists of about 60 million people (6 5 percent), who do not need to be canvassed about the 
economic reforms 

"The next layers he believes contain about 250 to 300 million people (27 to 33 percent) 
belonging to the middle class, who are beginning to appreciate the benefit of hberahsation . 

It is the next segment, of 550 to 650 million (60 to 71 percent) of lower income and poor 
people who remain unappreciative of the changes in the economy " (The Hindu Standard) 
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( Amongst these lower income groups the largest 
consists of agncultural labourers, who constitute 
26 percent of the labour force It is a sad 
commentary on economic and political policies 
that almost half a century after Indian 
independence more than half of her people are in 
that kind of plight 

To allow globalisation of the economy via 
financial markets, without an appreciation or 
analysis of its implications, is bound to be 
disastrous 

Preparation Required 

One can cite the example of Taiwan, which has 
recently opened up its markets to imports, as 
proof of the ment of following reforms like 
India’s But that country prepared for this for 
over 30 years The same is the case of Japan and South Korea India needs to modernise its financial 
institutions gradually before she throws the system open It must be realised that by this measure, India 
will lose control over her domestic interest rate policy In a primarily agricultural country, opening the 
economy to large inflows and outflows of "hot money" moved around to take advantage of quarter 
percentage point interest rate gains would be disastrous 

Also, Taiwan has an annual trade surplus of approjdmately US$40 bn and sound foreign exchange 
reserves India has a trade deficit, weak foreign exchange reserves and huge debts (about $70 bn) Its 
industrial base is also weak Is it judicious at this moment to open up the stock exchange to international 
capital movements? Before embarking on globalisation, India should strengthen its village economy on a 
decentralised basis, modernise its entire economic and financial system and strengthen her international 
competitiveness 

It has been claimed that allocation of resources is best when done under a 6*66 market system 
Unfortunately, with the present distribution of income and wealth, there is no such thing as a fi*ee market 
in India The globalisation of India's financial sector would put the bulk of it mto the clutches of money 
lenders 

India at present needs to expand and strengthen its basic industrial sector. Small scale industries, artisans, 
farmers, handloom weavers and cottage industries should be encouraged through decentralised planning, 
just allocation of resources and increasing credit facilities and training.

That has led ma^or U.S. firms 
like Hewlett-Packard and Eastman Kodak to pull out of Burma. 

Lawmakers imposed the sanctions to protest the conduct of the country's 
military government . The policy has rankled some U.S. trading partners. 

Japan and European countries contend the sanctions violate World Trade 
Organization agreements the United States has signed. The countries, which 
previously filed ^protest befo re the WTO in Geneva, yesterday sought the creation 
of a panel to decide whether the rules compl^*wi"th^ agreements. 

The U.S, government blocked the move. But if the countries opposing the 
Massachusetts rules raise the issue again at a WTO meeting next month, the body 
will automatically set up a dispute resolution panel. That board's decision 
would be final. 

Closer to home, a business group will be in federal court in Boston today to 
press its case that the Massachusetts law is unconstitutional. 

"Under the United States Constitution, the federal government is entrusted 
with full and exclusive responsibility for the conduct of foreign policy, " the 
National Foreign Trade Council argues in its suit. The group wants the court to 
declare the Massachusetts law invalid. 

A lawyer handling the case for the state attorney general's office did not 
have time to talk about the case yesterday, an aide said. 

However, a source familiar with the state's legal strategy said it will 
contend that the trade group does not have standing in the case since it won't 
say which members could be hurt by the Massachsuetts policy. 

State Rep. Byron Rushing (D-Boston) said in an interview yesterday that he 
led the effort to pass the law "because of the really egregious human rights 
violations that were going on in Burma, combined with the fact that there was an 
organized pro-democracy movement on the ground in Burma." 
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^ He likened the approach to the anti-apartheid movement that pressured South 
Africa to change its racist ways. 

In 1982, the state began selling off its stock in companies that did business 
in South Africa. The divestiture movement's goal was to drive the value of those 
companies down by reducing demand for their shares. 

A big difference this time. Rushing said, is that divestiture is not part of 
the equation.

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World Trade Organization Director General Renato Ruggiero Wednesday said the 
question of how to proceed with further trade liberalization had been, "left 
open,” as he closed a WTO meeting here. 

"All options are open,” Ruggiero told a briefing at the end of the WTO’s 
second ministerial gathering. 

He said there were several "debates" concerning the approach the 132-member 
body should adopt in pursuing a future work agenda that includes mandated talks 
on agriculture and services. 

One debate concerns mainly developing countries that want to give more 
emphasis to implementing 1986-1993 Uruguay Round agreements before launching new 
initiatives, he said. 

Another is what kind of new issues, if any, should be involved in future work 
at the WTO. 

"Only at the next ministerial conference there will be a balanced decision to 
see up to how far we will go and where we will go, " Ruggiero said. 

Trade ministers are scheduled to meet again in the United States in the 
fourth quarter of 1999. 

Ruggiero said the issue of whether the WTO should choose to embark on another 
full negotiating round, or deal with individual sectors as favoured by 
Washington, needed to reconcile two main objectives. 

These are to have a "comprehensive negotiation where all interests can be 
taken into account", but in "less than seven years", he said, referring to the 
Uruguay Round whose tortuous length no one wants to see repeated. 

US President Clinton Monday night pushed for a sectoral approach to trade 
talks, a format rejected by Japan and the European Union who want a new 
millenium cycle. 

Ruggiero meanwhile vowed to devote more time to promoting dialogue between 
the WTO and "civil society. " 

"There is a wide concensus it is in the general interest we have a strong 
dialogue with civil society." 
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"I will devote part of my time after the conference on how to promote the 
dialogue," he said.

New Zealand has lodged a formal notice with the WTO in Geneva to protest the 
Canadian scheme that the New Zealand Government believes is subsidising Canadian 
dairy exports. 

Under the Canadian plan, farmers got an artificially low price for some of 
their milk so it could be processed for export. 

This meant Canadian dairy products could unfairly compete on world markets, 
said Trade and Agriculture Minister Lockwood Smith. 

However, Mr Core said Canada was not breaching any WTO agreement. 

"We believe that the rules are very clear in the WTO agreement. There is 
nothing that lists a classified pricing system as being an export subsidy. 

"A classified pricing system such as we use, with 15 different pricings for 
milk, is used in most commercial operations, be it for milk or any other 
commodity that is traded around the world." 

Mr Core said a product was price-based on what it was being made into and the 
market it was destined for. 

"Even in New Zealand you have a classified pricing system. The milk that you 
are buying from farmers that ends up as drinking milk is at a much higher price 
than the milk that you purchase from farmers to sell into the world market, so 
New Zealand is operating a classified pricing system. 

"We're doing exactly the same thing, we've carried it a bit further . . . but 
it's a normal commercial practice, 

"We believe it fully meets the requirements of the WTO." 

Dr Smith said that while Canada was allowed to have some subsidies for its 
dairy exports, the scheme put it above the level it agreed to in the Uruguay 
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round of General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade (Gatt) talks. 


New Zealand and other countries had made extensive informal efforts this year 
to encourage Canada to drop its scheme/ without success. 

The United States has also lodged a complaint with WTO. Canada will have 60 
days to agree to scrap the scheme or face a WTO disputes settlement panel. 

New Zealand is currently involved in a dispute against the European Union 
over spreadable butter. 

It has also been involved in action against the EU when it sought to ban food 
from hormone-treated animals, and against Hungary which exceeded its allowable 
level of export subsidies. 


Dairy Board chairman Sir Dryden Spring welcomed the government action, saying 
the reduction of export subsidies was the most important gain from the Uruguay 
round for the local dairy industry.

While the setup may have made sense half a century ago, it had become outdated 
and unwieldly, Gretchen Stanton, a staff representative said in a speech to the 
general council. 

"What is required of you is a straightforward, simple decision. We urge that 
you take that decision without delay." 

The Americans have still not made their decision, and the Germans, French and 
Dutch continue to say "no", she said. 

But most of the 132 WTO members do back independence which could be achieved 
at no cost to the organization, Stanton said.

Garcia expects a WTO decision by March 1997 at the latest.

Following your request last week on the security ttireat that was experienced during the WTO 
Ministerial Conference and 50*^ Anniversary of the Multilateral Trading System that took place in 
Geneva from 18-20 May 1998, f would like to convey you the following information 


The Conference itself took place In the United Nations building, other meetings were being 
held parallel in the WTO building here at Centre William Rappard (CVW), therefore our staff were 
constantly moving between the UN and CWR We had been warn^ about the demonstrations that 
were due to take place during the dates mentioned above and the police took drastic measures to 
ensure our safety Also the fact that a number of Heads of State were attending the Anniversary 
created additional fears. 


The Police decided to cut off the whole area around these two venues and barricades were 
put in place Certain border points around the Canton of Geneva were closed. Our staff were 
advised not to use their vehicles unless absolute necessary and they were encouraged to use the 
public transport 

Access to the areas where the meetings were taking place was by special pass only 
Thorough security checks were made each time people entered the UN area where the Conference 
was taking place, Bomb checks were also earned out, 

The Geneva Cantonal Police kept us up to date with information they had about the

The Conference itself took place in the United Nations 
Building, other meetings wer e being simult aneously held in the 
WTO building. Consequently, | | staff was constantly 

moving between the UN and CWR. The WTO had been warned about the 
demonstrations that were due to occur during the conference and^C 
the Geneva police took extensive security measures '-The fact 






that a number of Heads of State were attending the 50th 
Anniversary created additional security concerns. 

The police decided to cut off the whole area around 
these two venues and barricades were put in place . Certain 
border nm nts around the Canton of Geneva were also closed. I 
[staff was advised not to use their vehicles unless 
absolutely necessary and were encouraged to use public transport 

Access to the areas where the meetings were taking 
place was by special pass only. Thorough security checks were 
made each time people entered the UN area where the conference 
was taking place and bomb checks wee also conducted. 

The Geneva Police kept| [staff apprised 

with up-to-date information they naa anout tne demonstrations, 
however, it was difficult to see what the magnitude would be 
before they actually took place. The demonstrations took place 
from May 16th {before the start of the conference) and were 
briefly as follows: 

1. Street party in the center of Geneva; demonstrations 
against unemployment which involved a gathering at the 
United Nations. There were demonstrators from France, 
Germany, Italy and Switzerland. 

2. Anti -Pol ice seminar 

3. March against “international capitalism;’’ occupation of 
the bank in the center of town, MacDonalds, et cetera. 

4. March with torches. 

5. Silent march converging at the WTO premises. 

During these demonstrations, in which several thousand 
people participated, extensive property damage was caused, 
amounting to several hundred thousand Swiss francs (well over a 
$100,000). One car was overturned, another was set afire, 
windows were broken, and paint was sprayed over signs and on the 
roads. Shops were also damaged and stones and Molotov cocktails 
were thrown. This sort of thing continued for the duration of 
the conference. It was necessary for the police to use tear gas 
and several police officers and demonstrators were injured; some 
arrests were made. It was also necessary to call in police 
support from other Swiss cantons to help the Geneva Police deal 
with the riots.

After four years of operaton, we now have concrete evidence of the World 
Trade Organization's (WTO) fnghtening power to require changes in U S 
existing national, state, and local laws WTO decisions, made largely in 
secret and undemocrabcally, effect a wide range of public policy concerning 
the environment, procurement, public health, food and product safety and 
basic human rights.

Dear President Clinton: 

We write regarding the upcoming 1999 Ministenal Meeting of the 
World Trade Organization (WTO). The United States' hosting of the WTO's 
third ministenal meeting comes at a key time given the many important trade 
and investiuent issues facing Congress We urge the Administration to 
advocate for an agenda for the WTO Ministenal that focuses on two tasks: 

* ^sessing impacts of the WTO on environment, labor and human rights 
standards, as weli as ftie level of economic and social equality of each 
participating country; and 

* Engaging in a public debate on how international trade rules can be 
shaped so that ordinary people benefit from trade-an issue which you 
yourself raised in the State of the Union Address 

if pnonty attention is not given to these questions, the American 
public and many in Congress will oppose a new round of WTO negotiations and 
any agreements that are reached at this round 

Congress ratified the Uruguay Round of General Agreement on Tanffs 
and Trade (GATT) negotiations and the creation of the WTO based on specific 
assurances from the Administration These included protection of U S. 
federal and sub-federal laws, vigilant enforcement of WTO transparency and 
support of sustainable development and worker nghts With the arrival of 
the 5tii anniversary of tiie WTO. many of us in Congress question performance 
of the WTO in these areas. Certainly, before embarking on a set of 
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expansive new negotiatons, (t is prudent to assess how the current rules 
are functoning 

Specifically, the Administration should address the 
following areas of concern 

Economic Impacts The Administration has stated that it is unable to 
properly respond to the burgeoning U.S trade deficit and recent surge in 
imports in the steel and other sectors because the preferred mechanisms for 
redress are not in accordance with WTO trade laws This suggests that the 
WTO may make it more difficult for governments to promote feir trade 

Impacts on Democracy and Sovereignty* As demonstrated by the recent 
gasoline and shnmp-bjrtle cases, challenges to US law before the WTO are 
increasingly mandating substantive modification in US health and 
environmental regulations. This same trend is occumng at state and local 
levels, as demonsb^ated by fore’^n governments challenges to state 
divestiture laws 

Environmental Impacts With alarming consistency, the WTO has ruled against 
environmental and health laws This "perfect" anti-environ mental record 
implies that the WTO has a structural bias against health and environmental 
safeguards 

Worker Rights Impacts The failure of the WTO to allow countnes to link 
core worker nghts to market access flies in the face of the values of the 
Amencan public It also threatens a race to the bottom in standards of 
living that could undercut the productivity and wage gams of workers in 
this country 

According to a recent poll conducted by the Wall Street Journal, 58 
percent of Amencans believe that foreign trade is harmful for the United 
States economy Congress has rejected Administration requests for a renewal 
of Fast Track trade negotiating au^onty due to a concern about the current 
direction of United States trade policy. These concerns must be addressed 
The WTO ministenal meeting provides an opportunity for an informed debate 
on what kind of trade rules would benefit file American public and ordinary 
people throughout the world. Ignoring this opportunity and attempting to 
launch new negotiations at the WTO at fiiis time would be a senous mistake 

Your own words from the State of the Union Address express precisely 
the spirit m which we write today "I think trade has divided us, and 
divided Amencans outside this chamber, for too long. Somehow we have to 
find a common ground on which business and workers and environmentalists and 
farmers and government can stand together. I believe these are the things 
we ought to all agree on. So let me try " We agree that trade has divided 
our nation The WTO ministenal provides the perfect opportunity to 
carefully assess current trade policy and find common ground

Synopsis: Request FBIHQ assistance in determining funding mechanisms 

to equip Seattle Division Crisis Operations Center pursuant to field 
office relocation and upcoming major event. 

Details: Seattle Division is currently in the process of relocating 

its field operations to an existing downtown office building. A long- 
term lease has been signed and significant renovations are underway. 

It is anticipated that all structural changes will be completed by 
December of this year, at which time the relocation is set to occur. 

As a result of the relocation, Seattle will be able to physically 
consolidate into one centralized location. Our current configuration, 
as a direct result of growth over the years, consists of various 
squads and task forces being situated in numerous buildings throughout 
the Seattle area. With the exception of a small retail lunch vendor 
on the first floor level, the entire building will be FBI -secured 
space . 


The relocation provides Seattle Division the unique 
opportunity to address the critical issue of equipping and outfitting 
a field office Crisis Operations Center. Seattle Division has been in 
communication with other field offices that have recently undergone 
relocations {i.e. WFO and St. Louis) and have learned that such 
projects have allowed for an effective use of "year- end funds" fr^

FBIHQ budget sources to access the cost of establishing a state-of- 
the-art Crisis Operations Center/Command Post/ Joint Operations Center. 
Seattle has visited WFO’s Command Post, and with few exceptions, would 
like to pattern it's proposed facility to be similar in form and 
function to that of WFO. Seattle has been advised that the WFO 
Command Post was equipped utilizing year-end funds at a total cost of 
approximately $1,000,000. 

Seattle is keenly aware of budgetary concerns at FBIHQ, and 
for that matter is not seeking funding for the Center purely as a 
result of the relocation. As HQ is aware, Seattle has been selected, 
by the White House, to be the Host City for the World Trade 
Organization Ministerial Meeting. The Convention will take place 
11/30/1999-12/03/1999. Approximately 3000 delegates are expected to 
attend, along with nearly 2000 media members. President Clinton 
and/or V.P. Gore are expected, as are a number of world leaders. 
Additionally, Corporate executives world-wide are anticipated to 
attend. Several media accounts have proposed that the Seattle 
convention could be "...the largest trade event ever held in the 
United States....” Already designated as SERL Level II, the event 
may soon be designated as an NSSE. Accordingly, Seattle is of the 
opinion that funding the new Crisis Operations Center will serve not 
only to be timely vis-a-vis the relocation, but will also be effective 
in establishing and equipping the Crisis Center/JOC as a direct 
support asset to fulfill the FBI mission of being the lead federal 
agency to "detect, prevent, and deter" terrorist acts as outlined in 
Presidential Decision Directive 39 (PDD-39) . Seattle is aware that 
both WFO and St. Louis Divisions received funding for their state-of- 
the-art Crisis Centers in anticipation of a relocation which was 
combined with an upcoming major event. In the case of WFO, the NATO 
50th Anniversary convention followed the relocation, while for St. 
Louis, the Papal Visit was declared an NSSE. The WTO Ministerial 
Meeting is at a similar level of importance, and the FBI has 
substantial challenges and responsibilities to fulfill, both in the 
area of National Security (DT/IT/WMD) as well as Foreign Counter 
Intelligence. The funding and equipping of the new Crisis Center is 
considered an indispensable and integral part of fulfilling FBI 
responsibilities relating to National Security. 

The proposed Crisis Center will support the FBI mission 
regarding the upcoming WTO Meeting, but will also serve to conform to 
a directive from FBIHQ/NSD/CIRG to establish facilities which will 
function as a Joint Operations Center (JOC) in the event of any number 
of future incidents whereby the FBI has investigative responsibilities 
and must be involved as the lead federal agency. An additional aspect 
of this particular proposal is that Seattle Division has been selected 
to be a pilot project for the establishment of a Department of Justice 
Regional Communications Center. The Attorney General approved funding 
totaling $1.13 million for the center.

Communications Center itself will be located on the 12th floor of the 
new field office-the same floor which the CP/ JOC/Crisis Center would 
be situated. Clearly, the two projects would serve to complement 
each other in mission, scope, and function. 

At the request of FBIHQ, Seattle is prepared to provide an 
itemized list of all necessary items and equipment, up to and 
including computer, video-conferencing, telecommunications and 
infrared intra-office communications systems. Seattle has met with 
and discussed these issues with AQC, the company that will be 
providing communications capabilities during the relocation. As HQ is 
aware, AQC also provided the communications package, up to and 
including furniture, for the WFO Command Post. AQC has also been the 
contractor of choice for numerous FBI projects nationwide. Seattle 
would like to set in motion a process which will allow AQC to review 
our needs and present a proposal for the aforementioned Crisis Center. 
This is obviously dependent entirely on determining the availability 
and extent of year-end funds which can be provided for the project.

A special event CrM and CoM plan is one tool for 
ensuring that local, state, and federal agency efforts in 
supporting a special event are integrated and synchronized.

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INVESTIGATIVE AND PROSECUTIVE GRAPHICS UNIT: 


Investigative and Prosecutive Graphics Unit 
(IPGU) is requested to augment photographs provided by SPU with 
landmark nomenclature, as detailed below. 

Re Seattle Telcal to Special Events Management Unit 
(SEMU) 5/11/99, Seattle telcal to SPU 5/12/99, and Seattle Telcal 
to IPGU 5/13/99. 

As discussed in referenced telcals, the City of Seattle 
is hosting the World Trade Organization (WTO) Ministerial 
Conference, scheduled for November 30, 1999 through December 3, 
1999. The WTO was formed in 1995 as the successor to the General 
Agreement of Tariffs and Trade (GATT) . It is an international 
body based in Geneva, Switzerland, currently consisting of 133 
member countries, which oversees a set of international 
agreements and trade rules developed both under GATT and by the 
WTO itself. In addition to the 133 member nations, 30 countries 
are currently negotiating for membership. 

The WTO meets biannually, having met only twice since 
its creation in 1995. The first WTO meeting was held in 
Singapore with approximately 4,000 representatives from 150 
nations attending. Singapore refused to allow any public 
protests and there were no reported incidents. 

The second meeting of the WTO took place in Geneva in 
1998, and was attended not only by a host of Ministerial level 
delegates, but numerous Heads of State, including President 
Clinton. Approximately 10,000 protestors demonstrated, with the 
concomitant traffic problems and civil disobedience issues. 

November, 1999 marks the third meeting of the WTO, and 
the first in the United States. At this time, approximately 
3,000 individuals are expected, with the number probably 
increasing due to the attraction visiting the United States holds 
for some of the member countries. An additional 2,000 media 
personnel are expected, and approximately 3,000 representatives 
and “guests” of non-governmental organizations will attend.

13. Pike Place Public Market (J,13); 

14. Key Arena (J,4); 

15. The Four Seasons -Olympic Hotel (H,15); 

16. The Westin Hotel (H,ll); 

17. The Sheraton Hotel (G,14); 

18. The Hilton Hotel (G,15); 

19. Paramount Theater (E,13); 

20. Several highway routes connecting some of these

(U) DOMESTIC TERRORISM INVESTIGATIONS San Francisco’s DT 
investigations have been pnontized to focus on individuals or groups associated with a radical, 
nght-wing terrorist agenda, consisting of anti-government or paramilitary or separatist groups, who 
employ or advocate violence to overthrow the Umted States government, individuals or groups 
associated with a DT special interest agenda, who employ violence to achieve identified social or 
political goals, and fraudulent financial activity conducted by anti-govemment individuals San 
Francisco has histoncally handled 174 (bombing) 266 (DT) and 291 (Ammal Enterpnse Act 
violations) under this categoiy, although some could also be classified as extremist incidents 

(U) San Francisco is currently conducting an investigation (lOOA-SF-123183) on the 
United States Theatre Command, a group of militia leaders from across the Umted States During 
a 1998 USTC meeting called the “Commander’s meeting,” members discussed committing terrorist 
acts, to include murdenng foreign troops traimng at U S military bases, and killing FBI agents 
San Francisco’s investigation focuses only on those individuals positively identified by Sources as 
having attended the Commander’s meeting, or others conspiring with them 

(U) San Francisco is also conducting related investigations on two individuals, one 
whom attended the Commander’s Meeting and the other who is alleged to be a supporter of the 
USTC 


(U) None of San Francisco’s 174 bombing investigations have been determined to 
be linked to an individual or group using terronsm as a means to achieve a political or social goal 
Those that could possibly be described as terrorist acts are descnbed below as extremist acts 

(U) EXTREMIST ACTS: The San Francisco Division has expenenced several 
extremist acts in the past three years One has been classified as a 291 investigation, with several 
more classified as 266 and 174 investigations

(U) San Francisco has several pending cases investigated under the 266 classification, 
although they indicate extremist acts also, and are possible, but unproven to be, acts of animal nghts 
supporters or environmental terrorists 

(U) 266A-SF-123524, opened 10/29/98, concerns the attempted incendiary attack 
at a fur fashion store in Walnut Creek, California The case was opened as a 266 because the AEP 
does not apply to incidents that occur at retail establishments The incident was not claimed by, or 
proven to be related to, the ALF However, the device used was similar to the incendiary devices 
illustrated on the ALF Home Page on the WWW 

(U)266A-SF“123787, opened 1/20/99, investigates the incendiary attack at Redwood 
Coast Trucking Company, causing $40,000 00 damage One device had ignited, while 10 more, 
later located m other trucks, had been lit but failed to ignite The devices were veiy similar to the 
devices used in the two referenced cases above 

(U) 174C-SF-123864, opened 12/21/98, investigates the telephonic bomb threat made 
to a security officer of the Pacific Lumber Company, Carlotta, California The caller stated that 
“your people killed our people - now we are going to kill yours,” and indicated there was a bomb 
in the mill Fire department investigation could not locate a bomb, and determined the call to be a 
hoax 


(U) WMD CASES The CTTF has handled several WMD cases in the past three 
years, one of which recently resulted in the guilty plea of the subject, for making false statements, 
stating that anthrax had been released through the air conditioning system at an office in Newark, 
California (279C-SF- 123904) 

(U) San Francisco’s pending 279 cases are summarized as follows 

(U) 279C-SF-124014 involves threats that anthrax had been released through the air 
conditioning system at the Oakland, California Federal Building The calls were traced to a pnson 
inmate, who is currently undergoing psychiatric evaluation 

(U) 279C-SF-124306 centers around a hoax letter claiming to contain anthrax, which 
was mailed to a Planned Parenthood Clinic in San Mateo, California The letter did not appear to 
contain anything, however, it is currently under examination by NMRI, Bethseda, Maryland, and 
will be forwarded to the FBI Laboratory Division after completion of the NMRI examination 

(U) 279A-SF- 120233, closed 2/1 1/98 A package mailed from China was intercepted 
by the U S Customs Service in May, 1997 Because the package was labeled “tetrodotoxin” U S

Customs requested FBI assistance, which in turn requested the enclosed 30 vials be tested by the 
Lawrence Livermore National Laboratory forensics laboratory All the tested samples were positive 
for tetrodotoxm 

(U) San Francisco research indicated that the toxin has legitimate research purposes, 
including the study of nerve, skeletal, and cardiac membranes FBI Headquarters also advised that 
this substance may be utilized as a deadly biological weapon, in violation of the Biological Anti- 
Terrorism Act However, further investigation revealed no evidence that the recipient of the 
package imported the tetrodotoxm for use as a weapon, nor did she use, threaten, attempt, or 
conspire to use the toxm against a person or within the United States The Umted States Attorney’s 
Office declined prosecution in this case 

(U) 117 A Matters: The CTTF has two additional pending WMD cases, which are 
classified as 1 1 7A matters, for possible violations of the Atomic Energy Act These cases center 
around the possession of ennched boron (117A-SF-120614), and the possession of classified 
documents (1 17A-SF-124245)

I Said subjects were avowed white supremacists who claimed 
to be “Citizens of Yahweh”and “Phinehas Priests”, that emulated “The Order” The 
Order was a white supremacist group responsible for a number of robberies and i 

murders back in the 1 980's. The Order was headed by former Metaline Falls, I 

Washington resident Robert Mathews. Mathews was killed in a shootout with the 
FBI in Washington State back in 1984 Subsequent investigation further confirmed' 
that the subjects had significant ties to various militia and common law groups 
located throughout the Northwest to include the Militia of Montana, the Idaho 
Citizens Awareness Network, and the Concerned Citizens of Washington In 1997, 
all four subjects were convicted and sentenced to prison terms ranging from fi fty five

The most recent terrorist threat incident that occurred in Eastern Washington 
involved the receipt of a possible threat letter bearing anthrax at the Planned 
Parenthood Clinic located at 20 South Pines in Spokane, WA on February 19, 1999J

Investigation indicates that on February 1 9, 1 999 the clinic received a j 

Christmas card with a Lexington, Kentucky postmark that contained a brown smear 
which resembled dried fecal matter. The card did not contain any accompanying 
letter or written threat. However, due to similarities between said incident and 
anthrax threat letters received by several other Planned Parenthood clinics 
throughout the United States this matter was treated as a WMD incident. I 

Subsequent tests of the brown smear within the envelope revealed no indication of j 
anthrax or any other hazardous biological and/or chemical agent 

Investigation to date by FBI Louisville (Major Case 154) indicates that over 
forty anthrax hoax letters all postmarked 16 FEB 1999, Lexington, Kentucky were 
mailed to various women’s reproductive service providers and/or abortion clinics 
throughout the U S. Investigation has also established a time line of anthrax related 
threats against said clinics from January 7 , 1998 - February 16, 1999 In summary.

at least seven (7) hoax bombs and over fifty (50) anthrax hoax letters have been 
received at clinics throughout the United States since January, 1 998. 

In summary, all of the above terrorist incidents that have been documented in' 
Eastern Washington within the past three years have been linked to three general 
movements, namely the vrifite supremacist movement; the anti-abortion movement; 
and the militia/sovereign citizen movement Based upon available intelligence, it 
appears that the primary threat for terrorist activity in Eastern Washington continue : 
to be from radical supporters of the above movements. An overview of pertinent 
investigations opened in Eastern Washington within the past three years that have 
targeted groups affiliated with each of these movements is provided below. 
Accompanying each section is a general threat assessment relative to each targeted 
group. It should be noted that since cell leaders responsible for all the 1 996 bombing 
related incidents have all been convicted and ar e presently serving lengthy prison 
tenns, de taUs of the investigations that targeted I - - ^ 

lare not reiterated in this report However, any identified groups with ties to

WHITE SUPREMACIST GROUPS 
Aryan Nations (lOO-SU-9595) 

Americans Promise Ministry 

The White Supremacist movement is firmly rooted in Christian Identity 
theology The primary tenet of Christian Identity doctrine is that Whites are the true 
Israelites and the chosen children of God. The Aryan Nations (AN) continues to be 
one of the most active white supremadst/Christian Identity groups operating in 
Eastern Washington and Northwestern Idaho America’s Promise Ministry (APM) is 
a Christian Identity Church located in Sandpoint, Idaho that also has been Unlced to 
members of the AN and various local militia groups 

The Aryan Nations, lead by the Reverend Richard Butler, is based in nearby ! 
Hayden Lake, Idaho. Investigation by FBI Salt Lake City indicates that the ultimate 
goal of the AN is to establish an Aryan homeland in five Northwestern states through 
whatever means necessary, induding the perpetration of violent crime AN leaders 
continue to call followers to relocate to the Padfic Northwest in order to work I 
together toward thdr goal of an all white nation. Throughout the years, AN 
members and assodates have been involved in various violent crimes ranging from 
extortion and theft to bombing and murder !

As already noted, investigation has been initiated by both the Seattle and Salt 
Lake City Divisions of the FBI on a group of white supremacists associated with APM 
and the Spokane Bombers Investigation by the Salt I-ake City Division to date 
indicates that the group is planning an armored car robbeiy and possible diversionary 
bombing in the Auburn, Washington area. The group is comprised of William , 

Smythe, Steven Aver, Mark Allen Johnson, Conrad Otto, Ernest Nickolson and I 

others. 

A review of historical intelligence o n members of this group r evealed that many 
of the subjects were closely associated with | 1 1n fact, 

investigation by FBI Salt Lake City back in 1 997 indicated that several members of 
this group were planning toP I 


I A diversionary bombing was plaimed by the 

group for a nearby shopping mall. 


Intelligence also indicates that the subjects were actively planning acts of 
terrorism against the Bonner County Idaho court system Investigation back in 1 99 
revealed that several members of this group were targeting Bonner County Judge 
Michaud. In fact, members had identified Judge Michaud’s residence through i 
surveillance and threatened to bomb the Bonner County Courthouse if Judge 
Michaud did not “dispose of a few selected cases ” 


While it is difficult to assess the nature of the threat posed by the group, i 
several factors suggest that same may be credible. First, it appears that the group has 
the means to perform an armed robbery and diversionary bombing Investigation i 
has established that group members have been involved in the manufacturing of pipej 
bombs in the past Furthermore, group members are known to be well equipped with 
a large cache of weapo ns. Recent investigation also indicates that long time AN 


member! 


has provided blasting caps to the group to be used in a

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diversionary' bombing. Intelligence has surfaced T H plot to 

rob an armored car between KalispeU and Helena, Montana. 

Based upon all of the above factors, the threat posed by the group should be 
considered creible. However, while the group is quite capable of effecting a terrorist 
bombing, it appears unlikely that same would spedficaUy target events surrounding > 
the WTO meetings. This assessment is based upon intelligence indicating that the 
group chose Auburn, WA as a possible site for the armored car heist due to its 
distance from their base of operations in Sandpoint, Idaho. It appears that the group 
chose a site far from Sandpoint, Idaho in order to avoid detection by law 
enforcement. It is only logical therefore that the group's concerns over detection 
would likely preclude them from disrupting such a high profile event as the WTO [ 
conference. Furthermore, excellent source coverage close to the group’s leadership j 
should serve to minimize the threat potential. ;

ANTI-ABORTION GROUPS 

Allison Hall Grayson (253A-SE-79239) 

I 

Historically, anti-abortion activist groups have not been the primary focus of j 
DT investigations in Eastern Washington. However, with the pxirchase of a fifty six( 
(56) acre compoimd in Pend Oreille County back in 1997 by militant anti-abortion 
activist Allison Hall Grayson, the threat of anti-abortion related violence has 
increased substantially. 


I I However, it is Grayson’s militant support of the 

anti-abortion movement and his ties to well known extremists within the movement 
that appears to pose the most significant threat. | 

According to intelligence developed to date, Grayson purchased a former bed 1 
and breakfast known as the Riverbend Lodge in the hope of turning the complex intq 
a retreat center. The complex is reportedly equipped with an air strip, bam, a few 
dozen RV sites, and a large lodge with guest rooms. Grayson has been linked to a “ j 
number of militant anti-abortion activists, including: Paul Hill, convicted killer of a 
Florida abortion clinic doctor and his escort; Reverend Michael Bray, a convicted 
abortion clinic bomber released from prison in 1989 and reputed author of the “Arm\ 
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of God Manual” that outwardly defends the murder of abortion service providers , 
Reverend Charles David Trosch, a Catholic priest and leader of the anti-abortion 
group Defei\sive Action; and Deborah Drapkin, a militant anti-abortion activist with 


An article about Grayson and the Usk compound was carried by the 
Spokesman-Review newspaper on June 6, 1998. According to said article, Grayson ip 
actively involved in the anti-abortion movement. He has been involved in clinic 
invasions, blockades, and sit-ins and has been arrested on a number of occasions. 

The article relates that Grayson understands and supports the actions of his friend, | 
Paul Hill advising that “he (Hill) perceived that he had to act to save the lives of 
whoever was scheduled to be killed that day - 25 to 30 unborn children.” Grayson’s 
support of Hill is well documented. In fact, Grayson traveled to Pensacola, Florida 
back in 1994 to demonstrate during Hill’s murder trial. He was subsequently 
arrested for driving a car without a valid license plate and for not having a valid 
driver’s license. 

i 

Based upon Grayson’s past history of activism and his assodation with several' 
militant leaders of the anti-abortion movement, he and other members of the Steward 
of the Church of Christ should be considered a potential threat to abortion service 
providers. It should be noted that Grayson’s purchase of the Usk compound could 
effectively enable him to host meetings for the movement and even harbor fugitives j 
that have comirutted crimes against dinics and abortion service providers. While | 
such activity likely poses a significant threat to abortion service clinics and providers,! 
it is highly unlikely that Grayson or his assoaates pose any serious threat to i 

dignitaries attending the World Trade Cormdl meetings in Seattle. 

MILITIA/SQVERETGN CITIZEN GROUPS 

United States Theater of Command (USTC) (266A-SE-80415) 
Northwest Theater of Command (NWTC) 

Of the many different extremist groups based in Eastern Washmgton and 
Northwestern Idaho, it is the militia/sovereign dtizen groups that likely pose the 
greatest threat to disrupt the World Trade Coundl meetings in Seattle. 

At the present time, FBI Spokane has a pending investigation on the 
Northwest Theater of Command (NWTC), a branch of the United States Theater of 
Command (USTC). The USTC is a right wing anti-government militia group which 
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is comprised of seven regional commands namely: the Central Command, lead by 
David Rydel of the Michigan Militia; the Eastern Command, lead by Arthur Bean; 
the Northeast Command, led by Rick Smith; the Midwest Command, led by Charlie 
Puckett, the Southwest Command, led by Gordy Empson; the Southeast Command, 
led by Drew Rayner; and the Northwest Command, led by James Gilmore, 

According to members, the primary goal of the USTC is to rectify systemic 
abuse by the federal government through removal of the current leadership and the | 
re-establishment of a new, interim government based upon “common law” prindples.j 
USTC members claim that the government has exceeded its lawful authority by ’ 
restricting the coirstitutional rights of U.S. citizens. Members point to the incidents 
at Ruby Ridge and Waco as proof that federal agencies axe out of control. Members 
claim that the federal government will eventually strip all constitutional rights from 
citizens and then declare martial law. Many members further believe that foreign , 
troops on U.S soil for training purposes are actually part of a United Nations • 

occupying force that will maintain order once martial law is declared. USTC 
members also claim that the U.S Judiciary System is corrupt and is unlawfully 
imprisoning patriots. They point to the trail and conviction of Freemen leader Leroy 
Schweitzer as clear proof of Judicial abuse of power ' 

A historical overview of incidents and events involving USTC members, and iii 
particular, the Northwest Command, offers insight into the groups primary objective j 
to oust the current U S. Government by any means necessary, including violent 1 
terrorist acts. I 


In June, 1 997 a notice of intent was sent to the U.S Senate and Congress as 
well as various other state and local agencies, by USTC adjutant Carl Eugene Jones. 

In this letter of intent, Jones indicated that a body of offidais known as the j 

Constitutional Rangers had been formed in order to “bring to justice offidais and j 

agents of agendes within and without the federal government, which have exceeded 
their lawful authority and which are currently subjecting we the people of this nation! 
to the deprivation of rights. “ The letter further indicated that “any attempt to use 
force or violence to stop the execution of the Constitutional Rangers’ duty will force 
us to exerdse our constitutionally protected fundamental right to separate from our 

current form of government and re-establish a government.” I

On February 14, 1998, a national conference sponsored by the USTC was held, 
for militia members at the convention center in Reno, Nevada. Several leaders for th|e 
USTC were in attendance at the conference induding David Rydd, the USTC 
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Central Commander, Donald Rudolph a USTC member from the San Joaquin | 
Militia, James Gilmore, commander of the Northwest branch of the USTC and 
second in command under Rydel of the Central Command; and Larry Eugene 
Raugust, a dose assodate of Gilmore’s and second in command of the Northwest 
branch of the USTC, Discussion throughout the various meetings focused on plans | 
to effect change through violent criminal acts ranging from the sinking of vessels used 
by the China Overseas Shipping Company (CO SCO) in Long Beach harbor to the 
assassination of federal agents and informants. 
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On 6/1/98, Gilmore and others were confronted by local law enforcement in 
Billings, and informed they were to leave the Billings area Gilmore and company 
(who had been observed on surveillance runs of the Yellowstone County Jail) 
subsequently departed the area. 








Over the past several months, intelligence indicates that James Gilmore, Larry 
Raugust, and other NWTC members have been in contact withi 1 




J Members of both the Jural Society and the NWTC agree that 


Judge Coughenour must be removed from the Federal bench. While it appears that , 
Miller and associates are trying to effect Coughenour’s removal through common law* 
remedies, the fact that Gilmore and Raugust are not only ardent supporters of the 1 
Freemen but that they have actively plotted assassination attempts against another j 
federal judge (Judge Edward Lodge) cannot be ignored 

NWTC members have also been meeting with members of the Jural Society of 
the State of Washington regarding other matters. The Jural Society is a group of j 
concerned citizens dedicated to replacing the current state administration with a new 
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government based upon Christian ideals and common law/ constitutional principles. 
Investigation by FBI Spokane suggests that this group evolved from local citizen 
groups such as the Christian Citizens for Constitutional Government and the 
Concerned Citizens of Washington- It should be noted that the Concerned Citizens 
of Washington was the target of a preliminary investigation (266A-SE-76516) by FBI 
Spokane back in 1996. The primary goal of the Jural Society as stated in their own 
position papers, is to remove the current Washington State Government and replace 
it with a government run by their own common law elected officials. 

While leaders of The Jural Society of the State of Washington claim to seek a 
peaceful surrender of the Washington State Government to "the people", it appears 
that Jural Society leaders are attempting to secure the assistance of the militia in 
enforcing the takeover of the Washington State Government, To date, it appears 
that the NWTC is not willing to offer full support to the Jural Society's plan due to 
personal tension between NWTC leader James Gilmore and James Brailey, the 
reported De Jure Governor of the State of Washington and leader of the Jural 
Society. ; 

It should also be noted that a number of prominent Jural Society members | 
have ties to various white supremadst/common law groups to indude the Aryan 
Nations, the Freemen, and the Spokane Bombers Two m embers/assodates of the b 

Jural Sodetv l I are targets of pending 

investigations by FBI Spokane. I I 




NWTC leaders Gilmore and Raugust and has offered to provide militarv equipment 
to outfit the militia. Investigation to date bv FBI Spokane indicates that!

In addition to their ties to the Freemen and the Jural Sodety, the 
USTCyNWTC is affiliated with a number of local militia groups. As already 
indicated, members of the Kamiah Militia, the Big Bend jVfilitia, the Lake Chelan

JRaugust continues to reside t 
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with known members of the Kaxniah Militia in Kamiah, Idaho. In addition, recent 
investigation b y FBI San Francisco indicates th at several members of the Yaldma 
County Militia | ~| attended the USTC convention back in 

February, 1998 Finally, recent intelligence has surfaced linking the Stevens County 
MiHtia to the USTC/NWTC. 

At the present time, the NWTCyUSTC is the only militia group that is under 
active investigation in Eastern Washington. While the Jural Society of the State of 
Washington is not the target of any pending FBI investigation to date, it should be 
noted that intelligence on the group’s relationship to the NWTC continues to reflect; 
a steady increase in violent rhetoric over the past several months. 

In summary, while no specific acts of terrorism have been committed by the 
USTC/NWTC in Eastern Washington to date, the group should still be considered a 
viable threat. Several factors contribute to this assessment including- the group’s 
apparent access to a cache of weapons; the group’s affiliation with extremists . 

representing various fringe groups ranging from the local militias to the Jural Society | 
of the State of Washington; the group's ties to USTC members nationwide; and the 
group’s belief that the Uiuted States will soon be occupied by a multi-national UN ' 
force. 

It is quite possible that USTC/NWTC members may view the WTC meetings 
as a direct threat against U.S. sovereignty. With dignitaries expected to arrive in 
Seattle from well over one hundred different countries, it is possible that 
USTC/NWTC members may view WTC events as a prelude to “invasion” and 
thereby attempt to disrupt the conference in some marmer. While no specific 
irtformation has surfaced to date regarding threats by the USTC/NWTC to WTC 
events or attendees, the potential does exist It is also quite possible that threats will 
emerge from the group as media coverage of WTC related events increases with the 
approach of the corderence. Finally, the fact that the conference is scheduled within 
a month of the millennium may also increase the threat potential.

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Details; (U) The issues identified and detailed in this EC are 
relative to the geographic portion of the Seattle Division that 
is covered by Seattle (HQ city) and Resident Agencies west of the 
Cascade Mountains, generally referred to as Western Washington 
(WW) . A separate survey is being prepared by the Spokane RA to 
detail identical issues for Eastern Washington. 

(U) DOMESTIC TERRORISM IN WESTERN WASHINGTON. WW has 
resolved two long term cases which involved two separate anti- 
government groups whose supporters are characterized and defined 
by their anti -government beliefs. As of the date of this 
communication it appears that the right wing sector has very 
little awareness of the upcoming WTO, however due to the anti- 
government belief system of these groups it would be consistent 
with their goals for some type of disruption to occur. 


(U) In a case captioned High Anxiety (266A-SE-75319) an 
undercover agent was utilized to conduct an investigation that 
resulted in convictions against seven members of the Washington 
State Militia (WSM) This prosecution has greatly reduced the 
militia activity from the level that was observed prior to this 
case. Some of the convicted parties were planning to blow up a 
train tunnel and a radio tower. Due to incarceration and the 
relatively small awareness of right wing interest in WTO, it is 
difficult to assess any threat by any known supporters of the 
WSM. 


(U) In 1997 five members of the Freeman group were 
convicted in Seattle as a result of Seattle case 266C-SE-74065 . 
This case involved a multi-state conspiracy involving fraudulent 
checks to purchase vehicles and other assets. The subjects of 
this case were given sentences in excess of twelve years 
incarceration and one supporter of the primary subject has been 
active in Eastern Washington and Idaho in other anti -government 
movements . 


(U) Certain supporters of the Freeman /Right Wing 
movement have recently purchased a rural 32 acre parcel of land 
near Olympia, Washington. Since the purchase, the residents have 
been in conflict with local government, refusing to pay property 
taxes, and have served common law type documents upon county 
officials. The Olympia RA has initiated a criminal investigation 
into this situatio. Intelligence has not revealed a high degree 
of awareness of WTO by Freeman or any other Right Wing group. 
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(U) In a case recently concluded, a Vancouver, 
Washington resident , James Dalton Bell, was sentenced to 24 months 
incarceration with credit for time served Bell will be released 
in Summer 2000. Bell was attempting to manufacture nerve toxins 
(sarin gas, botulism and/or ricin) and engaged in discussions 
regarding the contamination of a water supply. Bell also is 
associated with a group known as "Cypher Punks", a group of 
individuals whose aim is to overthrow the government by computer 
intrusion and encryption. Bell has an intense dislike for the US 
Government, particularly the Internal Revenue Service. Bell is a 
graduate of the Massachusetts Institute of Technology with a 
degree in chemistry. At his recent sentencing Bell advised that 
he felt himself to be a martyr. 



had no acts of international terrorism. However, Seattle has many 
groups suspected to actively conduct activities in support of 
terrorism elsewhere. 


Perhaps the best example illustrative of 
fundraising for terrorist activities overseas can be found in the 
militant Sikh movement in Renton, Washington. Located 20 miles 
south of Seattle, Renton is home to two Sikh Gurdwaras . Present 
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Also worthy of mention is Seattle’s close 
proximity to Vancouver, British Columbia. Vancouver has the 
largest population of Sikhs in North America. There are three 
very large Gurdwaras in Surrey and Burnaby, British Columbia to 
include the Ross Street Temple. That particular temple has been a 
hotbed of political discord that has warranted the intervention 
of riot police numerous times as well as a police presence during 
regularly scheduled temple elections. 


(IlC) Tara Singh Hayer, editor of the Indo-Canadian 
times was assassinated in Vancouver, B.C in November 1998 for 
his moderate and outspoken views against fundamentalist and 
militant Sikhs.

While Sikh militants are the most visible, the 
actual threat of an act of terrorism carried out within Seattle 
or within the United States is deemed quite low. However, with 
the influx of high profile Indian VIPs, Seattle elevates the 
threat to non-protected dignitaries as reasonably high. 
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especially given the proximity to Vancouver, British Columbia and 
the highly mobile lifestyle of many militant Sikhs up and down 
the Interstate 5 corridor. It is quite reasonable to believe 
visiting Indian dignitaries could provoke a terrorist act or 
threat . 


Worthy of mention is the possible threat posed by 
the Farwest Taxi Company and STITA Taxi Company, both comprised

Seattle also has a large Iranian population, the 
tenth largest population of Serbs in the United States, and the 
largest Iraqi population in the State located 25 miles north of 
Seattle in Everett, Washington. The Everett Resident Agency has 
identified approximately 100 members of the Iraqi community 
scheduled to be indicted for welfare fraud in Snohomish County, 
Washington. 




Seattle has recently learned of a possible person 
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the well financed nature of his group known as Al -Qaida, this 
group IS of concern in relation to the WTO function. 


Another group associated with international 
terrorism is HAMAS. During the fall of 1997, New York Division 
and the New York Police raided an apartment containing HAMAS 
members possessing explosives and weapons intended to blow up a 
portion of the New York City Subway system. When confronted by 
authorities, a gun battle ensued in which one suspect died and 
others were wounded. Some of these suspects entered the United 
States through Blaine, Washington and proceeded south to Seattle 
where they resided in a flophouse of Palestinians prior to 
leaving for New York.

(U) EXTREMIST ACTS* Seattle has experienced significant 
extremist acts in the past three years. A large percentage of 
the recent activity has been initiated by Animal Rights members, 
including the response to the Makah Whale killing that occurred 
in May 1999 near Neah Bay, Washington. It seems likely that this 
faction could be present to protest for their causes at WTO. 


(U) In the past three years there have been 21 cases 
initiated in Western Washington regarding threats to bomb 
facilities. None of these cases have resulted in a prosecution 
and mental illness is a common theme among the identified 
subjects. One hoax was perpetrated in downtown Seattle near the 
Westlake Center Shopping Mall. This incident involved a truck 
being abandoned on the street with warning signs that a bomb was 
contained within the truck. The perpetrator was convicted, and 
his cause was determined to be a protest over development in 
Seattle’s downtown area. The effect of this action was to create 
traffic gridlock in Downtown during rush hour. 
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(U) Animal Rights advocates have committed a number of 
criminal acts in the Seattle area since 1996, ranging from simple 
acts of vandalism and destruction to two arson fires that caused 
in excess of $1 million of damage at US Department of Agriculture 
structures. Seattle has a significant base of local residents 
committed to extremist animal rights views and has been a 
gathering locale for similar persons from across the United 
States who have committed illegal acts in WVJ, At this time there 
is no known demonstrations planned by these groups, however such 
acts would appear to be likely. 

{U} WMD CASES: Since 1998 Seattle has initiated two WMD 
matters. In February 1998 an industrial chemical supply 
wholesaler was burglarized and a large supply of chemicals were 
stolen. The chemicals that were stolen had the ability to create 
a large explosion, if combined with other components and combined 
with a delivery system. After investigation and analysis by 
FBI,DEA, ATF and local authorities, a general consensus was 
reached that the theft was likely motivated by subjects to 
support the hydroponic cultivation of marijuana. Seattle FBI 
closed its case and the burglary is unsolved by the Lynnwood, 
Washington Police Department. 

(U) In March 1999, a local medical equipment supplier 
received a telephonic threat indicating that Anthrax would be 
spread throughout the facility if the company did not come up 
with $2 million within two hours. No further instructions were 
provided by the caller, and no additional calls were received by 
the company. Since there were no further communications the call 
was determined to be a hoax. Attempts to identify the caller 
were unsuccessful.

We are trying to send this request to as many of 
you as possible on a fairly short deadline. Recipients of this 
letter are members of the Puget Sound Counterterrorism Working 
Group (PSCTWG) , the Northwest Criminal Intelligence Network 
(NWCIN) , or the Public Safety Committee formed for the WTO 
Conference . 

As most of you are aware by now, the WTO will hold it’s 
Third Ministerial Conference in Seattle, Washington, during the 
week of November 30, 1999. Delegates from approximately 
130 member countries and 30 non-member countries are expected. 
This number may include several heads-of -state, although that has 
yet to be determined. 

A Public Safety Committee (PSC) has been formed to 
organize and manage the law enforcement and other public safety 
aspects of this event. The Seattle Police Department is the 
chair of the PSC. Several PSC subcommittees, including an 
intelligence/ information management subcommittee have been 
established to assist in this effort. 

As part of the process, the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation’s (FBI) Counterterrorism Threat Assessment and 
Warning Unit (CTAWU) at FBI Headquarters will be composing an 
overall threat assessment for the WTO event, which the FBI refers 
to as “SEATRADE." The final product will be unclassified and 
available for dissemination to all participating public safety 
agencies. The threat assessment will consist of information 
gathered locally, regionally, nationally and internationally. 

We request your assistance in this effort in two ways.c

Over the past several years, the FBI has become a regular 
participant agency in arranging security for a number of special 
events occurring in the United States. The FBI's jurisdiction arises 
in a number of areas including Protection of Foreign Officials, 
International and Domestic Terrorism, and Organized Crime. 

Local and state law enforcement services remain primarily 
responsible for criminal activity associated with such events, and 
the FBI focuses on intelligence and terrorist-related matters. In 
that capacity, the FBI often serves as the liaison point for 
information developed outside the United States related to planned 
criminal activity or terrorism. With regard to international events, 
the FBI's interest is one regarding planned international acts of 
terrorism which may give rise to our extraterritorial jurisdiction. 


FBI Headquarters has reported that the following special 
event will take place this fall in the United States.

Enclosed is a copy of a communication from the Seattle 
office of the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) dated 
February 12, 1999. 

Over the past several years, the FBI has become a regular 
participant agency in arranging security for a number of special 
events occurring in the United States. The FBI's jurisdiction arises 
in a number of areas including Protection of Foreign Officials, 
International and Domestic Terrorism, and Organized Crime. 

Local and state law enforcement services remain primarily 
responsible for criminal activity associated with such events, and 
the FBI focuses on intelligence and terrorist-related matters. In 
that capacity, the FBI often serves as the liaison point for 
information developed outside the United States related to planned 
criminal activity or terrorism. With regard to international events, 
the FBI's interest is one regarding planned international acts of 
terrorism which may give rise to our extraterritorial jurisdiction. 


FBI Headquarters has reported that the following special 
event will take place this fall in the United States. This event in 
the United States is expected to draw a large number of participants 
and guests from outside the United States. The presence of a number 
of celebrities and guests from outside the United States may draw the 
interest of terrorists.

(U) EVENT SIZE, DIGNITARY PRESENCE & MEDIA COVERAGE : 

(U) Based upon previous World Trade Organization (WTO) 
conferences and information analyzed to date, SE expects Trade 
Ministers from the 135 WTO member countries, and the 
approximately 30 additional countries currently negotiating terms 
of membership, to begin arriving in Seattle, Washington on 
November 23rd, 1999 for the WTO conference scheduled to take 
place November 29, 1999 through December 3, 1999. The varying 
size of the delegations accompanying the 165 Ministers is 
expected to bring the total delegation size to approximately 
3,000 foreign guests.

(U) Finally, and perhaps most significantly, a 
tremendous effort is being made by local, national, and 
international groups to bring thousands of people to Seattle to 
organize various levels of demonstrations, marches, and more 
disruptive activities, to protest the WTO. The City of Seattle 
has already experienced two such protests that have drawn a law 
enforcement response. Various entities, using everything from 
traditional print media to the Internet, have called upon 
hundreds of thousands of protesters to come to Seattle in 
connection with this event. According to intelligence developed 
by the Public Safety Committee (PSC) , the Longshoremen’s Union is 
attempting to bring 100,000 protesters, the Laborers Union: 
50,000. Even if only 10% of the planned protesters from only 
these two groups demonstrate, there will be 15,000 protesters. 
There is no method of gauging the expected number of protesters 
since the City of Seattle does not require demonstrators to 
obtain a permit, unless the event is a march. 


(U) Based solely upon the above numbers, not counting 
protesters, SE anticipates approximately 7,000 participants at 
the WTO conference. SE is unable to accurately pro;]ect expected 
protesters, but believes numbers will be in the several thousand 
to tens-of -thousands range. 

As of the date of this communication, the SHO 
reports that the President of Finland, who is also the President 
of the European Union, and the Vice President of Spain have 
officially committed to attend. Delegation representatives from 
France and Germany advised the SHO that their respective Vice 
Presidents will attend, and the Japanese Prime Minister has also 
indicated he will attend. Less definitive at this time, but 
expected to attend based upon information from their delegations 
to the SHO, are the Prime Minister of Canada, the Prime Minister 
of Great Britain; and POTUS advised on a recent trip to Seattle 
that he would attend as well.

(U) HISTORICAL SIGNIFICANCE /UNIQUE CONCERNS : 


In addition to being the largest trade conference 
ever held in the United States (US) , this is the first time the 
WTO has met in this country. SE cautions against analyzing this 
event using the same formula as events such as the Olympics, 

World University Games, Nike World Masters Games, etc. Unlike 
those events, which are organized to foster international 
comradery through sports, the WTO is organized to regulate 
international trade and resolve disputed issues which have a 
profound affect upon the involved entities. The very nature of 
the WTO’s mission - multinational regulation and conflict 
resolution - means it generates intense emotional responses from 
all areas of the world. SE is very concerned about the 
vulnerability of this event, even without a specific terrorist 
threat, given the fact that all of the Ministers will be gathered 
in the same building at the same time.

Approximately 7,000 - 8,000 official attendees are 
expected to participate in the WTO conference Trade matters are 
volatile issues that spark intense debate between the diplomatic 
delegates themselves. It is unrealistic not to expect 
significant protests, even destructive and/or violent 
demonstrations, given the history of GATT and the WTO, the 
volatility of the issues the WTO addresses, and the experience of 
previous WTO conferences. Adding to the expectation of 
significant demonstrations is the closeness of the event to the 
end of the millennium.

wll give politicians pause and CEOs cold sweats. 


The WTO represents over 100 counties in an unprecedented 
effort to globalize commerce Advocates see it as a means of 
boosting the world's economy by bnnglng down trade barners But 
opponents believe the WTO is systematically gutting worker, 
consumer, and environmental protections, and deliberately 
usurping the rights of each country to make its own 
laws— especially when tiiose laws might conflict with trade 

Dolan IS working on behalf of the Citizens' Trade Campaign 
(CTC)-a broad-based national coalition including Public Citizen, 
labor groups like the United Auto Workers, consumer groups, 
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environmental groups like Fnends of the Earth and Clean Water 
Action, ferm groups like Natonal Farmers Union and National 
Family and Farm Coalition, church organizatons, and many more. 
Over 700 international groups have signed on to the CTC's 
demand to oppose the Multalaterai Agreement on Investments 
(MAI), a controversial free trade proposal that will probably be on 
^e WTO's Seattle agenda Instead of donating money to frie 
cause of organizing against the trade meetings, the CTC has 
donated Dolan, who has spent much of the spnng and summer 
meetng with community activists and lining up logisfecal support 

This month, the CTC opened a storefront operaton downtown that 
will work until December to help coordinate protests. And thafs 
only one of the anti-WTO organizing efforts under way. The 
AFL-CIO has dispatched two full-time fietd organizers to coordinate 
a massive march and rally set for November 30, days after labor 
union heads from around the world will convene in Seattle for their 
own conference The teamsters, longshoremen, and other 
industnal unions are each conducting their own mobilizations, the 
steelworkers' union has reserved 1,000 hotel rooms in Tacoma 
and Bellevue. There will be teachnns and alternative conferences 
and press conferences and rallies and marches and blockades 
galore Farm groups like the Northern Plains Resource Council, 
Western Sustainable Agnculture, frie Institute for ^ncultural and 
Trade Policy, and the Campaign to Reclaim Rural Amenca will be 
bnnging outrage. There is talk of a procession of tractors. Scores 
of nongovernmental organizations will come to try to make their 
voices heard. The Zapatista-onginated Peoples' Global Action is 
bnnging caravans across North Amenca to descend on Seattie 
The Sierra Ciub is mobilizing its membership 

Even peace groups like the War Resisters League are 
involved-free trade, by specifically exempting military spending 
from Its agreements, acts to encourage the arms trade and military 
buildups by Third World governments Art and Revoluton is 
bnnging its giant puppets and public spectacle from the streets of 
San Francisco. And the Evergreen State College, well, they m^ht 
as well close the campus-they'll all be in Seattle, as will students 
from around the country, led by the Boston-based Center for 
Campus Organizing 

Steven Staples, Bntsh Columbia field organizer for the Council of 
Canadians, estimates that "hundreds and hundreds, maybe 
thousands” virill be coming down from Canada, where activists are 
concerned about the WTO's threat to their country's education and 
health care systems After Vancouver's expenence with 
heavy-handed not police at the 1 996 APEC meetings (pepper 
spray, preemptive arrests), Staples sa^, "people got a very clear 
idea of whose interests were being served ” All in all, Seattle will 
see traffic snarled and resources stretched to their limits by a week 
of internatonal protests mingling with trade ministers, heads of 
state, and both President Bill Clinton and Vice President A1 Gore. 
Republican King County Councii member Bnan Derdowski, who is 
working with the protesters, calls ftie scenano "a security 
nightmare," and "the greatest security nskthis region has ever 
known " 


Seattle organizers of ftie WTO meetings-operating under the 
well-financed umbrella of the Seattle Host Organization 
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(SHO)-are fond of calling the Seattle meetings the largest trade 
gathenng ever held on US soil Opposition to it will almost certainly 
be the largest anti-free trade protests ever held on US soil 

Dolan IS one of the early speakers to the Saturday morning 
gathenng at frie Labor Temple, and he speaks with the fervor of an 
evangelist The crowd, with doughnuts, cofree, handouts, and 
repnnts in hand, responds with enthuaasm Dolan talks of a 
political opening, with the defeat last year of Clinton's desired 
fast-track authority for negotiating free trade agreements and the 
subsequent derailing of MAI negotiations He calls them "kicks in 
the groin of the ruling class " Dolan recounts with glee a recent 
front-page Wall Street Journal article on the protests-The bosses 
are scared!"-and reminds frie assembled that there's only 16 
weelffi to go, a short time for a logistical juggernaut that-uniike the 
meetings themselves-must be organized on a shoestnng. Motel 
rooms and meeting spaces for the penod are already gone, 
available flights into Seattle have all but disappeared. One of frie 
greatest challenges for groups from around the country that want 
to come to Seattle will simply be getting here and having a place to 
stay. It's not a good time of year for camping. 

A flyer for the Saturday meeting calls the upcoming protests of the 
WTO meetings the "Protest of the Century." It may not equal, say, 
Seattie's 1919 General Strike, but organizers are friinkrng in terms 
of that kind of scale, they bandy about hopes of bunging 100,000 
people into the streets The stakes are extremely high, for any one 
of the contemplated eight or nine subagreements on the possible 
agenda of the trade ministers, a lasting regime of corporate 
dominance could ensure human misery, environmental 
catastrophe, and short-term profit affecting billions of people on a 
scale barely imaginable even a decade ago The surpnse is not 
that protesters by the thousands will be drawn from all over the 
world The surprise is that more people aren't up in arms 

What's that giant flushing sound? 

The WTO was created in 1 994 as the successor organization to 
frie General Agreement on Tanfrs and Trade The idea is to 
execute a senes of treaties among member nations that would 
reduce and eventually eliminate tariffs and other restrictions on 
trade in vanous sectors of the world economy The negotiations for 
those different sectors have been named after the locations where 
the first meetings of the particular "Round" take place The next 
several years will be known as the "Seattle Round " 

One hundred and thirty-five countnes-incJuding all the major ones 
except China-are members, some 30 others have obsenrer status 
The United States dominates the proceedings, and the evolution of 
the WTO IS one of the major reasons transnational corporations 
love Clinton. The WTO is exceptionally good news for 
transnationals As with the North Amencan Free Trade Agreement, 
on which its modeled, removing barriers to free trade generally 
means weakening, preventing, or stnking down environmental, 
wage, worker safety, public health, and consumer laws Its a 
whirlpool effect-^at Dolan calls a "downward harmonization," or 
a race to the bottom as countnes find all but the lowest standards 
eliminated as unfair trade competition Or think of it as public 
interest laws simply being flushed down the toilet 
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In Seattle, ministers will consider both new and old business Left 
over from the previous Uruguay Round are agnculture, services, 
and government procurement, new to the Seattle Round will be 
many Nortiiwest-appropnate topics, including the Forest Products 
Agreement, the Multlateral Agreement on Investments (banking 
and finance), biotechnology, intellectual property rights, and 
electronic commerce The "talks" will be largely for photo ops and 
political postunng, much of the real negotiating is taking place 
behind the scenes, in vanous meetings on different 
subagreements leading up to the event 

The global movement to challenge free trade is part of a larger 
movement challenging neoliberalism— the usurpation of public 
policy by the marketplace and the needs of transnational 
corporations These corporations have steadily increased their gnp 
over ^e policies of nation-states since the fall of the Berlin Wall 
and, previously, the era of Reagan-Thatcher At stake is 
democracy itself, as corporations, through instruments like the 
MAI, gam the power to overrule the laws of elected officials at the 
national, state, or local level Currency, governments, often at the 
behest of corporations, can challenge the laws of otiier countnes 
as "unfair" to trade, with the issue deaded secretly by a 
Geneva-based tnbunal of corporate lawyers. 

The initial tnckle of rulings by the tnbunal is starting to accelerate* 
overturning a European ban on US hormone-fed beef, ending a 
law designed to assist Canbbean banana exports to Europe, a ban 
on EPA-mandated safety devices for shnmping nets, designed by 
the US to protect endangered sea turtles, a challenge to US 
environmental laws prohibiting a Canadian gasoline additive; and, 
most recently, overturning a subsidy for Brazil's fledgling 
aerospace industry Ominously, on July 9, US Secretary of 
Agnculture Dan Glickman, responding to a new EU ban on 
genetically modified organisms, promised to go to the WTO to 
prevent it So far, the secret tnbunals of the WTO have not once 
ruled to preserve a challenged law. 

Ifs little wonder critics see the WTO, in one auflior's words, as a 
"secret world governmenf, one U N official infamously referred to 
the proposed MAI agreement in 1996 as "writing a constitution." 
King County Counal's Derdowski sees concern with free trade and 
the WTO's course as transcending traditional conservative/liberal 
labels "The issue for conservatives is ttie sovere^nty of Amenca, 
the constitution State and local authority is in danger of being 
eroded through international treaties, ceding authority to foreign 
regulatory bodies those are issues that resonate very much 
with conservatives " 

Wild in the streets? 

Dunng the WTO's last consultations, last summer in Geneva, 
Switzerland, there were riots in the streets In June's meeting of the 
G-7 nations in Cologne, Germany, there were street 
demonstrations in Cologne and in dozens of other cities around the 
world, with extensive property damage in London and New York 
and so-called "nots" in, of all places, Eugene, Oregon (Eugene's 
anarchist noters say they'll be in Seattle for the WTO ) Slowly but 
surely, opposition to unfettered trade is coming to Amenca Its first 
major stage will be the streets of Seattle This has certainly not 
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gone unnoticed by Seattle police The Seattle Police Department is 
heading a multagency planning commission to deal with the 
WTO*s security headaches, involving the King County Sheriff, the 
US Secret Service, the FBI, the State Department, the Federal 
Emergency Management Agency, the Bureau of Alcohol, 

Tobacco, and Firearms, and many others In The Wall Street 
Journal , a spokeswoman for the SPD noted pointedly that "we 
have access to pepper spray " Many area activists also partcipated 
in planning for protests at Vancouver's meetings and 
remember the heavy-handed tactics of the Mounties there All are 
hoping for an orderly week, but with so many different groups and 
ideologies descending on the dty, there will almost certainly be dvil 
disobedience of some sort at some point A July 28 King County 
Council memo estimates the county's share of security 
costs-including itemized expenditures for things like fc«mb suits, 
"NATO Ballistic Shields,” and not boots and helmets as well as the 
usual escort services for dignitenes at well over $1 1 million. That 
will be picked up by ^e taxpayers, and Derdowsid thinks ifs 
underestimated: "We've got to do everything we can to make sure 
things happen peacefully and safely " 

Not all WTO opponents wll be in the streets Some 
nongovernmental oiganizations are coming for teachnns or 
conferences such as one being sponsored by the International 
Forum on Globalizaton While some groups, such as the Third 
World-based Peoples' Global Action (a movement espeaally 
popular among peasant farmers In countnes like India), wish flatly 
to destroy the WTO, others want simply to fix it The Seattle Host 
Organization is attempting to create space for public dialogue with 
a series of "public sector programs” dunng the ministenals, 
including programs on labor issues, electronic commerce, 
agnculture and food products, environmental i^ues, and trade in 
services These aren't exactly all anti-free trad^the electronic 
commerce forum, for example, is being organized by Microsoft. 

But two are being organized by individuals who have publicly 
challenged the course of the WTO Patti Goldman of Earthjustice 
Legal Defense Fund is coordinating the environmental program, 
while labor is being handled by the King County Labor Coundl's 
Ron Judd 

Tinkering with trade 

'We are not going to be denouncing the WTO, asking that it be 
killed or go away," says Judd, who will also help oversee the 
November 30 labor rally that will probably be the largest and most 
visible protest of the week. "We don't believe the rules as presently 
written are working very well for workers . . we want to make 
WTO make as part of tiieir mandate sanctions against {countnes 
that violate] workers' rights: child labor, slave labor, the nghtto 
organize, the nghtto bargain coilectiveiy, ending discnmination in 
the workplace " Goldman, in descnbing the usefulness of working 
with the Seattle Most Organization rather than outside the doors, 
says, "I think there is some advantage to having some powerful 
speakers who can describe [the WTO's] effects on the 
environment " 
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The biggest challenge for WTO opponents will be deciding what 
they want and speaking with a unified voice Public Citizen's Dolan 
and the Citizens' Trade Campaign are attempting to unify protest 
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organizers around a demand that, rather than hammenng out yet 
more agreements, trade ministers use the Seattle Round to take 
stock and analyze the effects of the trade agreements already in 
place They are convinced, of course, that any objective analysis of 
the last four years will find enormous harm to the economies and 
resources of the developing world as well as democracy 
worldwide Free trade proponents see no need for such 
introspecton In the state of Washington, ifs hard to find an elected 
official who doesn't crow the praises of frade Patty Murray, Slade 
Gorton, Gary Locke, and Jim McDermott are all on board They 
tout free trade as benefiaal for the state's Pacific F^m-based 
economy (and, of course, for Boeing) The Seattle Host 
Organization claims that, as a hosting group, it takes no position on 
the WTO's actions, but both privately and publicly a lot of tame and 
money are being spent promoting the glones of free trade The 
SHO IS doing extensive public outreach in the coming months, 
including town hall meetings, business outreach events, a school 
curnculum extolling the virtues of free trade, and regional events 
concerning trade in different continents (the Afnca forum will be 
convened by McDermott, busy promoting his Afnca free trade bill in 
Congress) 

"Remember Seattle?" 


Can protests in the streets of Seattle challenge the dominance of 
free trade policies'? In the shortterm, no Free trade enjoys solid 
bipartisan support, led by the Clinton/ Gore Administration and the 
ever-accommodating Republican vwng of Amenca's one-party 
state Among both Democrats and Republicans, those who 
question the wisdom of unfettered trade are relegated to the 
fnnges of the party The coalition of labor, environmental, 
agncultural, consumer, human nghts, and constitutionalist groups 
that hope to slow, if not stop, the momentum of an ever-increasing 
number of free trade agreement anticipates using Seattle as a 
spnngboard By filling the streete for several days, snarling traffic, 
worrying the cops, and tapping out what few meeting places and 
motel rooms remain, they may just possibly galvanize a 
movement 

Seattle's protests aren't likely to change the outcome of the 
momentous trade talks that vi/ill be held here But the first step in 
changing a policy is letting the public know that the political terrain 
IS even contested The hope of the tens of thousands of protesters 
descending on Seattle this fall is that it will be the start of 
something big The goal, according to Dolan, is "to create 
something that later vinll cause politicians to say, 'Remember 
Seattle'?'— and it gives them pause before they advance the 
corporate agenda " As Derdowski dniy notes "To give away your 
fundamental liberties for the sake of trade dollars is a very poor 
choice "*

Kask explained that any individual who 
travels on a United States passport is able to travel to Estonia 
visa- free. Kask’s work in processing visas involves primarily 
processing visas for Russian citizens who have Permanent Resident 
Alien (PRA) status in the United States Estonian law requires 
that any Russian desiring to visit Estonia must have a certified

Kask estimates there are approximately 300 Estonian 
immigrants who live in his territory. If this number were 
extended to include second generation descendants of immigrants, 
the community would be approximately 1,000 individuals. Most 
Estonians who left their country and are now in the United States 
have become United States citizens. Another area of duty entails 
assisting Estonians in the United States to recover property that 
was stolen from them when Estonia was invaded and occupied by the 
Russians. Kask said this work is very tedious and frustrating 
for both he and the individuals seeking to acquire their 
property. Consul Kask was briefed on the FBI's jurisdiction on 
the Protection of Foreign Officials and how that role differs 
from that played by the Bureau of Diplomatic Security. 

Regarding the upcoming WTO Conference to be held in 
Seattle in November /December, Kask advised that Estonia will be 
sending a delegation of eight individuals, which will be led by 
the Estonian Foreign Minister Toomas Hendrik lives.

The WTO is an international group tyhich serves to regulate and coordinate international 
trade. This conference will bring together ministers and senior officials from over 130 
countries and numerous trade groups to engage in negotiations that will shape world trade 
for the next several years. With the importance of this conference to the United States, it is 
anticipated that the President and Vice President will attend, as will a number of other 
Heads of State, 

Additionally, we expect a significant number of well-organized protesters (5,000+) to 
engage in activities during the conference, 

Given the international nature, high visibility, and sccunty challenges posed by this 
conference, terrorism and management of demonstrators is a major concern. We have 
been working closely with local, regional, state, and federal agencies to develop and 
implement appropriate contingency plans. While the City of Seattle has developed 
Weapons of Mass Destruction (WMD) response capabilities, a terrorism event impacting 
large numbers of delegates, protesters, and citizens would certainly exceed our current 
capabiliues, 

A key component of oiir local capability is the Seattle Fire Department Metropolitan 
Medical Response Team (MMST), a component of our Metropolitan Medical Response 
System (MMRS) This team was developed in cooperation with, and support from, the 
United States Public Health Service The team consists of over 62 fire fighters and support 
personnel, who can respond to a chemical or biological incident to provide detection, 
extraction, decontamination, and medical treatment for first responders and victim 
casualties 


Due to the significant economic impact of WTO on the City of Seattle, the pxfc^^ovment 

of th e MMST is not possible at this tiine, ^ 
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We are requesting that the USPHS oonsider assisting us to assure this pre-deployed 
capability for this event by providing funding and resources. This funding support would 
allow for training and staffing prior to and during the event. 

Our relquest for funding would be in the range of 3250,000 for adequate staffing and 
training for a 24-hour MMRS capability. 

We would look also at requestmg the following Federal assets through USPHS assistance: 

• >^MRT Team 

■ Limited support (1-2 Epidemiologists) to augment King County Health Department 
surveillance activities during the event 

• DMAT Team to provide for mass casualty care issues which may exceed our local 
hospital capabilities 

• An overall Command and Control capability to manage these Federal assets at the 
direction of our local incident commanders 

• Additional pharmaceutical caches to allow for treatment of 5,000 WMD casualties to 
include first responders 

We are requesting through FEMA the following DOD or VA assets: 

Assets to supplement our local capability (including the MMRS) which are self-sufficient 
and self-contained, that could rapidly provide Level A group extraction from the hot zone, 
establish multi-site decontamination, and provide field treatment for 5,000+ casualties, 

We would ask that this request receive priority due to the importance to our community,

Dear Mr. DeCourcy. 

The WTO IS an international group that essentially serves as the supreme court of 
mtemational trade. This conference will bring together ministers and senior officials from 
over 130 countries to launch global negotiations directed at further opening markets in 
goods, services, and agricultural trade. It will be the largest trade event ever held in the 
United States and will inaugurate negotiations that will shape world trade for the next 
several years. With the importance of this conference to the United States, it is anticipated 
that the President and Vice President will attend opening and/or closing ceremonies, as 
will a number of Heads of State. 

Given the international nature, high visibility, and security challenges posed by this 
conference, terronsm is a major concern, As a projected Special Security event, the City 
of Seattle has been working closely with the FBI, FEMA, USPHS, and the State of 
Washington on contingency planning. While our city has developed a "Weapons of Mass 
Destruction" (WMD) response capacity, a tetrorism event potentially impacting lliousands 
of conference attendees, as well as our own citizens and first responders, would exceed our 
current capabilities. Gaps exist in the areas of multi-site hazardous materials 
reconnaissance, group extractions, multi-site and hospital patient decontamination, and 
mass field care. 

As you know, the threat situation for 'the conference is fluid and temperamental. While 
identified terrorist threat levels have initially been considered low, the media is reporting 
that several anti-trade groups are mobilizing thousands of members to conduct 
demonstrations at several venues, At the previous WTO conference in Geneva, a number 
of these demonstrations became public safety concerns. Of greater concern is the unknown 
threat, such as the Oklahoma City and the World Trade Center bombings 
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We are fonnulating plana to allow a reasonable but flexible response to any incident that 
should arise, including a terrorism incident, As a result of this planning, we are requestmg 
assistance from the Federal govemihent for additional health and medical assets to 
augment our WMD and EMS response capabilities. This would include health assets 
similar to those available during tiie NATO 50^** Anniversary in Washington, DC aaid 
would allow the city to care for high numbers of casualties. 

Specifically, the capabilities of these assets should include, but not be limited to; 

• Additional personnel, self-sufficient and self-contained, who could rapidly augment 
our existing Level A response, provide group extraction from the hot zone, establish 
multi-site decontamination, and provide field treatment (5,000 casualties), 

• Additional pharmaceutical caches to allow treatment of 5,000 WMB casualties. 

• Additional capability to detect and decontaminate all known military chemical agents. 

• Additional capability to detect Toxic Industrial Chemicals (TIC’s). 

• Limited support (1-2 epidemiolcjgists) to augment County Health Department 
surveillance activities during the event. 

Additionally, we would ask that Urban Search and Rescue (US&R) assets be placed on 
alert dunng the conference. This wpuld provide the ability to rapidly activate these teams 
if needed.

Planning for the largest demonstration ever in Seattle against capitalism, free trade and 
liberal democracy - bundled up as “globalism” by opponents - is well underway As 
reported earlier, the protests and street actions being planned for the period from 
November 30 to December 3 feature a broad range of “direct action” from nonviolent 
[sit-ins and lock-downs] to the prankish [scaling skyscrapers and bridges to hang 
banners] to the violent [fighting with police and vandalizing financial institutions and 
businesses engaged in international trade] There are also the usual mix of teach-ins, 
street marches and rallies 

According to the radical Z Magazine [September 1999], Seattle this November will 
probably be like Chicago in August 1968, when thousands of protesters disrupted the 
streets of the city outside the Democratic National Convention 

These days of protests are expected by their organizers to unleash the sort of street 
anarchy seen previously in other cities such as London, Geneva, Barcelona and Sydney 

The first such major anti-WTO protest featured four days of noting both in Birmingham 
and m Geneva where, in the words of the Earth First f journal, ''‘thousands of 
demonstrators smashed hundreds of windows of banks, buildings and corporate offices, 
causing over a million dollars worth of damage ” As with other groups planning to come 
to the anti-WTO protests, since March Earth First> has been praising the street protests 
against the 1998 WTO Ministenal Moreover, the current edition of Earth First' cames a 
front-page report on the June 18, 1999, international protests against the Group of 7 
major industrial powers in which it is noted that the next “globally coordinated protest 
would be the Seattle WTO Ministerial The story closed 

“And as the two worlds collide, the riots in London on June 18 may come 
to be seen as a small foretaste of the upheavals yet to come “ 


Action Camps 


One sign of the “upheavals yet to come” was the "Globalize This" Action Camp, held 
September 16 to 22 near Arlington in Washington’s Snohomish County, by the Ruckus 
Society, an entity that received its 501(c)(3) status four years ago and operates from 2054 
University Avenue, #204, Berkeley, California 94704 Co-sponsoring the Action Camp 
was the Rainforest Action Network (RAN), a San Francisco-based group with links to 
Earth First’ RAN’s executive director, Kelly Quirke, told the Action Camp group about 
RAN’s successful two-year campaign against Home Depot, which agreed to stop selling 
wood cut from old-growth timber 




Quirke explained that there was a legitimate place for massive demonstrations with high- 
visibihty “direct action ” “People are outraged They know they are basically enslaved’' 
he said “Our job is to find a way to trigger that outrage” The Action Camp coordinator, 
Ruckus’ founder and director John Sellers, 32, a veteran of Greenpeace voyages on the 
Rainbow Warrior against whale hunts and nuclear testing, said of the WTO, “The last 
wave of conquistadores is coming to our shores; and it is our responsibility as activists to 
repel this wave” 


The actual training camp was at the 20-acre “Pragtn Farm” [whose name stands for 
People’s Revolutionary Action Group (PR AG) plus “tn”, from the Sansknt for “spmt 
of ”] The farm was founded by the militant PRAG of Seattle in the 1970s There, at the 
edge of the Cascade range, a group of some 150 leftists from the anti-capitalist, green and 
peace movements assembled for tactical and logistical training 

Those attending included three steelworkers - David Reid, Robert Kenyon, 51, and Ron 
Hansen - from Spokane where they were involved in a year-long battle with Kaiser 
Aluminum and hoped to bring support back to their eause from Seattle, a Nicaraguan 
environmentalist, Shirley Momson, 77, who called herself a longtime peace activist, and 
Hinda Kipnis, 68, both from Seattle’s “Raging Grannies” group, which, weanng “little 
old lady” hats and dresses, stood in front of the logging trucks m the Home Depot 
protests They said they had been persuaded to take part in the N30 protests by Earth 
First! activist Miszka Evans. Also participating was an assortment of activists from the 
peace, anti-nuclear and green movements of Canada, England and Maryland’s "People’s 
Republic of Takoma Park” [a suburb of Washington, D C ]

One of the “star” international speakers at the Action Camp was John Jordan, a leader of 
Bntain’s militant Reclaim the Streets. But Jordan, who was at the center of the June 18 
nots in London, dismissed the mainstream media whose attention the protests seek as “a 
corporation like any other” However, the Ruckus Society’s Sellers said that the largest 
donation the group ever got was from media magnate Ted Turner “He appreciates 
strategic trouble-making f said Sellers 



Prominent among the participants in the Action Camp were Kevin Danaher, co-founder 
of the San Francisco-based Global Exchange, Leon Janssen of Olympia and Michael 
Sowle from Oakland, all of whom learned climbing and rappelling - the skills of direct 
action superstars They were accompanied by skilled climbers who had scaled the Sears 
Tower, draped banners from the Aurora Bndge to protest fishing by factory trawlers, or 
affixed a banner to the dome of California’s capitol Several Action Camp participants 
had earned out the first successful climb and banner drop from the Golden Gate Bndge 





The group practiced knots repeatedly [some in remedial classes] and rock climbing 
techniques for use on buildings, rappelling to gain access to banner-hanging sites and to b7C 
escape police by using rope lines to move quickly from building to building, and vanous 
“direct action” schemes for disrupting the WTO meeting of heads of state and cabinet 
ministers from 134 countnes The high media visibility of climbers and their banners is 
desirable, but they acknowledged the need for better skills John Picone, 33, founder of J

the Action Resource Center m Los Angeles and a practiced climber, said that some near- 
disasters pointed up the need for activist skills training 

There was a great deal of minute study of maps for those who hope to take to the streets 
or take their message to the WTO official delegations, and there was role-playing for 
many possible scenanos and the practicing of such stimng chants as Take hack the 
powerf End corporate greed>" and "Hey, hey, ho, ho, WTO has got to gor 

Members of Bntish anarcho-syndicalist groups tend towards the bloodthirsty chant of 
"Kdl, kdl, kill the bastards^" However, such bluntly expressed hatred of capitalists is 
considered counterproductive by most of the Seattle organizers, who believe nonviolent 
lawbreakmg is best m bringing issues to the broad U S public However, they will not 
intervene to stop those who come prepared to not 


Seattle focus 

The November-December action is called the "Global Peoples’ Protest by the Puget” 
and key organizing for the event is being provided by the Ralph Nader organization 
Public Citizen and its Global Trade Watch (GTW) and Citizens Trade Coalition (CTC) 
programs Activists were cautioned not to commit civil disobedience or direct action “too 
soon” so as to swell the numbers later for the “International Day of Protest” against the 
WTO scheduled for Tuesday, November 30, the opening day of the Mimstenal 

Already there are plans for decentralized “direct action” and “civil disobedience” - terms 
that include a "massive rally and march on the WTO” scheduled for Tuesday, November 
30, being organized by trade unions including the American Federation of Labor- 
Congress of Industrial Organizations (AFL-CIO) At least two state AFL-CIO 
organizations, Wisconsin and Minnesota, plan to charter a plane to take union activists to 
Seattle Organizing m the Seattle area is being coordinated by the King County Central 
Labor Council, whose president, Ron Judd, told the Communist Party, USA newspapei 
m an interview {People’s Weekly World, September 25, 1999] 

"The AFL-CIO, together with environmentalists and its other allies, will 
be voicing our opinions and concerns about the direction that 
international trade agreements are headed and the impact this has had on 
workers, the environment and our communities And we ’re not just talking 
about U S workers, we’re talking about U S workers, we’re talking about 
workers everywhere ” 

The United Steelworkers of Amenca (USWA) already has reserved several hundred hotel 
rooms m Seattle and the surrounding area Tern Widner, the anti-WTO organizer, said 
that she expects to fill the rooms with USWA members from Distnct 11, which covers 
the states west of the Mississippi and north of Texas 



The anti-WTO organizers targeting the Seattle WTO meeting include environmental, 
human nghts and peace organizations, plus a number of Marxist and anarcho-syndicalist 
groups from the United States and abroad The anti-WTO groups are vaned, ranging 
from local U S Green Party chapters and labor-allied “Fair Trade” coalitions that first 
formed m the early 1990s to fight the North Amencan Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA) 
in the United States to the Transnational Institute (TNI) in Amsterdam [the European 
wing of the Institute for Policy Studies (IPS)], Earth First' ’s branches in the Czech 
Republic and the Pesticide Action Network m Malaysia and North America 

Obviously, activists and trade unions in the western areas of Canada and the United 
States are expected to provide a large portion of the protesters, but groups and individuals 
from the eastern areas of both countnes as well as Europe, Asia and Latin Amcnca will 
participate 

As yet, the precise nature of the decentralized Seattle actions on November 30 is being 
kept secret News reporters are being told they cannot attend planning sessions; yet Earth 
Firstf has been promoting since March as role models the violent street protests against 
the 1998 WTO Ministerial and the four days of noting in Geneva, both of which did 
considerable damage to financial institutions and corporate offices 

It has been reported that many local activists received copies of the application forms 
handed out by the official WTO host committee to obtain volunteers to help with the 
events 

To date, only President Clinton is confirmed as a head of state attending the WTO 
Mimstenal, but two Cuban officials were in Seattle earlier this month meeting with the 
local Seattle Cuba Friendship Committee inquiring in preparation for a possible visit by 
Fidel Castro, one of the strongest critics of the WTO and ''neoliberal globalization ” The 
local Fnendship committee leaders, Chns Pforr and Doug Barnes, said they were later 
visited by the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI), which said it was concerned about 
possible violence by anti-Castro Cubans, 


International N30 protests 

Many of the more than 800 groups and organizations already supporting the protest also 
helped organize, participated in or otherwise supported the protests on June 18, (J18) that 
were held in more than 19 U S cities and some 45 countnes around the globe from 
Belarus through Canada to Brazil and New Zealand In London and some other cities, the 
J18 protests became nots that caused extensive damage to pnvate property, especially the 
offices of banks, investment houses and multinational companies London’s protest, 
advertised as a “Carnival against Capitalism,” caused damage of nearly $6 million and 
left 46 people injured The occasion for that June 18 international day of protest was the 
annual summit of the Group of Seven (G-7) industnal powers held in Cologne, Germany 
The London-based key movers of the anti-WTO protests are the World Development 
Movement (WDM) and the local chapter of Fnends of the Earth (FOE) 



There is a clear effort underway, designated N30 just as the June 18 protests were 
designated J18, to launch an international wave of protests targeting banks, company 
offices and financial institutions on November 30 The method, once again, is to use an 
internet web site on which activists post their suggestions for targets and actions to 
disrupt their operations Those who cannot make the journey to Seattle are being 
encouraged to select targets in their home cities 

These international coalitions against globalism, the new term for capitalism, grew out of 
a senes of international conferences whose funding is opaque The first was the 
international “encuentro" [encounter, clash] held m Spain m 1996 under the apparent 
sponsorship of the latest fad in Marxist revolution, Mexico’s Zapatista National 
Liberation Front (EZLN), which launched its first attacks on New Year’s Day in 1994, 
the date the North Amencan Free Trade Agreement went into effect Hundreds from 
social action, indigenous nghts and environmental movements of the developed North 
and the underdeveloped South attended, announcing their rejection of their ‘'assigned 
roles as the expendable members of the global economy ” 

This was followed in February 1998 by another international meeting in Geneva, which 
attracted more than 400 people from 71 countnes Among those attending were tnbal 
representatives of “indigenous people,” European anti-road activists, Brazilian peasants 
involved in land seizures, trade unionists, and grassroots activists from Canada and the 
United States. From this meeting came a network called the People’s Global Action 
Against Free Trade and the World Trade Organization - or People’s Global Action 
(PGA) for short The PGA founders wrote’ 

“Despite the huge material differences, struggles in privileged and under- 
privileged parts of the corporate empire have more and more in common, 
setting the stage for a new and stronger sort of solidarity Scattered 
around the world again, we will not forget We remain together This is 
our common struggle ” 

Activists state that the energy inspired by that Geneva meeting brought about the Global 
Street Party of activists from 20 countnes that took place in Birmingham, England, m 
May of 1998 Two days later, 8,000 people erupted onto the streets of Geneva in a piotest 
against the WTO while 50,000 Brazilians participated in a “Cry of the Excluded” march 
and 20,000 Indian farmers and fishermen marched in Hyderabad demanding India 
withdraw from the WTO 

Now, though the U S economy has been in a boom condition for months, activists will 
seek to show workers that globalization, free trade and the free market mean job 
msecunty, exploitation and environmental breakdown - and that they have little to lose m 
joining the insurgent “Carnival against Capitalism ” 

Taking a highly active role m organizing against the WTO in Seattle is the Netherlands- 
based Transnational Institute, an organization that for more than two decades has been 


closely linked to the Washington-based Institute for Policy Studies (IPS) and has 
spearheaded organizing grassroots activist networks against free trade and foreign 
investment in Third World countries The chair of TNFs board of directors is John 
Cavanagh, director of IPS, assisted by Walden Bello and Basket Vashee 

TNI, whose director is Fiona Dove, a South Afncan formerly active with the Congress of 
South Afncan Trade Unions (COSATU), and whose associate director is Susan George, 
has developed a web site providing information cntical of WTO-related matters WTO 
issues are being handled by Mynam Vander Stichele and John Dunlea Dove, as TNI 
director, signed the “Appeal to the Left Parties and Movements of the Left in Europe,” 
denouncing neo-liberalism and calling for a continent-wide united campaign to restore 
Socialism, but incorporating “green” concerns - a Red-Green alliance 

The Ruckus Society reportedly is behind one web site calling for a world-wide day of 
“civil disobedience” and ''simultaneous actions in financial districts in major cities 
around the world" The chapters of Earth First' and Reclaim the Streets in the United 
Kingdom, which played major roles in coordinating the J18 action m the City of London 
[the financial distnct], have been m contact with their North Amencan counterparts, 
according to published British reports It was reported also that after the J18 nots. 
Reclaim the Streets called a closed meeting in which activists, elated by the mayhem, 
called for another attack "while the iron was hot" 


June 18 precedent 

The June 18 protests against the G-7 summit m Cologne took place in some 43 countries 
from Belarus to New Zealand Many targeted stock exchanges, stock and bond trading 
houses, banks and corporate offices Significant protests took place in cities around the 
globe including Adelaide, Amsterdam, Ancona, Cologne, Edinburgh, Florence, Glasgow, 
Hamburg, Lancaster, London, Milan, Minsk, Madnd, Ottawa, Prague, Rome, Sienna, 
Sydney, Tel Aviv, Toronto, Valencia and Vancouver 

In the United States, significant J18 protests took place as follows 

Austin Events began at 5 p m rush hour with bicyclists in a Cntical Mass/Reclaim the 
Streets nde around the city A celebration was held at 7 30 p m for the "Beginning of the 
End of Capitalism " 

Boston; The Carnival Against Capital was promoted as "a day to resist together 
neoliberal capital and its exploitation, oppression and wars, and to celebrate the 
alternative of grassroots resistance ” Entertainment convened at noon at the Bank Boston 
Plaza, 100 Federal Street Theie were giant puppets of papier-mache and cloth - one of 
the Four Horsemen of the Apocalypse labeled World Trade Organization (WTO), a top- 
hatted banker’s head with a ravenous jaw labeled World Bank, the International 
Monetary Fund depicted as a tiger - on the picket line After an hour, and a skit satirizing 
executives of two banks merging as “FleeceBoston,” some protesters, headed by a 


pretend Mexican Zapatista guerrilla, led a group into the bank to apply for non-existent 
$100,000 “reparations” grants. Organizers boasted that several genuine bank customers 
were fooled into asking if the grant were genuine 


Eugene: Reclaim the Streets and Eugene PeaceWorks of Eugene, OR, sponsored a 
“street party,” first having protesters assemble at the bus station downtown before 
marching to a pre-selected street [not announced before the action] The protest featured 
music broadcast by a pirate “micro power” radio station, “Radio Free Cascadia,” at 98.5 ^ 
FM The broadcast featured local “rave” and dance DJs Protesters were urged to bnng 
boomboxes and small portable radios to pick up the broadcast At rush hour, protesters 
marched on a tour of downtown Eugene with visits to “some of the most insidious local 
manifestations of global capital ” 


Los Angeles: The Los Angeles June 18 Coalition and the local Reclaim the Streets [with 
a mocking e-mail address of misskgb@hotmail.com], called an action beginning at 1 p m 
with a gathenng on Pershing Square opposite the Biltmore Hotel The free-form 
orgamzed-yet-unorganized protest called on participants to bnng their own bells, drums, 
musical instruments and ''costumes, (e g., business attire) ”

New York; In New York’s Financial District, 37 people, including two juveniles, were 
arrested dunng the “Anti-Capitalist Carnival” in front of the New York Stock Exchange 
Among the participants were such groups as Reclaim the Streets, North Amenca (RTS- 
NA), East Side Collective, Green Party; Industrial Workers of the World (IWW), Time’s 
Up, Blackout Books and the Workers World Party (WWP) For nearly two hours, 
costumed demonstrators and self-styled anarchists took over the streets and blocked 
traffic There were fire-eaters, pole climbers, jugglers and others in masks and costumes 
that seemed left behind from some Renaissance or New Age fair. Some danced to music 
broadcast by a 5,000-watt “pirate” radio station, over mobile loudspeakers. When police 
successfully seized the “pirate” radio’s mobile sound system, the “music” continued to be 
heard over scores of small portable radios, while a steel band continued drumming The 
arrests began when five demonstrators attempted to chain themselves around a sculpture 
of a globe Their t-shirts earned the slogan, "Don't Let the G8 Decide Our Fate^" The 
others were arrested for offenses dunng the street blockades Organizers expected a 
thousand participants, but the actual number was approximately 700 Information about 
the protest was distnbuted over the Internet at www.reclaimthestreetsnyc.tao.ca. 



San Francisco: Reclaim the Streets and allied groups including Art and Revolution and 
Food Not Bombs sponsored a noon rally at the Embarcadero Plaza, followed by a street 
march ["educational tour"] by some 500 protesters against ten multinational 
corporations The emphasis was on protesting at businesses against which a locally based 
boycott or campaign aheady was underway As in other RTS protests, the sound system 
was provided by a local pirate radio station, RTS Micro Radio 87 9 FM Organizers of 
the San Francisco J18 protest emphasized that the action was the start of a campaign of 
resistance focused on the upcoming WTO meeting in Seattle "Be there," said the protest 
organizers, who wrote 
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"Environmentalists, workers, the unemployed, indigenous peoples, trade 
unionists, peasants groups, women's networks, the landless, students, 
peace activists and many more are working together in recognition that 
the global capitalist system, based on the exploitation of people and the 
planet for the profit of a few, is at the root of our social and ecological 
troubles 

‘'The June 18 occupation and transformation of financial districts, 
simultaneously across the globe, will be a contribution to and practical 
example of the process of making connections and building alternatives to 
the present social order " 

Washington, D.C.: In a protest coordinated by Jubilee 2000/USA, headquartered on E 
Capitol Street, NE, the U S Treasury Building next to the White House was suaounded 
by approximately 300 protesters who formed a human “chain” and demanded that the 
wealthy countnes wnte off the “chain” of debt for Third World countnes. The national 
coordinator of Jubilee 2000/USA is Carole Collins, a former IPS associate who in the late 
1970s headed the Campaign to Oppose Bank Loans to South Africa (COBLSA) The 
Jubilee 2000/USA Steering Committee emphasizes that the Jubilee 2000 call for the 
cancellation of Third World debt was endorsed by the World Council of Churches 
(WCC) last December at its 50**^ anniversary Jubilee Assembly in Harare, Zimbabwe 

Other “Carnivals Against Capital” and anti-debt events were scheduled for.

The theme of a “Carnival against Capitalism” was followed in many of the protests, 
though there were local vanants In Madnd, for example, the local Reclaim the Streets 
adopted the slogan of the rebellious Pans students of 1968, ''Sous les paves, la plage" 
[Under the sidewalk, the beach] They dressed in swimsuits, put down towels and 
blocked traffic as they sun-bathed on the roadways Others handed out french fries to 
commuters stalled in their cars Later they held a street party with music and dancing In 



Melbourne, a group whimsically named the Bionic Baking Bngade practiced their 
trademark action by smashing a pie into the face of opposition leader Kim Beazely as she 
addressed a global trade conference sponsored by Shell In Sydney, thousands of 
protesters held a street party, then invaded a mall, vandalizing and looting shops and 
assaulting shoppers 

In India, the National Alliance of People’s Movements, a coalition of some 200 
grassroots organizations, declared they were protesting because many in India have ''been 
marginalised by the market economy and World Trade Organization policies.'’ In 
Pakistan, union leaders "risked their lives" to demand "bread not nuclear bombs ’’ 

In Port Harcourt, Nigeria’s mam oil terminal, an estimated 10,000 people welcomed 
home Dr Owens Wiwa, brother of Ogoni ethnic activist Ken Saro-Wiwa, who was 
executed for murder four years ago The crowd held a Carnival of the Oppressed and 
blocked the mam street and Shell office. 

Protesters in Montevideo brought traffic in the Uruguayan capital to a standstill with a 
parade through the stock exchange and a McDonald’s restaurant, carrying a float 
consisting of a polyvinyl chlonde jockey nding a giant “Pollution Plastisaurus” made of 
plastic waste. This event ended with the burning of a cardboard mock television labeled 
the "agent of consumer-culture." 

In the United Kingdom (UK), in what is thought to be a trial run for the N30 protests, 
anil -capitalist and ammal-nghts protesters were planning to travel to this week’s Labour 
Party’s annual conference in Bournemouth They expected to clash with an estimated 
16,000 members of Britain’s pro-hunting Countryside Alliance, an orderly group opposed 
to the Labour pledge to outlaw hunting. Anti-hunt “sabs” [saboteurs] and those affiliated 
with such undergiound groups as the Animal Liberation Front (ALF) may seek to 
precipitate confrontations 

As on June 18, organizers of the “Protest by the Puget” that now is being called more and 
more the “Festival of Resistance” - or at least most organizers - are not openly calling 
for violence. Instead, presumably as a tactic, they emphasize making demands on 
Congress and foreign parliamentarians, asking at a minimum for a moratorium on further 
WTO negotiations and especially on any proposed future Multilateral Agreement on 
Investment (MAI) However, the supporters list and the gioups listed as organizing 
events includes those known for “direct action” such as Earth FirsF, Greenpeace, 
Reclaim the Streets and the Cntical Mass bicycle blockade On more than one occasion 
in the past, members of these groups have not been adverse to the use of violence 


Teach-in 

The demonstration organizers oppose what is termed "neo-liberahsm" or "capitalist neo- 
liberalism," phrases Marxists use now m denigrating the demociacy and free-market 
combination that has become the hallmark of free societies Several organizations in the 




U S are helping coordinate the anti-WTO protests, including the International Forum on 
Globalization (IFG), the San Francisco -based Institute for Global Communications 
(IGC), which maintains Internet pages and services for many peace, labor, ecological and 
anti-racism activist groups, and Ralph Nader’s Citizen Action - Global Trade Watch, 
which is maintaining a roster of actions planned and groups participating in the WTO 
protests On September 16, Nader’s Citizens’ Trade Campaign (CTC) in the midst of 
Hurricane Floyd’s six-inch ram deluge, was to hold a Capitol steps press conference to 
release the international sign-on letter with 1,114 signatones from 87 countries opposing 
the WTO’s “Millennium Round ’’ The scheduled participants were Reps George Miller, 

Sherrod Brown, John Tierney and Dennis Kucmich as well as Senator Paul Wellstone 
Also scheduled to speak were Ralph Nader and the new president of the International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters, Jimmy Hoffa, Jr. Hoffa and the Teamsters plan to participate 
in the N30 march in Seattle. 

The ideological preparation for those who will participate in the Seattle protests will be 
done through the International forum on Globalization, which termed itself at its 
founding “an ‘alliance of sixty leading activists, scholars, economists, researchers and 
writers formed to stimulate new thinking, joint activity and public education in response 
to the rapidly emerging economic and political arrangement called the global economy 
[emphasis in original] 

The IFG, operating from 1555 Pacific Avenue, San Francisco, CA 94109 [415-771- 
3394], stated m its earlier releases that it represented 40 organizations m 20 countries and 
that the IFG participants have a “shared concern that the world’s corporate and political 
leadership is undertaking a restructuring of global politics and economics that may prove 
as historically significant as any event since the Industrial Revolution ’’ IFG objects 

“This restructunng is happening at tremendous speed, without full public disclosure of 
the profound consequences affecting democracy, communities, human welfare, local 
economies, and the natural world ’’ 

The IFG was formed in January 1994 following the defeat of anti-NAFTA organizing 
and after the Uruguay Round of the GATT agreement setting up the WTO At first, the 
IFG functioned as a sort of think tank among some 30 academics, trade unionists, 
organizers and activists Today, with a membership of 60, the IFG members have decided 
they must attack the entire system behind the new free trade accords and to present the 
global market as a sinister “complete reorganization of the world’s economic and 
political activity and with it the effective takeover of global governance by 
transnational corporations and the international trade bureaucracies that they d* y ■? 

established” The organization is heavily packed with veterans of the IPS and TNI, with 
John Cavanagh and Walden Bello just two of the leadership people I 

The IFG “Mission Statement” of January 1995 sought to “rethink the issues and develop 
alternative strategies, especially those that might reverse the globalization trend” These 
included campaigns allegedly able to revitalize local economies, “and redirect actions 
toward revitalizing local economies ” In fact, IFG admits the focus was on bnnging 
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labor, environmental and other left activists together to devise a strategy relocahze 
contror of the economy As a result, IFG participants ''agreed to begin speaking out 
against economic globalization because it was clear that public discourse - in the media, 
or academia, or among governments - had not seriously questioned the common wisdom, 
that a globalized economy would 'lift all boats The effort would involve promulgation 
of “viable alternative perspectives and analyses ” 

The IFG IS organizing a major teach-in on the evils of the WTO that will be held in 
Seattle on Friday, November 26 and Saturday, November 27, at the 2,500-seat Benaroya 
Seattle Symphony Hall The massive event is intended to provide ideological grounding 
for the protesters and support from leaders of the anti-free trade movement in the United 
States and abroad

The emotionalism among the protest groups is difficult to underestimate. One of the 
participants m the recent Action Camp was quoted as saying, '‘The WTO is like this 
historic, wonderful thing, because it’s all the bad guys getting together in one place ” 

In light of the precedent set at last year’s Mimstenal and on June 18, the disorders being 
planned for the Seattle WTO Mimstenal meeting certainly provide opportunity for 
vandalism if protesters get into hotels where the foreign delegations are staying, and for 
personal assaults by demonstrators on visiting heads of state and other visiting officials. 

These protests also could provide cover for terronst attacks given that many secunty 
personnel will be pulled away to contend with the expected mob scene 

Car bombs in this climate are a possibility While one may predict that Seattle’s 
authonties will close many streets [and the sewers] to all but authonzed traffic and 
personnel, it is noted that fanatics in vanous countries from Egypt and Lebanon to India, 
Sn Lanka and Pakistan have attacked their targets weanng body-bombs or wheeling a 
bicycle with a bomb attached or concealed m the frame 

Local organizers, including Mike Dolan of Nader’s Citizens Trade Campaign and deputy 
director of the Global Trade Watch, say that if the secunty for the WTO is federalized, 
and protesters are kept many blocks away from the center of the city, violence is almost 
certain to erupt as the protesters try to force themselves closer to the WTO delegations

on to the CTC’s demand to oppose 
the Multilateral Agreement on In- 
vestments (MAI), a controversial free 
trade proposal that will probably be 
on the WTO s Seattle agenda In- 
stead of donating money to the cause 
of organizing against the trade meet- 
ings, the CTC has donated Dolan, 
who has spent much of the spring and 
summer meeting with community 
activists and lining up logistical sup- 
port 

This month the CTC opened a 
storefront operation downtown that 
will work until December to help co- 
ordinate protests And that's only one 
of the anti-WTO organizing efforts 
under way The AFL-CIO has dis- 
patched two full time field organiiers 
to coordinate a massive march and 


rally set for November 10 days after 
labor union heads from around the 
world will convene in Seattle for their 
own conference The teamsters, long- 
shoremen, and other industrial unions 
are each conducting their own mobili- 
zations, the steelworkers' union has 
neserved J ,000 hotel rooms rn Tacoma 
and Bellevue There will be teach-ins 
and alternative conferences and press 
conferences and rallies and marches 
and blockades galore Farm groups 
like the Northern Plains Resource 
Council, Western Sustainable Agricul- 
ture the Trade Policy, and the Cam- 
paign to Reclaim Rural America will 
be bringing outrage There is talk of a 
procession of tractors Scores of non- 
governmental organizations will come 
to try to make their voices heard The 
Zapatista-originated Peoples Global 
Action IS bringing caravans across 
North America to descend on Seattle 
The Sierra Club ts mobilizing its 
membership 

Even peace groups like the War 
Resistors Lesgtre are involved — free 
trade, by specifically exempting mili- 
tary spending from its agreements, 
acts to encourage the arms trade and 
military buildups by Third World gov- 
ernments 

Art and Revolution is bringing its 
giant puppets and public spectacle 
from the streets of San Francisco And 
the Evergreen Slate College, well, 
they might as well close the campus — 
they’ll all be in Seattle, as will stu- 
dents from around the country, led by 
the Boston based Center for Campus 
Orgamzi ng

Details; From 11/30/1999-12/03/1999 Seattle will host the biannual

throughout the city. The WTO meeting (FBI code-named SEATRADE 99) is 
projected to involve 135 member nations and 34 countries seeking 
membership, including both Russia and China (if China is not a full 
WTO member by that time) .

Our field office in Seattle, Washington, is seeking 
information regarding European Anarchists who may travel to 
Seattle for the purpose of disrupting the Third Ministerial 
Meeting of the World Trade Organization (WTO) in Seattle during 
the period 29 November 1999 - 3 December 1999. 


Based upon previous WTO conferences, and information 
provided by the Seattle host organization, we expect that Trade 
Ministers from 135 WTO members countries, and the approximately 
30 additional countries currently negotiating terms of 
membership, to meet in Seattle during this period. Based upon 
previous conferences, the WTO conference is also expected to 
attract significant national and international media coverage 
from both the print and broadcast mediums 


In addition to the legitimate participants to this 
conference, a tremendous effort is being made by local, national, 
and international groups to organize various levels of 
demonstrations, marches, and more disruptive activities, to 
protest the WTO. Seattle has already experienced two such 
protests that have drawn a law enforcement response, and expects 
that protesters will continue to use demonstrations, marches, and 
more disruptive activities to protest the WTO. Various entities, 
using everything from traditional print media to the Internet, 
have called upon hundreds of thousands of protesters to come to 
Seattle in connection with this event. 


We are aware of recent protests and riots in London on June 
18th (Carnival Against Capitalism) involving an anarchist 
environmental extremist group known as Reclaim the Street (RTS) , 
and that RTS is known to have links to Earth First!. The riots 
were in opposition to the G-8 Summit in the City of London. 
Furthermore, Carnival Against Capitalism is also known as the 
Carnival Against Corporate Tyranny and is a British based 
international anarchist group.

Activists Occupy Barshefsky Office in WTO Protest 
WASHINGTON (Reuters) - In a preview of what awaits U.S. trade 
officials in Seattle later this month, protesters occupied the 
offices of U.S. Trade Representative Charlene Barshefsky on 
Thursday demanding the United States help poor countries ^ain 
access to medicines, protesters said. 

After distracting security guards, five protesters scaled the 
building and chained themselves to a second- floor balcony, where 
they unfurled a banner reading ' 'Essential medications for all 
nations,^' according to Susan Whitaker, one of the protesters. 

Meanwhile, other activists from the AIDS group ACT-UP and the 
Heath Gap Coalition rushed inside the building and up the stairs 
to occupy Barshefsky' s second-floor office until police removed 
them, Whitaker said. 

Ten protesters were arrested, Whitaker said, after police spent 
about 90 minutes removing them from inside and outside the 
building, which is a block from the White House. 

The groups vowed other visible demonstrations at the upcoming 
World Trade Organization meeting in Seattle, scheduled for Nov. 
30 to Dec. 3 in Seattle. 


''It's a calling card action,'' Whitaker said. "Here's my card. 
I'll see you later.'' 

The protesters want U.S. trade officials to support developing 
countries' efforts to use trade remedies to obtain cheaper 
medicines for deadly diseases such as AIDS . They accused 
Barshefsky of acting on behalf of the U.S. drug industry, which 
opposes some of the measures, and threatening sanctions against 
some poor nations. 

Barshefsky was not in the office at the time of the protest. 
Deputy USTR Richard Fisher said the agency was woricing to address 
the protesters' concerns. 

''I don't need a flak jacket (for Seattle}'' he said, adding ''we 
do have an issue that is of concern to an important constituency 
and we're doing our best to address that issue.'' 


Earlier this week, a university in Seattle canceled a speech 
about the WTO by a senior adviser to President Clinton because of 
security concerns .

unemployed and others. It calls for mobilization in factories, 
schools, offices, commercial centers and financial districts in 
an effort to expand its core constituency, avoid "economic ruin", 
safeguard the environment and prevent further exploitation of 
Native Indian populations as well as other “disadvantaged” 
segments of society. 

The document makes note of the fact that each group 
would be autonomous in its actions but “coalitions" of groups 
could be formed on a regional basis. The document recommends 
specific actions which would tend to disrupt the activities at 
Seattle and even cause a security threat to participants and the 
public in general. In particular, "Ya Basta" states that, in 
coordination with other protest groups, militants should “(hold) 
street parties, distribute pamphlets, set up picket lines, occupy 
offices, block access to streets, interrupt activities, seize and 
eliminate luxury items, (conduct) mass protests on bicycles, 
display banners, conduct acts of sabotage, damage and interfere 
with capitalist infrastructure and seize the fruits of capitalism 
and return them to the working classes", among other things. 
Participants are also urged to distribute literature, organize 
protests in front of city halls and declare their independence 
from authoritarian governments.

On November 30 through December 3, 1999, the World Trade Organization (WTO) will 
convene its biannual convention in Seattle. The WTO is the only international body that 
deals with the rules of trade between nations. These agreements include legal ground 
rules for international commerce and trade policy. 

The organization started in 1995 and includes 134 member Coimtries. Seattle is the host 
City for the WTO Conference. The Seattle Police Department is working cooperatively 
with a number of local state and federal agencies to plan and implement safety and 
security procedures for this event. 


I the Public Safety Committee which is tasked to 
coordinate overall public safety services for the World Trade Conference in Seattle. The 
goal of the public safety committee is to provide a high level of service and preparedness 
for the WTO visitors without seriously degrading the services to the citizens of Seattle. 

To accomplish this task each agency will dedicate a number of specialized resources and 
highly skilled professionals to manage the myriad of public safety challenges that an 
event of this magnitude presents. The Seattle Police Department’s WTO Planning Unit 
will coordinate the security preparations for the WTO Conference. 

Your committee’s task is to take on an important role in planning and implementing 
safety and security procedures for the WTO conference. Your parent agency recruited 
you and the other committee members because you have the demonstrated skills, 
abilities, and experience to accomplish the job. 

Over the next six months your committee will make detailed plans and preparations 
regarding concentrating on the committee’s specialty area. The goal is for those people 
who will actually oversee the performance of the activity during the World Trile 
Conference to participate in the planning. Your group is responsible for creating 
contingency plans for a variety of situations, develop necessary training programs, 
identify equipment and staffing needs, and write an operations action plan. 

The World Trade Planning Unit will coordinate the activities of all sub-committees, 
provide information, and help resolve potential conflicts during the planning process. We 
will maintain regular contact with the head of your subcommittee and their assistant to 
facilitate your work.

Readying Seattle’s Rumble

Planning for the largest demonstration ever In Seattle against capitalism, free trade and 
liberal democracy - bundled up as “globalism” by opponents - is well underway As 
reported earlier, the protests and street actions being planned for November 30 to 
December 3 feature a broad range of “direct action” from nonviolent [sit-ins and lock- 
downs] to the prankish [scaling skyscrapers and badges to hang banners] to the violent 
[fighting with police and vandalising financial institutions and businesses engaged in 
international trade]. 

These days of protests arc expected by their organizers to unleash the sort of street 
anarchy seen previously firsl in the four days of rioting at the 1998 WlO meeting in 
Geneva when, m the words ot the Eco’ih Finit lournal, '"thovsands of demonsttators 
smashed hundreds of windows aj hanks, buildings and corporal? offices causing over a 
million dollars worth of damage ’’ As with other groups planning to come to the anti- 
WTO protests, since March Earth First! has been praising the street protests against the 
1 998 WTO Ministerial Moreover, the current edition of Earth first! carries a front-page 
report on the June 18, 1999, international G-7 protests in which it i.s noted that the next 
^'globally coordinated protesf would be the Seattle W 1 0 Ministjrial The story closed. 

"^And as the two worlds collide, the riots in London on June 18 may come 
to be seen as a small foretaste of the upheavals yet to com e.” 

One sign of the '"upheavals yet to come"" was the ""Globalize Action Camp held 
September 16 to 22 near Arlington, Washington, by the Ruckus Society, an entity that 
states it received its 501(c)(3) status three years ago and operates from 2054 University 
Avenue, ^^204, in Berkeley, California 94704. The actual tramir g camp was the 20-acre 
“Pragtri Farm” [whose name sUnds for People’s Revolutionary Action Group (PRAG) 
plus “tri”, from the Sanskrit for “spirit ot.”|. Ilicre, at the edge of the Ca.scade range, a 
group of some 150 leftists from the anti-capitalist, green and peac e movements assembled 
for tactical and logistical training Those attending came from as i far as Canada, England 
and Maryland’s “People’s Republic of iakoma Park,” a suburb of Washington, D C. 

The group practiced rock climbing techniques for use on buildings, rappelling to gain 
access to banner-hanging sites, and various “direct action” schemes for disruptmg the 
WTO meeting of heads of state and cabinet ministers from 1 34 countries. 

There was minute study of maps for those who hope to take to the streets or take their 
message to the WTO official delegations, and there was role-playing for many possible 
scenarios. 
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The mood of the Action Camp participants was set by the coordinator. Ruckus’ tounder 
and director John Sellers, 32, a veteran of Greenpeace voyages on the Rainbow Warrior 
against whale hunts and nuclear testing. Of the WTO, he said, “Tfet? last wave oj 
conquisiadores is coming to our shores, and it is our responAibility as activists to repel 
thi^ wave ” 

The November-December action is called the "'Global Peoples ’ Protest by the 
and key organizii^ for the event is being provided by the Ralph Nader organization 
Public Citizen and its Global Trade Watch (G'fW) program. Already there are plans for 
decentralized “direct action” and “civil disobedience” - terms that include a “massive 
rally and march on the WTC scheduled for Tuesday, November 30*, being organized by 
trade unions including the American Federation of Labor-Congress ol Industrial 
Organizations (AfL-ClO) Activists were cautioned not to commit civil disobedience or 
direct action “too soon” so as to swell the numbers later. 

The anti- WTO organizers include environmental, human rights and peace organi/ations, 
plus a nunibci of Mai'xisL and revolutionary parties from the United States and abroad 
including U.S. anarchist groups The anit-WTO groups arc varied, ranging from local 
U S Green Parly chapters and labor-allied “Fair Trade” coalitions that first formed in the 
early 1 990s to fight the North American Free Trade Agreement m the United States to the 
Transnational Institute (TNI) in Amsterdam [the European wmg of the Institute for Policy 
Studies (IPS), Earth First! ’s branches in the Czech Republic and the Pesticide Action 
Network m Malaysia and North America, Obviously, activists and trade unions in the 
western provinces of Canada and U.S. states are expected to provide a large portion of the 
protesters; but groups and individuals from Europe, Asia and Latin America as well as the 
eastern United Stales and Canada will participate. 

Many of the more than 800 groups and organizations already supporting the protest also 
helped organize, participated in or supported the protests on June 18,1 999, that were held 
m more than 19 U S. cities and some 45 countries around the globe from Belarus through 
Canada to Brazil and Nevv Zealand. In London and some other cities, the June 1 8 protests 
became riots that caused extensive damage to private property, especially the offices of 
banks, investment houses and multinational companies. The occasion for tlu: June 
protests against the global economy was the annual summit of the Ciroup of Seven (0-7) 
industrial powers held in Cologne, Germany 

As yet, the precise nature of the decentralized action.s are being kept secret. News 
reporters are being told they cannot attend planning sessions. The London- based key 
movers of the anti- WTO protests are the World Development Movement (WDM) and the 
local chapter of Friends of the Earth (FOE). Earth First^ has been advertising the street 
protests against the WTO Ministerial since March and the four days ol noting at the 1998 
WTO meeting m Geneva, both of which did considerable damage to financial institutions 
and corporate offices

As on June 18, organizers of the “Protest by the Puget” ere not openly calling for violence 
and, presunidbly as a tactic, emphasize c^ls on Congress and foreign parliamentarians 
asking for a moratorium on further WTO negotiations and especially on any Multilateral 
Agreement on Investment (MAI). However, the supporters list and the groups listed as 
organizing events includes groups known for “direct action” such as Earth First', 
Greenpeace and Reclaim the Streets (RTS). In the past, these groups have not been

The demonstration organizers oppose what is termed or ^'capitalist neo- 

hberalism,^' phrases Marxists use now in demgrating the democracy and firee-market 
combination that has become the hallmark of free societies. Several organizations in the 
U.S. are helping coordinate the anti- WTO protests, including the International Forum on 
Globalization (IFO); the San Francisco-based Institute for Global Communications (IOC), 
which maintains Internet pages and services for many peace, labor, ecological and anli- 
racism activist groups; and Ralph Nader’s Citizen Action - Global Trade Watch. On 
September 16, the day Hurricane Floyd hit, the Citizen’s Trade Campaign was .scheduled 
to hold a Capitol steps press conference to release the international sign-on letter bearing 
1,114 signatures from activists in 87 countries who oppose the WTO. The participants 
were to have included Representatives George Miller. Sherrod Brown, John Ticmey and 
Dennis Kucinich as well as Senator Paul Weilstone. Also scheduled to speak were Ralph 
Nader and the new president of the International Brotherhood of Teamsters, Jimmy 
Hoffa, Jr. 

The ideological preparation for those who will participate in the Seattle protests will be 
done through the IFG, which terms itself alliance of sixty leading aciivtsis, scholars, 

economists, researchers and writers formed to stimulate new thinking, joint activity and 
public education in response to the rapidly emerging economic and political arrangement 
called the global economy. ” [emphasis in original] 

The IFG, operating &om 1555 Pacific Avenue, San Francisco, California 94109 [415- 
771-3394], stated in its earlier rclca.ses that it represented 40 organizations in 20 countries 
and that the TFG participants have a ^'shared concern that the world’s corporate and 
political leadership t\ undertaking a restructuring of global politics and economics that 
may prove as historically signifeant as any event since the Industrial Revolution ” IFG 
objects' 


"This restructuring ts happening at tremendous speed, without full public 
disclosure of the profound consequences ajjeciing democracy, 
communities, human welfare, local economies, and the natural world. ’ 

The IFG was formed in January 1994 follovnng the defeat of anti-NAFTA organizing and 
after the Uruguay Round of the GATT agreement setting up the W TO At first, the IFG 
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functioned as a sort of think tank among some 30 academics, trade unionists, organizers 
and activists. Today, with a membership of 60, the Ih'G members have decided they must 
attack the entire system behind the new free trade accords and to present the global 
market as a sinister ^'complete reorganization of the world economic and political 
activity .. and with it the effective takeover of global governance by transnational 
corporations and the miernationai trade bureaucracies that they established.^^ 

The IFG “Mission Statement” of January 1995 sought to ^'rethink the mue.s and develop 
alternative strategies, especially those (hat might reverse the globalization trend.'* These 
included campaigns allegedly able to revitalize local economies, ^^and redirect actions 
tofward revitalizing local economies ” In fact, IFG admits the focus was on bringmg labor, 
environmental and other left activists together to devise a strategy “m relocalize control' 
of the economy. As a result, TFG participants “"agreed to begin speaking out agamsT 
economic ghbaiization because it was clear that public discourse - in the media, or 
academia, or among governments - had not seriously questioned the common wtf;dnm, 
that a globalized economy would lift all boats, [emphasis in origmal] The effort would 
involve promulgation oV'^iabh alternative perspectives and analyses " 

The IFG is organi/ing a major leach-in on the evils of the WTO that will be held in 
Seattle on Friday, November 26 and Saturday, November 27, at the 2, 500-seat Benaroya 
Seattle Symphony Hall. The massive event is intended to provide ideological grounding 
for the protesters and support from leaders of the anti -free trade movement in the United 
States and abroad.

Conclusion 

llie emotionalism among the protest groups is difficuU to underestimate. One of the 
participants in the recent Action Camp was quoted as saying, WTO is like this 
historic, wonderful thing, because U\ all the had guys gelling together m one place.^^ 

In light of the precedent set at last year’s Ministerial and on June 1 8 , the disorders being 
planned for the Seattle WTO Ministerial meeting certainly provide opportunity for 
vandahsm if protesters get into hotels where the foreign delegations arc staying, and for 
personal assaults by demonstrators on visiting heads of slate and other visiting ofTicials. 

These protests also could provide cover for terrorist attacks given that many security 
personnel will be pulled away to contend with the expected mob scene. 
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Car bombs in this climate are a possibility; and while one may predict that Seattle’s 
authorities will dose many streets to all but authorized traffic, it is noted that fanatics in 
various countries from Egypt and Lebanon to India, Sri Lanka and Paki.stan have attacked 
their targets wearing body-bombs or wheeling a bicycle with a bomb attached or 
concealed in the frame.

Readying Seattle's WTO Protests

Planning for the largest demonstration ever m Seattle against capitalism, free trade and 
liberal democracy - bundled up as “globalism” by opponents - is well underway. As 
reported earlier, the protests and street actions being planned for the penod from 
November 30 to December 3 feature a broad range of “direct action” from nonviolent 
[sit-ins and lock-downs] to the pranbsh [scaling skyscrapers and bndges to hang 
banners] to the violent [fighting with police and vandalizing financial institutions and 
businesses engaged in international trade]. There are also the usual mix of teach-ins, 
street marches and rallies 


According to the radical Z Magazine [September 1999], Seattle this November will 
probably be like Chicago in August 1968, when thousands of protesters disrupted the 
streets of the city outside the Democratic National Convention 

These days of protests are expected by their organizers to unleash the sort of street 
anarchy seen previously in other cities such as London, Geneva, Barcelona and Sydney 

The first such major anti-WTO protest featured four days of noting both in Birmingham 
and in Geneva where, in the words of the Earth First! journal, ''thousands of 
demonstrators smashed hundreds of windows of banks, buildings and corporate offices, 
"causing over a million dollars worth of damage. ” As with other groups planning to come 
to the anti-WTO protests, since March Earth First^ has been praising the street protests 
against the 1998 WTO Ministenal. Moreover, the current edition of Earth First! cames a 
front-page report on the June 18, 1999, international protests against the Group of 7 
major industrial powers m which it is noted that the next "globally coordinated protest" 
would be the Seattle WTO Ministenal The story closed 

"And as the two worlds collide, the riots in London on June 18 may come 

to be seen as a small foretaste of the upheavals yet to come . " 


Action Camps 

One sign of the "upheavals yet to come" was the "Globalize This" Action Camp, held 
September 16 to 22 near Arlington in Washington’s Snohomish County, by the Ruckus 
Society, an entity that received its 501(c)(3) status four years ago and operates from 2054 
University Avenue, #204, Berkeley, California 94704. Co-sponsonng the Action Camp 
was the Rainforest Action Network (RAN), a San Francisco-based group with links to 
Earth First' RAN’s executive director, Kelly Quirke, told the Action Camp group about 
RAN’s successful two-year campaign against Home Depot, which agreed to stop selling 
wood cut from old-growth timber 



Quirke explained that there was a legitimate place for massive demonstrations with high- 
visibility “direct action.” ''People are outraged They know they are basically enslaved," 

to trigger that outrage" The Action Camp coordinator, 
RuckdS^'fdtodfef idpd'rfifeci^l^hn Sellers, 32, a veteran of Greenpeace voyages on the 
i^airfboW vt^r/7dr"agai'ilsl whale hunts and nuclear testing, said of the WTO, "The last 
wave of conquistadores is coming to our shores, and it is our responsibility as activists to 
repel this wave ” 

The actual training camp was at the 20-acre “Pragtn Farm” [whose name stands for 
People’s Revolutionary Action Group (PRAG) plus “tn”, from the Sansknt for “spirit 
of”] The farm was founded by the militant PRAG of Seattle in the 1970s There, at the 
edge of the Cascade range, a group of some 150 leftists from the anti-capitalist, green and 
peace movements assembled for tactical and logistical training 

Those attending included three steelworkers - David Reid, Robert Kenyon, 51, and Ron 
Hansen - from Spokane where they were involved in a year-long battle with Kaiser 
Aluminum and hoped to bnng support back to their cause from Seattle, a Nicaraguan 
environmentalist, Shirley Momson, 77, who called herself a longtime peace activist, and 
Hinda Kipnis, 68, both from Seattle’s “Raging Grannies" group, which, weanng “little 
old lady” hats and dresses, stood in front of the logging trucks in the Home Depot 
protests. They said they had been persuaded to take part in the N30 protests by Earth 
First' activist Miszka Evans Also participating was an assortment of activists from the 
peace, anti-nuclear and green movements of Canada, England and Maryland’s “People’s 
Republic of Takoma Park” [a suburb of Washington, D C ] 

One of the “star” international speakers at the Action Camp was John Jordan, a leader of 
Bntam’s militant Reclaim the Streets. But Jordan, who was at the center of the June 18 
nots in London, dismissed the mainstream media whose attention the protests seek as "a 
corporation like any other." However, the Ruckus Society’s Sellers said that the largest 
donation the group ever got was from media magnate Ted Turner "He appreciates 
strategic trouble-making," said Sellers 

Prominent among the participants in the Action Camp were Kevin Danaher, co-founder 
of the San Francisco-based Global Exchange, Leon Janssen of Olympia and Michael 
Sowle from Oakland, all of whom learned climbing and rappelling - the skills of direct 
action superstars They were accompanied by skilled climbers who had scaled the Sears 
Tower, draped banners from the Aurora Bridge to protest fishing by factory trawlers, or 
affixed a banner to the dome of California’s capitol. Several Action Camp participants 
had earned out the first successful climb and banner drop from the Golden Gate Badge 

The group practiced knots repeatedly [some in remedial classes] and rock climbing 
techniques for use on buildings, rappelling to gain access to banner-hanging sites and to 
escape police by using rope lines to move quickly from building to building, and vanous 
“direct action” schemes for disrupting the WTO meeting of heads of state and cabinet 
ministers from 134 countnes The high media visibility of climbers and their banners is 
desirable, but they acknowledged the need for better skills John Picone, 33, founder of 
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the Action Resource Center in Los Angeles and a practiced climber, said that some near- 
disasters pointed up the need for activist skills training 

There was a great deal of minute study of maps for those who hope to take to the streets 
or take their message to the WTO official delegations; and there was role-playing for 
many possible scenanos and the practicing of such stimng chants as Take back the 
power! End corporate greed^"’ and *‘Hey, hey, ho, ho, WTO has got to gor 

Members of British anarcho-syndicalist groups tend towards the bloodthirsty chant of 
“Kill, kill, kill the bastardsT* However, such bluntly expressed hatred of capitalists is 
considered counterproductive by most of the Seattle organizers, who believe nonviolent 
lawbreaking is best in bringing issues to the broad U.S. public. However, they will not 
intervene to stop those who come prepared to not 


Seattle focus 

The November-December action is called the “Global Peoples* Protest by the Puget** 
and key organizing for the event is being provided by the Ralph Nader organization 
Public Citizen and its Global Trade Watch (GTW) and Citizens Trade Coalition (CTC) 
programs Activists were cautioned not to commit civil disobedience or direct action “too 
soon” so as to swell the numbers later for the “International Day of Protest” against the 
WTO scheduled for Tuesday, November 30, the opening day of the Ministenal 

Already there are plans for decentralized “direct action” and “civil disobedience” - terms 
that include a “massive rally and march on the WTO** scheduled for Tuesday, November 
30, being organized by trade unions including the Amencan Federation of Labor- 
Congress of Industrial Organizations (AFL-CIO). At least two state AFL-CIO 
organizations, Wisconsin and Minnesota, plan to charter a plane to take union activists to 
Seattle Organizing in the Seattle area is being coordinated by the King County Central 
Labor Council, whose president, Ron Judd, told the Communist Party, U S.A newspaper 
in an interview [People’s Weekly World, September 25, 1999]: 

“The AFL-CIO, together with environmentalists and its other allies, will 
be voicing our opinions and concerns about the direction that 
international trade agreements are headed and the impact this has had on 
workers, the environment and our communities And we* re not just talking 
about U.S. workers; we’re talking about U.S workers, we’re talking about 
workers everywhere ” 

The United Steelworkers of Amenca (USWA) already has reserved several hundred hotel 
rooms in Seattle and the surrounding area Tern Widner, the anti-WTO organizer, said 
that she expects to fill the rooms with USWA members from District 11, which covers 
the states west of the Mississippi and north of Texas 
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The anti-WTO organizers targeting the Seattle WTO meeting include environmental, 
human rights and peace organizations, plus a number of Marxist and anarcho-syndicalist 
groups from the Lfnited States and abroad The anti-WTO groups^ are vaned, ranging 
from local U.S. Green Party chapters and labor-allied “Fair Trade*' coalitions that first 
formed in the early 1990s to fight the North American Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA) 
m the United States to the Transnational Institute (TNI) in Amsterdam [the European 
wing of the Institute for Policy Studies (IPS)], Earth First' *s branches in the Czech 
Republic and the Pesticide Action Network in Malaysia and North America 

Obviously, activists and trade unions in the western areas of Canada and the United 
States are expected to provide a large portion of the protesters; but groups and individuals 
from the eastern areas of both countries as well as Europe, Asia and Latin Amenca will 
participate. 

As yet, the precise nature of the decentralized Seattle actions on November 30 is being 
kept secret News reporters are being told they cannot attend planning sessions, yet Earth 
Firstf has been promoting since March as role models the violent street protests against 
the 1998 WTO Ministerial and the four days of rioting in Geneva, both of which did 
considerable damage to financial institutions and corporate offices 

It has been reported that many local activists received copies of the application forms 
handed out by the official WTO host committee to obtain volunteers to help with the 
events. 

To date, only President Clinton is confirmed as a head of state attending the WTO 
Ministenal, but two Cuban officials were in Seattle earlier this month meeting with the 
local Seattle Cuba Fnendship Committee inquiring in preparation for a possible visit by 
Fidel Castro, one of the strongest critics of the WTO and ""neoliberal globalization ” The 
local Fnendship committee leaders, Chns Pforr and Doug Barnes, said they were later 
visited by the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI), which said it was concerned about 
possible violence by anti-Castro Cubans. 


International N30 protests 

Many of the more than 800 groups and organizations already supporting the protest also 
helped organize, participated in or otherwise supported the protests on June 18, (J18) that 
were held in more than 19 U.S cities and some 45 countries around the globe from 
Belarus through Canada to Brazil and New Zealand In London and some other cities, the 
J18 protests became nots that caused extensive damage to pnvate property, especially the 
offices of banks, investment houses and multinational companies London’s protest, 
advertised as a “Carnival against Capitalism,” caused damage of nearly $6 million and 
left 46 people injured The occasion for that June 18 international day of protest was the 
annual summit of the Group of Seven (G-7) mdustnal powers held in Cologne, Germany 
The London-based key movers of the anti-WTO protests are the World Development 
Movement (WDM) and the local chapter of Fnends of the Earth (FOE) 
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There is a clear effort underway, designated N30 just as the June 18 protests were 
designated J18, to launch an international wave of protests targeting banks, company 
offices and financial institutions on November 30. The method, once again, is to use an 
internet web site on which activists post their suggestions for targets and actions to 
disrupt their operations Those who cannot make the journey to Seattle are being 
encouraged to select targets in their home cities 

These international coalitions against globalism, the new term for capitalism, grew out of 
a series of international conferences whose funding is opaque. The first was the 
international ^'encuentro'' [encounter, clash] held in Spain in 1996 under the apparent 
sponsorship of the latest fad in Marxist revolution, Mexico’s Zapatista National 
Liberation Front (EZLN), which launched its first attacks on New Year’s Day in 1994, 
the date the North American Free Trade Agreement went into effect. Hundreds from 
social action, indigenous rights and environmental movements of the developed North 
and the underdeveloped South attended, announcing their rejection of their '"assigned 
roles as the expendable members of the global economy,'' 

This was followed in February 1998 by another international meeting in Geneva, which 
attracted more than 400 people from 71 countries. Among those attending were tribal 
representatives of “indigenous people,” European anti-road activists, Brazilian peasants 
involved in land seizures, trade unionists, and grassroots activists from Canada and the 
United States. From this meeting came a network called the People’s Global Action 
Against Free Trade and the World Trade Organization - or People’s Global Action 
(PGA) for short. The PGA founders wrote: 

"Despite the huge material differences, struggles in privileged and under- 
privileged parts of the corporate empire have more and more in common, 
setting the stage for a new and stronger sort of solidarity .. Scattered 
around the world again, we will not forget. We remain together This is 
our common struggle ” 

Activists state that the energy inspired by that Geneva meeting brought about the Global 
Street Party of activists from 20 countries that took place in Birmingham, England, in 
May of 1998. Two days later, 8,000 people erupted onto the streets of Geneva m a protest 
against the WTO while 50,000 Brazilians participated in a “Cry of the Excluded” march 
and 20,000 Indian farmers and fishermen marched in Hyderabad demanding India 
withdraw from the WTO. 

Now, though the U.S economy has been in a boom condition for months, activists will 
seek to show workers that globalization, free trade and the free market mean job 
msecunty, exploitation and environmental breakdown - and that they have little to lose in 
joining the insurgent “Carnival against Capitalism.” 

Taking a highly active role in organizing against the WTO in Seattle is the Netherlands- 
based Transnational Institute, an organization that for more than two decades has been 
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closely linked to the Washington-based Institute for Policy Studies (IPS) and has 
spearheaded organizing grassroots activist networks against free trade and foreign 
investment in Third World countries The chair of TNTs board pf directors is John 
Cavanagh, director of IPS, assisted by Walden Bello and Basker Vashee 

TNI, whose director is Fiona Dove, a South Afncan formerly active with the Congress of 
South African Trade Unions (COSATU), and whose associate director is Susan George, 
has developed a web site providing information cntical of WTO-related matters WTO 
issues are being handled by Mynam Vander Stichele and John Dunlea Dove, as TNI 
director, signed the “Appeal to the Left Parties and Movements of the Left in Europe,” 
denouncing neo-liberalism and calling for a continent-wide united campaign to restore 
Socialism, but incorporating “green” concerns - a Red-Green alliance 

The Ruckus Society reportedly is behind one web site calling for a world-wide day of 
“civil disobedience” and '^simultaneous actions in financial districts in major cities 
around the world ” The chapters of Earth First! and Reclaim the Streets m the United 
Kingdom, which played major roles in coordinating the J 18 action m the City of London 
[the financial distnct], have been in contact with their North American counteiparts, 
according to published British reports It was reported also that after the J18 riots. 
Reclaim the Streets called a closed meeting in which activists, elated by the mayhem, 
called for another attack "while the iron was hot'* 


June 18 precedent 

The June 18 protests against the G-7 summit in Cologne took place in some 43 countnes 
from Belarus to New Zealand. Many targeted stock exchanges, stock and bond trading 
houses, banks and corporate offices. Significant protests took place in cities around the 
globe including Adelaide, Amsterdam, Ancona, Cologne, Edinburgh, Florence, Glasgow, 
Hamburg, Lancaster, London, Milan, Minsk, Madnd, Ottawa, Prague, Rome, Sienna, 
Sydney, Tel Aviv, Toronto, Valencia and Vancouver. 

In the United States, significant J18 protests took place as follows* 

Austin. Events began at 5 p m rush hour with bicyclists in a Critical Mass/Reclaim the 
Streets nde around the city. A celebration was held at 7:30 p.m for the "Beginning of the 
End of Capitalism ” 

Boston: The Carnival Against Capital was promoted as "a day to resist together 
neoliberal capital and its exploitation, oppression and wars, and to celebrate the 
alternative of grassroots resistance ” Entertainment convened at noon at the Bank Boston 
Plaza, 100 Federal Street There were giant puppets of papier-mache and cloth - one of 
the Four Horsemen of the Apocalypse labeled World Trade Organization (WTO), a top- 
hatted banker’s head with a ravenous jaw labeled World Bank, the International 
Monetary Fund depicted as a tiger - on the picket line. After an hour, and a skit satinzing 
executives of two banks merging as “FleeceBoston,” some protesters, headed by a 
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pretend Mexican Zapatista guemlla, led a group into the bank to apply for non-existent 
$100,000 “reparations” grants Organizers boasted that several genuine bank customers 
were fooled into asking if the grant were genuine 

Eugene: Reclaim the Streets and Eugene PeaceWorks of Eugene, OR, sponsored a 
“street party,” first having protesters assemble at the bus station downtown before 
marching to a pre-selected street [not announced before the action] The protest featured 
music broadcast by a pirate “micro power” radio station, “Radio Free Cascadia,” at 98 5 
FM The broadcast featured local “rave” and dance DJs Protesters were urged to bnng 
boomboxes and small portable radios to pick up the broadcast. At rush hour, protesters 
marched on a tour of downtown Eugene with visits to “some of the most insidious local 
manifestations of global capital ” 

Los Angeles: The Los Angeles June 18 Coalition and the local Reclaim the Streets [with 
a mocking e-mail address of misskgb@hotmail com], called an action beginning at 1 p m 
with a gathering on Pershing Square opposite the Biltmore Hotel The free-form 
organized-yet-unorganized protest called on participants to bring their own bells, drums, 
musical instruments and “costumes, (eg, business attire) ” 

New York: In New York’s Financial District, 37 people, including two juveniles, were 
arrested during the “Anti-Capitalist Carnival” in front of the New York Stock Exchange. 
Among the participants were such groups as Reclaim the Streets, North America (RTS- 
NA), East Side Collective; Green Party; Industnal Workers of the World (IWW), Time’s 
Up, Blackout Books and the Workers World Party (WWP) For nearly two hours, 
costumed demonstrators and self-styled anarchists took over the streets and blocked 
traffic. There were fire-eaters, pole climbers, jugglers and others in masks and costumes 
that seemed left behind from some Renaissance or New Age fair. Some danced to music 
broadcast by a 5,000-watt “pirate” radio station, over mobile loudspeakers When police 
successfully seized the “pirate” radio’s mobile sound system, the “music” continued to be 
heard over scores of small portable radios, while a steel band continued drumming The 
arrests began when five demonstrators attempted to chain themselves around a sculpture 
of a globe. Their t-shirts earned the slogan, “Don't Let the G8 Decide Our FateV The 
others were arrested for offenses dunng the street blockades. Organizers expected a 
thousand participants, but the actual number was approximately 700, Information about 
the protest was distnbuted over the Internet at www.reclaimthestreetsnyc.tao.ca. 

San Francisco: Reclaim the Streets and allied groups including Art and Revolution and 
Food Not Bombs sponsored a noon rally at the Embarcadero Plaza, followed by a street 
march [“educational tour"] by some 500 protesters against ten multinational 
corporations. The emphasis was on protesting at businesses against which a locally based 
boycott or campaign already was underway. As in other RTS protests, the sound system 
was provided by a local pirate radio station, RTS Micro Radio 87.9 FM Organizers of 
the San Francisco J18 protest emphasized that the action was the start of a campaign of 
resistance focused on the upcoming WTO meeting in Seattle. “Be there," said the protest 
organizers, who wrote 



''Environmentalists, workers, the unemployed, indigenous peoples, trade 
unionists, peasants groups, women’s networks, the landless, students, 
peace activists and many more are working together in recognition that 
the global capitalist system, based on the exploitation of people and the 
planet for the profit of a few, is at the root of our social and ecological 
troubles 

*‘The June 18 occupation and transformation of financial districts, 
simultaneously acrbss the globe, will be a contribution to and practical 
example of the process of making connections and building alternatives to 
the present social order ” 

Washington, D.C.: In a protest coordinated by Jubilee 2000/USA, headquartered on E 
Capitol Street, NE, the U.S. Treasury Building next to the White House was surrounded 
by approximately 300 protesters who formed a human “chain” and demanded that the 
wealthy countnes wnte off the “chain” of debt for Third World countnes. The national 
coordinator of Jubilee 2000/USA is Carole Collins, a former IPS associate who in the late 
1970s headed the Campaign to Oppose Bank Loans to South Africa (COBLSA). The 
Jubilee 2000/USA Steenng Committee emphasizes that the Jubilee 2000 call for the 
cancellation of Third World debt was endorsed by the World Council of Churches 
(WCC) last December at its 50*^ anniversary Jubilee Assembly in Harare, Zimbabwe.

The theme of a “Carnival against Capitalism” was followed in many of the protests, 
though there were local variants. In Madrid, for example, the local Reclaim the Streets 
adopted the slogan of the rebellious Pans students of 1968, “Sous les paves, la plage” 
[Under the sidewalk, the beach] They dressed in swimsuits, put down towels and 
blocked traffic as they sun-bathed on the roadways. Others handed out french fnes to 
commuters stalled in their cars Later they held a street party with music and dancing. In 



Melbourne, a group whimsically named the Bionic Baking Bngade practiced their 
trademark action by smashing a pie into the face of opposition leader Kim Beazely as she 
addressed a global trade conference sponsored by Shell In Sydney, thousands of 
protesters held a street party, then invaded a mall, vandalizing and looting shops and 
assaulting shoppers 

In India, the National Alliance of People’s Movements, a coalition of some 200 
grassroots organizations, declared they were protesting because many in India have “been 
marginalised by the market economy and World Trade Organization policies” In 
Pakistan, union leaders “risked their lives” to demand “bread not nuclear bombs ” 

In Port Harcourt, Nigeria’s mam oil terminal, an estimated 10,000 people welcomed 
home Dr. Owens Wiwa, brother of Ogoni ethnic activist Ken Saro-Wiwa, who was 
executed for murder four years ago. The crowd held a Carnival of the Oppressed and 
blocked the mam street and Shell office. 

Protesters m Montevideo brought traffic in the Uruguayan capital to a standstill with a 
parade through the stock exchange and a McDonald’s restaurant, carrying a float 
consisting of a polyvinyl chloride jockey nding a giant “Pollution Plastisaurus’’ made of 
plastic waste. This event ended with the burning of a cardboard mock television labeled 
the “agent of consumer-culture” 

In the United Kingdom (UK), in what is thought to be a trial run for the N30 protests, 
anti -capitalist and animal-rights protesters were planning to travel to this week’s Labour 
Party’s annual conference in Bournemouth. They expected to clash with an esUmated 
16,000 members of Britain’s pro-hunting Countryside Alliance, an orderly group opposed 
to the Labour pledge to outlaw hunting. Anti-hunt “sabs” [saboteurs] and those affiliated 
with such underground groups as the Animal Liberation Front (ALF) may seek to 
precipitate confrontations 

As on June 18, organizers of the “Protest by the Puget” that now is being called more and 
more the “Festival of Resistance” - or at least most organizers - are not openly calling 
for violence. Instead, presumably as a tactic, they emphasize making demands on 
Congress and foreign parliamentarians, asking at a imnimum for a moratorium on further 
WTO negotiations and especially on any proposed future Multilateral Agreement on 
Investment (MAI) However, the supporters list and the groups listed as organizing 
events includes those known for “direct action” such as Earth First!, Greenpeace, 
Reclaim the Streets and the Critical Mass bicycle blockade. On more than one occasion 
in the past, members of these groups have not been adverse to the use of violence. 


Teach-in 

The demonstration organizers oppose what is termed “neo-liberalism” or “capitalist neo- 
hberahsmf phrases Marxists use now in denigrating the democracy and free-market 
combination that has become the hallmark of free societies. Several organizations in the 
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* U.S. are helping coordinate the anti -WTO protests, including the International Forum on 
Globalization (IFG), the San Francisco-based Institute for Global Communications 
(IGC), which maintains Internet pages and services for many peace, labor, ecological and 
anti-racism activist groups; and Ralph Nader’s Citizen Action - dlobal Trade Watch, 
which IS maintaining a roster of actions planned and groups participating in the WTO 
protests On September 16, Nader’s Citizens’ Trade Campaign (CTC) in the midst of 
Hurricane Floyd’s six-mch ram deluge, was to hold a Capitol steps press conference to 
release the international sign-on letter with 1,114 signatories from 87 countnes opposing 
the WTO’s “Millennium Round.” The scheduled participants were Reps. George Miller, 
Sherrod Brown, John Tierney and Dennis Kucinich as well as Senator Paul Wellstone. 
Also scheduled to speak were Ralph Nader and the new president of the International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters, Jimmy Hoffa, Jr. Hoffa and the Teamsters plan to participate 
in the N30 march in Seattle 

The ideological preparation for those who will participate in the Seattle protests will be 
done through the International forum on Globalization, which termed itself at its 
founding alliance of sixty leading activists, scholars, economists, researchers and 
writers formed to stimulate new thinking, joint activity and public education in response 
to the rapidly emerging economic and political arrangement called the global economy.^* 
[emphasis in original] 

The IFG, operating from 1555 Pacific Avenue, San Francisco, CA 94109 [415-771- 
3394], stated in its earlier releases that it represented 40 organizations in 20 countries and 
that the IFG participants have a '^shared concern that the world's corporate and political 
leadership is undertaking a restructuring of global politics and economics that may prove 
as historically significant as any event since the Industrial Revolution.'' IFG objects: 

“This restructunng is happening at tremendous speed, without full public disclosure of 
the profound consequences affecting democracy, communities, human welfare, local 
economies, and the natural world ” 

The IFG was formed in January 1994 following the defeat of anti-NAFTA organizing 
and after the Uruguay Round of the GATT agreement setting up the WTO. At first, the 
IFG functioned as a sort of think tank among some 30 academics, trade unionists, 
organizers and activists. Today, with a membership of 60, the IFG members have decided 
they must attack the entire system behind the new free trade accords and to present the 
global market as a sinister "complete reorganization of the world's economic and 
political activity . and with it the effective takeover of global governance by 
transnational corporations and the international trade bureaucracies that they 
established ” The organization is heavily packed with veterans of the IPS and TNI, with 
John Cavanagh and Walden Bello just two of the leadership people 

The IFG “Mission Statement” of January 1995 sought to "rethink the issues and develop 
alternative strategies, especially those that might reverse the globalization trend ” These 
included campaigns allegedly able to revitalize local economies, "and redirect actions 
toward revitalizing loc(d economies," In fact, IFG admits the focus was on bringing 
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labor, environmental and other left activists together to devise a strategy “lo relocalize ' 
contror of the economy As a result, IFG participants ^"agreed to begin speaking out 
against economic globalization because it was clear that public discourse - in the media, 
or academia, or among governments - had not seriously questioned the common wisdom, 
that a globalized economy would ‘lift all boats The effort would involve promulgation 
of “viable alternative perspectives and analyses.''* 

The IFG IS organizing a major teach-in on the evils of the WTO that will be held in 
Seattle on Fnday, November 26 and Saturday, November 27, at the 2,500-seat Benaroya 
Seattle Symphony Hall. The massive event is intended to provide ideological grounding 
for the protesters and support from leaders of the anti-free trade movement in the United 
States and abroad

Conclusion 


The emotionalism among the protest groups is difficult to underestimate One of the 
participants in the recent Action Camp was quoted as saying, "The WTO is like this 
historic, wonderful thing, because it’s all the bad guys getting together in one place ” 

In light of the precedent set at last year’s Ministenal and on June 18, the disorders being 
planned for the Seattle WTO Ministenal meeting certainly provide opportunity for 
vandalism if protesters get into hotels where the foreign delegations are staying, and for 
personal assaults by demonstrators on visiting heads of state and other visiting officials 

These protests also could provide cover for terronst attacks given that many secunty 
personnel will be pulled away to contend with the expected mob scene. 

Car bombs in this climate are a possibility While one may predict that Seattle’s 
authonties will close many streets [and the sewers] to all but authonzed traffic and 
personnel, it is noted that fanatics m vanous countries from Egypt and Lebanon to India, 
Sn Lanka and Pakistan have attacked their targets wearing body-bombs or wheeling a 
bicycle with a bomb attached or concealed in the frame 

Local organizers, including Mike Dolan of Nader’s Citizens Trade Campaign and deputy 
director of the Global Trade Watch, say that if the security for the WTO is federalized, 
and protesters are kept many blocks away from the center of the city, violence is almost 
certain to erupt as the protesters try to force themselves closer to the WTO delegations

vandalizing financial institutions and businesses engaged in international trade 

♦ The program for these days of protests are expected by their organizers to unleash street 
anarchy. Such violence has been seen in other international protests against “neo- 
hberalism” and the global market economy In 1998, there were four days of noting at 
the WTO meeting in Geneva, Thousands of demonstrators smashed windows of baiis, 
buildings and corporate offices, causing over a million dollars worth of damage On 
June 18 of this year, protests against the Group of Seven summit meeting in Cologne, 
Germany, were organized in some forty countries In London and Australia, there was 
extreme violence and vandalism

Introduction 

The Amsterdam-based Transnational Institute (TNI) is one of the principal architects of 
the international campaign against **neoliberalism the current term on the left referring 
to the triplet of capitalism, free markets and electoral democracy. The Transnational In- 
stitute, like its parent, the Washington-based Institute for Policy Studies (IPS), is not a 
center for scholarship in any normal sense of the word. Rather, IPS and TNI are radical 
think tanks and simultaneously organizing centers that implement new campaigns From 
its inception, the Transnational Institute has been on the cutting edge of international anti- 
capitalism, targeting transnational corporations and initiating coalitions of activist groups 
in various countries against such targets as the World Bank and International Monetary 
Fund (IMF). 

From its inception in 1973, the TNI has sought to find the pressure points in the West- 
ern economic system. Through their writings and interviews, mainly in the popular, non- 
academic press, TNI and IPS fellows and associates press themes presenting institutions 
of the market economy from corporations to banks in the bleakest, most stereotypical 
terms regarding their motivations, operations and impact. 

The Transnational Institute has concentrated on combating the influence of the United 
States and other Western countries in Africa, Asia and Latin America - recalling the 
“Tricontinental” conflicts of the Cold War While the Cold War, at least officially, is 
over, the TNI is still battling capitalism as fiercely as ever - now targeting the World 
Trade Organization (WTO). 


Organization 

The TNI was formed in 1 973 by IPS with an initial $4 million in funding provided by 
Samuel Rubin,’ head of the foundation that bears his name, to carry out the international 
programs of IPS. Early in 1973, IPS sent Eqbal Ahmad on a five-week trip across Europe 
to discuss the TNI project with some 200 activists from a broad political spectrum of the 
left - people involved with peace and disarmament, Third World solidarity with armed 


' Samuel Rubin, now deceased, was a registered Communist Party member m the 1930s who launched the 
Faberge perfiime company from profits made selling perfume components from Spam during the Civil Wai 
When he sold the company, he used his profits to establish the Samuel Rubin Foundation, which provided 
generous support to the Institute for Policy Studies and the Transnational Institute 





terrorist “national liberation” movements, the woman’s rights and minority rights move- 
ments and those fighting the Western corporations that exploit the resources of the under- 
developed countries of Africa, Asia and Latin America Later that year, Ahmad opened 
the TNI headquarters in Amsterdam When he stepped down m 1975, his successor as 
TNI director was Orlando Letelier, the Marxist Chilean former Unidad Popular ambassa- 
dor to Washington and later defense minister at the time of the September 1973 coup 
Ahmad remained an active TNI fellow and was on the Advisory Board at the time of his 
death this May 

The TNI describes the career of Eqbal Ahmad as “o committed internationalist and 
^’‘quintessential actmst-scholaP' who ’‘^epitomized the spirit of TNIP The institute pro- 
ceeded to list those activities as having joined, after completing a Ph D at Princeton Uni- 
versity in the 1960s, the ^’‘Algerian national liberation movement which was the National 
Liberation Front (FLN), an organization that slaughtered hundreds of thousands of fellow 
Algerians and French to seize power and promptly set up a one-party dictatorship Ah- 
mad, as an FLN member, later represented Algeria at the Paris peace talks TNI notes his 
“early” opposition to the U.S. role in Vietnam and that he was ’‘’tried in 1970 on trumped- 
up charges of conspiracy to kidnap Henry Kissinger’’’’ in the Harrisburg 8 case He then 
left the U.S. but remained a fellow of the ’’‘progressive Institute o/[sic] Policy Studies in 
Washington t Through 1980, IPS used to forthrightly describe itself as ’’radical’ even in 
its aimual report. By the end of 1973, he had opened the TNI office at Paul us Potterstraat 
No. 20, Amsterdam, ’’succeeding in turning it into a hive of activity within a matter of 
months’’’’ and making it a center supporting ” committed activist-scholars from across the 
world, enabling them not only to continue their important work but also facilitating the 
joint development of common frameworks for analysis and action” - and all this due to 
the ’’generous support of an early and subsequently long-standing admirer, U S philan- 
thropist Sam Rubin f The two - and the other leaders of the Institute for Policy Studies - 
’’laid the basis for an international network of activist-scholars committed to progressive 
social change, which has now survived 25 years.” 

In 1974, Eqbal Ahmad organized TNTs first major conference - on Chile, following 
the overthrow of the Allende government. He established “close working relationships” 
with a wide range of progressive radical left groups, including Counter-Information 
Services (CIS), the North American Congress on Latin America (NACLA) and the Insti- 
tute of Race Relations (IRR), which together with TNI up to 1984 published Race and 
Class NACLA was established in the late 1960s, following the Tricontinental Congress 
in Cuba, in the words of one activist, as ’’the intelligence-gathering arm’’’’ of the New Left 
In 1974, CIA defector Philip Agee credited agencies of the Cuban government and NA- 
CLA with having provided him with material for his first anti-CIA expose book Even 
now, IPS and TNI remain involved with anti-Chile work Last year m the Covert Action 
Quarterly [No 64, Spring 1998], three IPS and TNI figures published articles on the ar- 
rest in England of General Pinochet and efforts to extradite him to Spam for trial on 
charges of genocide. Article 2 of the Genocide Convention defines the offense as includ- 
ing even “partial” destruction of any national, ethnic or religious group In the case 
brought against Pinochet in Spain, the death of leaders of the Unidad Popular [Popular 
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Unity] Marxist coalition government in the coup d’etat and subsequent terrorist civil war ' 
is construed as genocide One of the articles was co-authored by IPS fellows Saul Landau 
and Sarah Anderson The credits made no mention of TNI, but Landau did reference 
some of his intense hagiography regarding Orlando Letelier, who spent a year jailed in 
Chile, then was sent into exile in the United States, where he was an IPS fellow and di- 
rector of TNI at the time of his murder in September 1976 via a car bomb planted by 
agents hired by Chile’s intelligence service. Documents that Letelier had in his large and 
well-stuffed briefcase at the time of his death showed that he had been in regular contact 
with officials of the Cuban and Soviet intelligence services under diplomatic cover in 
Washington and New York, and with Chilean Marxist leaders, who were m exile in East 
Berlin and Moscow. Letelier’ s political organizing was being financed via cash carried in 
the Cuban diplomatic pouch from Havana to New York, and these cash payments were 
arranged through “Tati” Allende, daughter of the late Chilean president and the wife of 
Luis Fernandez Ona, who was a senior officer of the Cuban intelligence service, the Di~ 
reccion General de InteUgencia (DGI) [General Directorate of Intelligence], 

The third person writing in the Covert Action Quarterly was IPS/TNI trustee Peter 
Weiss, long active with the International Association of Democratic Lawyers, the Mos- 
cow-directed front for lawyers and jurists. Weiss contributed a full-page article entitled 
“Punishing Pinochet,” which outlined how the Spanish judges were persuaded that they 
had jurisdiction over events some 23 years earlier in Chile. First, they concluded that the 
word “national” meant “political,” and for support relied on the opinion of Benjamin 
Whittaker, the U.N. Rapporteur on genocide who wrote in his 1985 report that the inten- 
tional destruction of a “significant sector of a national group” for ideological or political 
reasons, for example, the killings in Cambodia, constituted genocide. Covert Action noted 
that Peter Weiss was vice president pf the Center for Constitutional Rights (CCR), which 
represented the family of Charles Horman, a young American who died in Chile during 
the coup, in their lawsuit against Hemy Kissinger and other high officials of the U.S 
government. The CCR charged that their anti-Communist foreign policies regarding the 
Unidad Popular government made them responsible for the deaths of Allende supporters 
in the coup. The criminal case against Pinochet was brought by private Spanish citizens, 
not a public prosecutor, as is permitted under the laws of that country and others whose 
legal structure is based on the Napoleonic Code. 

The lawyer representing most of the Spanish plaintiffs against Pinochet is Juan E 
Garces, who was credited by Weiss for helping prepare his Covert Action Quarterly arti- 
cle, was the recipient of the Institute for Policy Studies’ Letelier-Moffitt Human Rights 
Award on Thursday, October 7, 1999 In an interview conducted by The Washington 
Post’s Karen DeYoung [October 8, 1999], herself a long-time IPS associate, Garces said 
he had been the personal political adviser to President Allende in 1973 and had escaped 
the coup by taking refuge in the Spanish Embassy As to charges that he is a Marxist, 
Garces said, “When they tell me I am a Marxist, that means nothing to me They use it as 
an insult ” 



During the past 26 years, the Transnational Institute has been a center for ideas and or- 
ganizing, including pilot projects, against "the North” ~ in effect the Western industrial- 
ized democracies led by the United States The TNFs focus has included supporting ex- 
plicitly anti-Western and anti-U S insurgent movements in the Third World from Afnca, 
Asia and Latin Amenca to revolutionary Islam in Iran During the 1980s also, TNI played 
a leading role in the European anti-nuclear campaigns, with TNI fellows heading both 
Britain’s Campaign for Nuclear Disarmament and European Nuclear Disarmament or- 
ganizations. Since the 1970s, TNI fellows have been working on projects against the 
commercial farms growing food for export in Third World countries and to determine the 
pressure points in the countries of the Group of Seven (G-7) and the key institutions of 
the international global economy, namely the World Bank group including the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund TNI’s conferences often have been co-sponsored by both European 
and Third World governments and it has worked closely with countries prominent in the 
Non-aligned Movement (NAM). 

The TNI campaign against transnational corporations and the globalized systems of 
trade and investment received a major boost in June 1984, with the conference in Wash- 
ington, DC, entitled "Meeting the Corporate Challenge: A Handbook on Corporate Cam- 
paigns.” TNI collected and published papers from that gathering as a special report of the 
Transnationals Information Exchange (TIE), a project housed in the TNI offices in Am- 
sterdam TNI still offers this publication, saying it highlights “afeove all, what efforts have 
been launched to counter their power and to create alternatives ^ 

Now, the TNI is taking a central role in the campaign against the World Trade Organi- 
zation, including the protests that are to be held in Seattle from November 27 through 
December 1 at the WTO Ministerial. TNI does this by first providing a large measure of 
the intellectual or ideological grounds for opposition, and second by serving as the trans- 
mission belt in motivating activists into developing new protest campaigns The Transna- 
tional Institute and Institute for Policy Studies are playing important roles in mobilizing 
speakers for a major teach-in sponsored by the International Forum on Globalization 
(IFG) and other events, 

TNTs WTO Project is headed by Myriam Vander Stickele, the project coordinator, and 
John Dunlea, her assistant. In a document entitled "'The Road to Seattle New WTO Ne- 
gotiations' How Can You Be Involved7*\ Vander Stichele and Dunlea write that a new 
WTO round of negotiations on agriculture and services was being launched in Seattle, 
and possibly a round on other issues, especially investment, which is being backed by the 
European Union (EU) [the so-called Millennium Round] TNI has developed a website 
providing information on WTO-related matters 

The chair of TNTs board of directors is John Cavanagh, director of IPS His fellow 
board members are Walden Bello and Basker Vashee. TNFs director is Fiona Dove, a 
South African formerly active with the Congress of South African Trade Unions (CO- 
SATU). Her associate director is Susan George , who has been active with Institute for 
Food and Development 
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The TNI has a Planning Board that is elected by the fellows for a three-year term and 
meets twice annually The function of the Planning Board is to approve the annual finan- 
cial report, budget and research program, and to make policy recommendations to be en- 
dorsed by the Trustees The current membership includes Fiona Dove, as TNI director, 
Dr. Susan George as TNI associate director, Martin Jelsma for the TNI Amsterdam Cen- 
ter staff, Marcos Arruda for Latin America; Professor Walden Bello and Dr Joel Roca- 
mora for Asia; Dr, Basker Vashee for Africa, Myriam Vander Stichele for Europe, and 
Phyllis Bennis and Daphne Wysham for the Institute for Policy Studies in Washington, 
DC

Peter Weiss, United States For some thirty years, Peter and Cora Weiss have been a 
major source of funds and policy guidance for the Institute for Policy Studies and the 
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Transnational Institute, in part through the foundation established by her father, the 
Samuel Rubin Foundation, which has poured several million dollars into IPS and 
TNI 


Bom m Vienna in 1925, Peter Weiss specializes in international law In the 1970s and 
early 1980s, he was president of the IPS board of trustees His international work in- 
cluded an attempt to assist the radical West German lawyer Kurt Grdnewold, who 
was arrested in 1974 and eventually convicted of miming a communications network 
between jailed terrorists of the Red Army Fraction and their comrades at large In 
1977, Weiss led a delegation to the Philippines to publicize reports of torture of po- 
litical prisoners that was sponsored by the hard-left Friends of the Filipino People 
(FFP) and the Anti-Martial Law Coalition 

Starting in the early 1980s, participating in IPS “Bilateral Exchange” meetings with 
various Soviet entities under the control of the International Department of the Soviet 
Communist Party Central Committee and the KGB, Weiss took the lead in a project 
that, after fifteen years of effort, succeeded in obtaining an advisory opinion from the 
World Court that nuclear weapons are illegal per se. Weiss and other prominent and 
influential members of the NLG, including Martin Popper, an identified Communist 
Party, U.S A, member who helped found both the National Lawyers Guild in 1938 
and the International Association of Democratic Lawyers (lADL) in 1946, were foun- 
ders in 1981 of the Lawyers Committee on Nuclear Policy (LCNP), whose officers 
and “consultative council” were packed with lADL and NLG activists including IPS’s 
Richard Barnet, In August 1987, in association with the Soviet Lawyers Association, 
the LCNP hosted the founding of the International Lawyers Against Nuclear Arms 
(ILANA), at a conference financed in part by the Samuel Rubin Foundation. The or- 
ganization was specifically stated to be a direct parallel to the International Physicians 
for the Prevention of Nuclear War (IPPNW), co-founded by Soviet officials and hard- 
left U S. physicians active in disarmament campaigns since the early 1960s 

TNI noted that Weiss now is co-president of lALANA and still is “closely involved 
with the World Court Project, the initiative petitioning the International Court of 
Justice to render an advisory opinion on the (il)legality of nuclear weapons and their 
wre.” 

Weiss contributed a chapter, “Law and the Pathology of Nuclearism,” in the book 
Testing the Limits, published by IPS [August 1998], and an article to Covert Action 
Quarterly, No 64 [Spring 1998] entitled “Punishing Pinochet ” 

On July 8, 1996, the World Court issued its expected advisory opinion on the use of 
nuclear weapons Said the International Court of Justice, as it is formally known, the 
use or the threat of using nuclear weapons “would generally be contrary to the rules 
of international law applicable m armed conflict, and in particular the principles and 
rules of humanitarian lawT The fifteen justices “cannot conclude definitively 
whether the threat or use of nuclear weapons would be lawful or unlawful in an ex- 
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treme circumstance of self-defense, in which the very survival of a state would be at 
staked The justices were evenly divided and it took the vote of court president Mo- 
hammed Bedjaoui of Algeria to bring home the decision 


The activists who had pressed this cause for many years were jubilant, since the deep 
division in the court was ignored by the headline writers The Washington Post [July 
9, 1996], for example, entitled its story: “World Court: Nuclear Arms Mostly Illegal ” 
Weiss said the advisory opinion “waj much better than what we expected^ However, 
the World Court’s advisory rulings establish international precedent that over time 
may influence international treaties and agreements 

For some three decades, Peter Weiss has been active with the National Lawyers Guild 
and its international affiliate, the International Association of Democratic Lawyers, a 
descendent of the Comintern’s International Red Aid or MOPR from its Russian- 
language acronym. The lADL is represented in the United States by the National 
Lawyers Guild and the National Conference of Black Lawyers (NCBL), and in Britain 
by the Haldane Society of Socialist Lawyers The lADL has established a number of 
regional affiliates and spin-offs, such as the Havana-based American Association Ju- 
nsts (AAJ) Some interpret the formation of the I ALAN A as yet another tertiary front 
organization, ultimately influenced by the Association of Soviet Lawyers [now the 
Russian Lawyers Committee]. 

The lALANA represented a trend, dating from decisions taken at Sofia in 1980, to- 
wards creating professional international groups of a less obviously pro-Moscow na- 
ture. Some, like the Generals for Peace and Disarmament, were self-appointed inter- 
national liaison committees. In Generals for Peace, at least five of the fourteen or so 
members also were members of the Moscow-controlled World Peace Council (WPC) 
During the 1980s, similar organizations emerged for physicians, journalists, teachers 
and others In some instances, the Russian [ex- Soviet] affiliate functions as the main 
element in the new groups. The chief example was International Physicians for the 
Prevention of Nuclear War (IPPNW). Until the Soviet Union dissolved, its Russian 
leader was cardiologist Yevgeni Chazov, who was promoted to Minister of Health 
after IPPNW won the Nobel Peace Prize in 1985, 

The IPPNW attracted the support of many Western physicians and the Nobel Peace 
Prize essentially “sanctified” the organization in the eyes of many Western and Third 
World public opinion molders and media While the U.S. government has been silent 
on the IPPNW, the official position of the British government was stated by Lord 
Hansford m the House of Lords on December 10, 1985, as follows 

‘'The achievement of the IPPNW has been markedly one-sided, as the group 
has lent uncritical support to Soviet propaganda themes The group is not in 
our judgement a genuine bridge -building organisation It is significant that 
the World Peace Council has given prominent support to the IPPNW in its 
current programme of action 
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Likewise, lALANA has remained active even during the past eight years of a quiet 
Russian foreign policy towards the West These single-issue international organiza- 
tions, lALANA and IPPNW, continue to work towards the goal of restricting U S 
freedom of action regarding nuclear defense, just as they did before the Cold War al- 
legedly ended Taking the long view of the changes between 1986 and 1999 in Rus- 
sia, the main one is that Leninist ideology has been dropped in favor of Russian na- 
tionalism and great power politics. The CPSU International Department is no more, 
but the KGB still exists under a new name [the SVR] and is relied on to carryout “ac- 
tive measures” and covert policy initiatives to influence external countries as before 

This year, IPS/TOI figures infcludiiig Peter Weiss, Cora Weiss, John Cavanagh, Eqbal 
Ahmad [who died on May 11, shortly before he was to fly from Pakistan to The 
Hague] played prominent and leading roles in the Hague Appeal for Peace, a massive 
undertaldng that claims to have drawn between 7,000 and 10,000 participants to more 
than 400 working groups, panel discussions and related activities Cora Weiss is 
president of the Hague Appealfor Peace.

The ideological preparation for those who will participate in the Seattle protests will be 
done through the International Forum on Globalization, which TNI officers and fellows 
such as John Cavanagh helped co-found and in which they continue to play a leading role 
At Its founding, the IFG termed itself “a« alliance of sixty leading activists, scholars, 
economists, researchers and writers formed to stimulate new thinking, joint activity and 
public education in response to the rapidly emerging economic and political arrangement 
called the global economy” [emphasis in original] 

The IFG, operating from San Francisco, California, stated in its initial material that it 
represented 40 organizations in 20 countries and that the IFG participants have a ''shared 
concern that the world's corporate and political leadership is undertaking a restructur- 
ing of global politics and economics that may prove as historically significant as any 
event since the Industrial Revolution” IFG objects: 

"This restructuring is happening at tremendous speed, without full public dis- 
closure of the profound consequences affecting democracy, communities, human 
welfare, local economies and the natural world. *’ 

The IFG was formed in January 1994 following the defeat of anti-NAFTA organizing 
and after the Uruguay Round of the GATT agreement setting up the WTO. At first, the 
IFG functioned as a sort of think tank among some 30 academics, trade unionists, organ- 
izers and activists. Today, vdih a membership of 60, the IFG members have decided they 
must attack the entire system behind the new free trade accords and to present the global 
mar ket as a sinister "complete reorganization of the world’s economic and political ac- 
tivity ... and with it the effective takeover of global governance by transnational corpo- 
rations and the international trade bureaucracies that they established ” The organiza- 
tion is heavily packed with veterans of the IPS and TNI, with John Cavanagh and Walden 
Bello just two of the leadership people. 

The IFG “Mission Statement” of January 1995 sought to "rethink the issues and de- 
velop alternative strategies, especially those that might reverse the globalization trend ” 
These included campEUgns allegedly able to revitalize local economies, "and redirect ac- 
tions toward revitalizing local economies ” In fact, IFG admits the focus was on bringing 
labor, environmental and other left activists together to devise a strategy "to relocalize 
contror of the economy. As a result, IFG participants "agreed to begin speaking out 
against economic globalization because it was clear that public discourse - in the media, 
or academia, or among governments — had not seriously questioned the common wisdom, 
that a globalized economy would lift all boats. The effort would involve promulgation 
of "viable alternative perspectives and analyses.” 

The IFG is organizing a major teach-in on the evils of the WTO that will be held in 
Seattle on Friday, November 26 and Saturday, November 27, at the 2,500-seat Benaroya 
Seattle Symphony Hall The massive event is intended to provide ideological grounding 
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for the protesters and support from leaders of the anti-free trade movement in the United 
States and abroad

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TNI is firmly against the watered down “market Socialism” of Britain’s Labour Party 
under Prime Minister Tony Blair and Germany’s Social Democrats under Chancellor 
Gerhard Schroder. TNI director Dove was one of the initial signers of a document entitled 
Appeal to the Parties and Movements of the Left in Europe f drafted by the Amster- 
dam-based European Left Alternatives to Neoliberalism (ELAN) a year before the British 
general election of May 1997. The document is an unrelenting attack not only on capital- 
ism and the market economy but also on European Social Democratic parties like Tony 
Blair’s “New Labor” or the “Third Way ” 

There is little in this sweeping attack on the modem economy that the Luddites op- 
posing the industrial revolution almost 200 years ago would not support - for example, 
""the globalization of economic exchanges and the replacement of human labor by com- 
puters and automated machinery have been accompanied by an unprecedented social and 
ecological crisis, . Ever-worsening structural unemployment, increasing homelessness 
and widespread social anxiety are the bitter fruits of neo-liberalism ” The supporters of 
the “Appeal” oppose Western investment in the Third World contend 

‘"the price of global neo-liberalism is not only the impoverishment and massive 
unemployment of the European and American work force; it is also impoverish- 
ment and wholesale violations of human rights in a large part of the third world 
Western supported military regimes which muzzle the democratic opposition, out- 
law trade unions and encourage child labor, industrial serfdom and even slavery 
are rewarded with lavish loans by the 1 M.F. " 

All this leads to a call for a ""social and ecological Europe'"'" achieved, using language 
of classic Gramsciism, through electoral strategies and then pressure on the ""Socialist or 
red-green majorities in the major countries of Europe. 

IPS has been a consistent promoter of policies that facilitate the foreign policy goals of 
the Soviet Union and weaken the position of the United States In 1978, Brian Crozier, 
director of the London-based Institute for the Study of Conflict, wrote that IPS was the 
""perfect intellectual front for Soviet activities, which would be resisted if they were to 
originate openly from the KGBP IPS co-founder Richard Barnet sued Crozier for libel 
m England’s notoriously pro-plaintiff courts; but withdrew the suit in 1987 after Crozier’ s 
lawyers amassed extensive evidence and witnesses including a substantial number of 
former members of Moscow’s intelligence service. [See, Brian Crozier, The KGB Law- 
suits, [London The Claridge Press, 1995]. 

In 1982, IPS concluded an agreement with two Moscow-based entities employed by 
the International Department of the Central Committee of the Communist Party of the 
Soviet Union and the KGB m active measures operations These Moscow organizations 
were the Institute of the U.S A and Canada (lUSAC) and the USSR-USA Society

Arruda, Marcos - TNI fellow Marcos Arruda is coordinator of the Institute PoUticas 
Alternativas Para O Cone Sul (PACS) [Policy Alternatives for the Southern Cone], 
Rio de Janeiro, Brazil 

Arruda has been a fellow of TNI since the 1970s and is currently active in TNI’s 
Global Economy Program. His current research and activism includes democratic lo- 
cal governance, alternative globalization, international economies of solidarity, social 
economics and the future of labor. An economist and veteran popular educator, 
closely linked to the Brazilian labor movement and the Federation of People’s 
Movements, Marcos Arruda is coordinator of the Institute Politicos Alternativas Para 
O Cone Sul (PACS) in Rio de Janeiro He also serves as the chairperson of the Inter- 
national Committee of Voluntary Associations (ICVA) in Geneva, which seeks to in- 
fluence national and international development policy by articulating policy and local 
development experiences Arruda is further associated with the Alliance for a United 
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and Responsible World, a global network for alternatives, in which he serves (through 
PACS) as animator for work on economic alternatives 

Arruda’s book is entitled Privatizing Economy, Society in Need Critique of the World 
Bank Strategy for the Brazilian Private Sector, which he co-authored with Jose Theta 
Antonio Pereira de Souza [Brazilian Network on the Multilateral Financial Institu-

Bello* Walden - TNI fellow and board member Walden Bdlo is co-director of Focus on 
the Global South, Bangkok, Thailand, and professor of Public Administration and So- 
ciology at the University of the Philippines. He serves as a trustee of TNI and is active 
in TNFs Democratization Program, coordinating the “Asian Audit of Authoritarian- 
ism” aspect of the Democratization and Regional Integration Project Current research 
and activism areas include the WTO and food security; Asian authoritarianism and 
democratization movements, environmental politics; alternative security concepts, 
APEC and other Asian regionalisms, and the Asian financial crisis 

During the 1970s, Walden Bello earned a doctorate in political sociology from 
Princeton University, taught at the University of California and worked as a lobbyist 
in Washington DC, "for democratic rights in the Philippines ” In fact, he was associ- 
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ated with Friends of the Filipino People (FFP) and the Philippine Support Committee 
whose lobbying he directed, a group that took the position that the United States 
should close all military facilities and end relations with the 'Marcos government irre- 
spective of the insurgency led by the Communist Party of the Philippines and its New 
People’s Army, He served as executive director of the Institute for Food and Devel- 
opment Policy [also known as Food First], based in San Francisco and the Philip- 
pines, during the 1980s and early 1990s 

In a joint interview with World Watch Institute board member Hazel Henderson given 
to the Bangkok Post [April 3, 1999], Bello gave a short autobiography 

'7 am not an economist. I was trained as a sociologist Even though sociolo- 
gists in the West tend to be conservative, they do bring in more dimensions, 
like values and social class, rather than just looking strictly at market effi- 
ciency factors. Secondly, although I got a Ph D, from Princeton, I was an ac- 
tivist for the next fourteen years afterwards. It was the period of the Marcos 
administration in the Philippines. There was no in-between I spent the next 
14 years creating political networks and lobbying in Washington, DC, to get 
the US to cut off Its aid to Marcos That is when I became interested in eco- 
nomics because a lot of the funding that went to Marcos came from the World 
Bank and a lot of it was justified as necessary for economic development In 
order to campaign for the termination of funding to Marcos from the World 
Bank, we had to examine the development model that they had, to show the 
assumption and actual working That is how I learned my economics " 

He neglected to mention that for several years in the 1980s, until its eventual demise, 
he was on the Advisory Boafd of Counterspy magazine, later renamed The National 
Reporter, the first of the U.S publications specializing in labeling U S diplomats and 
various American and foreign figures as “CIA agents.” Bello went on in that inter- 
view to praise the Chinese politico-economic situation, saying: 

"China, coming out of the more socialist tradition, less colonized, was much 
more careful in adopting the model from the West It was very cautious in 
opening up, did not give in to capital liberalization like the others It did not 
make its currency fully convertible, thereby escaping the financial crisis ” 

Until early 1998, Bello served on-the International Board of Greenpeace and currently 
serves on the Board of Oxfam [Hong Kong], and on the Program Board of the Inter- 
national Center for Trade and Sustainable Development (ICTSD) in Geneva, which 
supplies information to NGOs on the operations of the World Trade Organization In 
1998, he was elected chairperson of a new political party m the Philippines - Aksyon 
[Action] 

On Apnl 21, 1998, Bello gave testimony to the House Committee on Banking and Fi- 
nancial Services Subcommittee on General Oversight and Investigations Bello is one 
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of the most prolific polemecists on the TNI staff, writing or co-authoring eleven 
books including Dark Victory. The United States, Structural Adjustment and Global 
Poverty [TNI/Pluto Press, Amsterdam/London, February 1 994] and A Siamese Trag- 
edy Development and Disintegration in Modern Thailand [Zed Books, London, De- 
cember 1998] Most of Bello’s books were written for and published by Food First or 
TNI. He lists more than thirty articles in the past two years [through mid-August 
1999] that have appeared in such publications as Far Eastern Economic Review, The 
Aar/on[Bangkok], Business World [Manila], Focus on Trade. Peace Review and The 
Ecologist. His book co-authors include Shea Cunningham, Elaine Elison, Peter 
Hayes, David Kinley, Li BCheng Poh, Bill Rau, Stephanie Rosenfeld and Lyubza Zar- 
sky. Bello has contributed to books edited by Brid Brennan, Robin Broad, IPS direc- 
tor John Cavanagh, who is chairperson of the TNI Board of Directors, Joy Chavez- 
Malaluan; Lakshmi Daniel; Edward Goldsmith [publisher of The Ecologist and 
brother of the late media magnate Sir James Goldsmith]; Chester Hartman, a veteran 
IPS fellow; Erik Heijmans; Richard Hofrichter; K.S. Jomo; Dr. Victor O. Karunan, 
Jerry Mander [of the Public Media Center and a founder of the International Forum on 
Globalization] with several IPS/TNI fellows; Kathleen McClung; Akiko Naone; Ria 
Pugeda; Ed Tadem, Pietje Vervest and Pedro Vilanova. 


Bennis, Phyllis - TNI provides no biographical material on Phyllis Bennis, though she is 
a fellow of both IPS and TNI. However, she was active in Los Angeles in the 1970s 
and early 1980s as a member of the International Committee of the National Lawyers 
Guild, the U.S. affiliate of the International Association of Democratic Lawyers, an 
intelligence asset of Russia. In the 1980s, Bennis was active with Frontline, a Marxist 
pre-party formation based in California. In 1990, heading the Palestine Solidarity 
Committee (PSC), she took a leading role in organizing protests against the U S 
militaiy buildup against Iraq after the invasion of Kuwait From 1991 to 1996, she 
wrote for the Covert Action Quarterly^ successor to the Covert Action Information 
Bulletin, a publication launched by Philip Agee and several people active with the 
NLG to expose the identities of U.S. intelligence personnel and to damage el 
tiveness of others opposed to communist governments and parties as agents of the 
U.S “special services.” A new book. The Sword and the Shield The Mitrokhin Ar- 
chive and the Secret History of the KGB [Christopher Andrew and Vasili Mitrokhin 
New York; Basic Books, 1999] quotes KGB documents stating that the CAIB was 
founded “on the initiative of the KGB” and that the enterprise earned the KGB code 
name RUPOR 

Starting in 1996, she contributed articles to Third World Resurgence, Arab States 
Quarterly, Salam Review, The MERIP Report [Middle East Research and Information 
Project], Mother Jones [a magazine published by the Foundation for National Prog- 
ress (FNP) to carry out the programs of IPS on the West Coast], and such newspapers 
as Newsday, The [Baltimore] Sun and USA Today ^ Dennis specializes m Middle East 
and U.N issues She is currently directing a joint TNI-IPS project on internationaliz- 
ing the Palestinian-Israeli peace process after Oslo A former radio journalist, Bennis 
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is a writer and commentator on Middle East political and security questions. Her lat- 
est book is entitled Calling the Shots How Washington Dominates Today *s U N 

Her co-authors and co-editors include* Erskine Childers in Challenges to the United 
Nations Building a Safer World [St Martin’s Press, New York, 1994], and Michel 
Moushabeck in two books, Altered States' A Reader in the New World Order ^ and 
Beyond the Storm A Gulf Crisis Reader. She also has written at least five “In Focus” 
papers published by IPS/TNI. 


Bidwai, Praful - TNI fellow Praful Bidwai is a prolific ’'"independent journalise based 
in New Delhi, India. His role with TNI is in outreach work for TNI programs - nota- 
bly peace and security, and global economy matters. His current research topics are 
nuclear weapons, GATT-WTO, communalism in India and structural adjustment in 
India. Originally trained as a biologist, Preiful Bidwai has worked as a journalist for 
many years. A former senior editor of The Times of India, he is currently a freelancer 
and columnist for several leading national and international newspapers and journals 
Based in New Delhi, Bidwai is a fellow of the prestigious Centre for Contemporary 
Studies, Nehru Museum and Library and an associate editor of Security Dialogue, 
published by the International Peace Research Institute in Oslo. He helped found and 
continues to be active in the Initiative for National Renewal and Empowerment of the 
People (INREP), an independent group of scholar-activists concerned with alternative 
development strategies, 

A central concern of Bidwai’s in the recent past has been nuclear arms. He is a mem- 
ber of the International Network of Engineers and Scientists Against Proliferation 
(INESAP) and in the wake of the India-Pakistan nuclear tests in 1998, helped co- 
found the Movement in India for Nuclear Disarmament (MIND) and South Asians 
Against Nukes. He gave a speech entitled ""From Ambiguity to Abstinence Towards 
Nuclear Disarmament m South Asia^^ at the INESAP meeting in Shanghai, September 
1997. Bidwai’ s books include Testing Times The Global Stake in a Nuclear Test 
Ban, co-authored with Achin Vanaik and published by the Dag Hammerskjold Foun- 
dation, Uppsala, Sweden, in 1996; Religion, Religiosity and Communalism, co- 
authored with Harbans Mukhia and Achin Vanaik, published by South Asia Books, 
October 1996; and India under Siege Challenges Within and Without [co-authored 
with Muchkund Dubey, Anuradha Chenoy and Arun Ghosh], published by South Asia 
Books in November 1 995 

During the past four years, Bidwai has written frequently for InterPress Service, a 
Rome-based news service covering developing countries usually from a left perspec- 
tive, as well as for the Sunday Times, The Economic Times, Frontline, Mid-Day, 
Kashmir Times, Red Pepper, Times of India, Sunday Times of India and, with Achin 
Vanaik, The Bulletin of the Atomic Scientists [July- August 1998], the publication 
most closely associated with the Pugwash Movement of anti-nuclear weapons physi- 
cists 
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Biekart, Kees - TNI fellow Kees Biekart is an independent researcher based at the TNI 
headquarters, Paulus Potterstraat 20, in Amsterdam He is "'associated with" TNI’s 
Democratization Program and responsible for TNTs Young Scholars Program His 
current fields are Central America, NGOs, civil society and private foreign aid 

With political roots in the Dutch squatter movement of the late 1970s and m the Latin 
American solidarity movement in Europe, Biekart has worked for TNI since 1990 
His first project for TNI concerned supporting the then newly formed Association of 
Central American Peasant Organizations for Cooperation and Development (ASO- 
CODE), while his most recent project examined the politics of European NGO aid to 
the South. In February 1999, Biekart obtmned his Ph.D. at the Political Science De- 
partment of the University of Amsterdam, which assesses the political impact of pri- 
vate (NGO) aid on civil society developments in Central America over the past dec- 
ade. He also serves on the Board of the X Minus Y Foundation, a small progressive 
funding entity - entirely reliant on subscriptions - based in Amsterdam

Blickman, Tom - Tom Blickman, bom m 1957, has been the assistant to the coordinator 
of TNI’s Project on Dmgs and Democracy since November 1997 He is described by 
TNI as having ""expertise" in ""drugs policy and organized crime " Termed an “inde- 
pendent researcher and journalist, based in Amsterdam,” before coming to TNI he 
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was active in the squatters and solidarity movements in Amsterdam. TNI states “ He 
worked for Bureau Jansen & Jansen, a research institute on intelligence and police 
matters Now he specialises in Drugs Policy and Organised Crime ” Previously, he 
contributed to the Dutch edition of TNI fellow Susan George’s The Debt Boomerang, 
co-authonng the second chapter about the drugs boomerang with editor Joost 
Oorthuizen In 1998, he co-authored with Ken Bluestone a “joint briefing” paper, 
“Caught in the Crossfire - Developing Countries, the UNDCP, and the War on 
Drugs” [TNI and the Catholic Institute for International Relations. CIIR, London, 
June 1998] and “Lessons to Learn” in The World Today [London, June 1998], 


Brennan, Brid - TNI fellow Brid Brennan is an independent researcher based in Am- 
sterdam who is joint coordinator of TNI’s Democratization Program and the project 
on Democratization and Regional Integration in Asia, with specific responsibilities 
for the aspect on “Democratisation and Europe’s Agenda in Asia” and the distribution 
list, ASEM Watch, which came out of the TNI-sponsored Asia-Europe Meeting 
(ASEM) in 1996. Her areas of specialization are East and Southeast Asian democrati- 
zation movements, racism and migrancy in Europe, and alternative Asia-Europe rela- 
tions 

An Irish national who went to the Philippines in the early 1970s to devote herself to 
education and development work in the rural areas of the Philippines, Brennan re- 
turned to Europe in the 1980s - first to Italy, where she continued to teach, and finally 
to Amsterdam. She has worked for TNI since 1992, initially in TNI’s Philippines 
Project. She currently plays a coordinating role in TNI’s Project on Regionalisms and 
Democratization in Asia. Brennan has been a leading light in forging new coalitions 
in Europe around alternative Asia-Europe relations since the formation of the ASEM 
three years ago. She also is actively involved with anti-racism networks and Filipino 
migrant organizations in Europe, campaigning for the right to independent status for 
migrant women and better protection of the rights of overseas domestic workers 

She co-edited with Paul Scannell and Pietje VerVest the TNI’s 1998 book, Europe-

Cavanagh, John - John Henry Cavanagh, 44, a graduate of Dartmouth [B A 1 977] and 
Princeton [MPA 1980] joined IPS as a fellow in 1983 before his 28*^ birthday His 
previous experience was as an assistant economic affairs officer at the U N Confer- 
ence on Trade and Development (UNCTAD) [1977-78] and as a technical officer 
with the World Health Organization (WHO) m Geneva [1981-82] 
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Cavanagh is a fellow of both IPS and TNI He is director of IPS and chairperson of 
the board of directors of TNI, as well as joint coordinator of TNI’s Global Economy 
Program with specific responsibility for the project on Corporate Rule His areas of 
special interest are corporate power, corporate regulation, NAFTA and international 
labor rights 

TNTs biography states 

"Formerly an international economist with UNCTAD and the World Health 
Organization, John Cavanagh is currently Director of the Institute for Policy 
Studies in Washington DC, USA He serves as the Chairperson of the TNI 
Board of Trustees, and sits on the executive committees of both the Alliance 
for Responsible Trade and the Citizens’ Trade Campaign. Cavanagh is a 
leading force in the International Forum on Globalisation (IFG) he helped 
establish in 1995, and has been a major player in the anti~NAFTA networks 
forged since 1995. He works closely with the Progressive Caucus of the U S 
Congress and with the international department of the U.S trade union fed- 
eration, the AFL-CIO, primarily on issues related to corporate accountability 
and international labour rights " 

In October 1993, at its 30* anniversary conference in Washington, IPS provided the 
following biographical material on Cavanagh. 

"He is an expert on Philippine social, economic and environmental issues He 
is helping to coordinate a tri-national analysis of the North American Free 
Trade Agreement During his tenure at IPS, Mr. Cavanagh has co-founded 
three citizens networks on world economy issues the Alliance for Responsi- 
ble Trade, the Debt Crisis Network and the International Labor Rights Edu- 
cation and Research Fund He also served on the Advisory Group on Eco- 
nomic Matters at the World Council of Churches. Before coming to IPS, 
Cavanagh was an international economist at the United Nations Conference 
on Trade and Development, and at the World Health Organization 

Cavanagh’s association with die circles around the Institute for Policy Studies dates to 
late 1980. At that time, during the Iran hostage crisis, he was looking into the poten- 
tial for the Iranian revolutionaries who had overthrown the Shah [there were substan- 
tial leftist factions among the anti-Shah forces] transforming the economy along so- 
cialist lines under then-P resident Abohassan Bani-Sadr These themes he published 
m an article, "Restructuring Iran’s Economy” [Multinational Monitor^ Vol 1, No 12, 
January 1981]. In that article, Cavanagh was described as “a recent graduate of the 
Woodrow Wilson School at Princeton University'" who "has served as a consultant 
for the United Nations Conference on Trade and Development," Cavanagh’ s brief as- 
sociation with UNCTAD has been steadily rewntten to assume greater and greater 
importance Another view is that Cavanagh is a full-time IPS/TNI functionary who, 
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except for two brief jobs after graduation, has spent his whole life as a radical organ- 
izer in the IPS and TNI stable 

From 1983 through 1985, Cavanagh was on the masthead of Counterspy magazine 
and was on the masthead as a contributor to a magazine called AfncAsia, published in 
Paris by Simon Malley, then age 47, a founder of the Communist Party of Egypt who 
had been living in France since the late 1960s. In June 1980, following the scandals 
and revelations by a defector from the Communist Party of France regarding Soviet- 
controlled banks used by the KGB and the Soviet Communist Party’s International 
Department to channel money to the Communist Party of France, its publishing house 
and other party operations, and after the conviction of Pierre-Charles Pathe as a KGB 
agent of influence, another case linking a magazine and its publisher became public 
when the Interior Ministry cancelled the residence permit of the Egyptian-bom Malley 
and ordered him^ to be deported. When Socialist deputies in the National Assembly 
protested. Interior Minister Christian Bonnet responded, of his articles are a 

veritable incitement to the assassination of foreign chiefs of state The French Gov- 
ernment cannot tolerate them ” Malley moved to Switzerland and continued to pro- 
duce his magazine. It had ‘‘advertising representatives” in Bulgaria, East Germany, 
Poland, Hungary and Romania. 

The February 1985 issue oiAfricAsia featured articles by longtime Counterspy editor 
John Kelly against U.S. Central American policy; an article by Counterspy co-editor, 
Konrad Ege, who also wrote for the radical West German magazine Konkret, entitled 
“The CIA’s Many Tentacles,” on alleged CIA activities from Afghanistan through 
southern Afiica to Central America; and an article on Third World debt co-authored 
by John Cavanagh and Walden Bello, then on staff with the Center for Development 
Policy (CDP). Both had been members of the Counterspy/The National Reporter 
board of advisors for several years 

Regarding Konkret, in the mid-1970s in West Germany, Klaus Ranier Rohl, the 
founding publisher and editor of Konkret, broke with the Communists and publicly 
admitted that his magazine had been covertly financed from East Germany. Rohl re- 
vealed that he had been a secret member of the Communist Party from 1956 until 
1964, and so too was his wife, a star journalist for his magazine whom he married m 
1 961 Her name was Ulrike Meinhof, and she became one of Europe’s most notonous 
terrorists after separating from Rohl. Rohl admitted that both he and his wife used to 
make clandestine visits to East Berlin and that more than one million marks were 
covertly channeled into their magazine from East Germany via Prague The magazine 
Rohl founded interspersed free-wheeling political articles, frequently on anti- 
American and anti-NATO themes, with pornographic photos, articles on sex and the 
drug-oriented sub-culture 

Other fellows of IPS and TNI also were AfncAsia contributors, including Susan 
George, a specialist in the anti-agribusiness movements, and then-TNI fellow Feroz 
Ahmed, who like Ege was listed as a correspondent on the masthead 
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Cavanagh’s varied interests are reflected in his writings, which include. World Bank 
and IMF Policies Hurt Workers at Home and Abroad, co-authored with Sarah Ander- 
son and Jill Pike [Washington, Institute for Policy Studies, 1994], Global Dreams 
Imperial Corporations and the New World Order, co-authored with IPS co-founder 
Richard Barnet [New York, Simon and Schuster, February 1994]; NAFTA ’s Corpo- 
rate Cadre An Analysis of the US-NAFTA State Captains, co-authored with his wife, 
Robin Broad [Washington, Institute for Policy Studies, 1993]; Plundering Paradise 
The Struggle for the Environment in the Philippines, co-authored with Robin Broad 
[Berkeley, University of California Press, September 1993]; Trading Freedom How 
Free Trade Affects Our Lives, Work and Environment, co-editor with John Gershman, 
Karen Baker and Gretchen Helmke [a Food First book in association with the Institute 
for Policy Studies and the Institute for Food and Development Policy, San Francisco, 
October 1992]; Merchants of Drink: Transitional Control of World Beverages, co- 
author with Frederick F. Clairmonte [Third World Network, December 1988], Alco- 
holic Beverages. Dimensions of Corporate Power, co-author with Frederick F. Clair- 
monte [St Martin’s Press, June 1985] 

Cavanagh co-authored with Tom Barry, Erik Leaver, and IPS’s Martha Honey and 
Sarah Anderson and IPS/TNI fellow Saul Landau the introduction and three chapters 
[World Trade Organization, Controlling Transnational Corporations and North 
American Free Trade Agreement] of Global Focus, A New Foreign Policy Agenda 
1997-1998, [a book edited by Barry and Honey and published in 1997 by IPS and the 
Interhemispheric Resource Center of Albuquerque, New Mexico], Cavanagh contrib- 
uted two chapters [one called “Electronic Money and the Casino Economy” with 
Richard Barnet as co-author] to a book edited by Jerry Mander and Edward Gold- 
smith, The Case Against the Global Economy and For a Turn Toward the Local [San 
Francisco, Sierra Club Books, 1996] 

With co-authors including Marcos Arruda, Walden Bello, Robin Broad and Daphne 
Wysham, Cavanagh wrote the introduction, “From Bretton Woods to Chiapas,” and a 
chapter entitled “Development: The Market Is Not Enough,” in a book he edited ^ ith 
Arruda and Wysham, Beyond Bretton Woods ‘ Alternatives to the Global Economic 
Order [TNIVPluto Press, 1994] With co-author Broad, his chapter, “Repaying RP 
[Republic of the Philippines] debt kills a Filipino child per hour,” appeared in a book 
edited by Emmanuel S de Dios and Joel Rocamora, Of Bonds and Bondage A 
Reader on Philippine Debt [TNI/Philippine Center for Policy Studies/ Freedom From 
Debt Coalition, 1992], Another chapter, “Sustainable Development in the 1990s,” co- 
authored with Broad and Bello, appeared in the book by veteran IPS fellow Chcstei 
Hartman and Pedro Vilanova, Paradigms Lost The Post Cold War Era [TN 1/Flu to 
Press, Amsterdam/London, 1992] 

In 1985, Cavanagh, Martha McDevitt, Jeroen Peijnenburg and Deborah Smith were 
the co-editors of a report for a TNI -related project, the Transnationals Information 
Exchange, entitled Meeting the Corporate Challenge A Handbook on Corporate 
Campaigns [TIE Report 18\19, February 1985] 
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With co-authors Sarah Anderson, Marc Bayard and Chuck Collins, Cavanagh pro- 
duced the Fifth Annual Executive Compensation Survey, '‘"Executive Excess CEOs 
Gam from Massive Downsizing CEOs Wm, Workers Lose^' published jointly by 
United for a Fair Economy and IPS, April 23,1998; and, with Robin Broad, a study 
for the World Wildlife Fund’s Project on International Financial Flows and the Envi- 
ronment, "'The Corporate Accountability Movement Lessons and Opportunities [July 
30, 1997] and an article for Foreign Policy [Winter 1995-96] entitled, "'Don V Neglect 
the Impoverished South.” With IPS’s Sarah Anderson, Cavanagh made the IPS posi- 
tion of opposition to NAFTA known via articles for such publications as The Nation, 
The Washington Post. The Sun [Baltimore], The Los Angeles Times, International 
Herald Tribune. 


Dove, Fiona - TNI director Fiona Dove, a member of the Planning Board, was bom in 
Zambia and raised in South Africa, According to TNI: 

"She was active in the anti-apartheid struggle from the time she was a young 
student in Durban, KwaZulu Natal She was a founder member of the United 
Democratic Front's Natal Organisation of Women (NOW) [now the KwaZulu 
Natal branch of the ANC Women 's League], as well as the End Conscription 
Campaign, which campaigned against conscription of young white men into 
the apartheid army. 

On completing an honours degree in industrial sociology at the University of 
Natal, Durban, Dove Joined the Commercial, Catering and Allied Workers ' 
Union of South Africa (CCAWUSA), an affiliate of the then newly formed 
Congress of South African Trade Unions (COSATU). Initially an organiser m 
Pietermaritzburg, Dove served with CCAWUSA (later renamed SACCAWU 
after a merger) in different capacities over the years - ultimately as the union 
head office *s research coordinator in Johannesburg 

In 1992, she was asked by COSATU to start a participatory magazine aimed 
at the trade union federation 's shop steward cadreship. 

At the end of 1994, after the first democratic elections in South Africa, Dove 
was granted a scholarship to further her studies at the Institute for Social 
Studies in The Hague On completing a masters degree in the politics of alter- 
native development at the end of 1995, she took up the offer of the directorship 
of TNI 

Dove has written for South Africa journals on the struggles of trade union 
women in South Africa and continues her interest in the country’s tiansfoi- 
mation processes - with a particular emphasis on the politics of alternative 
economic strategies in the context of globalisation and regional integration 
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George, Susan - TNI associate director Susan George, a fellow since 1974, is described 
as an "^author and independent scholar'' based in Paris, France She is active in TNI’s 
Global Economy Program Her current research and areas of activism are on ‘’'invest- 
ment liberalisation, globalisation, corporate rule, economy and ecology ” 

Susan George is a U S.-French citizen, living in Paris since the 1970s. She holds de- 
grees from Smith College [Northampton, Massachusetts, USA], the Sorbonne and the 
Ecole des Hautes Eudes en Sciences Sociales [University of Paris], where she earned 
her doctorate in political studies. George is currently president oi VOhservatoire de le 
Mondialisation [Globalization Observer] and serves on the boards of Cercle Condor- 
cet, Les Amis du Monde Diplomatique and the Centre International Pierre Medes 
France 

She is a patron of Tools for Self Reliance and of Jubilee 2000, whose aim is to elimi- 
nate the debt of the poorest countries. She is also a member of the North-South 
Roundtable of the Society for International Development, and is active m the Interna- 
tional Forum on Globalization (Europe). 

George has acted as consultant to a variety of U.N. specialized agencies and interna- 
tional labor federations She works with environmental and development NGOs in 
many countries, lectures or participates in seminars at universities throughout the 
world. She is frequently interviewed for international press, radio and television and 
her writings are translated into a dozen languages 

The prolific George has written a number of books, usually soft-cover tracts, which 
include The Lugano Report: On Preserving Capitalism in the Twenty-first Century 
[Pluto Press, London, September 1999], Faith and Credit. The World Bank’s Secular

Halliday, Fred - A fellow of the Transnational Institute since 1976, Fred Halliday is well 
known as one of the most outspoken radical academic commentators on the Mideast, 
He was a defender of the Soviet invasion of Afghanistan as protecting “progress” and 
opponent of the Gulf war against Iraq following the invasion of Kuwait. He is a pro- 
fessor of international relations at the London School of Economics (LSE) and a key 
person to TNTs work in the United Kingdom (UK) His current research and activism 
areas include Islamicism, Iran, Afghanistan, Middle Eastern politics and identity poli- 
tics. 

Bom in Dublin, Fred Halliday studied at Queen’s College, Oxford and the School of 
Oriental and African Studies, London A specialist on Middle Eastern affairs, with 
particular reference to Iran, Halliday speaks Arabic and Persian He is currently pro- 
fessor of International Relations at the London School of Economics. He is also a col- 
umnist with New Statesman & Society, a regular on ABC, BBC and CBC radio and 
TV broadcasts, and is an editorial associate of New Left Review and the Middle East 
Research and Information Project (MERIP) [MERIP Report], which has publicized 
regional anti-Western and revolutionary views for a quarter century. 

His books include Revolution and World Politics. The Rise and Fall of the Sixth 
Great Power [Macmillan, 1999]; Islam and the Myth of Confrontation Religion and 
Politics in the Middle East [I.B, Tauris, 1995]; Rethinking International Relations 
Realism and the Neoliberal Challenge [Macmillan, London, 1994]; and Revolution 
and Foreign Policy The Case of South Yemen [Cambridge University Press, Cam- 
bridge, 1990]

Hippier, Jocheti - TNI fellow Jochen Hippier, who was director of TNI from 1993 to 
1995, is an ^independent journalist, political scientist and researcher f living m 
Duisberg, Germany. Hippier is active in TNI’s Democratization and Peace and Secu- 
rity Programs. His topics include the human rights movements in Muslim countries, 
ethnicity, democracy and the decline of the nation state, Middle Eastern politics, radi- 
cal Islamic movements, and Muslim migrants in Europe 

Based in Duisburg, Jochen Hippier holds a doctorate in political science and is a for- 
mer adviser to the Greens Party of Germany, a former director of TNI, and until re- 
cently, a freelance multimedia journalist and political scientist, specializing m Middle 
Eastern politics He has written extensively on the politics of identity and religion in 
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the Middle East and perceptions of Islam in Europe. Hippier is also a contributing 
editor to the Middle East Report [MERIP, Washington, D C]. 


Jelsma, Martin - TNI fellow Martin Jelsma, an ‘‘‘‘independent researcher" m Amster- 
dam, is coordinator of TNTs project on Drugs and Democracy, focusing on Latin 
America. Bom in 1959, Jelsma is a Dutch political scientist who graduated with a 
thesis on the first elections under the Sandinista government in Nicaragua. 

TNI boasts that Jelsma’ s political experience is based on his many years as an activist 
in the Dutch anti-nuclear, squatters and solidarity movements. He was a co-founder of 
the Latin America solidarity center, LUtimatum, in Amsterdam and co-editor of the 
center’s bimonthly magazine under the same name. In this and other publications he 
wrote numerous articles on Latin America in general, and more specifically on the il- 
legal drugs business and covert U.S. operations, including investigations into political 
destabilization campaigns within Europe. He has co-authored two books on the Dutch 
anti-nuclear movement, and a book about European non-governmental support to the 
destabilization of the Sandinista regime in Nicaragua. 

Since 1990, he has been a member of the permanent research staff in TNI’s Amster- 
dam office. Together with Kees Biekart, he coordinated a three-year project focussing 
on the Central American peasant movement, closely collaborating with the regional 
platform of small agricultural producers, ASOCODE. This project resulted in a Euro- 
pean tour of ASOCODE representatives, an international conference in Wageningen 
and two books: Alternativas Campesinas [published by CRIES in Managua] and 
Peasants beyond Protest [published by TNI], He was one of the coordinators of TNI’ s 
“New Thinking” project, a series of meetings between ^^representatives of progressive 
movements from around the world debating their changing strategies for the nine- 
ties" Currently, he is coordinator of the Drugs and Democracy program and repre- 
sents TNI in the European NGO Council on Drugs and Development. 


Landau, Saul - TNI fellow Saul Landau was a founder of TNI in the 1970s and is active 
in outreach programs Currently, Landau is professor of Broadcast Engineering at 
California State University, Pomona. Landau is an Emmy Award winning filmmaker 
and the recipient of the George Polk Award for investigative journalism for the film 
Paul Jacobs and the Nuclear Gang (with Jack Willis). Among his more than forty 
films are two hagiographies of Fidel Castro [Uncompromising Revolution and Fidel\, 
Quest for Power Sketches of the American New Right, The Jail and Conversation 
with Allende [with Haskell Wexler] Saul Landau has been a Pacifica Netwoik news 
commentator since 1993 

Landau’s research topics include ‘‘‘media, culture, Cuba, CIA in Latin America, 
Zapatistas, Maquilladores in Mexico " TNI describes his specialty as “analysis of 
U S relations with Central America and the Caribbean, " though Landau himself 
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some twenty-three years ago termed his work propaganda *’ A fellow of the Institute 
for Policy Studies, Landau currently holds the Hugh O Bounty Chair of Applied In- 
terdisciplinary Knowledge at California State Polytechnic Institute, Pomona Lan- 
dau’s many books and articles include the aptly named Hot Air A Radio Diaiy 
[Pacifica Network News/IPS, Washington, 1995]. 

In 1992, IPS presented its annual Letelier-Moffitt award to three people* the legal 
team that litigated the civil case on behalf of the Orlasndo Letelier and Ronnie Moffitt 
survivors, Samuel Buffone and Michael Tigar [who also has been one of the U S, le- 
gal representatives of the Cuban government]; and IPS senior fellow Saul Landau, 
who as IPS’s Michael Shuman noted relentlessly pursued the killers'' for the 16 
years since the car bomb exploded in 1976 It is recalled that at the time the car bomb 
placed by Chilean agents exploded under Letelier’s car, he had in his briefcase to 
hand carry to Cuba a letter dated September 13, 1976, from Landau to Pablo Armando 
Fem^dez, a resident of Havana. Landau wrote: 

‘7 think that at age forty the time has come to dedicate myself to . making 
propaganda for American socialism It is still a forbidden word here, but 
eventually someone, or some group of people will have to put it together with 
a serious political movement We cannot any longer Just help out third world 
movements and revolutions, although obviously we shouldn 't turn our backs 
on them, but get down to the more difficult job of bringing the message 
home ”

Rocamora, Joel - Joel Rocamora, who has been a TNI fellow since the early 1980s, co- 
ordinates TNI’s Democratization and Regional Integration in Asia Program, wnli spe 
cific responsibility for the ^"making of a new political culture in the Asia Pacific"" as- 
pect of the project. His current “research” topics are ^"building of an alternative politi- 
cal culture in Asia, political implications of the Asian financial crisis [and] local pro-

Coming from a background in peace and environmental activism, Michael Shuman is 
a founding member of the Center for Innovative Diplomacy m California, which grew

As you are aware, the United States Government has 
developed an ongoing program to enhance our ability to respond to 
threats or acts of terrorism within the United States, and around 
the world. Vitally in^ortant is the need to achieve a unified 
response to incidents involving weapons of mass destruction which 
consists of state, local, and federal government assets. 

Recent world events have reinforced our resolve 
concerning readiness efforts. Predicting the target of a 
terrorist attack is a complex and difficult task fraught with 
great uncertainty.

As part of the interagency planning effort, the FBI is 
coordinating a tactical tabletop exercise (TTX) . The purpose of 
this exercise is to bring together leaders of various federal and 
local agencies that have security, crisis, and consequence 
management roles during this event. Several short scenarios will 
be presented in an unclassified format; they will be used to

The World Trade Organization (WTO) is holding a ministerial meeting in Seattle, 
Washington from November 29, 1999 through December 3, 1999. The meeting will be 
attended by approximately 8,000 people, including delegates from 135 member nations, 
individuals from non-member observer nations, representatives of corporate sponsors, and 
the press. 

Many groups in opposition to the WTO have stated that they will be present in Seattle 
during the WTO Conference and plan to hold a number of activities including seminars, 
teach-ins, parades, and street protests. 


The FBI has received credible information that some elements within the protest 
community are pl anning to disrupt the conference. The FBI assesses the potential threat of 
violence, to include criminal acts of civil disturbance, as low to medium for the Seattle 
area during the time frame of the WTO Meetmg. In particular, environmental or animal 
rights extremists or anarchist-induced violence should be considered a possibility during 
the meeting

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Corporate sponsors of the WTO may be subject to surveillance efforts from these groups. 

The purpose of the surveillance is to identify the residences of key employees of 
sponsoring corporations At this time the FBI has no specific information regardmg which 
corporations or individuals may be selected for surveillance. 

Security officers of corporate sponsors and companies attending the conference are 
advised to brief the appropriate employees that they may be selected for surveillance pnor 
to, and durmg the conference. These employees should remam alert for individuals who 
may be targeting them in furtherance of anti- WTO activities. 

If vehicle surveillance is detected, individuals should take no direct action and drive to the 
nearest police station. Individuals belipsdniUhfik^may have been targets of surveillance b2 

activities should contact the FBI officj poordinator at the number listed below. 

Activities requiring immediate law enforcement response should be directed to the 
appropriate local authonties 

Recipients should remain sensitive to threats made by anti- WTO groups. In recent years, 
protest activity has occurred in New York City and other American cities in conjunction 
with high profile international conferences taking place outside the Umted States.

Seattle Police Department (SPD) believes 
that 3 00 members of this group were “anarchists” who were 
instigating the others. 

During the late afternoon of 12/01/99, law enforcement

EXECUTIVE SUMMARY 

This is the final Situation Report for DHHS participation in the WTO Ministerial 
Conference and all DHHS components terminated operations by 1300 hours today. 

NDMS training was completed successfully and the pharmaceutical cache, NMRT, and 
DMAT units left the Naval Reserve Station in Seattle at approximately 1200 hours 
today. 

The PHS RX EOC conducted a final after action briefing with Emergency Coordinators 
from Regions IV, V, VIII, IX, and X. 

Difficulties in reaching policy agreements between member countries and the impact of 
demonstrations and other disruptions at the WTO conference resulted in a formal 
termination of the meetings ahead of schedule on Fnday evening. Several closeout 
meetings and social events were cancelled for political and security reasons 

Overnight curfews were extended last night but permanently discontinued at 0700 
today Pedestrian and vehicle traffic in the downtown area is slowly returning to a 
normal level Local businesses are making repairs and conducting events to re- 
establish a festive holiday shopping environment. 


BACKGROUND (Unchanged from previous report) 

The World Trade Organization (WTO) is the international organization dealing with 
global rules of trade between its more than 135 member nations. This organization's 
third Ministerial Conference is being held in Seattle, Washington from November 29 to 
December 3, 1 999. It is the first time the WTO has met in the USA

MR. FRAMPTON: All right. The president signed an executive order today that for the first time 
institutionalizes procedures to ensure that environmental issues are considered in a timely fashion in 
the development of U.S. positions on trade negotiations. It requires detailed written reviews of the 
impact of major environmentally significant trade a^eements, multilateral trade rounds, bilateral or 
plurilateral firee trade agreements, emd major trade liberalization agreements in the natural resource 
sectors, as well as other agreements that have significant environmental effects. 


It requires that the reviews be in writing, that they be undertaken early enough in the process to 
inform the negotiating positions that we take; there's public notice before a review begins; an 
opportunity for input ^m outside experts and the public, the public release of findings. Reviews will 
focus primarily on environmental impacts in the U.S. , but as appropriate, also international and 
global impacts. And the process oveml will be overseen by bo& the U S. Trade Representative and 
Sie chair of the White House Council on Environmental Quality.

‘Staten, a recent winner of the International Association of Counter-Tertonsm and 


^ Security Profcssionab (lACSP) 1999 National Leadership award, said that current 

world circumstances could result in additional attacks on America, her military bases, 
embassies, or commercial concerns closely associated with the United States Additionally, Staten 
warned that the United Nations (U.N ) and its missions throughout the world, might soon find 
themselves targeted by mihtam factions. 


"At present, we arc particularly concerned about the effect of impending United Natons sanctions that 
arc to soon be imposed on Afehanistan for it's recalcitrance in feiling to turn over Usama Bm Laden 
for trial in the United States in connection with the bombings of American embassies in Africa," Staten 
said "We know that the Taleban, who control 90-95% of Afghanistan, are not going to turn Bin 
Laden over to justice, .and we would e^qiect them to either sponsor or condone terrorist acts in 
retribution for the new U N sanctions that are to be implemented on Sunday, " he added "It may just 
be that the Taleban will 'unleash' Bin Laden and encourage him to take out his already threatened 
wrath on the United States," Staten continued, 


"We know that a number of new 'fetwas' or Muslim rehgious edicts, that condone and authorize these 
barbarous terror acts to be carried out against the United States, have been issued in the past few 
weeks and months by radical clencs in Afghanistan, Pakistan, and Egypt," Staten continued "Violent 
events, like the mortars launched yesterday in Islamabad, Palastan would suggest that a new cycle of 
militant violence may soon be forthcoming," the veteran counter-terrorist analyst added. 

"As the year ends, we would ajiticipate the possibility of multi-dimensional threats, coming from 
multiple vectors, simultaneously," he continued. "Actually a number of both domestic and world 
events and circumstances seem to be converging as we conclude the 20th Century the combination of 
these matters may prove extremely troubling for America's military, intelligence, and emergency 
service agencies in the near term," Staten said. 


Staten pointed out that instability and violence in a number of countries, often caused by ethnic or

World Trade Organization Information 

The World Trade Organization will he meeting November 29 through Decembers, 1999 in the 
City of Seattle. Seattle was chosen to host this event frorn among ^0 other states and it will be 
the largest gathering of foreign countries in the history of the United States. The trade decisions 
made during this event will have an economic impact worldwide and fast for many years, The 
foflowing Is a brief summary of its history and purpose. 

The WTO originated from the General Agreement of Tariffs and Trade (GATT) which was 
organized after World War II in 1948. It was an effort to avoid pre-war economic policies that 
limited and restricted free trade, Its goal was to negotiate tariff concessions between countries 
throughout the world. During its first year of operation GATT successfully removed 45,000 trade 
tariffs. 

After fifty years the mission of GATT was broadened to include non-tariff issues. The name of 
the organization was changed to reflect this new purpose and is now referred to as the World 
Trade Organization (WTO). 

The WTO began in the 1995 with the original GaTT membership of 31 countries, including the 
United Slates. Today there are 135 participating countries and 30 observer nations. These 
observing nations are countries who are trying to become members of the WTO but have not 
met all the free trade standards and economic requirements established by the WTO body, 

The WTO does not set International standards for environmental protection issues, (ts rules and 
regulations clearly affirm the right of each individual country to set and regulate their own 
environment standards. The WTO recognizes each country has the right to restrict and limit 
Irade to protect ncn-renewabte resources.

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WTO MINISTERIAL CONFERENCE 
SEATTLE

Circumstances of the Meeting 

On November 30 - December 3, 1999, the United States will host the third Ministerial Conference of 
the World Trade Organization (WTO), in Seattle, Washington. Article IV: 1 of the Marrakesh 
Agreement Establishing the WTO provides that “[tjhere shall be a ministerial conference ... at least 
once every two years.” The two previous conferences were held in Singapore, in December 1996, 
and in Geneva, in May 1998. At this conference, WTO Member trade ministers will launch a new 
round of multilateral trade negotiations, centered around the mandated negotiations for further 
liberalization of trade in agriculture and services, and will take other decisions to frame the WTO’s 
future agenda and to enhance the role and functioning of the organization as we prepare the 
international trading system of the next century. 

At their 1998 Ministerial Conference, trade ministers noted that the Agreement on Agriculture and the 
General Agreement on Trade in Services contained provisions requiring that further negotiations be 
initiated at the end of 1 999/beginning of 2000 in order to build upon the reforms and liberalization 
attained in the Uruguay Round of trade negotiations, which was completed in 1994. Accordingly, in 
light of these negotiations already called for by the WTO’s “built-in agenda,” the ministers considered 
that it would be appropriate to review comprehensively the operation of ail WTO Agreements, and to 
evaluate other proposals for improving or expanding the WTO’s ongoing work program, in order to 
determine whether other issues were ripe for inclusion in a package of negotiations and other work 
that would be launched at the next Ministerial Conference in late 1999. Since September 1998, WTO 
Member delegations have participated in a three-stage process of preparations overseen by the WTO 
General Council. The first stage involved the identification of issues of interest or concern to 
Members; the second stage involved the tabling of proposals recommending concrete actions to 
address such issues; and the third stage has involved the building of a consensus around a series of 
decisions which ministers will take at Seattle to launch negotiations, undertake other future work and 
take immediate decisions intended to strengthen the institution and lay a solid foundation for future 
progress. As of this writing, agreement on a number of important issues which would be dealt with in 
these decisions remains outstanding; thus, their resolution will require attention by ministers and other 
senior government officials at Seattle. 

The Agenda 

The agenda for the Seattle Ministerial Conference will take up at least three basic sets of issues which 
Ministers will need to address. The first set involves composing the package of topics that will be 
subject to negotiations, along with setting in motion other types of work concerned with the 
implementation of existing Agreements or the exploration of new areas of discipline not currently 
governed by WTO rules. As noted above, negotiations on agriculture and services (together with 
TRIPS geographical indications negotiations for wines and spirits) are already provided for; the 
attention to these issues will focus on how best to structure and organize the negotiations to pave the 
way for timely progress and ensure that all relevant issues will be addressed in the negotiating 
process. 

A second question involves what other topics should be included in the negotiating package. Here, 
WTO Members have had different views, with some, e.g., the EU and Japan, urging “comprehensive” 




negotiations (necessary to camouflage agriculture) including new areas such as competition and 
investment, and others, e.g. India, arguing for reopening many of the Uruguay Round agreements. 
Other Members, such as the United States, have recommended that the negotiating component focus 
on areas having a market access emphasis - for example, industrial tariff and non-tariff barrier 
negotiations as well as negotiations on “trade facilitation,” which would aim at streamlining and 
clarifying the WTO rules which apply to the movement of goods and services across borders. Many 
developing country Members believe that investment and competition policy are not ripe for 
negotiations, a view which the United States shares, although not at the exclusion of any further 
analytical or exploratory work in those areas. 

Finally, considerable attention has been devoted in the preparatory process to sorting out issues 
relating to the implementation of existing WTO Agreements. The United States shares the view that 
proper and timely implementation of existing obligations requires ongoing and focused attention as 
negotiations in certain areas move forward. WTO Members will need to resolve how best to organize 
this work and which issues will be covered in this context. 

A second set of issues relates to the WTO as an institution, with a view to strengthening its internal 
operations and enhancing its external relations. Progress should be recorded in increasing the 
transparency of the WTO, in terms of both the day-to-day business of committees and the operation 
of its dispute settlement procedures. Ministers will likely adopt recommendations emanating from 
this year’s review of the Dispute Settlement Understanding which will increase the availability of 
documentation as well as strengthen compliance with the WTO dispute settlement rules. (On the 
Monday prior to the formal inauguration of the Ministerial Conference, the WTO will host a 
symposium on international trade issues which will provide an opportunity for governmental and 
non-govemmental representatives to exchange views on many of these issues.) Still other 
institutional issues will likely arise in terms of improving the WTO's coordination with the 
international financial institutions, such as the World Bank and the IMF, to provide more coherent 
guidance on economic policies and better delivery of technical assistance, especially for the 
least-developed and transition economies. Ministers will also approve/welcome the accession of 
several new Members and applaud the progress made in bringing other applicants forward to future 
membership- Other steps forward will hopefully be taken in providing the WTO a broader and more 
dynamic role to consider trade-related environmental and labor issues and reinforce the positive 
relationships between trade liberalization and sustainable development and adherence to 
internationally recognized core labor standards. 

The last set of issues would encompass concrete progress and accomplishments that could be made 
at Seattle to provide impetus to future work and underscore the importance of onward movement to 
eliminate unjustified trade barriers and strengthen the rules-based trading system. Here, among . 
other goals, the United States hopes to consolidate progress and forge agreement to provide for 
greater transparency in government procurement practices, secure accelerated elimination of tariffs 
in various sectors endorsed by the APEC economies as a component of the broader market access 
tariff package, and extend the moratorium on customs duties for electronic commerce transmissions 
as an element of a continuing WTO work program to keep the electronic marketplace of the future 
free of inappropriate international trade barriers. We also plan to seek multilateral agreement to a 
package of market access and technical assistance measures in favor of the least-developed 
countries.

Secretariats. The United States has made dear to WTO Members that it wants to build on the 
Singapore result. 

• Trade and the Environment . The WTO is committed to pursuing sustainable development. In 
addition to the systemic improvements related to transparency, the U.S. focus is on win-win 
strategies for trade and the environment (eliminating agricultural export subsidies and 
environmentally-damaging fish subsidies, liberalization of environmental goods and services, 
and utilizing the WTO Committee on Trade and the Environment to ensure that sustainable 
development is integrated into the entirety of the Round. The Administration will conduct its 
own environmental review. 

• Capacity Building . U.S. proposals call for giving special and priority focus to the integration of 
developing countries and economies in transition into the trading system. The U.S. proposal 
urges Ministers to put in place a special action program aimed at consolidating and expanding 
existing efforts to provide and evaluate technical assistance and other capacity building efforts, 
which should reinforce cooperation among international economic institutions so that countries 
are better able to benefit from the rights and obligations of the WTO. 

Achievements to Mark the Launch of the Negotiations 

• Dispute Settlement Understanding . Ministers should ratify the results of the on-going Dispute 
Setliemenl Understanding (DSU) Review which is nearing completion. In the Review, the 
United Stales is seeking to strengthen procedures aimed at ensuring prompt compliance with 
dispute settlement reports and to enhance transparency and openness of dispute settlement 
proceedings. 

• Accelerated Tariff Liberalization lATL). The U.S. and APEC agenda are to seek early, 
provisional agreement in the eight Accelerated Tariff Liberalization sectors. For Seattle, we seek 
agreement of a critical mass of participants to join the ATL, so that we may proceed with 
implementation during the first year of the Round, recognizing that implementation will have to 
be on an interim or provisional basis, pending the overall results of the market access 
negotiations. 

• Electronic commerce . At U.S, urging, the WTO has already recognized the transformative 
effect e/commerce can have in promoting economic growth, particularly for developing 
economies. Thus, U.S. efforts are aimed at ensuring that the WTO take the most trade 
liberalizing approach in this area, including agreeing at Seattle to continue the current practice of 
not imposing customs duties on electronic transmissions, with a view to making this a binding 
legal commitment; ensuring the applicability of existing WTO rules and commitments to 
e/commerce; and providing for further exchange and work in the WTO on these issues. 

• ITA-n, In 1997, the WTO adopted the Information Technology Agreement (ITA) which 
eliminated duties on $600 billion worth of technology products, including computers, 
telecommunications equipment, and other technology goods. In Seattle, the United States’ goal 
is to adopt “ITA-II,” an agreement to make additional information technology products tariff 
free. 
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* Transparency in Government Procurement . In 1996. Ministers instructed the WTO to 
develop elements of an agreement on transparency in government procurement. Negotiators are 
ready to put an agreement in place that will complement existing reforms undertaken in response 
to the financial crisis and promote due process and principles of good governance, in an area 
where bribery and corruption are widespread. Worldwide procurement purchases are valued at 
over $3.1 trillion and an agreement will solidify economic reforms recently undertaken by many 
U.S. trading partners. 

* Expansion of the WTO’s Membership . Thirty -one accession negotiations are underway in the 
WTO. At Seattle, Ministers should take note of progress in these negotiations as well as 
recognize the great accomplishment of bringing more economies into the system. Over the past 
year, negotiations have been completed with Latvia, Estonia, Albania and Georgia. Among the 
applicants with whom significant progress has been recorded are Armenia, China, Chinese Taipei 
(Taiwan), Croatia, and Moldova. For countries that do not complete negotiations by the Seattle 
meeting, provisions will have to be made for their participation in the new Round, as was the 
case in the Uruguay Round. 

Time frame and Structure of the Negotiations 

* Negotiating plans . U.S. proposals have urged that Ministers given sufficient direction to ensure 
that negotiations proceed on schedule. A number of governments have suggested that general 
time frames be part of the decisions approved at Seattle. This may include, for example, a 
direction that in all areas of negotiation, proposals should be tabled by June 2000. Ministers 

■ meeting in Seattle will need to ensure that appropriate benchmarks for progress arc provided. 

* Midterm Review . A number of WTO Members are suggesting that the Ministers call for a 
midterm review of progress, as was the case in the Uruguay Round. Such a review would be 
utilized to take decisions or adjust negotiating mandates to ensure that the three-year deadline is 
met in the Uruguay Round, the midterm provided the opportunity for provisional agreements. 

* Single Undertaking . In the Uruguay Round, negotiations were launched as a “single 
undertaking” to avoid “free riders” and to provide the opportunity for cross retaliation. The 
United States has already indicated that it believes the market access negotiations (agriculture, 
goods and services) should proceed as a “single package.” Whether the entirety of the new 
Round should be treated as a single undertaking depends on the subject matter to be agreed and, 
thus, remains an open issue.

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Looking Ahead to the Seattle World Trade Organization (WTO) Ministerial Conference 
Agenda for the New Round and L.S. Priorities 

• WTO Member Trade Ministers meeting in Seattle, November 30 - December 3, 1999, will 
launch a new Round of multilateral trade negotiations and set the international trade agenda for 
the next decade. President Clinton has challenged America’s trading partners to launch a new 
Round geared to the needs of the 2P‘ century and the rapid technological advances of the global 
economy. 

• The United States is pursuing a three-part agenda for a new Round that: (1) focuses on opening 
foreign markets for U,S. agriculture, goods and services and ensures effective implementation of 
the rules of the WTO; (2) continues institutional reform of the WTO to make it more open and 
accountable to citizens and workers, promotes sustainable development and integrates the poorer 
countries into the system; and (3) secures achievements at Seattle to mark the launch of the new 
Round and give impetus to the new trade agenda. This three-part agenda for the Round ensures 
that all trading partners can benefit from the Round while ensuring its completion in three years, 

• WTO Members are now developing draft decisions for Ministerial approval at Seattle on the 
scope and subject matter for the new Round, time lines that establish milestones for progress and 
the organization and conduct of the negotiations (establishment of negotiating groups, oversight 
responsibility, etc.). The Seattle “launch” will establish the parameters that will govern 
negotiations for the next three years. In January 2000, negotiators return to Geneva for hard 
bargaining and substantive negotiations. Ministers likely will meet at the midterm to ensure that 
the three -year schedule is kept. 

Subject Matter or Scope of the Negotiations 

The Built-in Agenda^ Market Access and Related Issues 

• WTO Members agreed in the Uruguay Round to engage in new market opening negotiations in 
agriculture and services by January 2000, and to conduct work programs to ensure effective 
implementation of existing agreements, including special review provisions. WTO Members 
recognize that this “built-in agenda” established the “core” subject matter for the new Round. 
Additional items must be added by consensus. 

• For agriculture, the launch should enable negotiators to pursue commitments to reduce and 
eliminate export subsidies, reduce trade distorting domestic supports, expand market access by 
reducing tariffs, strengthen the rules to deal with state-trading enterprises, and ensure fair 
treatment for trade in biotechnology products. The existing framework from the Uruguay Round, 
which required specific commitments in the areas of export subsidies, market access and 
domestic support, offers a good starting point for establishing negotiating parameters. 

• For services , the launch should enable negotiators to pursue commitments to expand market 
access and national treatment commitments for U.S. services providers around the globe in areas 
where the United States is most competitive, such as distribution, construction and engineering, 
professional services, and audiovisual services and to build upon commitments already secured 
in financial services and telecommunications. In addition to market access commitments, the 
United States will seek greater clarity of existing commitments and phrsue, as needed, 
appropriate guidelines for heavily regulated sectors, as we did in the Agreement on Basic 
Telecommunications. 




• For (industrial or non -agricultural) market access , the launch should provide for new 
negotiations aimed at reducing tariff and non-tariff barriers. The U.S. has urged that at Seattle 
we will establish principles governing negotiations - for example, that tariff schedules will be 
fully bound, as is the case now for agriculture; that we pursue non-tariff measures to ensure 
effective market access; that a variety of approaches for negotiations will be used, including 
additional zero-for-zero tariff initiatives; that cuts will be made from applied, rather than bound, 
tariff rates; that negotiators will establish procedures for provisional, early implementation of 
agreements such as the Accelerated Tariff Liberalization initiative; and finally, that improved 
market access for least developed members by all other WTO members is to be provided, 
through a variety of means. 

• Trade facilitation should be added to the agenda because it is closely related to market access. 
The U.S. proposal calls for negotiation of an agreement to address current shortcomings and 
bureaucratic delays by focusing on transparency in trade transactions and rapid release of goods 
from customs authorities. Attention to customs-related issues will complement other efforts to 
combat bribery and corruption in international trade transactions. Negotiations should proceed 
in parallel with a program of technical assistance and capacity building for the benefit of 
developing countries. 

• Implementation and the remainder of the “built-in agenda” remain high U.S. priorities. 
Current mandates in existing agreements appear to be sufficient to ensure effective 
implementation, (e.g., the work on intellectual property rights protection under the TRIPS 
Council, or the standards work program under the TBT Committee). Ministers should agree to 
consider the progress on implementation and the built-in agenda reviews when they meet at the 
midterm and during the course of the Round. 

• Trade remedies, trade and competition and trade and investment are areas that have been 
suggested by others for inclusion in^he negotiations. The United States opposes a reopening of 
the Antidumping Agreement and has urged instead that work on trade remedies focus on 
implementation, given the requirements from the Uruguay Round. Trade and competition and 
trade and investment were subjects of working groups established at the Singapore Ministerial 
meeting in 1996. The work has been largely educative and constructive, but the subjects are not 
sufficiently advanced to support negotiations. 

Institutional or Systemic Issues 

• Transparency. Openness and Accountability At U.S. urging, the WTO is taking steps to 
make the organization more open and transparent, while maintaining its govenunent-to- 
govemment character. Strengthening the WTO’s institutional relations with other international 
organizations (beyond the Bretton Woods institutions to include the ILO and UNEP, for 
example) and establishment of enhanced consultative mechanisms between the WTO and the 
non-governmental organization community are high on the U.S. agenda. 

• Trade and l^hor . A longstanding U.S. goal (and statutory obligation) is to seek the 
establishment of a working group in the WTO on trade and labor. As a result of U.S. initiative, 
at the WTO’s first Ministerial in Singapore, WTO Ministers confirmed their support for the 
observance of core labor standards and highlighted the collaboration between the ILO and WTO

Annual Report by the Director-General 


1. RECENT TRENDS IN WORLD TRADE 

(i) Sharp slowdown of trade growth in 1998 

1. World trade and output growth dropped sharply in 1998. Merchandise trade rose by 4% in 
volume, less than half the 10% growth rate achieved in the preceding year, but still almost twice that 
recorded for world output. All regions were affected by the slowdown, especially Asia where imports 
by Japan and East Asia fell for the first time since 1974. The share of developing countries in world 
trade declined for the first lime in more than a decade. Nearly two thirds of the world's economies 
recorded a decrease in their export earnings, which was the worst performance observed in the 1990s. 

2. Trade in manufactures - the traditional engine for world trade expansion - rose by 3.5%, one 
of the lowest rates in the 1990s and a dramatic slowdown from the 12% expansion in 1997. The 
fastest growing product group, office and telecommunications equipment, as well as clothing appear 
to have played a prominent role in the sharp deterioration of manufactures trade. On the other hand, 
trade in minerals rose by about 6% and agricultural trade stagnated. The value of merchandise 
imports was around US$5,270 billion, 2% less than in 1997. 

3. Regional import volume developments show only a moderate deceleration from the high 
import growth rates in 1997 for North America, Mexico, and Western Europe. North America's fast 
growing import demand was the most dynamic component of the global trade expansion in 1998. 
Cential/Eastem Europe and Afi'ica, excluding South Africa, showed above average import growth. 
Imports in Asia contracted by 8%; the countries most affected by the financial crisis cut back their 
imports by one fifth and Japan's imports declined by more than 5%. Latin America, excluding 
Mexico, registered a dramatic deceleration in import growth, but still recorded growth above the 
world average. Variations in the export performance of regions were much smaller than for imports, 
but all regions recorded substantially lower growth than in the preceding year; Japan recorded an 
absolute decline. 

4. Trade in commercial services stagnated for the first time since 1980. The global slowdown in 
services exports could be observed for all major regions with the exception of Western Europe, which 
recorded higher growth than in the preceding year. Asia recorded the strongest contraction of imports 
and exports of commercial services among all regions. Exports by the transition economies and 
Africa are estimated to have decreased by less than 5%, and imports stagnated. North America and 
Latin America both registered a very strong deceleration in the growth of^eir commercial services 
exports and imports. 
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(ii) Slowdown halted in 1999 

5. Preliminan* indicators point to a halt in the slowdown of world trade growth in the first 
months of 1999 and an acceleration of growth in the second quarter. For 1999 as a whole, w^orld 
economic growth is expected to strengthen moderately with GDP growth estimated at 3%. The 
outlook for the world economy has somewhat improved, especially taking into account the improved 
growth forecasts for all the Asian crisis countries, and that recessions in Russia and Brazil have 
proved less deep than anticipated. The growth of world merchandise trade volume is expected to 
average 4%, the same as in 1998, provided that trade gains momentum in the second half of the year, 
especially in Western Europe. 

6. For the first half of 1999, the value of world merchandise trade was unchanged from the 
preceding year's level. Negative growth was recorded for the dollar value of imports by Latin 
America, the transition economies, and Western Europe. Asia's imports recovered markedly 
throughout the first six months of 1999, and in the second quarter exceeded the preceding year's level 
by more than 5%. U.S. merchandise import growth in the first half of 1999 was close to 8%, a higher 
rate than in 1998. 

7. Despite the onset of recovery in Asia and the continued strong U.S. growth, the retarding 
forces from lower growth in Western Europe, the transition economies, and Latin America hold back 
the acceleration of global output expansion. The repercussions of sluggish growth in Western Europe, 
especially in early 1999, is expected to result in a marked reduction of import growth for the full year. 
Latin America’s stagnation of output in 1999 is the main factor that could lead to a contraction of its 
imports. On the other hand, the recovery of Asia's imports could turn out to be even stronger than was 
expected earlier in 1999, if the momentum of the upswing observed in the first half can be preserved 
during the rest of the year, japan's imports rose by 6% in volume terms, while North America's 
import growth was still close to 10% and will constitute the principal engine for this year's trade 
expansion. 

8. For North America, Western Euftpe, and Asia, an excess of import over export growth is 
expected for 1999; this should enable other regions, in particular Latin America and the transition 
economies, to record a faster export than import growth. 

(Hi) Expectations for recovery in the year 2000 

9. Early indicators suggest that there will be a recovery both in world output and trade in the 
year 2000. Tlie International Monetary Fund is predicting an acceleration of output growth to 314% in 
the year 2000 largely due to higher growth in the developing countries. World trade is expected to 
expand by 6 to 7% which would be close to the average growth rate observed in the 1990s. 

n. TRENDS IN TRADE POUCIES 

10. The state of the world trading environment is generally sound. There have been no major 
trade policy reversals in 1999, and there is no evidence of a return to protectionist measures. On the 
contrary, a number of countries have undertaken concrete measures to further liberalize their 
economic and trade regimes. 

11. Two years ago the "Asian financial crisis" erupted in Thailand, spreading rapidly to other 
countries in the region, affecting general investor sentiment in those aitd' other developing countries 
and transition economies, notably Russia in mid-1998 and later Brazil. Output and employment 
contracted sharply in the most directly affected countries, in turn adversely affecting trade by their 
partners and, together with steep commodity price declines, trade by many other developing countries. 
In the past, such events could have been invoked as a justification for raising import barriers, in an 
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attempt to contain the domestic consequences and shift the burden onto trading panners, possibly 
provoking counter-measures, and thereby exacerbating the downturn. However, this very .serious 
crisis unfolded in the framework of the WTO, the strengthened multilateral trading system created by 
the Uruguay Round Agreements. The system, and the good sense of governments, helped keep 
markets open, facilitating adjustment and providing a critical element for recovery from the crisis. 

12. The countries most directly affected by the crisis - Thailand, Korea, Indonesia, Malaysia, and 
the Philippines - undertook macroeconomic stabilization and structural reform, including the 
unilateral liberalization of their- trade and foreign investment regimes. Several of them have also 
strengthened their financial systems to encourage more market-oriented lending practices, a process 
that has been supported by their participation in the WTO agreement on financial services. At the 
same time, the trading partners of these countries have provided an external environment conducive to 
adjustment. Among the largest traders, growth in the United States played a pivotal role. The U.S. 
economy sustained its strong rate of growth for the ninth consecutive year in the face of domestic 
constraints on its productive capacity; imports provided a safety valve to satisfy domestic demand, 
helping to dampen inflationary pressures that might otherwise have emerged and thus contributing to 
low market interest rates. 

13. The Asian financial crisis was followed by an adverse shift in capital -market sentiment 
towards other countries in the region, notably Korea, Indonesia, Malaysia, and the Philippines, with 
adverse repercussions also for Hong Kong, China and Singapore. The shift in sentiment contributed 
to a sharp reduction in investors' desired exposure to emerging markets, with the result that net private 
capital flows into these (and other) countries fell. To correct their macroeconomic imbalances, the 
countries directly affected by the crisis undertook disciplined fiscal and monetary policies. In 
addition, a number of them undertook structural reforms, which included tackling outstanding 
impediments to trade. Thus, while the severe economic downturn and consequent loss of jobs and 
related social problems might have led to protectionist pressures in these countries, information 
collected by the Secretariat for Trade Policy Reviews suggests instead that the liberalization of trade, 
investment, and payments regimes has, by and large, progressed. 

14. A factor contributing to investors' loss of confidence in Asian and other emerging market 
economies was the perceived weakness of their ftnancial systems, as manifested by imprudent 
lending. This weakness, partly due to a lack of experience within the financial institutions 
themselves, but also due to inadequate regulation and supervision by the authorities, could be partly 
attributed to constraints on competition in the ftnancial services sector. Of note, therefore, is the 
countries* participation in market-opening measures for ftnancial services implemented under the 
WTO agreement on ftnancial services; far-reaching commitments to open the sector to new domestic 
and foreign service providers have been made by some countries. Such commitments reflect the 
recognition that liberalization of ftnancial service sectors will help to avoid some of the practices that 
contributed to the ftnancial crisis and thereby facilitate a more efficient allocation of capital. 

15. By firmly rejecting protectionism, the countries most affected by the Asian crisis, together 
with their trading partners, placed a high degree of confidence in the multilateral trading system. A 
striking feature of the present situation is the absence of recourse to new "legal" measures of 
protection. Although most countries directly affected have significant leeway to raise applied tariffs 
without breaching their bindings, by and large, they have not done so. Nor is there evidence of 
unusual levels of activity involving most measures to safeguard domestic industry, the balance of 
payments, transitional safeguard measures for textiles and clothing, or countervailing; however, led 
by several recent high-profile cases involving steel, there does appear to'' be some increase in the 
initiation of anti-dumping actions. 

16. The overall level of anti-dumping activity has risen slightly since the low point recorded in 
1995. The latest available information (up to December 1998) based on Members' notifications. 
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indicates an increase in anti'dumping investigations. There were 516 initiations of anti-dumping 
investigations in 1998, 13% more than in the previous year, although the number of final measures 
declined sharply (60 in 1998 compared with 203 in 1997). Anti-dumping investigations by the 
United States and New Zealand increased somewhat in 1998; however, the bulk of the increase was 
due to cases initialed by developing countries, in particular India, Mexico, and South Africa. 

17. The role of the Dispute Settlement Body (DSB) in managing the settlement of disputes within 
the WTO has remained positive, reflecting the fact that Members continue to show confidence in the 
dispute settlement mechanism. During the period 1 January to 15 August 1999, 24 new requests for 
consultations were received by the DSB, bringing the total to 179 requests since the WTO's 
establishment. The proper functioning of the DSB has clearly contributed to the strengthening and 
consolidation of the WTO and the multilateral trading system. 

18. There has been no delay in the implementation of trade liberalization commitments agreed in 
the context of the Uruguay Round. WTO Members are phasing in, on schedule, reductions in tariffs 
on products, in export subsidies, and in other measures of assistance to agricultural products. The 
integration of textiles and clothing into the WTO is proceeding as scheduled, though the expected 
liberalization effects are not satisfactory to all Members; the first and second phases of integration 
took place in 1995 and 1998, the third phase is set for 2002, and full integration is to be achieved by 1 
January 2005. In addition to their Uruguay Round obligations, 45 WTO Members (and one other 
participant) are implementing the commitment to eliminate tariffs on information technology products 
under the ITA. Many WTO Members made market-opening commitments on telecommunication 
services, opening the bulk of the world telecommunications market. The national monopolies that 
have dominated the industry in almost ail countries are now facing competition and in many countries 
are being privatized. Many Members have also made commitments on financial services. 

19. The full application of the TRIPS Agreement is delayed for many WTO Members until 2000. 
under the transitional arrangements that apply to developing country and transition economy 
Members; least-developed countries may delay full application until 2006. A number of the 
concerned Members chose to notify their trading partners of their existing framework, in preparation 
for the needed changes to domestic legislation, their administration and enforcement. In the area of 
customs valuation one set of transitional arrangements for implementation ends in 2000 for many 
developing countries. Consequently, the WTO Secretariat has received a very large number of 
requests for technical assistance on these and other implementation issues in the past year, and 
responded by arranging over 300 events in 1998, including in cooperation with other relevant 
institutions. 

20. Looking ahead, WTO Members are preparing the ground for the Seattle Ministerial 
Conference in November 1999, at which they wiU seek to establish the future WTO work programme. 
The "built-in" agenda, which results from the Uruguay Round, already includes negotiations on trade 
in agricultural products and services. WTO Members also recognize that the multilateral trading 
system must adapt to new challenges if it is to conserve its important role in the world economy. For 
example, in September 1998, they initiated a work programme to examine all trade-related issues in 
global electronic commerce. WTO Members also continued their work on the relationship between 
trade and investment, the interaction between trade and competition policy, transparency in 
government procurement, trade facilitation, and trade and environment. 

21. During 1999, WTO Members have undertaken evaluations of the operation of the Trade 
Policy Review Mechanism (TPRM) and of the Dispute Settlement Understanding, pursuant to the 
appraisal and review provisions in the respective Uruguay Round agreements. Although technical in 
nature, such evaluations are essential to ensure that the institutional mechanisms of the WTO function 
as desired by the Members. On Trade Policy Reviews, Members are generally of the view that the 
TPRM is functioning effectively and that its objectives remain important; efforts to improve the 
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efficiency in the use of resources allocated to the TPRM should continue, given the importance of 
reviewing all Members, including least-developed countries (LDCs), at least once, as soon as 
possible. On dispute settlement, the Uruguay Round negotiaiioas produced a new system without 
precedent in international economic relations, and in which ail potential issues and concerns, as well 
as the manner in which they should be resolved, could not have been foreseen by the drafters. The 
review has devoted considerable effort to improving the implementation of final rulings; the issue has 
been given particular visibility in the past year owing to certain recent high-profile disputes involving 
some WTO Members. 

22. Joining the current Members of the WTO in Seattle will be the six new Members since 1995: 
Bulgaria, Ecuador, Kyrgyz Republic, Latvia, Mongolia, and Panama; in addition, Estonia and 
Georgia have accepted, subject to ratification, their Protocol of Accession to the WTO. Most of these 
new members, as well as many of the 30 applicant countries still completing their accession process, 
are in transition from a centrally planned to a market economy and recognize the unique contribution 
of the WTO to the internal reform process. Each of the WTO’s new Members has undertaken to apply 
the WTO rules and to liberalize trade. A typical feature is a comprehensive coverage of tariff 
bindings (100% of lines in most cases) together with market-opening in a broad range of services, 
including value-added and basic telecommunication services, and financial services. 

23. In parallel with preparations for the Seattle Ministerial, a number of countries requesting 
WTO membership have accelerated their accession process. Even if not all become Members in time 
for the Seattle meeting, they are already reaping some of the economic benefits of the process. The 
first "fact-finding" phase of the accession procedure requires the applicant to collect and submit 
detailed information on its trade and economic regime, thereby improving the regime's transparency. 
Most applicants are engaged throughout the accession process in a continuous improvement of their 
trade and economic policies, and some countries have taken steps to liberalize their trade and 
economic policies. 

24. The process of assessment and action is continuous within the WTO. One illustration is the 
priority being given by WTO Members to the full integration of LDCs into the world trading system. 
Another illustration is the aaivity on transparency and scope for dialogue with representatives of civil 
society. Transparency with respect to WTO documents has been improved by accelerating (he de- 
restriction process as well as by making all de-restricted documents available on the WTO website. 
Arrangements were also made for NGOs’ presence at plenary sessions of ministerial conferences. In 
addition to regular briefings for NGOs, the WTO Secretariat has created a special section on the WTO 
website, and recently organized high-level meetings with NGO participation on trade and 
environment and trade and development. The WTO Secretariat also circulates a monthly list of NGO 
position papers that it has received, and makes them available to Members upon request. 

25. These developments in the WTO - in terms of the implementation of existing obligations by 
Members or the willingness to conclude new agreements to continue the liberalization process, to 
better integrate the LDCs, improve the functioning of vital institutional mechanisms or public support 
for the WTO - are signs of the vitality of the multilateral trading system. They also demonstrate the 
commitment of its Members to respect their existing obligations and build for the future, even in the 
face of challenging events, such as the Asian crisis. 

26. During 1999, most WTO Members participated in trade and investment liberalization at the 

regional level. As pointed out in the WTO's 1998 Annual Report, the revival of regional integration 
in the 1990s is a very significant movement, covering virtually all WTO Members and a broad 
spectrum of market-access issues in goods and services, as well as regulatory convergence- The 
process of regional and multilateral integration can, in principle, be complementary: domestic 

reforms can be "locked in" at the multilateral and regional levels, greatly enhancing their beneficial 
impact on the business environment; multilateral negotiations can offer the opportunity to 
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"multilateralize*' the benefits of regional trade agreements, when these are ripe for such action; given 
the overlapping membership of regional agreements with the mulliJateralJy agreed trade pacts 

also benefit regional trade. However, to ensure that the appropriate balance is maintained between 
these two main avenues for liberalization, the WTO needs to find more effective methods ol 
examining and monitoring regional trade agreements. 

27. Recent Trade Policy Reviews confirm that despite raising protectionist pressures, the 
momentum for trade liberalization, combining multilateral initiatives, regional agreements, and 
unilateral trade reforms, has overall been maintained. Trade liberalization measures have been 
undertaken by some countries throughout all regions. For example: 

• The financial turmoil notwithstanding, the general thrust of Asian countries’ trade and investment 
policies has been liberalization. While some countries directly affected by the crisis raised some 
tariffs, the overall trend remains downward. Some countries in the region have continued to 
pursue their traditionally open trade policies, while further liberalization measures were 
implemented by countries such as Indonesia, Korea, the Philippines and Thailand. 

• in Japan, growth was negative in 1998; domestic demand was weak and a decline in import 
volume contributed to the difficulties of emerging market economies in the region. Despite its 
economic difficulties, Japan implemented its trade liberalization agreed in the Uruguay Round 
ahead of the original timetable; it is also in the process of implementing structural reforms, 
particularly In the banking sector. 

• In spite of domestic pressures to limit import competition, the financial crisis in Asia has not 
materially changed Australia's policy of openness and commitment to structural reform. There 
has been a recent slowdown in tariff liberalization, however, and an increase in export assistance. 

• The strong sustained growth of the United Stales economy provided a supportive external 
environment for recovery from the crisis. Since the outbreak of the financial crisis in Asia, 
growth of the U.S. economy has continued to be strong - reaching almost 4% annually in 1997 
and 1998; strong growth has been accompanied by the lowest levels of unemployment and 
consumer price inflation since the 1960s. Trade and investment liberalization has contributed to 
this trend. Imports have provided a safety valve, helping to satisfy domestic demand. A large and 
growing current account deficit, which reached a record level of US$233 billion in 1998, has 
enabled the U.S. economy to sustain its strong rate of growth in the face of domestic constraints. 
In their review of U.S. trade policies, participants in the TPRB noted that the U.S. current 
account deficit reflected the gap between national saving and domestic investment, which had 
widened since 1995. Contrary to popular perceptions, national saving has been rising in the 
United States; the sharp decline in household savings has been more than of^t by stronger 
corporate saving and the shift from a fiscal deficit to surplus. An additional source of funds for 
domestic investment has been capital inflows from abroad; the shortfall of national savings 
relative to domestic investment was made up by foreign investors who have continued to be 
drawn to the United States by its liberal investment regime, profitable investment opportunities, 
and its attractiveness as a safe haven following the Asian financial crisis. 

• On the other hand, the widening current account deficit has provoked allegations in the 
United States that some foreign producers are engaging in "unfair" trading practices to the 
detriment of domestic producers. Such allegations have, in turn, led to protectionist pressures 
from some sectors, aimed at persuading the Government to implement trade remedy measures to 
curb imports of some products from specific countries; by and large, the Administration has 
resisted such pressure, much to the benefit of the multilateral trading system. 
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• As part of its outward-oriented trade and investment strategy, Canada is pursuing reform on an 
autonomous basis - notably lowering inter-provincial barriers to trade - and is an active 
participant in regional integration initiatives. In addition to its solid support of the multilateral 
trading system, Canada has forged preferential links with other partners such as Chile. Israel, and 
EFTA. It is also actively participating in broader schemes such as APEC and the FTAA. 

• Growth in the economies of the Member States of the European Union (EU) is also playing an 
important role in the adjustment to the Asian financial crisis, although growth in 1998 was 
considerably slower than in the United States (2.8% compared with 3.9%). For 1 999 and beyond, 
the introduction of the Euro on 1 January 1999 in the 11 countries involved in the European 
Monetary Union (EMU) could provide an impetus to growth and boost demand for imports from 
non-EU countries. Should such growth materialize in the EU, it would facilitate the adjustment of 
the emerging market economies, as well as neighbouring transition economies. 

• In Latin America and the Caribbean, the move towards an increasingly open trade and 
investment regime has, by and large, continued. This is partly the result of autonomous measures 
and regional initiatives, such as MERCOSUR, the Andean Community, the Central American 
Common Market, and CARICOM, Some countries, however, have become relatively important 
users of contingency protection such as anti-dumping measures. 

• In the case of Brazil, here again, foreign investors experienced a sudden shift of market sentiment 
against a country with weak external and fiscal balances, maintaining a fixed exchange rate as an 
external anchor for internal price stability. Brazil moved to a floating exchange rate regime in 
January 1999, and the subsequent 30% depreciation of the real against the dollar has increased the 
cost of imports and improved Brazil's external competitiveness. Repercussions are anticipated for 
Brazil's partners in MERCOSUR, given the depth of in tra -regional trade, which accounts for 
some 20-30% of imports and exports for each regional partner. For Argentina, in particular, 
whose currency is fixed at parity to the U.S. dollar, the depreciation of the Brazilian real has led 
to some protectionist pressures. The TP]^ found that Argentina's macroeconomic discipline and 
wide-ranging structural adjustment, including significant trade liberalization, had created a 
basically sound economy, boding well for its capacity to adjust. 

• Bolivia highlights the benefits of a 10% uniform tariff regime in terms of its predictability, 
transparency and promotion of an efficient allocation of resources. The Trade Policy Review of 
Nicaragua noted the restructuring of the customs tariff to converge progressively to levels agreed 
within the Central American Common Market (CACM) so as to comply with WTO binding 
commitments and to implement a unilateral reduction plan (1997-2002); hitherto, this process has 
contributed to a considerable decrease in the average MFN tariff rate. Nicaragua is also making 
efforts to update and expand its legal framework for the protection of intellectual property rights. 

• In the Caribbean, Jamaica and Trinidad and Tobago, the two most populous members of the 15- 
member CARICOM, have undertaken substantial liberalization following implementation of 
CARICOM's common external tariff (CET). In 1992, the CARICOM agreed to reduce the 
maximum tariff on industrial products from 45% in 1993 to 20% in 1998, keeping the maximum 
rate at 45% for agricultural products. The 20% ceibng on industrial products was implemented by 
Trinidad and Tobago in 1998, and Jamaica was to implement the ceiling by January 1999. Both 
countries have also undertaken new commitments on services under Protocol II of the CARICOM 
Single Market and Economy (CSME), which is expected to be completed by the end of 1999. 

• In Africa, an increasing number of countries are further opening their trade and investment 
regimes, in most cases under comprehensive structural adjustment programmes. These efforts are 
complemented by a revived impetus towards the development- of regional integration 
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development. The Trade Policy Reviews of some African countries highlighted these issues as 
well as the connection between private sector development and governance, in terms of 
transparency, accountability and respect for the rule of Jaw. 

28. The developments listed above have been appreciated by all WTO Members. On the other 
hand, there are still a number of long-standing issues of concern to some Members, such as in the area 
of market access. Examples include high tariffs on a large number of products, and the use of specific 
duties, which tend to conceal high ad valorem equivalents. 

29. During 1999, regional trade agreements have continued to be at the forefront of trade 
liberalization efforts. The political impetus to increase their number and widen their scope has 
increased. TPRs show that, overall, regional and multilateral trade liberalization have gone ahead side 
by side in recent years. However, there are some important issues that need to be addressed, such as 
the gaps between MEN and preferential tariffs, differing regional and international standards, 
multiplication of rules of origin, and other market-access areas. Regional initiatives, including 
customs unions, free-trade agreements, preferential trade agreements, or other trade-related initiatives, 
are present in all regions of the world. Examples include the following. 

Europe 

30. The EU's accession negotiations with Cyprus, the Czech Republic, Estonia, Hungary, Poland, 
and Slovenia, which opened in December 1997, have continued during 1999. The Trade Policy 
Reviews of Hungary and Romania focussed on the role of trade policy and price reform in stimulating 
market competition in the transition, buttressed by structural reform and macroeconomic stabilization. 
Following the Europe agreements .and CEFTA, trade reform advanced in the WTO with commitments 
on tariff bindings, as well as market-opening for telecom and financial services. Reform is now 
geared mainly to the transposition of the body of EU "acquis communautaire", which might, in some 
instances, such as agriculture, lead to a less liberal trading regime. Hungary has been very successful 
in attracting foreign investment to modernize its capital base and the provision of services, and trade 
with the EU has flourished. Romania, ii! contrast, has had some difficulty in carrying through on 
structural reform, and is not in the "first wave” of EU applicant countries. 

31. Turkey also illustrates the extent to which trade reform can be driven by regional 
commitments. The customs union with the European Union, which entered into force in 1996, gave a 
new impetus to the liberalization process, taking Turkey beyond its Uruguay Round commitments in 
many instances. Turkey has adopted the EU's common external tariff (CET) for most industrial goods 
and for the industrial component of processed agricultural goods; legislation in a large number of 
trade-related areas has been harmonized with the EU "acquis communautaire". Turkey, Hungary, and 
Romania are expanding their networks of preferential trade agreements to encompass regional trade 
partners and countries with which the £U has concluded trade agreements. 

32. Under the Euro-Mediterranean firee-trade area initiative "new generation" bilateral free-trade 
agreements have been concluded between the EU and Israel, Jordan, Morocco, and Tunisia, as well as 
an agreement between the EU and the Palestine Liberation Organization (PLO) on behalf of the 
Palestinian Authority in the West Bank and Gaza Strip. Negotiations are on-going between the EU 
and Algeria, Egypt, Lebanon, and Syria, respectively. Information gathered for the 1999 Trade Policy 
Review of Israel also indicates an expansion of the network of preferential agreements between 
Mediterranean partners. 

33. Following up on the cross-regional integration initiative, launched by the EU to establish 
closer political and economic ties with Latin America and the Caribbean, framework agreements with 
the objective of reciprocal trade liberalization were concluded with Mexico, MERCOSUR, and Chile. 
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The Americas 

34. Linking Latin America and the Caribbean with North America, the initiative to create the 
Free-Trade Area for the Americas (FTAA) by 2005 was announced in December 1994 at the (First) 
Summit of the Americas, in Miami. The negotiations for an FTAA were formally launched in April 
1998 at the (Second) Summit of the Americas in Santiago, Chile. The negotiations, aimed at 
progressively eliminating barriers to trade in goods, services and investment, are to be concluded no 
later than 2(>05. It is expected that the outcome of the negotiations will be a "single undertaking", and 
that the FTAA negotiations will "improve on WTO rules and disciplines wherever possible". 

35. The Trade Policy Reviews of Argentina and Uruguay, two of the four members of 
MERCOSUR, featured the changes in MFN tariffs due to the required convergence with the Common 
External Tariff by 2006; for Argentina, this process will bring a modest decrease in the average MFN 
rate from 13.5% in 1998 to 11.1% in 2006, but for Uruguay, the reverse may be true. Argentina and 
Uruguay confirmed that the additional temporary 3% increase of the CET agreed among 
MERCOSUR members on 31 December 1997, prompted in part by the deterioration of Brazil's 
current account and budget deficit, will be eliminated on schedule by 31 December 2000. 

Asia and the Pacific 

36. In the wake of the Asian crisis, members of the Association of South-East Asian Nations 
(ASEAN) accelerated trade liberalization within the ASEAN Free-Trade Area (AFTA), adopted fiscal 
incentives for all investors, created the ASEAN Investment Area to provide national treatment to 
ASEAN investors in the manufacturing sector, launched a round of liberalization negotiation on 
services, and introduced a long-term Action Plan to promote economic recovery among the members. 
On the Common Effective Preferential Tariff (CEPT) of AFTA, each of the six founding members 
agreed to achieve a minimum of 85% of the tariff lines of its Inclusion List in the 0-5% range by 
2000, covering 90% of intra-ASEAN trade. They also brought forward from 2003 to 2002 the date of 
implementation of the CEPT on all items in the inclusion lists. The Trade Policy Review of 
Indonesia, in 1998, noted that the reduction? in the CEPT and MFN rates have proceeded in parallel, 
so that the margin of preference for regional suppliers has remained relatively modest. 

37. According to the "Bogor Declaration", the Asia-Pacific Economic Cooperation (APEC) 
framework aims at "open" trade and investment regimes in the region (that is, whose benefits are 
available to all trading partners), by 2010 for industrialized eoinomies and no later than 2020 for 
developing economies. APEC is working in several directions to this end, based on the principle of 
voluntary participation - Individual Action Plans; the identification of sectors for early and voluntary 
liberalization (EVSL); and Collective Action Plans (CAPs) on measures of investment and trade 
facilitation. EVSLs for 15 product categories, comprising tariff elimination, reduction of non-tariff 
barriers, trade facilitation, and economic and technical cooperation, are on the APEC agenda. The 
first (non-tariff) action under an EVSL was approved in June 1998; it entails a framework to 
conclude mutual recognition agreements for conformity assessment of telecommunication equipment, 
which is expected to facilitate and expand trade flows of such equipment in the APEC region, 
currently estimated at US$45 billion annually. 

Africa 

38. During the past two decades, countries in Afiica have attached increasing importance to 
regional cooperation and integration initiatives to develop a viable internal -market and industrial base, 
thereby fostering investment in the region and lifting the isolation of land-locked economies. Such 
initiatives have been either entirely new or revitalized long-standing regional integration efforts. A 
new impetus to the development of regional integration bodies has also resulted from the trade 
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arrangements proposed by the EU for a successor to the Lome Convention, which envisages Regional 
Economic Partnership Agreements with groupings of ACP countries. 

39. Progress of the Southern African Customs Union (SACU), the oldest regional organization in 
Africa, was featured at the Trade Policy Reviews of SACU members, as a group (Botswana. Lesotho. 
Namibia, South Africa, and Swaziland). Under the SACU Treaty, members apply to imports into the 
Union the same duties and taxes set by South Africa. SACU is part of the wider grouping of the 
Southern African Development Community (SACU members plus Angola, the Democratic Republic 
of Congo, Malawi, Mauritius, Mozambique, Seychelles, Tanzania, Zambia, and Zimbabw'e), which 
intends to implement a free-trade area by 2000. The Common Market for Eastern and 
Southern Africa (COMESA), which stretche.s from Egypt to Swaziland, also hopes to establish a 
free-trade area by October 2000, 

40. Substantial progress towards regional integration has also been made within the West African 
Economic and Monetary Union (WAEMU), featured at the Trade Policy Reviews of Burkina Fa'^o. 
Mali, and Togo (other WAEMU members are Benin, Cote d'Ivoire, Guinea-Bissau, Niger, and 
Senegal). Building on long-standing lies between members of the CFA monetary zone, WAEMU 
established a monetary union in 1994, and intends to achieve a variety of other goals, including the 
convergence of fiscal policies, and a common market. 

41. The countries that are members of WAEMU are also members of ECOWAS, established in 
1975 as the general regional organization for the 17-country subregion of West Africa. One member 
of ECOWAS, Nigeria, was reviewed in 1998 and another member, Guinea, was reviewed in 1999. 
Although the two regional agreements overlap, ECOWAS members agree that, in the long term, it 
will be the only regional agreement in West Africa, fast liberalization under WAEMU will contribute 
to such an integration. With respect to developments in ECOWAS, the reviews of Nigeria and 
Guinea indicated delays in the implementation of the agreed tariff reduction commitments on 
intra-member trade, and in the establishment of a common external tariff, originally planned for 2000. 

THE Least-Developed Countries in The WTO 

42. The 48 least-developed countries as a whole are the poorest in the world, representing 12% of 
the world's population but less than half of one percent of world trade. Twenty-nine LDCs are WTO 
Members and six are applicants for accession. For many LDCs, domestic economic activity is 
focussed principally on subsistence agriculture, trade accounting for 9% to 16% of GDP compared 
with about 25% for developing countries as a group. This relatively low level of integration of LDCs 
suggests difficulty in achieving growth benefits through trade, a declared objective of LDCs and 
supported by all WTO Members. Following the Uruguay Round "Ministerial Decision on Measures 
in Favour of Least-Developed Countries", WTO Members agreed ai the Singapore Ministerial, in 
1996, on a Plan of Action and an integrated approach between the WTO and other concerned 
international institutions to provide the technical assistance necessary to meet the internal and external 
trade policy objectives of LDCs. 

43. There is a growing consensus among the least-developed countries that, irrespective of the 
underlying causes of each one's difficulties in achieving growth on the basis of outward-oriented 
policies, two basic dimensions must be addressed by LDCs and their trading partners. One is the 
removal of barriers to market access for LDC products, an essential condition for the trade growth and 
consequent development of LDCs. Tariff and non-tariff barriers vary considerably between 
destination markets; WTO Members therefore have an important rerte to play in this regard. 
However, the capacity of LDCs to effectively use the market-access opportunities available to them is 
also strongly affected by, and linked to, domestic supply-side and policy constraints. LDCs therefore 
recognize the significance of their own efforts to establish a supportive domestic environment. The 
role of the WTO Secretariat and other contented institutions is to support policy-makers in LDCs, 
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bring them into closer touch with the opportunities available for an outward -oriented growth strategy 
in the world economy, and enhance their participation in the multilateral trading system. Following 
the High Level Meeting on integrated Initiatives for Least-Developed Countries' Trade Development, 
held in October 1997. this role was given substance in the Integrated Framework linking the WTO 
with UNCTAD, ITC. IMF, the World Bank, and UNDP. 

44. The Plan of Action invited WTO Members to act, both on their own and collectively, to 
enhance market access for products of export interest to LDCs. Such actions could, for example, take 
the form of use, on an autonomous basis, of special provisions in the WTO Agreements for benefits to 
LDC suppliers; early implementation of trade liberalization commitments on products of export 
interest to LDCs; or measures of preferential access under GSP or GSTP programmes. To date, 
WTO Members have notified new measures of preferential access ~ Canada, Egypt, the European 
Communities, Mauritius, Switzerland, Turkey, and the United States - or liberal access conditions 
under existing programmes - Australia, Bulgaria, Canada, Hungary, Japan, and Norway. Preferences 
given by developing countries to LDCs are exempted from the raost-favoured-nation obligation until 
2009, under a waiver by the WTO General Council. The objective of binding zero-tariff access on 
products of export interest to LDCs is currently under consideration by WTO Members. 

45. To launch its participation in the Integrated Framework, the LDC first identifies, on the basis 
of a questionnaire, the elements of its trade policy, including difficulties of compliance with WTO 
agreements, major supply-side constraints on export-led growth; and related technical assistance 
needs. Technical assistance is provided to build or enhance human resources and institutional 
capacities, provide trade information and trade-related legal support, and improve supply capacities. 
As of mid-1999, such needs assessments and responses had been completed for 40 LDCs, including 
all 29 LDC Members of the WTO, applicants requesting membership, and LDCs considering making 
such a request. The next step is for each country to prepare a trade-related meeting to which it invites 
the development partners of its choice (including but not limited to the six agencies of the Integrated 
Framework) to endorse a multi-year programme of trade-related assistance, 

46. To enhance the value of the techmcal assistance available, a tighter connection could be 
established between the Integrated Framework and the Trade Policy Review exercise, which also 
involves an identification and economic evaluation of the trade and trade-related policies of the 
country under review. Out of the 29 LDCs that are currently WTO Members, trade policy reviews 
have so far covered ten LDCs (Bangladesh, Benin, Burkina Faso, Guinea, Lesotho, Mali, Uganda, 
Solomon Islands, Togo, and Zambia), and Tanzania is up for review in 2000. The Trade Policy 
Reviews conducted in the past year - Burkina Faso, Guinea, Mali, the Solomon Islands, and Togo - 
reveal the heavy reliance of LDCs on revenue collected at the border to finance government 
programmes. A high and variable structure of tariff and other trade taxes collected at the border 
creates an anti-export bias by protecting domestic industry behind tariff wails, draining the export- 
oriented sector of resources, and raising the cost of production based on imported inputs. This heavy 
reliance on revenue collected at the border, linked to delays or difficulties in establishing a broad 
domestic tax base, raises difficult policy issues in many countries; it may be invoked by LDCs as an 
obstacle to trade liberalization, even if the benefits of removing trade distortions are appreciated. 
LDCs could still secure gains by establishing a more uniform taiifi structure - bound in the WTO to 
reduce uncertainty - and eliminating specific tariffs to rely only on ad valorem rates. Tariff 
uniformity would also be desirable on the grounds of transparency and administrative simplicity. 

47. LDCs also stand to gain from implementing their customs policy in a transparent and 
predictable manner, administered efficiently by trained customs personnel.'^^urrenlly, most LDCs use 
the Brussels Definition of Value rather than the WTO Customs Valuation Agreement, whose 
implementation by a developing-country Member is to take effect, in principle, no later than five 
years after entry into force of the WTO Agreement for that Member. Although implementation may 
have a potentially adverse effect on revenues (due to the lower valuation that results from a tighter 
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definition of permitted deductions under the Agreement), such effects must be balanced against the 
enhanced transparency, predictability, and ease of administration of customs valuation. Most LDCs 
have identified, in their needs a.ssessments. impiementalion of the Agreement and the training of 
customs personnel to apply the new system. Most missions undertaken by the WTO to LDCs have 
addressed the issue of customs valuation, and the World Customs Organization is providing technical 
assistance on training personnel and examining selected problems of specific concern to developing 
countries. 

48. The responses to the questionnaire on supply-side constraints identify numerous obstacles to 
trade expansion. Some are inherent '-16 LDCs are landlocked and transport -related costs of trade are 
significant. Others are subject to change, including high costs of inputs (finance, imported products, 
energy, transportation charges), a poor quality infrastructure, and gaps in trade information. Judging 
from the Trade Policy Reviews of LDCs conducted in the past year, significant obstacles to an 
outward-oriented growth path include, in addition to high and variable tariff and taxes assessed at the 
border, impediments to investment such as the lack of infrastructure, and relatively high costs for key 
basic services, notably energy, finance, transportation, and telecommunications. Private sector 
participation could improve efficiency and reduce the prices of these services, which are essential 
inputs for other sectors of the economy. Poor infrastructure and relatively expensive basic services 
tend to impair export competitiveness and deter foreign investment, thereby hampering development 
and growth. While some of the LDCs reviewed do offer tax and non-tax incentives in an effort to 
attract foreign investment, there are strong grounds for doubting the effectiveness of such measures, 
based on evidence from other economies. 

49. Many LDCs also identify very limited access to information on export development 
opportunities as an obstacle. Such information is costly for small and medium-sized enterprises to 
acquire individually, and its collection and dissemination by a government agency therefore provides 
positive externalities. This need can be met by establishing a "trade point" to enable companies to 
access such information and to provide supporting services for enterprises to take advantage of 
opportunities. The ITC and UNCTAD have available a trade database on CD-ROM (TRAINS), the 
UNDP has experience in export development programmes in LDCs, and the World Bank can provide 
assistance to identify bottlenecks to trade financing. Building on such information, specific projects 
may be developed by the private sector on the basis of market evaluation studies. 

50. In addition, unlike other WTO Members, including most developing countries, few LDCs 
have the human and financial resources to adequately participate in WTO activities. Access to 
information is therefore a vital element in reducing the distance between Geneva, where the WTO's 
activities take place, and the capitals of LDCs. Advances in communications technology have 
permitted the WTO to provide better communication and information links to LDCs. In response to 
requests received through the Integrated Framework, the WTO Secretariat has begun a programme to 
install computers and Internet links in the trade or commerce ministries of all LDCs. By mid-June 
1999, thirty-eight least-developed countries had received Reference Centres (all 29 LDC Members 
plus nine Observers). The Secretariat has also brought trade policy officials to Geneva to participate 
in training sessions on trade negotiations. These new information linkages between the WTO and 
LDCs, as well as training, are especially important in the context of the WTO work programme to be 
discussed at the forthcoming Seattle Ministerial. 

51. A "Geneva week" of briefings on WTO activities was scheduled for early November 1999 for 

those developing countries, especially LDCs, Members and Observers that do not currently have 
permanent representatives in Geneva. ^ 
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in. WTO ACTIVITIES 

52. The main focus of WTO activities in 1999 concerned preparations for the 3^^* Ministerial 
Conference, in Seattle, the appointment of a new WTO Director-General, and di.spuie settlement. The 
WTO also organized a number of symposia and seminars, including the high-level symposia on trade 
and environment, trade and development, and information technology, and seminars on trade and 
competition policy, trade facilitation, and regional trade agreements. 

53. Details of WTO activities are spelled out in Chapter V of the Annual Report and 
complemented by the various Council and Committee reports to the WTO General Council. This 
section, therefore, focuses on the most prominent activities of the WTO during 1999. 

54. One of the General Council's main priorities was the preparation for the 1999 Ministerial 
Conference. In September 1998, the Genera] Council conducted a Special Session in pursuance of the 
1998 Ministerial Declaration's requirement that a process be established under the direction of the 
General Council to ensure full and faithful implementation of the existing agreements, and to prepare 
for the 3^ Session of the Ministerial Conference. It agreed on a schedule of both formal and informal 
meetings of the General Council. By August 1999, more than 135 different proposals had been 
circulated to WTO Members. Proposals concerned the following subject areas: implementation of 
individual WTO agreements, mandated negotiations, future work already provided for in existing 
agreements, the programme of work initiated in Singapore in 1996, proposals relating to follow-up 
work on issues raised at the High-Level Meeting for LDCs in 1997, and proposals relating to other 
subjects of interest to WTO Member governments. Members began the third and final phase of their 
preparations for the Ministerial in early September and held additional informal and forma) sessions 
in October and early November. 

55. The General Council also considered several matters relating to the question of improving 
transparency in WTO work. Among these were a review of the procedures for the circulation and 
derestriction of WTO documents, and the granting of observer status to inlemalional 
intergovernmental organizations. Supplementary guidelines agreed in July 1999 should facilitate 
decisions on the granting of observer status, and thus contribute to improving transparency in the 
organization's work. In June 1999 it agreed on procedures for the attendance of non-govemmental 
organizations at the 1999 Ministerial Conference. 

56. The Kyrgyz Republic and Latvia acceded to the WTO in 1999. The General Council also 
adopted the accession protocols for Estonia and Georgia, which are expected to become Members of 
the WTO upon completion of their internal ratification procedures. The desire to join the WTO as 
soon as possible has received wide support from WTO Members who are committed to accelerating 
the accession process to the maximum extent possible on the basis of meaningful market-access 
commitments and the acceptance of the rules and disciplines of the WTO system. In July 1999, the 
General Council agreed that acceding governments be invited to attend, as observers, the preparatory 
meetings for the 1999 Ministerial Conference. 

57. Between 1 August 1998 and 31 July 1999, the Dispute Settlement Body (DSB) received 
39 notifications of formal requests for consultations under the Dispute Settlement Understanding 
(DSU). During this period, the DSB established panels to deal with 17 new matters and received 
requests to establish a panel in three other cases. It adopted Appellate Body and/or panel reports in 
eight cases. The DSB also received two notifications of mutually agreed solutions (settlements). In 
1999, the DSB agreed for the first time to allow a WTO Member to take retaliatory measures against 
another Member because of the latter's failure to implement Panel and Appellate Body 
recommendations concerning import measures for trade in bananas. Later in the year, the DSB 
allowed two Members to take retaliatory measures against another over trade in hormone-treated meat 
products. 
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58. A review of the Dispute Settlement Understanding by the DSB began in early 1998, The 
Ministerial Conference was to complete a full review of the dispute settlement rules and procedures 
under the WTO within four years after the entry into force of the Agreement Establishing the WTO. 
The main issues under discussion were; a proposal to clarify the procedures for deciding whether 
there has been compliance with a panel/ Appel late Body ruling and for authorizing retaliatory 
measures if there has not been compliance; a proposal to extend the rights of Members who are third- 
parties to a dispute; a proposal to increase the transparency of the dispute settlement system; and 
several technical amendments to the DSU. 

59. As part of its follow-up to the 1998 Ministerial Declaration, the General Council established 
in September 1998 a comprehensive work programme to examine all trade-related issues relating to 
global electronic commerce, and discussed the issue of electronic commerce throughout 1999 at each 
of its regular meetings. The Work Programme on Electronic Commerce called on the Council for 
Trade in Services, the Council for TRIPS, the Council for Trade in Goods, and the Committee on 
Trade and Development to examine and report on issues related to their field of work arising in 
connection with electronic commerce. Each body sent a progress report to the General Council in 
July 1999. 

60. On 14 December 1998, the Council for Trade in Services adopted the Disciplines on 
Domestic Regulation in the Accountancy Sector^ which have been developed by the Working Party on 
Professional Services. The disciplines are to be applicable to all WTO Members who have scheduled 
specific commitments for accountancy under the GATS. This is the first step in the development of 
GATS disciplines on the domestic regulation of services. The Council for Trade in Services has also 
started sectoral discussions focusing on the manner in which different services are traded and 
regulated with a view to identifying negotiating issues and priorities. So far, the exercise has covered 
postal and courier services, audiovisual services, construction and engineering services, distribution 
services, legal services, architecture and engineering services, computer and related services, 
environmental services and advertising services. 

61. In the Committee on Trade in Fiifancial Services, the 52 governments that participated in the 
negotiations agreed to implement the results of the financial services agreement as of 1 March 1999. 
They also agreed to extend, until 15 June 1999, the deadline for accepting the protocol in order to 
allow another 18 governments more time to complete their domestic ratification procedures. 

62. The WTO organized a number of symposia and seminars in 1999, A High Level Symposium 
on Trade and Environment was held on 15-16 March 1999, The symposium considered: linkages 
between trade and environment policies; synergies between trade liberalization and environmental 
protection, sustained economic growth and sustainable development; and interaction between trade 
and environment communities. The issue of trade and environment was also covered in a WTO 
Secretariat's Special Study, published in early October 1999, which argued that trade liberalization 
reinforced the need for environmental cooperation at the national and international levels. 

63. A High Level Symposium on Trade and Development, held on 17-18 March 1999, 
considered: the linkages between trade and development policies; trade and development prospects 
of developing countries; and further integration of developing countries, including the 
least-developed countries (LDCs), into the multilateral trading system. 

64. A Symposium on Information Technology was held in July 1999 to provide an interface 
between IT industry representatives and trade policy officials. Other aims of the symposium were to 
share information about the dynamism of IT and its future, to explain the role of IT in promoting 
economic growth and development, and to highlight the value of the application of IT. Issues related 
to Trade and Competition Policy were also discussed at a symposium organized in April 1999 by the 
WTO Secretariat in cooperation with UNCTAD and the World Bank. 
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65, In March'April 1999, the WTO and the World Bank sponsored an on-line forum on 
regionalism. The two institutions placed a number of papers on a joint website created for the forum, 
and answered questions about regional trade agreements. On 30 June 1999, under the coherence 
mandate, the WTO held a Seminar on Regional Trade Agreements with the panicipation of staff of 
the World Bank and the IMF. Two other seminars were organized in cooperation with the World 
Bank and the IMF in September and October. These seminars were part of the "coherence" agenda 
and comprised: "Developing Countries' Interests in a Millennium Round" and "Agriculture and the 
New Trade Agenda from a Development Perspective: Interests and Options in the Next WTO 

Negotiations." A one-day seminar on "Special and Differential Treatment in the WTO" was held on 
23 October 1999.

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Seattle WTO: 


On October 13, in a speech to the Democratic Leadership Council. President Clinton outlined his aaenda 
for the new round of World Trade Organization negotiations set to begin in Seattle. Washington on \o\'ember 
30th. The President noted that we have participated m eight such rounds over the past 50 years — and that during 
that penod the w'orld has expenenced the most rapid, sustained penod of economic growth ever recorded. The 
President's agenda reflects his desire to make Seattle “a new type of round for a new century; a round that is about 
jobs and development." Working with the other nations of the WTO, the President wants the Seattle Round to be 
about expanding prosperity and improving the quality oflife and work here at home and around the globe. This 
Round should ensure that the global trading system honors our values and meets our goals for the 21st Century. 

1 . EXPANDING OPPORTUNITIES FOR AMERICAN AGRICULTURE: 

American farmers, ranchers and agricuitura! producers have always been the most productive and innovative in the 
world. Today, America is the largest exporter of agricultural products in the world and those exports support 
750,000 American jobs that pay higher than average wages. In Seattle, the United States will push to make sure 
agriculture is traded as fairly as other sectors of the global economy, which is long overdue and will mean new 
opportunities for American farmers. 

Working To Eliminate Export Subsidies : The European Union spends 50% of its overall budget on agricultural 
supports that distort ti^de. This includes $7 billion in export subsidies to support the 2 % of its population involved 
in agriculture, accounting for 85% of all export subsidies in the world. These subsidies put Amencan fanners, 
ranchers, and producers at a disadvantage. In September, the U.S. helped forge an agreement among APEC 
nations in Auckland, New Zealand to make elimination of export subsidies an “important objective’’ for the Seattle 
Round. 

Reducing Tariffs : Since 1948, major industrial nation’s tariffs on manufactured goods have dropped 90% to an 
average of just 4% today. Agricultural tanffs, however, remain too high, with bound rates averaging 50% around 
the world - five times higher than U.S. agriculture tariffs. This disparity puts American producers at a 
disadvantage. The U.S. will work to even the playing field around the world. 

Ensuring Market Access For Ag-Biotechnology : America leads the world in agricultural products developed 
with biotechnology. These products hold great promise and will unlock benefits for consumers, producers and the 
en vironment at home and around the world. We are committed to ensuring the safety of our food and environment 
through strong and transparent science-based domestic regulatory systems. In Seattle, we will continue to insist 
that market access for agricultural biotechnology products be based on sound science. 

Reducing Trade-Distorting Domestic Supports : Currently, too many farmers around the world are paid to 
produce products whether or not the market needs them. This causes excess production and depresses international 
prices for agricultural products. Even after Uruguay Round commitments are fully implemented, the EU will be 
allowed to provide more than four times as much in domestic supports as the United States. This would distort 
world trade and undermine the competitiveness of American agricultural producers. 


1. EXPANDING OPPORTUNITIES FOR AMERICAN Goods And Services: 

Manufacturing : Manufactured goods are the centerpiece of America’s exports. Since 1992, U.S. industrial 
production has increased by more than a third, the fastest of any major industrial nation. After losing over 2 
million manufacturing jobs between 1981 and 1992, the American economy has gained over 240,000 new 
man ufactunng jobs since 1993 - even after taking into account the difficult job losses associated with declining 
U.S. exports resulting from the recent Asian financial crisis. Manufactured exports have grown 61% since 1992 
and one in every five factory jobs is due to exports. These jobs pay about 15% more on average than non-export 



related jobs, 


In Seattle, the United States \\ill push to open more opportunities for American manufacturers to sell their goods to 
the 96% of consumers, who live outside the US. Specifically, the Administration will fight to further reduce trade 
bamers : eliminate or sharply reduce tariffs , which remain 15-25% or more m key markets; and simplify customs 
procedures , to make them less costly for the 95% of .American manufacturers who are small or medium-sized 
firms. 

Services : The United States is the largest exporter of services m the world. The U.S. export of ser\ ices increased 
47% between 1992 and 1998, accounting for S264 billion in 1998 alone. And service exports support almost 4 
million American service and manufacturing jobs. Services now play a large role in international commerce, 
accounting for nearly 20% of world trade or about $1.3 trillion in 1998. In Seattle, the United States will pursue an 
agenda to increase opportunities for U.S. service providers by: seeking commitments for more openness in key 
sectors , like finance, telecommunications and construction; ensuring growth for new services , like telemedicine, 
satellite entertainment and on-line instruction; and preventing discrimination against particular modes of delivering 
services , including electronic commerce. 

Immediate Tariff Cuts ; The U.S. will seek “immediate access” through an accelerated tariff liberalization 
agreement which would phase out tariffs in eight key areas -- chemicals, energy products, environmental products, 
fish, forest products, jewelry, medical and scientific equipment, and toys - on a provisional basis pending 
completion of a broader Round. These account for $198 billion of U.S. exports and support 2.2 million American 
jobs. Dropping these tariffs as part of an early down payment on a broader 3 -year market access negotiation would 
create new opportunities for growth in these industries. 

Transparency In Government Procurement : The U.S., together with South Korea and Hungary, has proposed a 
worldwide agreement on transparency in government procurement to promote good government practices. The 
agreement would encourage competitive bidding, publishing of contracts and other practices to increase 
transparency. These procedures reduce the potential for bribery, corruption and insider deals and reduce 
unnecessary costs. Some nations have reported savings of 40-50 percent by implementing these practices. 

Adoption of this proposal would provide all nations with more opportunity to sell their goods and services in the 
$3.1 trillion worldwide government procurement market. 

1, ENSURING CONTINUED FREEDOM IN THE New INDUSTRIES OF THE FUTURE: 

E-Commerce : The Internet and electronic commerce are central to continued economic growth and prosperity in 
the United States and around the world. In the U.S., electronic commerce totaled just over $50 billion in 1998, and 
it is projected to reach $1.4 trillion by 2003. By 2006, almost half of the U.S. workforce will be employed by or 
intensive users of information technology services and products. Worldwide, the number of people using the 
Internet has grown from 3 million in 1995 to 200 million users today, and may reach nearly 1 billion by 2005. The 
U.S. has an aggressive agenda to ensure that the Internet continues to be an engine of economic prosperity in the 
U.S. and around the world. Specifically, the U.S. is seeking to: extend the 1998 U.S. led moratorium on customs 
duties on electronic transmissions ; ensure that WTO members take no action to inhibit the growth of e-commerce ; 
and ensure that developing countries benefit from the expansion of e-commerce . 

ITA-2 : In 1997, the WTO adopted the Information Technology Agreement (ITA) which eliminated duties on $600 
billion worth of technology products including computers, telecommunications equipment and other technology 
goods. In Seattle, the United States goal is to adopt “n'A-2** - an agreement to make additional information 
technology products tariff free. 


1. Putting A Human Face On The Global Economy: 

President Clinton has worked to “put a human face” on the world economy. In a major address on trade in June 



1999. the President defined that^PR as "giving working people evervT^'here iPPke m its success, equipping them 
all to reap its rewards, providing for their families the basic conditions of a just society'." In Seattle, the United 
States will pursue a specific agenda to broaden participation m the benefits of trade among and within nations. 
Labor : The United States proposes the creation of a WTO Working Group on Trade and Labor dunng the Seattle 
Round. In December 1996. WTO members renewed their commitment to the ‘observance of intemaiionaily 
recognized core labor standards.” The U.S. Working Group proposal would create a mechanism within the WTO 
to meet this commitment foster dialogue and research on six labor issues that bear upon the extent to which 
expanded trade promotes broad gains in living standards and economic development. In addition, the U.S. supports 
a strengthening of the International Labor Organization (ILO) . The ILO has made considerable progress in recent 
years. In 1998, it issued a declaration establishing core labor standards as universal pnnciples of human rights. 

And in 1999, the ILO passed a convention banning the worst forms of child labor. TTie U.S. proposal would build 
on these successes by granting the ILO observer status at the WTO , similar to that enjoyed by the World Bank, 

IMF and the UN Conference on Trade and Development. 

Environment : President Clinton has committed to ensure that “spirited economic competition among nations 
never becomes a race to the bottom in environmental protection.” The United States will pursue an agenda in 
Seattle to: conduct a US environmental review on the consequences of the Round; proposing that the WTO’s Trade 
and Environment Committee help identify environmental implications as the Round proceeds ; pursuing “win-win” 
opportunities that provide both more open markets and the promise of yielding environmental benefits, such as 
elimination of tariffs on environmental goods and elimination of fishery subsidies that contribute to over-fishing; 
insisting that the WTO continue to recognize the right of members to take measures to meet environmental 
standards higher than those required by international standards ; and strengthening the cooperation between the 
WTO and international environmental organizations like the UN Environmental Program. In addition, the 
President recently signed an Executive Order to require environmental reviews of major trade agreements with 
significant forseeable environmental implications. 

WTO Reform and Peveloping Country Institution Building : The United States will also pursue an agenda to 
make the WTO itself more open and accessible - reflecting core democratic values. Specifically, the U.S. has 
proposed opening the WTO’s dispute resolution procedures to the public , allowing non-governmental organizations 
(NGQs) to file amicus curiae briefs in cases involving the environment , and creating institutional structures to 
increase consultation with NGOs. In addition, the U,S?is proposing measures to help developing nations by 
providing technical assistance on implementing trade policy and strengthening institutions in developing countries 
responsible for trade, labor, environment and other policies that influence the gains to living standards from trade . 


5. EXPANDING THE COMMUNITY OF NATIONS THAT BENEFIT FROM AND PLAY BY THE 
RULES OF THE TRADING SYSTEM: 

In the 20^ Century, Americans have fought around the world to protect and advance the core values of democracy. 
At the dawn of a new century, we have a unique opportunity to bring more countries into the family of democratic 
nations and the mles-bascd trading system. 

Bringing More Nations Into The Open Trading System : Thirty-three economies, most of which are 
transitioning to market-based systems, have applied for WTO membership. Overall, these thirty-three economies, 
including China, represent 1.6 billion people and nearly of the world’s GDP — a tremendous potential market 

for American goods. In order to gain membership in the WTO, these nations must; open their markets by reducing 
tariff and non-tariff barriers; pass and enforce laws on intellectual property rights; create transparent and fair 
services laws; and apply customs and other regulations uniformly. The U.S. is committed to helping these nations 
join the WTO and benefit from the world economy, and in turn become markets for .^erican goods and services. 

Ensuring That Peveloping Countries Fully Benefit From The Open Trading System : The United States is 
committed to ensuring that the Seattle Round lifts living standards and promotes opportunity in the developing 
world, in particular the least developed nations. Countries that have opened their economies to the world have 
created opportunity, growth and hope for their people. The U.S. will work to give the least developed countries 












greater access to global markets, President has called on the U.S. Congre^pt act by passing the African 
Opportunity and Grow-ih Act; expanding the Canbbean Basin Inmatn'e; and renewing our dur>'-tree GSP program. 
•And [he US commits to work with other nations to offer technical assistance to help nations implement trade 
reforms - and develop, the Internet and telecommunications capacity to enter the 2U‘ century economy. As a result, 
citizens of those nations will benefit more fully from the world economy, there will be more markets for .Amencan 
goods and services, and there will be more peace and stabilit>' in the world. 








TOWARD SEATTLE: THE NEXT ROUND 
AND AMERICA’S STAKE IN THE TRADING SYSTEM 


Ambassador Charlene Barshefsky 
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Good afternoon, and thank you all for coming. 

When I last visited the Council on Foreign Relations, we had just begun preparation for 
the WTO’s Ministerial Conference in Seattle, and the new Round of trade negotiations it will 
launch. Last Wednesday, the President set out our vision of what the Round can create: a world 
economy more prosperous, open, and more equitable than today’s. And today, with the 
Ministerial six weeks away, I would like to discuss with you the specific objectives we have set 
to achieve this vision. ' 


AMERICAN TRADE PRINCIPLES 

Let me begin, however, with some general thoughts about American trade policy and the 
principles beneath it. 

For fifty years, Americans have advanced a specific and clear vision of trade policy. In 
his speech last week, the President recalled a wartime address given by Franklin Roosevelt, 
looking ahead to the task of reconstruction: 

"A basic essential to peace, permanent peace, is a decent standard of living for all 
individual men and women and children in all nations. Freedom from fear is eternally 
linked with freedom from want. [And] it has been shown time and time again that if the 
standard of living in any country goes up, so does its purchasing power -- and that such a 
rise encourages a better standard of living in neighboring countries with whom it trades.” 

Ever since then, the United States has led in the creation of a more open, fair and free 
world economy. And we have done so, under ten Administrations of both parties and twenty-six 
different Congresses, for clear, straightforward reasons that reflect our own national economic 
interests; our support for the advance of peace, freedom and the rule of law; and the interest we 
share with all our trading partners in creating a more prosperous world for each succeeding 
generation. 

Open markets and freer trade are good for Americans and good for our trading partners 
overseas in economic terms. With freer trade, producers can sell to wider markets; consumers 




development and rates of investment. The U.S, has been rated by impartial observers as 
the world’s most competitive economy for the past five years. 

And our families have enjoyed higher living standards, with average wages reversing a 
twenty-year decline and grown by 6.0% in real terms; record rates of home ownership; 
and unprecedented growth of family assets, investment in mutual funds, and other 
measures of financial well-being. 

At the same time, our observation of the world beyond our borders offers equally stark 
lessons. Those countries which open their economies to the world, and to their neighbors 
through regional integration - Western Europe, then Southeast Asia, Latin America and Central 
Europe - see living standards rise and political tensions diminish. Those which have done less 
see poverty persist and political instabilities at times intensify. Those which rejected open 
markets and freer trade completely - North Korea, the former Soviet Union, Ne Win’s Burma, 
Maoist China - encountered disaster. 

The counsel of logic, and the lessons of experience, are clear. To turn our back on open 
trade would be to accept a lower standard of living, loss of export opportunities, reduced rates of 
investment in plants and hiring, and ultimately a loss of national strength and influence 
worldwide. To accept an open economy for ourselves, and to promote freer trade worldwide, is 
to set high standards for ourselves; to open new possibilities for our working people and 
industries; to reduce the cost of the essentials of life for the poor; and to accept our responsibility 
for world leadership. 


DEVELOPMENT OF THE TRADING SYSTEM 

•* 

That is a responsibility we took up fifty years ago and have borne ever since. The WTO, 
of course, is a new creation, founded in 1995. But the system it represents is much older, dating 
back to 1948, when 23 nations - the United States, the European Allies, some of our partners in 
Latin America and Asia - joined to form the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade, or GATT. 

They did this, most immediately, to revive the western economies after the war. But their 
decisions took place in the light of the experience of the 1920s and 1930s, when cycles of 
protection and retaliation helped create the unemployment and social tension which contributed 
so much our own Depression and to the international political upheavals of the era. And the 
challenge they took up, in essence, W£^ the rebuilding of the relatively open trading world which 
had existed before the First World War ~ described so well by John Maynard Keynes in his 
Economic Consequences of the Peace: 

"What an extraordinary episode in the progress of man was that which came to an end in 
August, 1914, The inhabitant of London could order by telephone the various products 
of the whole earth, and reasonably expect their early delivery upon his doorstep; he could 
at the same moment adventure his wealth in the natural resources and new enterprises of 
any quarter of the world ... and most important of all, he regarded this state of affairs as 
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American farms and steel mills. And yet the respect most WTO members showed for their 
commitments helped guarantee affected countries the markets essential for their recovery; 
shielded our own farmers and manufacturing exporters, and helped avert the political tensions 
that can arise when economic crisis leads to trade conflicts. The contrast to the experience of the 
1930s could not be more clear; and if the postwar founders of the system were here to see it, they 
could be forgiven for showing some pride in the work they began, 

END OF THE COLD WAR 

The question, of course, is whether these accomplishments are enough; and we believe 
they are not. 

First of all, the work begun in 1948 — the completion of an open trading system whose 
principles are accepted by all major economies - is not yet done. We face, in fact, a challenge 
with truly profound implications: our trade policy response to the end of the Cold War. 

The largest group of nations now remaining outside the WTO are the transition 
economies: China, Russia, Vietnam, Ukraine and other former Soviet republics, the Baltic 
States, and the reforming nations of the Balkans. These nations, together with applicants from 
the Middle East and several developing regions, make up over 1.6 billion people, and a sixth of 
the world economy. 

Their entry - on the commercially meaningful grounds, addressing agriculture, services, 
industrial goods and rules, that yield the system's full benefits for them and for their trading 
partners - is essential. It will strengthen the WTO; support economic reform and sustainable 
growth in the transition economies; create'^ew opportunities for Americans; and most important, 
strengthen peace by giving these nations greater interests in stability and prosperity beyond their 
borders. It is a task of immense technical difriculty and political complexity; but it is one of vast 
importance, comparable to the response of the trading system to decolonization in the 1950s and 
1960s; or to the reintegration of Japan and Germany after the war. 

And while this task is complex, it is also achievable - and that is clear because it is 
already well underway. Since its creation in 1995 the WTO has admitted five transition 
economies: Slovenia, Bulgaria, Mongolia, Kyrgyzstan and Latvia. Estonia's negotiations are 
complete, awaiting only deposit of the parliamentary ratification in Geneva. We have completed 
bilateral negotiations with Croatia, Georgia and Albania and made significant progress with 
Armenia, Lithuania and Moldova. Their governments - some in the Balkans and the Caucasus 
operating under the most difficult of circumstances ~ deserve great credit for their progress so 
far, as do Oman and Jordan in the Middle East. Those with which we have completed 
negotiations have made commitments in general of very high quality. This is immensely 
important for their future economic prospects. 

We have also held fruitful discussions with Russia and Ukraine^'as well as Saudi Arabia. 
And we have made significant progress with the largest transition economy - the People’s 
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developed countries. 

Take up the opening of sectors such as agriculture and services, where the work has only 
begun, in addition to our work on industrial goods and non-tariff barriers. 

Meet the challenge of the new industries and methods of trade created every day by the 
scientific and technological revolution. 

Advance our work to protect the world environment, fight hunger and promote 
internationally recognized core labor standards. 

And reform the WTO itself to make it more open, accessible and responsive to the public. 
In the time that remains, let me review our agenda on each of these points. 

INTEGRATING THE LEAST DEVELOPED 

First, we have a responsibility to ensure that the trading system does as much as it should 
for the least-developed nations - those countries in Africa, Asia, Latin America and the Middle 
East most deeply afflicted by poverty, hunger and isolation from the world economy. 

Our Administration has taken up this challenge in areas well beyond trade. For example, 
in many least developed countries, the financial burden posed by debt has made growth very 
difficult. This was the chief concern many African governments raised with us at the first-ever 
US-Africa Ministerial this spring. And thus President Clinton has challenged our Congress and 
the world to forgive 100% of this debt wheft relief will help finance basic human needs. 

Trade policy also has a role to play. These nations need access to markets, especially in 
areas of comparative advantage. At times they need technical assistance to implement the market 
access commitments through which they attract investment and gain exposure to modem 
technologies. And we have developed a response: 

We will enhance our market access programs, beginning with my expansion of the duty- 
free GSP program, and going on to more ambitious legislative proposals like the African 
Growth and Opportunity Act and expansion of the Caribbean Basin Initiative. We will 
also enhance market access fiirther through special tariff commitments in the new Round; 
and we will ask our trading partners, including both the developed economies and the 
more advanced developing nations to do their part. 

Together with Bangladesh, Lesotho, Nigeria, Senegal and Zambia, we have introduced a 
proposal to improve and expand the WTO’s technical assistance programs. At the same 
time, we are continuing our own efforts to build capacity for the least developed countries 
in telecommunications, Internet capability, and other modern technologies in Africa, 

Latin America and elsewhere. 



we can address some of the weak regulatory practices in law and finance which helped to 
spark the financial crisis. Advance freedom of information by ensuring access to new 
telecommunications technologies. Raise the quality of life by giving countries greater 
access to environmental services as well as goods, and helping the world’s most advanced 
hospitals and universities offer health care and education on-line as the information 
infrastructure improves. 

We will meet the challenge by working to liberalize a broad range of sectors - 
distribution, telecommunications, finance, audiovisual, environmental services, the 
professions, construction and others. We will work to ensure that GATS rules anticipate 
development of new technologies, which are already creating new services such as 
telemedicine and satellite delivery of entertainment to the home. We will seek to prevent 
discrimination against specific modes of delivering services, and work to develop 
"horizontal" methods of liberalizing services, such as disciplines to ensure transparency 
and good governance in regulations across a broad range of services sectors. 

Industrial Goods - And we will pursue broad negotiations on industrial goods, which 
create opportunities for growth and employment in developing and industrial economies, 
improve price and choice for consumers, and create the economies of scale that support 
research, development and technological progress. 

Here we will build upon the Accelerated Tariff Liberalization proposal begun in APEC - 
eliminating or harmonizing tariffs in eight industrial sectors, from environmental 
technologies and scientific instruments to chemicals, wood products and gems and 
jewelry - to reduce existing tariff disparities and bind tariff schedules for all WTO 
members. As the most recent APEC meeting noted, this would be concluded on a 
provisional basis, with final binding as part of the single package making up the Round’s 
market access negotiations. We will then work to lower a broad range of tariff levels, as 
well as develop new sectoral agreements; increase participation in existing agreements, 
including zero-for-zero tariffs and tariff harmonization; and address non-tariff barriers 
and other measures affecting market access. 

Finally, of course, as important as the negotiating goals is a timetable that will conclude 
them rapidly. Most WTO members now agree with us that the Round should be completed 
within three years. We are now working with other WTO Members to draft a Ministerial 
Declaration which will ensure that substantive talks begin immediately, with formal proposals 
tabled by mid-2000 and further benchmarks for progress as well, perhaps including a mid-term 
Ministerial review. 


2. Building The 21st-Century Economy 

Second, we will ensure that the WTO responds fiilly and rapidly to the revolutionary 
scientific advances transforming every field from communications to agriculture to trade itself. 



best means of adjustment to heightened competition. 


We will strengthen the WTO’s trade facilitation functions, with a special focus on global 
customs reform. This is especially important for small and medium-sized businesses, 
which have the most difficulty dealing with unnecessary red tape. 

Expanding and improving the WTO’s capacity-building function, as I noted earlier, with 
a special focus on the least developed countries. 

And we will work for greater transparency throughout the system -- because the WTO, 
like domestic institutions, must be transparent and responsive to win public support. 

Here we seek practical goals: ensuring rapid release of documents, enhancing the input of 
citizens and citizen groups; providing the opportunity to file amicus briefs in dispute 
proceedings, and opening dispute settlement proceedings to public observers. In the 
interim, we have a standing offer to open any proceedings to which we are a party, if our 
partner in the dispute agrees. 

4. Achievements at Seattle 

Finally, as the Ministerial approaches, we are working toward conclusion of some 
specific near-term achievements that offer concrete benefits in their own right, and help us both 
set precedents and build momentum for the Round. One especially important example is the 
conclusion of an agreement on transparency in government procurement, which will both create 
new opportunities in a $3.1 trillion world market, and promote the basic principle of honest and 
transparent government. Others include the duty-free cyberspace initiative I mentioned earlier, 
along with work toward consensus on the Accelerated Tariff Liberalization initiative and an 
"ITA II," adding new high-tech products to those already covered by the WTO’s existing ITA. 

CONCLUSION: THE MINISTERIAL AND THE YEARS AHEAD 
Altogether, this is a remarkable opportunity. 

At home, the Ministerial Conference and the Round to follow will help us create a more 
prosperous, dynamic American economy; and it will give Americans more power to shape their 
lives, and offer their children better prospects still, than ever before. 

Abroad, they will open markets, strengthen the rule of law, and create growth opportunity 
for our trading partners. 

And worldwide - as President Clinton said last week - they will help us strengthen the ties 
of "shared commitments to peace and reconciliation." 

We have led the world for fifty years toward this goal. And we-^ould be very proud that 
today and steadfast to the underlying principles and trade policy philosophy that have brought us 
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Draft Declaration To Be Provided 

Because consultations among WTO delegations in Geneva are ongoing, draft text of the Seattle 
Ministerial Declaration is not currently available. 

A copy of the draft Declaration will be made available to accredited U.S. Delegates as soon as 
possible. 




INFORMATION ON WTO ACCESSIONS 


The United States supports WTO accession for all applicants prepared to adopt WTO 
provisions in their trade regime and to make commercially viable market access 
commitments in goods and services that establishes good access for the exports of other 
WTO members. 

The accession process offers an excellent opportunity to help reforming economies adopt 
the policies they know they need in the context of achieving membership in the WTO 
system. It also offers the opportunity for the United States to expand market access 
opportunities for its exports and to address outstanding bilateral trade issues in a 
multilateral context. 

Legislative implementation of the WTO Agreements by the applicant provides a proven 
framework of rules that encourage international trade as an engine of growth and that will 
protect an applicant’s exports to other markets. WTO membership will also help the 
applicant develop its trade relations with other members on the basis of mutual advantage 
under agreed rules. 

The WTO accession process is based on Article XII of Marrakesh Agreement, which 
provides that "any state or separate customs territory possessing full autonomy in the 
conduct of its external commercial relations and of the other matters provided for in this 
Agreement and the Multilateral Trade Agreements may accede to this Agreement, on terms 
to be agreed between it and the WTO ...". 

Upon receiving a letter from an applicant to initiate negotiations, the General Council 
establishes a Working Party (WP) to conduct the negotiations and to develop the terms of 
the applicant’s accession to the WTO. There are also bilateral negotiations on market 
access. 

The applicant submits a "Memorandum on Foreign Trade Regime," which describes the 
existing economic situation and trade policies. Working Party members then review this 
Foreign Trade Memorandum and submit questions about it The Working Party meets to 
review information provided by the applicant, and to discuss the applicant’s trade regime, 
to identify measures in place that do not conform to WTO rules and suggest areas where 
new legislation is necessary to implement WTO Agreements. 

The objective of the Working Party is to develop the terms of accession and report back to 
the General Council. The terms of accession developed are contained in an accession 
"protocol package" consisting of (a) a Working Party report and Protocol of Accession that 
describe the WP discussion and detail the applicant’s substantive commitments to 
implement WTO provisions; (b) specific commitments on market access for imported 
goods; (c) specific commitments on market access for foreign service suppliers; and (d) 
specific commitments on the use of agricultural supports and subsidies.

OVERALL MESSAGE : 

President Clinton called for, and is going to Seattle to launch, a new round of international 
trade negotiations through the World Trade Organization. In Seattle, the agenda for the Round 
will be determined. The Round itself will then take three or more years to complete. The 
President’s goal is to have the WTO agenda - and the following Round — address US 
priorities . 

The President’s agenda for Seattle is a roadmap for strengthening our eeonomy and 
insuring that the global economy reflects our values and meets the challenges of a new 
centur>' . 


MESSAGE POINTS: 



50 Years of Expanding Economic Opportunity : Over the past 50 years, the US has 
participated in eight separate rounds of international trade negotiations. During that period, the 
world has experienced the most rapid, sustained period of economic growth ever recorded. 

Making A Strong American Economy Even Stronger : The American economy today is 
stronger than it has been in a generation. The President called for the launch of a new round in 
Seattle to make a strong American economy even stronger -- by creating more opportunities for 
Americans to sell to the 96 percent of the world's consumers who live outside the VS.

The Seattle WTO Ministerial: 

Questions And Answers On Labor^ Human Rights And Development 


Q. What exactly is the WTO and what are its powers? 


A. - TTie World Trade Organization is an association of 1 3 5 countries and other 

members (e.g Hong Kong and the European Union are members but not 
countries) which have joined in a set of agreements to open markets to one 
another’s goods and services. 

- It is the result of 50 years of trade negotiations, beginning with the decision of the 
World War II Allies and several other countries to rebuild economic growth after 
the war by lowering tariffs. Since then, its members have agreed on issues like 
removing quotas on imports, protecting movies and software through copyright, 
customs procedures, basing agricultural sanitary and phytosanitary standards on 
science, avoiding tariffs on the Internet, and methods of settling trade disputes. 

- The U.S. has been a member and a leader since the beginning of this system. We 
have participated in eight negotiatir^ “Rounds” and plan to launch the ninth in 
Seattle. Each of these Rounds was adopted after Congressional debate and 
authorizatioa 


Q, Is the trading system a '^corporate-centred** system that does not reflect the needs and 
concerns of working people or the poor? 

A. - The trading system is, fundamentally, an expression of principles America has 
always held; open markets, equal opportunity, transparency, the rule of law, and 
confidence that Americans will succeed in a fair and ftee market. These 
principles are good for businesses, and also good for working people and families. 

- The results show that these are the right principles. Especially since the 
conclusion of the Uruguay Round, in combination with stronger fiscal discipline 
and renewed commitment to education and job training our economy has 
expanded continuously, we have added millions of new jobs; and wages have 
been rising for workers at every level. With unemployment at a thirty-year low, 
virtually no American on the job today has ever worked in a better environment. 

- At the same time, the trading system is most important of all to the poor, because 
it reduces costs for the necessities of life: food, clothing, hom^appliances and 
similar products. This is of critical importance to the poor and to all American 
families. 




Q- Is it true that the global economy has produced slower ^owth and ff-eater inequality in 

both less developed and industrial nations over the past 25 years? 

A. - The world is a much better place than it was 25 years ago. It is wealthier, more 
peaceful, and at least in the developed countries cleaner and healthier. 

” Our own economy, for example, has doubled in size since then, ftorn $3 .7 trillion 
to $8.8 trillion, while we have created a net gain of 54 million jobs. We have also 
cleaned up the country, reducing air pollution, cleaning up rivers and streams, and 
cleaning up polluted sites, as we have opened ourselves to trade. 

- Likewise, the developing regions which participate in the trading system are much 
better off. In the mid-1970s, much of Latin America and Asia were impoverished 
war zones. Today, these regions are successful exporters and with a few 
exceptions are at peace, 

~ Today, American principles of rule of law, open markets, and democracy have 
advanced throughout the world. The trading system has played a part in this, by 
opening opportunities for all countries participating in it. We should improve it, 
but we should also be proud of its record and our leadership role in it. 


Q. Is the trading system worsening poverty in poor countries? 

A, - The poorest people generally live in the coimtries which have made the least 
commitments to open markets. Those developing countries which have 
participated the most in the WTO - Latin American countries, Southeast Asia - 
have seen living standards rise and poverty decline most rapidly, 

- That is because the trading system gives countries the opportunity to open their 
own economies, thus getting access to investment and new technologies; to create 
growth and employment opportunities by exporting; and to strengthen the rule of 
law. 

- Trade is, however, only one element of reducing poverty. Countries which do not 
commit themselves to universal education, for example, will not succeed in 
reducing inequality or creating long-term growth. 


Q. Is the trading system hurting workers in the U.S., especially in manufacturing? 




A. - Most world markets are more protected than ours. World tariffs, for example, are 
on average about five times higher than ours. When we reduce these barriers, we 
create export opportunities that open new opportunities for higher- wage jobs. 

- Manufacturing employment has increased in the U. S. since the beginning of the 
Clinton Administration by 240,000. 

- More important, manufacturing production has grovra by nearly 40%, or by a total 
of $400 billion, during the Clinton Administration, Thus, what is happening in 
the U.S. is that manufacturing is booming, but also that it is becoming 
increasingly computerized. 

- The advance of technology, like the expansion of trade, requires us to work all the 
harder in education, job training, and the maintenance of a safety net. But we 
should react to it with foresight and good policy, rather than fear and attempts to 
isolate ourselves from the world. 


Q' ff/// you seek, as 113 Democratic House members vr^ed yoUy to hold up negotiations at 

the WTO until we ^et binding commitments on labor rights from our trading partners? 

A. - Our fundamental task with respect to labor is simple: right now, the WTO does 
not recognize any links between trade and labor. It ought to. Creation of a 
Working Group on trade and labor is thus a major U.S. priority. Discussion about 
how best to address the links woiSd come afterward. 

- As to the negotiations as a whole, we have a number of priorities that are very 

important to fanners, service providers, environmental protection, development in 
the poorest countries, and much more. We are looking toward a negotiation, 
beginning at Seattle, that meets our top priorities. 


Q, is it true that the trading system has pushed 250 million into child labor worldwide? 

A. - Most studies find that child labor is not common in industries that participate in 

trade - rather, most child labor is in non-traded service fields or subsistence 
farming. 

- . Child labor is also concentrated in the poorest countries, which participate least in 

trade. For example, the region in which the largest percent of children work is 
Africa, 





In the long run, therefore, development and promotion of education are the best 
cure for child labor. 

However, we also have a comprehensive program underway to fight child labor in 
the short run. This centers on technical assistance and use of the International 
Labor Organization, but also uses trade incentives when appropriate, such as our 
effort to remove 20,000 children in Pakistan from jobs stitching soccer balls 
through partial removal of GSP privileges. 


Q> Is the WTO striking down American environmental Icms? 

A- - For the past fi% years, the trading system has explicitly recognized our right to 
restrict imports when necessary to protect health and the enviro nme nt 

Disputes which center on environmental issues are rare. Under the Clinton 
Adrninistration, we have improved the Safe Drinking Water Act, strengthened 
Clean Air Act enforcement, cleaned up Superfiind sites and protected wild land at 
the same time as we have helped to open the world economy to our goods, and 
services. 

Since our creation of the WTO in 1995, we have been involved in 83 disputes at 
the WTO. Two of these have raised specific environmental issues. In both cases, 
we have been able to solve our trading partners’ concerns while maintaining our 
strong commitment to environmChtal protection. 

- Our Reformulated Gasoline dispute with Venezuela did not put U.S. 

environmental objectives in question, and never compromised the ability 
of the US government to protect the health and safety of its citizens. 




The dispute centered on part of the EPA regulation that established 
different requirements for imported gasoline than for domestic. In 
implementii^ the dispute’s results, EPA was able to develop an effective 
approach to the portion of the regulation at issue that is fully consistent 
with our commitment to protect health and the environment while meeting 
U.S. obligations under the WTO. 

We reached a similar positive result in our dispute with three Asian 
nations over shrimp imports harvested in a manner harmful to sea turtles. 
Here, a WTO panel did not find fault vrith our environmental objective or 
our law, but rather with certain aspects of the way that we have 
implemented it For example, the Appellate Body found that we gave the 



complaining countries four months to adopt turtle conservation measures, 
while countries in the Western Hemisphere had three years. 


As a result, our implementation of the results of this dispute does not 
diminish the stringency of the rules that we have in place to protect sea 
turtles. On the contrary, our implementation efforts - which include 
efforts to negotiate an Asian sea turtle conservation agreement and to 
increase technology transfer to developing countries -- will enhance 
sea-turtle protection. 


& Is the WTO a threat to the use of trade for social, environmental and public health f^ools - 

- for example, is it true that the WTO is preventings: France from banning asbestos and 

blockinp: Massachusetts ' attempt to sanction Burma? 

1 • - With respect to Burma, we were ready to defend the Massachusetts law at the WTO. 

proceedings were held, however, as the law was ruled unconstitutional by a 
domestic court on grounds unrelated to any international trade agreement. 

- With respect to France, Canada has filed a case which we believe is ill-founded 
and will fail. We have in fact filed a submission supporting France’s sovereign 
ri^t to set its level of protection for asbestos at zero risk if France wishes. 

- The WTO allows for such regulations, through an agreement on ‘technical 
barriers to trade” which makes explicit that the protection of human health and 
safety is a legitimate objective for regulations, and such regulations are thus 
allowable as ‘'necessary obstacles” to trade. 


Q. Is the global economy working better for big corporations than for individuals and 

workers? 

A. - Over time, the development of the trading system has helped catalyze the greatest 

era of poverty reduction and economic growth in human history. 

- The trading system has certainly made the world more open for the goods and 
services made by American companies - and that is a good thing. 

At the same time, an open and fair world economy allows firm§ to produce for wider 
markets and therefore invest more in both research and employment. Thus we 
have been able to grow faster and provide more jobs.

THE PRESIDENT: Thank you. Let me say, first, it's good to be 

back. I want to thank A1 From and Senator Joe Lieberman. And I have 
seen Senator Robb and Senator Breaux. I understand Senator Landrieu is 
here. I saw Cal Dooley, and I know there are some other members of the 
House here. 

My former Chief of Staff and Envoy to Latin America, Mack 
McLarty, is here. I saw Harris Wofford, who has done a magnificent job 
with our national service program. And I know there are a lot of others 
here. But I want to say something about Sam Fried, the gentleman who 
introduced me. First of all, he gave a good speech, didn't he? I mean, 
he's got a great gift in capturing our vision, (Applause.) And he also 
did the nicest thing imaginable — he said how much he liked my phrase 
about putting a human face on the global economy, which I use three 
times a day. He didn't tell you the truth. He gave me that phrase, Sam 
Fried. 


So he could either be a speechwriter or a Senate candidate 
from Ohio, or anyplace else he wants to run. But I think we need to 
recruit people from the private sector to run for office with the DLC 
message — (applause) — and thank you my longtime friend. 

This conference is designed to talk about trade in the global 
economy in the information society. And I want to talk about that 
tonight. But I want to try to put it into some sort of context. 

I began a conversation with many of you, and led by and 
prodded by A1 From, 15 years ago now. Tonight we know some things about 
the Third Way and about our credo of opportunity for all, responsibility 
from all, and a community of all Americans, We know some things tonight 
about that that we only believed 15 years ago. We know that if this 
credo is translated into meaningful ideas and real policies, that it's 
not only good politics, it's very good for America. 



In 1992, when Al Gore and I went before the American people, 
we made an argument. And that's all it was; it was an argument. We 
said, we want to put people first. We want a country that's run by 
opportunity, responsibility and community. We want a new economic 
policy, we want a new crime policy, we want a new welfare policy, we 
want a new environmental policy, we want a new foreign policy. We want 
to make America strong, America united, America a responsible partner 
and leader for peace and prosperity and security in the world. And it 
was just an argument — thank goodness it was a good enough argument, 
under the circumstances, to win the election, thanks to an awful lot of 
you . 


Tonight, it is not an argument anymore. We took those ideas. 
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we took the specific commitments of policy, we implemented them. We did 
what we said we would do in our very specific campaign — and I've got 
to say something parenthetically, because I owe this to a lot of you in 
the DLC. I've always believed ideas matter. But when I ran for 
President, I violated all the conventional wisdom. We made more 
specific commitments on more issues than any candidate ever had who was 
a nominee of a major party. And a scholar of the presidency, Thomas 
Patterson, said that we had kept a higher percentage of those 
commitments -- even though we made a larger number of them — than any 
of the previous five Presidents. (Applause.) 


And what really mattered to me is, when I went back to New 
Hampshire in February of this year, on the seventh anniversary of the 
New Hampshire primary, people there — who pay attention to what you 
say, because you have to ask every individual 14 times for his or her 
vote, or you can't play there — and I love the place, you know, it was 
like running back home -- but person after person after person came up 
to me on the street that day — not at the Democratic Party event at 
night, on the street — and said, Mr. President, it's a good thing we've 
got an they had an unemployment rate of below 2.5 percent — they 
said, things are good here, but the thing we really appreciate is, you 
did what you said you would do. 

It would not have been possible if I had not been part of the 
DLC. It would not have been possible if we hadn't thought through in 
advance what it was we wanted to do. (Applause.) If we hadn't gone 
from an identification of our guiding values to an analysis of the 
situation, to a description of what we wanted to achieve, to a strategy, 
to specific tactics. This organization made that possible. 


So let me say, first of all, it's not an argument anymore. 

The results are in. We have the lowest unemployment rate in 29 years; 
the lowest welfare rolls in 30 years; the lowest crime rates in 26 
years; the lowest poverty rates in 20 years; the first back-to-back 
budget surpluses in 42 years; the highest home ownership in history; the 
longest peacetime expansion in history. It is not an argument any more; 
it works, and you should be proud of that^. (Applause.) 

The other thing I want to say is, a lot of our specific ideas 
have worked. The Vice President's leadership in reinventing government 
has given us the smallest federal establishment since 1962, even though 
the most active executive initiatives in memory. 


We have proved you could grow the economy and protect the 
environment. I went down to Virginia today to a national forest and 
announced that we were going to close 40 million acres of the nearly 200 
million acres of national forest to roadbuiiding, to preserve water 
quality and biodiversity and recreational quality. (Applause.) 


We have proved that you can empower poor people' to make the 
most of their own lives, with the earned income tax credit, the 
empowerment zone program, the community development financial 
institutions, and now the New Markets Initiative. 


AmeriCorps, which was a DLC idea — national service — has 
now enlisted over 100,000 young people in the service of our country at 
the community level. (Applause.) In five years. A goal that took the 
Peace Corps 20 years to reach. 



We also supported the Brady Bill. We supported the Family and 
Medical Leave law — two bills vetoed in the previous administration. 

And all of the objections to them turned out to be wrong. 

So I say to you, you can be proud of that. We pursued an 
aggressive policy to become engaged in the rest of the world, to 
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recognize that we live in an interdependent world in which we ought to 
lead. And whether it has been pursuing peace from the Balkans to the 
Middle East to Northern Ireland, to building self-capacity to prevent 
hardship through the Africa Crisis Response Initiative, to give the 
African nations the capacity to prevent future Rwandas — to developing 
economic capacities in poor countries, to our efforts to combat 
terrorism and the spread of the weapons of mass destruction — we have 
made progress. And I thank you all for that. 


Now, by contrast, it is interesting to me to watch the debate 
in the present election, which I'm not a part of, and to see how people 
try to say, well, maybe there can be a new Republican Party like there 
is a new Democratic Party. Remember this: They're like we were in '92; 

it's just an argument. 

The Democratic Party — a heavy majority of the Democratic 
Party has come together to move forward. But their party still is 
overwhelmingly, including all those people they've got running for 
President -- they supported that tax cut, which would have completely 
undermined our ability to save Social Security and Medicare and get this 
country out of debt over the next 15 years, and which they said they 
could pay for, even though now they admit they can't even pay for the 
money they've already spent this year. 


They all stuck with the NRA, and the Republican congressional 
leadership, when we tried to close the gun show loophole, after we 
proved that background checks do not undermine people's legitimate 
hunting and sporting interests. 


They're over there opposing the hate crimes legislation in the 
face of painful evidence that we are still in the grip of bigotry. 
They're not for the Employment Non-Discrimination Act. 


We see that on so many other issues. On education, we're for 
high standards, no social promotion, making failing schools turn around 
or close down, and thousands of charter schools. They're still hawking 
vouchers . Even though we know the federal government only provides 7 
percent of the total educational expenditures in the first place. 

On health care, they're out there all against the patients' 
bill of rights, even though they're own members who were doctors in the 
House of Representatives couldn't bear the position that the party had 
taken . 


So I would say to you, I'm proud of where we are, I'm proud of 
where the Democrats are, I'm proud of where our party has gone. And I 
still believe that when it comes to defining the future, the American 
public will be with the new Democratic Party instead of the right wing 
of the Republican Party which is driving their agenda. (Applause.) 


And we saw it again tonight when they rejected on a party-line 
vote the Comprehensive Test Ban Treaty, after it had been ratified by 11 
of our NATO allies, including Britain and France — nuclear powers — 
endorsed by the President and four former Chiefs of Staff of the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff; 32 Nobel laureate physicists; the heads of our own 
nuclear weapons labs — they basically said, don't bother me with that, 

I just don't think it's good. And it now has come out, of course, that 
there was a partisan commitment to vote against the treaty by more than 
enough to defeat it before it was ever brought up and anybody eypr heard 
the first argument. 



We are trying to work with Republicans, independents, and 
Democrats to move this country forward. That is the difference in the 
new Democratic Party. And we are still confronting a level of extremism 
and partisanship which is truly chilling for the long-term interests of 
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But tonight I ask you not to think about our differences with 
the Republicans, but to think about the one remaining issue on which we 
have not forged a consensus within our party. And that is how we're 
going to respond to globalization -- to the global economy, the 
information age, and the whole nature of how we relate to other 
countries in terms of economics, the environment and trade. 

For all of our changes, we had overwhelming majorities of both 
parties in both Houses voted for the Balanced Budget Act. Overwhelming 
majorities of our party in both Houses voted for welfare reform. We are 
still not of one mind and we do not have a consensus on the way forward 
with trade. So tonight I would like to talk to you about what I think 
we should do and where I think we should be. Not only because I think 
we have serious responsibilities to the rest of the world, but because 
we know that until the Asian financial crisis, 30 percent of our growth 
in this marvelous expansion came from the expansion of trade and the 
opportunities that we found there. 

I believe a strong, properly constructed global trading system 
is good for ail the nations of the world. I know it's good for America 
because of the evidence of what has happened here. Today the worst of 
the global financial crisis is behind us, and I think the time has come 
to take an important step forward. I believe we can make our economy 
even stronger, and make: open trade an even greater force for peace and 
prosperity in the new century. 

I know some believe that isolating ourselves from the world 
will shield us from the forces of change that are causing so much 
disruption, so much instability, and so much inequality. I understand 
why they fear it, but I disagree that they can hide from it, America 
can only seize the problems of the new century if we shoulder our 
responsibility to lead to a responsible system of worldwide trade. 

If we fulfill that responsibility, if we lead boldly and 
resolutely, pairing solid principles witii concrete proposals, we can 
fulfill our promise in the global economy, and help other people as 
well. We can create for billions of people the conditions that allow 
them to work and live, and raise their families in dignity — and, I 
might add, we can give those nations the kind of greater prosperity 
necessary to have more responsible environmental and public health 
policies. 


We can expand the circle of opportunity, share the promise of 
prosperity more widely than ever, and in so doing also help to bring 
down walls of oppression in other countries. We can, in short, put a 
human face on the global economy. 

How are we going to do it, and how are we going to begin? In 
a little more than a month's time, in Seattle, Washington, our nation 
will host a gathering of leaders from government, business, labor and 
civil society. That meeting of the World Trade Organization will launch 
a new round of global trade talks that I called for in my State of the 
Union address last January. 

We've had eight such rounds in the last 50 years, helping 
trade to grow 15-fold worldwide. It's no coincidence that this period 
has seen the most rapid sustained economic growth ever recorded.^ Every 
trade round in this half-century has served to expand frontiers' of 
opportunity, to expand the circle of prosperity, and the rule of law and 
the spread of peace. I want the round we launch in Seattle to do the 
same . 


But I also want it to be a new kind of trade round for a new 
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century — a round that is about jobs and development; a round about 
broadly shared prosperity, about improving the quality of life and work 
around the world. I want to ensure that the global trading system of 
the 21st century honors our values and meets our goals. 

Of course, different nations will bring different perspectives 
and different interests. To reach a truly global agreement, of course 
we've got to work together in good faith. America will do its part. 


Tonight, I want to set out our agenda for Seattle, and the 
ways we intend to expand opportunity — from the world's oldest 
business, farming, to its newest, electronic commerce. 


First, we want to ensure that in this round agriculture is 
treated as fairly as other sectors in the global economy. That's long 
overdue. In America, farmers are the lifeblood of our land, as they are 
in so many other places. They help to fuel our unprecedented 
prosperity. 


Unfortunately, too few of our farmers are reaping the bounty 
they themselves have sown. Flood and drought and crop disease, as well 
as the financial crisis in Asia, have threatened the livelihoods not 
only of many farmers, but of some entire farm communities. 

Every American has a stake in the strength of agriculture. So 
let's be clear: one way we can revive the rural economy in America is 

to open markets abroad. The family farmer in America finds trade not an 
abstraction. It is vital to the bottom line, and to their survival. 



America is the largest exporter of agricultural products in 
the world. One in every three acres planted here is growing food for 
abroad. Five years ago, during the last trade round, we joined with our 
trading partners to put agriculture on the WTO's agenda. In Seattle, we 
should move forward fairly but aggressively to expand our opportunities 
for farmers and ranchers. 


We must eliminate export subsidies. All farmers deserve a 
chance to compete on the quality of their goods, not against the size of 
other countries' government grants. In the European Union, fully half 
of the overall budget is spent on agricultural subsidies . The EU 
accounts for 85 percent of the world's farm export subsidies — 85 
percent. This stacks the deck against farmers from Arkansas to 
Argentina to Africa. In Seattle, we'll work to end this unfair 
advantage, and level the playing field. {Applause.) 


At the same time, we have to lower tariff barriers. Tariffs 
remain much too high and, on average, they're five times higher abroad 
than they are in America. And we must work to reduce the domestic 
supports that distort trade by paying farmers to overproduce and drive 
prices down. These steps will help farmers to produce the vast and 
varied variety of food, for the best possible prices. The benefits will 
accrue not just to them, but to the global fight against hunger and 
malnutrition . 


We should also see that the promise of biotechnology is 
realized by consumers as well as producers, and the environment, 
ensuring that the safety of our food will be guaranteed with 
science-based and transparent domestic regulation — and maintaining 
market access based on that sound science. ^ 



Second, we can lift living standards worldwide if we level the 
playing field for goods and services. Manufacturing remains a powerful 
engine of our own economic growth; it generates nearly a fifth of our 
GDP and two-thirds of oxir exports. It employs more than 18 million 
Americans in good jobs. 
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This sector has grown since 1992, accelerated greatly by 
expanded trade, boosted by agreements made at previous trade rounds > If 
the Asian crisis has hurt our manufacturers -- and it certainly has — 
it’s because expanded trade is vital to their economic health, and it 
will remain so. 

Since 1948, we have cut major industrial nations* tariffs on 
manufactured goods by 90 percent. Where they remain too high, we can do 
better, beginning in Seattle where we'll join other nations in pressing 
to lower barriers even further — some entirely and immediately. 

Eight key industries, from environmental technology to medical 
instruments to chemicals to toys, stand ready to take this step now. 

They account for nearly a third of our exports. So let's take that step 
at Seattle and set ambitious goals for other manufacturing sectors. 

And there's one special aim we should achieve at Seattle: we 
should follow the lead of Korea and Hungary, and work together on an 
agreement to promote transparent procedures and discourage corruption in 
the $3.1 trillion government procurement market worldwide. 

We should set equally ambitious goals for services. Trade is 
no longer just agricultural and manufactured goods. It's construction 
and distribution and entertainment. America is the world's largest 
exporter of services, in quantity and quality. And though we've made 
really important advances in agreements on financial and communication 
services, too many markets remain closed to us. In Seattle, I want to 
open those markets more fully, and unlock the full creative and 
entrepreneurial potential of our people. 

Third, we have to have a trading system that taps the full 
potential of the information age. The revolution in information 
technology can be the greatest global force for prosperity in this 
century. Last year in the U.S. alone, electronic commerce totaled about 
$50 billion. That number may reach $1.4 trillion in three years. Three 
years later, almost half our work force fl&ill either be employed by the 
new information industries, or rely on their services and products. 

Around the world, the number of Internet users may reach 1 
billion in five years. Now, currently, no country charges customs 
duties on telephone calls, fax transmissions, e-mail or computer links 
when they cross borders. That's the way it should be. The lines of 
communication should not crackle with interference. 

Last year, the world's nations joined the O.S. in placing a 
moratorium on tariffs on e;-commerce. In Seattle, we should pledge to 
extend that ban and reach a second agreement to eliminate remaining 
tariffs on the tools of the high-tech revolution. 

Fourth, as I have often said, in the immortal words of Sam 
Fried, we must put a human face on the global economy. We're Democrats; 
we've got to make sure this deal works for ordinary people. We need to 
ensure working people everywhere feel they have a stake in global trade; 
that it gives them a chance for a better life; that they know that 
spirited economic competition will not become a race to the bottom, and 
labor standards and environmental pollution. 

I know to people in some nations open trade seems at odds with 
these basic human goals, but I think the opposite is true. A strong 
system of trade and a dialogue like the one we'll begin in Seattle are 
our best means to achieve those goals. 

For those of us who believe the global economy can be a force 
for good, our defining mission must be to spread its benefits more

broadly and to make rules for trade that support our values. It is 
nothing more than an international commitment to doing what we’re trying 
to do here with the New Markets agenda and with the empowerment zones, 

I really believe if we work it right we can bring the benefits of 
enterprise to the people and the places in America that have not yet 
felt it — from Appalachia to the Mississippi Delta to the Indian 
reservations to the inner cities. (Applause.) And I feel that way 
about the rest of the world. 

So I ask you to support our efforts to have international 
organizations work to protect and enhance the environment, while 
expanding trade; and to have a decent regard for the need to have basic 
labor standards so that people who work receive the dignity and reward 
of work. 


The American agenda in Seattle includes a thorough review of 
the round's environmental impact, as well as win-win opportunities that 
benefit both the economy and the environment. We will continue to 
ensure that WTO rules recognize our right to take science-based health, 
safety and environmental measures even when they are higher than 
international standards. 

In Seattle, the WTO should also create a working group on 
’trade and labor. And I know you're going to have some labor people here 
tomorrow, and I congratulate you on that. We have got to keep working 
on this and banging our heads together until we reach a consensus that 
is consistent with the reality of the modern world and its 
opportunities, and consistent with the values that we both share. 

How can we deny the legitimacy or the linking of these issues, 
trade and labor, in a global economy? I think the WTO should commit to 
collaborate more closely with the International Labor Organization, 
which has worked so hard to protect human rights and to ban child labor 
— and with the International Environmental Organization. To facilitate 
this process, in the last year or so, I have gone to Geneva twice — 
once to talk about new trade rules for the global economy, and once to 
meet with the ILO to talk about the necessity of banning child labor 
everywhere in the world. 

This organization needs to be on the forefront of integrating 
our objectives and trying to build a global economy that will promote 
open trade and open prosperity and lift the standards of living and the 
quality of life for people throughout the world. They should be 
reenforcing efforts, not efforts in conflict. 

I also believe that the WTO itself has got to become more open 
and accessible. You know, every NGO just about, with an environmental 
or a labor ax to grind is going to be outside the meeting room in 
Seattle, demonstrating against us, telling us what a terrible thing 
world trade is. Now, I think they're dead wrong about that. But all 
over the world, when issues come up, a lot of people representing these 
groups have some legitimate question or legitimate interest in being 
heard in the debate. And the WTO has been treated for too long like 
some private priesthood for experts, where we know what's right and we 
pat you on the head and tell you to just go right along and play by the 
rules that we reach. 

The world doesn't work that way anymore. This open world 
we’re trying to build, where anybody can get on the Internet and say 
anything, is a rowdy, raucous place. And if we want the world trading 
system to have legitimacy, we have got to allow every legitimate group 
with any kind of beef, whether they're right or wrong, to have some 
access to the deliberative process of the WTO. And I hope you will 
support that, (Applause, } 
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Finally, let me say, we have got to expand the family of 
nations that benefit from trade and play by the rules. In Seattle and 
beyond, we have to be guided by Franklin Roosevelt's vision -- a basic 
essential to a permanent peace is a decent standard of living for all 
individual men and women and children in the world. Freedom from fear 
is eternally linked with freedom from want. 

It was this understanding that led the generation of postwar 
leaders to embrace what v/as still a revolutionary idea: that freedom, 

not just of commerce, but of governments and ideas and human transit, 
was the surest route to prosperity for the greatest number of people. 
This new round should promote development in places where poverty and 
hunger still stoke despair. 

We just went over, I think in the last 24 hours, 6 billion 
people on the face of the Earth. Half of them live on $2 a day or less; 
1,3 billion live on $1 a day or less. One of the reasons that I want to 
expand the reach of global trade is because I want more people to be 
able to lift themselves up. One of the reasons I want to expand the 
reach of global technology is that I believe if we work to bridge the 
digital divide here at home and around the world, we can help poor 
people in poor countries skip 20 or 30 or 40 years in the ordinary pace 
of development because of the explosion of technology. And I believe we 
can prove to them that they can grow a middle class and grow a wealthy 
country without having to pollute the atmosphere, as their forebears did 
in the industrial era. I believe that. [Applause.) 

But for those who share our views and our party, we must make 
clear there is no easy way to this. We can’t get this done if we're not 
willing to build a global economic system and tear down these trade 
barriers and trade with people more and give them access to our markets 
and try to get our technology and our investments into their markets and 
build the right kind of partnership. 

We can’t just say we want all these things and then always 
find some reason to be against whatever trade agreement is worked out. 

We have got to have a global trading systfem, and we're either going to 
keep pushing it forward or we're going to fall behind. 

Let me just say, to kind of amplify this, there are some 
specific things that I hope we will do to show that we're acting in good 
faith. I hope we will get congressional approval in this session of 
Congress to expand our trade with Africa and the Caribbean Basin. I 
have proposed two initiatives there. There is broad bipartisan support 
for it. I hope and pray we will get that out of this session of 
Congress. (Applause.) 

I hope we will bring more countries into the WTO in Seattle. 
Thirty-three nations are applying for WTO membership today. Two-thirds 
once had communist command and control economies. It is remarkable and 
hopeful to all the — listen to this — Albania, Estonia, Georgia, 
Kyrgyzstan and Mongolia wanting to enter the world trading system. 

This is not charity. This is an economic and political 
imperative. It is good for us because we want more trading partners. 
Never forget your country has 4 percent of the world's people and 22 
percent of its wealth. We've got to sell something to the other 96 
percent if we want to hold on to our standard of living. And the more 
people we bring into our network of possibility, the better they do, the 
better we'll do. It is very, very important to remember this. 

It's also important to remember that as these countries that 
are new to the experience of freedom and the rule of law, and 
cooperation with other nations, that has no element of coercion in it. 
They are new to all this — the more they have chance to be a part of 
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it, the more they will like it and the more they will become a part of 
an international system of democracy and law that is so important to the 
future of our children. 

In that same spirit I am still determined to pursue an 
agreement for China to join the WTO on viable, commercial terms. 
(Applause.) Again, not as a favor, but to reinforce China's efforts to 
open, to reform its markets, to subscribe to the rules of the global 
trading system, and, inevitably, as more and more people have access to 
more information, more and more contacts to feel that stability comes 
from openness and not repression of thought or religion or political 
views . 


What is at stake here is more than the spread of free markets 
or the strength of the global economy — even more than the chance to 
lift billions of people into a worldwide middle-class. It is a chance 
to move the world closer towards genuine interdependence rooted in 
shared commitments to peace and reconciliation. 

This is a moment of great promise, a moment where we have to 
lead. A lot of things happen in this country that send mixed signals to 
people around the world that I regret. And most of them come out of the 
initiative of the other party in Congress — the failure to pay our U.N. 
dues; the failure to embrace the Comprehensive Test Ban Treaty; the 
abysmal budget for foreign affairs, when we can spend a little money in 
helping our neighbors and get untold benefit; and the zeroing out of our 
market-oriented initiative to meet our responsibilities to reduce global 
warming. 


But one thing is still on our plate; we have not granted 
renewed fast-track authority; we are not pursuing the Free Trade Area of 
the Americas; we haven't yet passed the Africa Trade Initiative and the 
Caribbean Basin one, although I think we might get that done — because 
in our party, we have not been able to resolve these conflicts. 

They've got a lot more work to do in their party than we do in 
ours, as I explained at the outset. We have worked through where we are 
on budget discipline, on economic management, on foreign policy, on 
environmental policy, on crime policy, on education policy, on health 
care policy. There has been an enormous modernization of the thinking 
and direction of the Democratic Party, and we can be proud of it. But 
we can't go to the American people and say, we have a whole vision for 
the future that will be a unifying vision until we get over this one 
last big hump. 

This is an exciting issue, and it is a difficult issue. And 
the labor people who will come here tomorrow have real interests at 
stake which ought to be heard. The environmental community people have 
real interests at stake which ought to be heard. But we're going to 
globalize one way or the other, and we'll be at the front of the line, 
or the back, or somewhere in the middle. And I believe it is profoundly 
in our interest and in the interests of the world for America to be 
leading the pack. 

And I promise you, if we take initiative, it will lead to a 
cleaner environment and higher labor standards, and more values that are 
consistent with ours, including letting more people be part of the 
process . 

So what you are doing here is real, real important, -ft's our 
last big challenge to be the party that reflects the values, the heart 
and the dreams of 21st century America.

THE PRESIDENT: Thank you very much. Thank you. It's nice to be 

in a restrained, laid-back crowd like this. (Laughter and applause.) 

The truth is, it's wonderful to be in a place where people are happy and 
they're not ashamed to be excited and they're proud to go to work every 
day. Thank you very much for — (applause.) 

Thank you, Jeff Bleustein; thank you, Bobby Ramsey. Old Bobby kind 
of hurt my feelings — you know, I went up to him and he said, well, 
you're not nearly as tall as I thought you were. (Laughter.) He said, 
when I saw you playing saxophone on Arsenic Hall, I thought you were a 
lot taller guy. (Laughter.) And I said, that's where I got elected 
President, I was 6 '8" back then. (Laughter.) But I still think you did 
a good job, Bobby, and I thank you. (Applause.) 

I want to thank Bill Denell (phonetic). Thank you, Harry Schmidt. 

I enjoyed meeting Willie Davidson today. (Applause.) And I thank Tom 
Buf fenbarger, the President of the International Association of 
Machinists, for being here and joining us today. (Applause.) 

I want to thank Mayor Robertson for welcoming me to York, and all 
the county commissioners and legislator^ and others who are here. And I 
want to say a special word of appreciation again, Jeffrey, to you, for 
making me feel so welcome here and for the nice things you said about 
Bill Daley, behind his back. Usually, when you talk behind somebody's 
back you're not saying nice things. (Laughter.) So Daley is up here 
talking and Jeff is telling me what a good Secretary of Commerce he is. 
And I will say, Secretary Daley, you have been superb and we're grateful 
for what you do for the United States, (Applause.) 

Now, you may remember this, some of you, but after I was nominated 
for President, way back in the summer of 1992, A1 and Tipper Gore and 
Hillary and I got on a bus, and we started this bus tour. Our very 
first overnight stop was in York, Pennsylvania. (Applause.) And I'm 
sure none of you were there when we got in. We got in about a quarter 
to one, but the crowd was about the size that it is today. And I looked 
at that crowd — it was in the middle of the night, you know, we'd been 
stopped everywhere along the way — and I decided I'd take a bus tour so 
I could go see normal people. We went out to all these little towns. 

And then we got to York, it was the middle of the night and there 
was this huge throng there. And I popped out and I looked at Hillary, I 
said, you know, we might win this election — (laughter) — and we'd 
better not mess it up. (Applause.) 

When I was here before, I didn't get to come and visit 
Hariey-Davidson. And I wish I had, because since then — I had a 
beautiful Harley jacket before I came here, that I got in Milwaukee. 

But I gave it to a guy who worked for me, because he thought he was 
going to ride to heaven on a Hariey-Davidson motorcycle. (Applause.) 
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So when he retired, the only thing I could think of to give him that 
really reflected the service he had given to our country and to me was 
my jacket, which I hated to part with. But the only gifts that really 
count are the ones that you'd like to keep yourself, I think, sometimes. 
So today I got another one, and I thank you. I love it. (Applause.) 

You know. Bill Daley was talking about being over in the United 
Arab Emirates and how they were dying to have more motorcycles and other 
paraphernalia to sell. And I told Jeff when he mentioned it, one of the 
great treasures of being the President is having the opportunity to meet 
people around the world you would never meet and make friends with them. 
A person who became a particular personal friend of mine, and of my 
wife's, was the late King Hussein of Jordan. And some of you may know, 
he was a very satisfied Harley customer. 


When Hussein and his wife. Queen Noor, came to stay with us a few 

years ago, and we became very good friends, he gave me a gift that I 

treasure that's still up in the White House today. It's a picture of 

himself and his wife in very casual clothes in the Jordanian desert, 
astride a Harley. (Applause.) 



My best Harley story — I was just recently in Paris on my way to 
Sarajevo and Bosnia to try to settle the outstanding issues of all the 
Balkan wars in Bosnia and Kosovo. So I stopped in France to have a 
meeting with the President of France, and I went to the American 
Ambassador's residence in Paris. Now, if you ever saw that house, you'd 
want to be Ambassador to France, too. (Laughter.) It's a beautiful 
place, built in the 1700s ““ just takes your breath away to walk in, 
these grand gardens and this beautiful marble foyer when you walk in. 

In the beautiful marble foyer when you walk in now, replete with all the 
proper lighting, is a .stunning, 1944 Harley-Davidson. (Laughter and 
applause . ) 

And the way it got there is that when your predecessors were making 
motorcycles for the war effort, some of them were sent in packages, to 
be assembled to our allies in Europe. And some of them went to 
Yugoslavia, where Mr. Tito was fighting ^he Nazis. Two of them were 
never opened, and the son of the American ambassador actually came upon 
these 54 year old boxes of unassembled 1944 Harleys last year. And he 
gave one to his daddy. And now, if you ever go to France, it's now the 
main tourist attraction of the American Embassy, is a 1944 Harley. It 
is so beautiful and I know you'd be proud of it. (Applause.) 


I came here today not just because I wanted to see you, and not 
just because I wanted to come back to York to thank the people of this 
community and this state for being so good for the last seven years and 
through two elections to me and my wife and Vice President and Mrs. 
Gore. I came here because I want America to know exactly what you have 
done and how. 



The recovery of this company since the 1980s has been truly 
remarkable. When you were down in the dumps, people were saying 
American industry was finished, that we couldn't compete in the global 
economy, that the next century would belong to other countries and other 
places. Today, you're not just surviving — you're flourishing, with 
record sales and earnings; and one of the best managed companies in 
America, according to Industry Week. According to management and labor, 
one of the reasons you're the best-managed company in America is that 
you have a genuine partnership between labor and management, where all 
employees are valuable and expected to make good decisions on their own 
for the benefit of the common enterprise. And I thank you for setting 
that example. I wish every manufacturer in America would model it. 
(Applause . ) 

I came here because I knew before I got here — although I had

never quite experienced the full force of it until you were shouting and 
screaming and having such a good time -- I knew that this was about more 
than making bikes for profit; more than selling attractive leather 
jackets. VJhat we see here today is how people feel when they have got a 
job that they do well, that gives them not only a decent income, but a 
full measure of dignity and pride. (Applause.) 

I used to tell people all the time that politics is about a lot 
more than economics. But if you get the economics right, people figure 
out how to live and shape good lives, and raise their children and build 
strong communities. And if you don't get the economics right, then you 
have to deal with a lot of the other values issues — extraordinary 
welfare rates and higher crime rates, and all those other problems. 


I want people to see that you have, yes, turned a company around. 
Yes, you make an exciting product and you sell it all around the world, 
but that you do it in the right way, a way that makes you proud to come 
to work every day. It puts a spring in your step and a shout in your 
voice, and a light in your eyes. That is what I want for every American 
working family, and I hope that more people will follow your lead so 
that more people can stand up and shout every day just for the joy of 
going to work and being part of a common enterprise and doing something 
they can be profoundly proud of. Thank you, thank you, thanJc you for 
that example, (Applause.) 


The second point I want to make is the point that Secretary Daley 
has already mentioned. To really do as well as you can, you have to 
sell these wonderful products not only around the country, but around 
the world. And I think that's very important. 



In 1973, when the first Harley rolled off the assembly line here, 
America exported only 6,300 motorcycles. By last year, that number had 
increased to 66,000. Today, you’re selling about a quarter of your 
bikes around the world — from Costa Rica to Korea, from Central Europe 
to the Middle East. The global market for motorcycles, and for Harleys, 
is exploding. It's a big part of your future. 


And in order for it to be a part of your future and our future, 
America has to continue to support expanding trade on fair terms to all, 
including Americans- Now, this is a big issue. And I want you to just 
give me a couple minutes of serious time here to talk about it. 


When I got elected in 1992, I don't think there's any way in the 
world a governor of a small southern state — in the affectionate terms 
that President Bush used then to describe me — would have been elected 
President if we hadn't had economic distress, social division, political 
drift and a government discredited. You all remember that. It was 
tough in this country; it was tough in this state. 

And I had spent 12 years — at that time, not quite 12, a little 
over 10 — working as governor of my state, trying to figure out how 
this economy works; how the education system plays into the economy; how 
I could actually get up and go to work every day and create the 
conditions and give people the tools to make the life of their dreams. 
And I asked the American people, I said, look, give me a chance to put 
people back at the center of our politics; to create opportunity for 
every responsible citizen; to create a community that every American has 
a chance to be a part of . 



And give me a chance to put in some new ideas. I believe' we can 
grow the economy and protect the environment. I believe we can move 
people from welfare to work and still allow them to take care of their 
children. I believe we can be tough on crime and still do more to keep 
kids out of trouble in the first place. I believe we can do more to 
help people succeed at home and at work. I believe we can have a 
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trading system that expands trade and still protects legitimate labor 
rights and our responsibilities to the environment. I believe we can 
have a community where all of us serve more and help one another reach 
our common dreams. 

Anyway, I said the center of this has to be an economic strategy, 
and mine is very simple. I want to get rid of the deficit, but I want 
to find a way to invest more money in education, in technology, in 
training and in research. And I want to expand trade. To me, it was 
simple math: we have 4 percent of the world's people with 22 percent of 

the world's income. You don't have to be a genius to figure out, if you 
want to keep 22 percent of the world’s income with 4 percent of the 
world’s people, you’ve got to sell something to the other 96 percent. 

And, yet, I knew people were afraid of that. They were afraid that 
if we opened our borders here, a lot of our lower-wage workers would be 
put out of business by people who worked for even less money abroad, and 
they might not ever get another chance. They were afraid a lot of our 
well-paid workers would not do well, because we'd have markets opened to 
our competitors in those areas, but they wouldn't open their markets to 
ours . 



A lot of people were afraid we would see a big transfer of wealth 
to poor countries, but the money would stay in a few hands and it 
wouldn't flow down to the workers there, and it would lead to a 
degradation of the environment in ways that could hurt us. That was 
especially, an issue along the Rio Grande River when we were working out 
the trade agreement with Mexico. So there was all this fight about it. 

Well, the results of the last seven years are in, and it's not an 
argument anymore. We have the longest peacetime expansion in history, 
the highest homeownership in history, 19.8 million new jobs, the lowest 
unemployment rate in 30 years, the lowest welfare rolls in 30 years, the 
lowest poverty rates in 20 years, the first back-to-back budget 
surpluses in 42 years, and the federal government is the smallest it's 
been in 31 years. The record is in. (Applause,) 

Now, I might add, there's a lot of women in this plant. Last 
month, the female unemployment rate was the same as the overall 
unemployment rate, 4.1 percent. That was the lowest unemployment rate 
for women in 46 years. (Applause.) And from 1993 until the end of 1997 
when the Asian economy collapsed and the Russian economy had such great 
difficulty, until that point, 30 percent of this growth came from 
exports. And an enormous amount of it came because of improvements and 
advances in technology — not just computers in Silicon Valley, but the 
computer programs running all these machines I saw on the plant floor 
here today — a lot of them taking the most dangerous jobs, some of the 
jobs that caused people to have long-term injuries away, so that you can 
work and make a contribution and make these motorcycles at some less 
risk, and wear and tear to yourselves. 

Thirty percent of our growth came from exports, until we had the 
Asian collapse. And they're coming back now; we've worked hard to help 
them. They’re coming back now. 

Now, in spite of these economic statistics — I mean, here's why 
we're here, apart from the fact that Bill Daley and I wanted to come 
here. And we're glad we got our jackets, and we really wish we were 
leaving with motorcycles . But I have to wait a year and a haif^ you 
know? (Applause.) I've got to wait a year and a half. I couldn't bear 
all the stories out here if I rode around on a motorcycle for a while. 

But let me tell you, the reason we're here, to be fair, is that, 
ironically, in spite of all those economic numbers I just recited, 
there's actually more division and controversy over whether trade is or 
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isn't good for us today in Washington than there was in 1993, and in 
1994 , when we joined the World Trade Organization and set off this 
explosion of economic; activity. 

And again I say, I think it’s because people are afraid that 
Americans always get a raw deal. They see we have a big trade deficit 
— that’s because we've got even more money than we produce for. We buy 
things from other countries, but we also sell a lot abroad. We keep 
setting records for our exports. And a lot of what we sell abroad 
supports higher wages in America. The average trade-related job pays 
almost 20 percent more than a job unrelated to trade — like yours do. 
You know that . 


So we have to find a way not just for big business leaders and 
people like me who live in Washington, who — you know, get a job that 
lasts for a term of years, regardless. We have to find ways for people 
like you, that get up and go to work every day, and will have a lot of 
job security when you're doing well; and people who aren't in unionized 
plants, and who may be working for low wages, and who feel more 
vulnerable. We have to find a way to build a consensus in America so 
that all Americans understand that if we want to keep growing this 
economy, raising wages, creating jobs, we've got to stick with what has 
brought us this far. 



We've got to keep paying down this debt. We can make America 
debt-free in 15 years, for the first titae since 1835, if we stay on the 
budget plan that I've laid out. And that will be great for you. Why 
should you care if we're debt-free? Because if the government is out of 
debt, this business can borrow money at lower cost. And you will have 
lower home mortgage rates, you will have lower car payment rates. If 
you send your kids to college, the college loans will be lower. Just 
because of the amount we've reduced the deficit already, the average 
home mortgage costs the average American working family $2,000 a year 
less, and the average car payment is $200 a year less, and the average 
college loan is $200 a year less. We ought to keep going until we get 
America out of debt for the first time since 1835, so the money will be 
there at the lowest possible costs for t^e American enterprise system to 
create jobs and improve lives. That's important. 


The second thing we ought to do is to find a way to continue to 
expand trade. You know, we just had a meeting and I was told, well, 
just what you heard here in the speech; thank you very much for helping 
us get into the Japanese market, and we're doing well there, but there 
are still some barriers there. I hear that everywhere. So next month 
in Seattle, we’re going to have a chance to make the global trading 
system stronger — to tear down more tariffs, to deal with more 
non-tariff barriers,- to make it clear that if countries want access to 
our markets, we have to have access to theirs; but basically, to commit 
to expanding trade. Now, that is what is in the interest of Harley 
Davidson, and that is what is in the interest of the 21st century 
American economy. 


So I came here to say, we can have more companies like yours. We 
can have more success stories like yours. This company can have more 
employees like you. But if we're going to do it, we have to find a way 
to expand trade. There's 4 percent of us, we've got 22 percent of the 
income, we've got to sell something to the other 96 percent. It's just 
as simple as that. But we will never be able to do it unless working 
people believe Chat trade benefits ordinary American families. 



You know, the politicians and the CEOs can talk until they're blue 
in the face. But we still have elections in this country and, in the 
end, you guys run the show. And it's a good thing; that's why we're 
still around here after 200 years. But if we can't convince people like 
you that we're right about this trade issue, then we are going to shrink 
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America's future prospects. It's as simple as that. 



You know, I want you all to watch Seattle when it rolls around. 
Every group in the world with an axe to grind is going to Seattle to 
demonstrate. I’ll have more demonstrators against me than I've had in 
the whole seven years I've been President. I'm kind of looking forward 
to it, (Laughter.) I’ll tell you why. I told them all I wanted them 
to come. I want all the consumer groups to come. I want all the 
environmental groups to come. I want everybody who thinks this is a bad 
deal to come. I want everybody to get all this out of their system and 
say their peace of mind. And I want us to have a huge debate about 
this . 


But I'm telling you, I've worked really hard for you the last seven 
years to turn this economy around and to get it going in the right 
direction. (Applause.) I've worked hard to make sure other people play 
by the rules, not just in York, Pennsylvania, but in York, England and 
in York, Western Australia. 


And now, as I look ahead to the last year and a couple of months of 
my term, I try to think of what things I can still do that will allow 
this prosperity to go on and on, and that will embrace people who 
haven't yet been affected by it. We still have people in places who 
haven't been picked up by this recovery. And I want this to go on. 

It's already the longest peacetime expansion in history; in February 
it'll be the longest economic expansion, including those that embraced 
our world wars. But we can keep it going. But only if we find more 
customers and more investment in a non-inf lationary way. And there's 
only two places to find it. You've got to go to the places in America 
which have had no recovery and to the people who are still on welfare or 
otherwise left out, or you've got to sell more stuff overseas. 



Therefore, I say to you — I don't think the trading system is 
perfect, by the way. I have argued until I'm blue in the face, and I 
will continue to argue that when we make these trade rules, we need to 
take the concerns of ordinary citizens into account. We should be 
growing the economy not just in America,’^ but everywhere, and still 
improving the environment. 


Let me tell you, compared to seven years ago, with all these jobs, 
in America the air is cleaner, the water is cleaner, the food is safer, 
we've set aside more land to protect it for sports people and for 
tourists and people that just want to be out in nature, than any 
administration in the history of this country, except those of Franklin 
and Theodore Roosevelt. You can improve the economy and improve the 
environment at the same time. People ought to have that everywhere. 

They ought to have that security everywhere. 

Working people everywhere, even, if they can't enjoy the same income 
you do, ought to have access to basic labor rights. We shouldn't be 
having child labor in some of these countries producing products to 
compete in our markets and exploit children when they ought to be in 
school. We ought to have basic, decent labor standards for people 
everywhere. (Applause.) 


And I believe — that’s why I’m glad the demonstrators are coining. 
I want us to try to find a way to build a consensus where we can expand 
trade and respect the rights of labor and the environment. 



But let me tell you something, you know this, you think about your 
own life. If we have more trade and it's good for you and it’s good for 
those countries, don't you think it's more likely that working people 
will be better off and their environment will be cleaner? I mean, the 
more money you've got, the more you can afford to give workers ' wages 
that are increased and the more you can afford to clean up the 
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environment . 



So I think all these things work together. In Seattle, I’m going 
to ask the trade organization for the very first time to establish a 
working group on trade and labor, so we get working people and their 
concerns involved in the trade process before all the decisions are 
made. I have worked hard to make environment a part of this. I think 
it's important. 


But I came here for this simple reason. This is a great company. 
You've got a great union. You’ve found a successful way to compete in 
the world. You represent the future of the American economy. But if I 
cannot convince the decision makers in Washington and ordinary people 
like you all across America that a . key part of the economic success 
we've enjoyed in the last seven years and the economic success America 
can enjoy in the years ahead requires us to continue to break down 
barriers to trade, then in the future, when I'm not around anymore, you 
won't have the economic prosperity that I think you deserve. 

So I ask you to think about this. I thank you for being so quiet 
and listening to this. I wouldn't be for this if I didn’t think it was 
right for you, if I didn't think it was good for ordinary Americans. 

But I'll leave you with this thought: we live in a world that is 

smaller and smaller, and that is either going to make us mora prosperous 
and more secure, or more vulnerable and more insecure. If we don’t 
trade with other people and help them to get involved in a cycle of 
growth with us, and you have more and more people that are poor, with 
open borders, you're going to have more drug trafficking, more organized 


crime, more political terrorism and more headaches. And everybody 
everywhere will be more vulnerable to it. 



On the other hand, if we make a living by selling more of our 
things overseas and the price of that is to let people sell more of 
their things to us, and they do better and their children do better, you 
will have more cooperation and a far more interesting world for your 
children to live in. ’ 


I believe the best days of this country are still ahead. I believe 
the life our kids and grandkids are going to have will be truly amazing. 
Within 10 years, children might actually be born with a life expectancy 
of 100 years. Their mothers will take home with them from the hospital 
a map of the children's genetic system, which will say, your child has 
the following strengths and the following problems, but if you do these 
10 things in the child's upbringing you will dramatically reduce the 
fact that your little girl will get breast cancer, or your little boy 
will develop colon cancer. It will be an amazing future. 


But we have to do the big things right. That's what you do here. 
You do the big things right. And you know a lot of little mistakes will 
be made. You know even you aren't perfect. You know mistakes will be 
made, but if you get the big things right, you know it's going to come 
out all right. 



What I'm trying to do — with this new trade round in Seattle, 
Washington, and with these speeches across the country — is to make 
sure, as Americans, we get the big things right. Should we fight for 
fair trade? You bet. Did we get a lot of steel dumped on us when the 
Asian and the Russian economies went down, and was it unfair, and did I 
have to push hard to get it out? You bet. Did you deserve trade 
protection several years ago when you got it? Absolutely you did. 

Do we have to make the system work right? Yes. That's true, 
you've got to make the system work right. But let's not lose 'the big 
point: if we want to continue to grow, have high incomes, low 
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unemployment -- the lowest minority unemployment in the history of the 
country, lowest women's unemployment in 46 years, the lowest overall 
unemployment in 30 years — if we want that, if we want a country 
growing together, a part of our strategy has got to be fo sell more, not 
just Harleys, but everything we can possibly sell, around the world. 

So I ask you, don't let this trade debate be the province of 
politicians and CEOs. You embrace it. It’s your future, and your 
children's future. And every company can be like Harley. But we have 
to embrace the world and say, we are not afraid. We can get the big 
things right.

EUD 
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Good afternoon, and thank you all for coming. 

We are now one w^eek away from the World Trade Organization’s Ministerial Conference 
in Seattle. This event, which the United States will host and Chair, will bring 1 50 nations 
together to launch a new Round of global trade negotiations; and this Round in turn will help us 
create the foundation of the next century’s world economy. 

In the past months, beginning with President Clinton’s call for a new Round in his State 
of the Union Address, our Administration has laid out a detailed and ambitious program for the 
Ministerial and the new Round. My purpose today, as the event approaches, is to give you a 
sense of the challenges this agenda will address, and the results it can achieve. 

THE ACHIEVEMENTS OP THE PAST HALF-CENTURY 

Let me begin with some general thoughts about American trade policy and its record. 

The trading system represented by the WTO is the result of fifty years of progress and 
American leadership - under ten Administrations and 26 Congresses -- toward a more open, fair 
and free world economy. We have led in this work through eight negotiating Rounds, jfrom the 
foundation of the General Agreement on Tariffs and Trade (GATT) in 1948 to the creation of the 
WTO five years ago, and now the launch of a new Round. And we have done so to advance our 
own national economic interests; to promote the values of freedom and the rule of law; and to 
realize the aspiration, shared with our trading partners, of a more peaceful and prosperous world 
for each succeeding generation. 

This effort rests on the understanding that open markets and freer trade are good for both 
Americans and our trading partners overseas. This is true in economic terms, first of all. With 
market opening comes growth, opportunity and rising standards of living; producers can sell to 
wider markets; consumers ha\^e greater choice and quality; technological progress accelerates; 
businesses become more efficient and competitive. 

But it is also true in a deeper sense. Our development of the trading system has helped us 




to realize broader aspirations: the rule of law; a more stable international economy; a stronger 
peace. With a rules-based trading system that keeps markets open, trading nations rely on law 
and contract rather than on coercion in good times; and in moments of crisis, the world has a 
shield against the fears that can lead to cycles of protection and the “beggar-thy-neighbor” 
policies of the 1 930s. And as countries trade more with their neighbors, they gain an interest in 
prosperity and stability beyond their borders, strengthening the chances of peace. 

All these benefits are clear in the record of the past fifty years. 

For us, open markets abroad offer the opportunity to export; and exports are essential to a 
strong economy. Almost 80% of world economic consumption, and 96% of the world’s 
population, is outside the U.S.. If these markets are opened more fully to Americans in the years 
ahead -- and foreign tariffs and other trade barriers are still substantially higher than ours — our 
farmers will face less risk of gluts that drive down prices, and American businesses will gain the 
economies of scale that enable them to invest in plants, research, and hiring. 

Open markets at home are equally important. Imports create the choice, price and 
competition that raise family living standards. This is true for all families, but most especially 
the poor. Imports, accompanied by a commitment to education and job training, help American 
workers specialize in the most technologically sophisticated and financially rewarding fields. 

And they give businesses access to inputs - raw materials, parts, business equipment - that 
reduce overall costs and therefore improve efficiency and competitiveness. 

It is of course true that technological change, rather than trade, is principally responsible 
for job dislocation in the United States. But iwis also true that an open American economy 
means competition; and competition also means change and adjustment to it. And the 
government has a responsibility to accompany an open trade policy with a commitment to 
education, job training, and adjustment. 

But most of the changes underway in our economy - falling unemployment, rising wages, 
rising demand for higher-skilled workers - are unambiguously positive. These are very clear in 
the past seven years; as the world economy has further opened through the Uruguay Round and 
nearly 300 other trade agreements our Administration has negotiated, and as we concurrently 
committed ourselves to fiscal discipline and stronger support for education and job training, we 
have embarked upon the longest peacetime expansion in our history; created 19 million new 
jobs; reduced unemployment to 4.1%; and seen family incomes begin to rise again after a long 
period of stagnation. 

On a broader scale, the work of developing the trading system has helped us to create a 
more prosperous, just and peaceful world. When the work began, our postwar leaders faced a 
world fragmented and impoverished by the Second World War; the communist experiment in 
Russia and soon China; and the older economic divisions among the Ailies^reated after World 
War I through the colonial preference schemes of Britain and France, and then the American 
Smoot-Hawley tariffs of the Depression era. The core problem was that stated long ago by the 



Roman historian Livy; 


“The defense of liberties is a difficult thing; pretending to want fair shares for all, every 
man raises himself by depressing his neighbor; our anxiety to avoid oppression leads us 
to practice it ourselves; the injustice we repel, we visit in turn upon others, as if there 
were no other choice except either to do it or to suffer it.” 

That is, in the natural desire for freedom - for security - for prosperity - lie dangerous 
temptations. Without the rule of law to prevent them, some will act on them - if only because 
they fear someone else will do it first. This was precisely the experience between the summer of 
1914 and the Depression. And the trading system embodied by the GATT and now the WTO is 
in essence a network of agreements that defend each of us -- the strongest and the weakest alike 

— against such temptations. 

And its effects in practice have justified its founders’ hopes. Since 1950, global trade has 
grown fifteen-fold; world economic production has grown six-fold, and per capita income almost 
tripled. Life has improved nearly everywhere in the world; world life expectancy has grown by 
twenty years; infant mortality has dropped by two-thirds, and famine has receded from all but the 
most remote or misgoverned comers of the world. And slowly but steadily, as one region after 
another has committed itself to the principles of the trading system, peace and stability have 
strengthened - first in Western Europe; then Southeast Asia; most recently Latin America and 
Central Europe. 

And finally, the trading system has strengthened our guarantees of economic and political 
security. We see this clearly in the financial crisis; when the world met the test it failed in 1930. 
During an extraordinarily painful and dangerous period, the respect most WTO members showed 
for their commitments helped guarantee affected countries the markets essential for their 
recovery; shielded, to the maximtim extent possible, American farmers and manufacturing 
exporters; and helped avert the political tensions that can arise in economic crisis. 

... AND THE CHALLENGES OF THE NEXT 

Fifty years on, as we take stock, we see how much we have accomplished. 

The immediate tasks of 1948 - postwar reconstruction; the reintegration of Germany and 
Japan - are far behind us. With respect to the industrial tariffs and other formal trade barriers 
which made up the agenda of the first Rounds, much has been accomplished; based (perhaps a 
bit simplistically, but not unfairly) on the ratio of trade to world economic production, in 1997 
the world regained the degree of openness it had at the outbreak of the First World War. But we 
also see that much remains to be done; and that new challenges have arisen; 

- The decolonization of Africa, Asia and the Middle East, which broOght nearly 90 new 
nations and 2.5 billion people into world trade; and 




- The end of the Cold War, which has led China, Russia and 28 other nations once 
governed by Communist central planning to undertake economic reforms at home, and 
begin reintegrating themselves into the world economy. 

- The challenge of the scientific and technological revolution, which is now creating new 
products and even new methods of trade more rapidly than ever before. 

- And issues related to the quality of life and democratization: environmental protection, 
guarantees of core labor standards and consumer safety; the broad questions of 
transparency and citizen access to the institutions of the trading system. 

Thus, as President Clinton’s first term began with the completion of the Uruguay Round 
and the creation of the WTO, his second term will close with the opening of a new Round that 
meets the challenges before us today. The agenda we have developed for it is ambitious; and 
when completed, will meet the standard of the past fifty years. 

PROSPERITY AND GROWTH 

Our first challenge is the creation of new opportunities for prosperity and growth through 
the launch of the Round itself. This is our central mission for Seattle. 

1, Market Access Agenda 

Here, we respond with an agenda which will further open the world economy; which will 
meet the priorities of all WTO members; ancKwhich is focused enough to complete rapidly, offer 
concrete benefits in a reasonable time, and ensure that all WTO members, in particular the least 
developed nations, can participate fully in the talks and win their full benefits. 

At the heart of our agenda is aggressive reform of agricultural trade. After fifty years, 
agriculture must be made fully part of the trading system. The rewards of success will be great: 
we can build prosperity in rural areas at home and abroad; we can help to raise living standards 
for consumers, in particular the poorest families who devote the greatest part of their income to 
food; and we can contribute to the fight against htmger and malnutrition by giving all nations 
access to diverse, market-priced, and speedily available supplies of food. The agenda we and 
others seek will meet the challenge. We will seek elimination of agricultural export subsidies - 
an especially abusive policy that imposes its greatest burdens on the poorest farmers in 
developing countries. We will work toward reducing tariffs and other trade barriers, reforming 
state trading policies, and further reducing trade-distorting domestic supports. And we will begin 
the work of the next decade, by ensuring that farmers and ranchers can use scientifically proven 
new technologies without fear of trade discrimination. 

Likewise in services, we take up a sector where liberalization has t5hly begun, and which 
promises vast rewards in economic efficiency, technological progress, and the quality of life. By 
opening services to trade, we can address some of the weak regulatory practices in law and 




finance which helped spark the financial crisis. We can promote technological advance in new 
telecommunications. We can give countries greater access to environmental services as well as 
goods, and help the world’s most advanced hospitals and universities offer health care and 
education on-line as the information infrastructure improves. And we can create stunning 
opportunities for prosperity and growth: the services industries - distribution, 
telecommunications, finance, audiovisual, environmental services, the professions, construction 
and others -- make up S5.5 trillion worth of production in the U.S. alone; 70% of our economy, 
and nearly a seventh of the world economy. 

And in industrial goods we have equally important opportunities, from high technology 
to fields such as toys, jewelry and other sectors which are top developing country priorities. 

Here we can create opportunities for growth and employment in developing and industrial 
economies, improve price and choice for consumers, and create the economies of scale that 
support research, development and technological progress. 

PEACE AND DEVELOPMENT 

Our second challenge is to strengthen peace and promote development. 

And we respond with our work towards the completion of the core vision of the GATT 
system in 1948: a trading system which includes all the world’s major nations; gives the world’s 
people greater hope of prosperity and rising standards of living; and strengthens peace by giving 
nations stronger interests in prosperity and stability beyond their borders, 

1. End of the Cold war 

Most fundamentally, this means the trade policy response to the end of the Cold Wjit: that 
is, the integration of the nations now moving away from communist planning systems toward the 
market. Ten years after the fall of the Berlin Wall, they are the largest group outside the trading 
system. To bring them in - on commercially meaningful grounds, addressing agriculture, 
services, industrial goods and rules - is a task with implications for the world’s economic and 
political future comparable to the reintegration of Japan and Gennany fifty years ago. 

Those nations which have completed the transition - for example, Poland, Hungary and 
the Czech Republic - have found that the WTO’s principles of transparency, open markets and 
rule of law are also those which help economic reform succeed. That will be true for each new 
entrant as well. And for our part, as we help these countries integrate themselves into world 
trade, we strengthen peace by giving their people better economic prospects, and their 
governments greater interests in world prosperity and stability. 

This is a complex task; but it is also an achievable task, and that is dear because it is well 
underway. Since its creation in 1995 the WTO has admitted six transition 'Economies: Slovenia, 
Bulgaria, Mongolia, Kyrgyzstan, Latvia, and - a week ago Sunday - Estonia. This year, we have 
completed bilateral negotiations with Albania, Croatia and Georgia. We have made significant 



progress with Armenia, Lithuania and Moldova; and held fruitful discussions with Russia and 
Ukraine as well. In addition, in the Middle East we have completed negotiations with Jordan, 
made significant progress with Oman, and held important discussions with Saudi Arabia. 

Most recently, we completed our talks with the largest transition economy - the People’s 
Republic of China. The result is a comprehensive agreement covering agriculture, services, 
industrial goods, unfair trade and investment practices and other rules, with specific and 
enforceable commitments that will phase in rapidly in each area. China’s WTO entry under 
these terms will open new opportunities for American farmers and businesses; address trade 
practices designed to draw jobs and research to China from the U.S. and other countries, and 
ensure that we can address import surges and dumping into our economy rapidly and effectively. 

At the same time, this agreement will help commit China to the principles Americans 
have advanced for many years. The WTO accession is not in itself, nor is intended to be, a 
sufficient human rights policy; it must be accompanied by active outreach on political prisoners, 
religious freedom, freedom of association and other issues. But as democracy advocates such as 
Martin Lee and Chinese dissidents like Ren Wanding have noted, by entering the WTO China 
accepts principles such as judicial review of government policies and decisions; publication of 
laws and regulations; and irrevocable openness to the outside world. Likewise, some specific 
commitments - opening the telecommunications and Internet markets; allowing Chinese people 
to trade free of government permission -- will help to promote freedom of information and 
contacts with the outside world. Over time, this can have profound and positive effects. As Mr. 
Ren put it: 

“Before, the sky was black; now it is light. This can be a new beginning.” 

And internationally, this agreement will mark a qualitative advance in our work to 
strengthen China’s stake in stability and peace in the Pacific region. China’s development of 
trade and investment ties with its neighbors - Japan, South Korea, Southeast Asia - is 
inseparable from the transformation of its foreign policy from the revolutionary era of the past, to 
China’s present willingness to work with us in such critical areas as the Asian financial crisis and 
the Four-Party talks in Korea. WTO accession will accelerate this process — complementing our 
security policies in the Pacific in the same way it will complement our goals in human rights- 

2. Integrating the Least Developed 

At the same time, as new members are admitted, we will seek the full integration into the 
trading system of the least-developed nations - those most deeply afflicted by poverty, hunger 
isolation from the world economy. 

Our Administration has taken up this challenge in areas well beyond trade. This fall. 
President Clinton challenged the Congress and the world to forgive 100% of the debts owed by 
least-developed countries, when debt relief will help finance basic human needs. And Congress 
has made a strong beginning. But the WTO has a fundamentally important part to play. These 
nations need enhanced market access, better targeted technical assistance and capacity-building 



to implement the commitments that help them grow. We are working jointly with the European 
Union on an initiative along these lines, with the benefit of advice from a number of African and 
other nations. This will complement the strong program we have already put forward: 

We have broadened our own market access programs, first by expanding the duty-free 
GSP program, and now through the more ambitious legislative proposals we have put 
forward for Africa and the Caribbean Basin, We will go on to special tariff commitments 
in the new Round, to which both developed economies and advanced developing nations 
should contribute. 

- We have also introduced, together with Bangladesh and four African nations, a proposal 
to improve and expand the WTO’s technical assistance programs, and are continuing our 
efforts to build capacity for the least developed countries in telecommunications, Internet 
capability, and other modem technologies. Likewise, we are working to improve the 
WTO’ s collaboration with other international organizations such as the World Bank and 
IMF, UNCTAD, the UN Environmental Program, and the ILO, 

And we will ensure that while the negotiating agenda for the new Round takes the 
priorities of all nations, including the least developed, into account, it is also limited and 
manageable enough so that all WTO members can meaningfully participate. 

THE 21®^-CENTURY ECONOMY 
Our third challenge is the revolution in science and technology. 

And we are responding with a network of agreements that open markets in the key sectors 
of the 2r*-ccntury, ensure the strong protection of intellectual property that facilitates research 
and creativity; and creates the modem regulatory stmctures that enable new ideas to reach the 
market swiftly and with strong protection for consume!^. 

In the past two years, we laid the groundwork for this in three historic agreements; the 
Information Technology Agreement, eliminating tariffs on $600 billion worth of trade in 
high-tech manufactured goods such as computers, semiconductors and others; the Basic 
Telecommunications Agreement, opening access to the $1 trillion-dollar world telecom services 
market; and the Financial Services Agreement, which covers nearly $50 trillion worth of 
financial transactions per year. 

The next step is to ensure the unimpeded development of electronic commerce. Its use, 
first as new method of trade, can spur development in isolated regions, make economies more 
productive, and raise living standards for consumers. This will begin with our work toward 
consensus on “duty-free cyberspace” - that is, extending the WTO’s moratorium on the 
imposition of tariffs on electronic transmissions on the Net. We will build on this with work to 
address such issues as intellectual property protection, the proper treatment of digital products 
under WTO rules, and preventing discrimination against new technologies and methods of trade. 




And we will continue our extensive capacity -building programs to help developing countries 
gain the capacity to use the Internet, speeding their growth and technological progress. 

At the same time, we will begin to consider the implications of biotechnology^ which has 
revolutionized medicine and will soon do the same in agriculture. This is a complex issue; 
agricultural biotechnology at times raises consumer concerns which we must meet squarely. But 
it also offers potential benefits - more productive farms, which reduce pressure on land and 
water; reduced use of pesticides; healthier produce, through reduction of fat content, addition of 
vitamins, or elimination of allergens - which cannot be overstated. The task here is to develop a 
consensus for transparent, timely, and science-based regulatory procedures which will both 
address public concerns and allow us to enjoy the benefits of these innovations. 

A BETTER WORLD 

And our fourth challenge is to address the issues of the quality of life: the intersection of 
trade, environmental protection and core labor standards; the demands of democratization. 

Americans expect that with economic growth will come a rising quality of life: healthier 
air and water, safer factories, institutions that are open to public participation. And we are right 
to expect these things. Tlie high standards we have set in these areas, in fact, have greatly 
improved American domestic policy. As our economy has grown, we have adopted 
environmental policies, workplace standards, consumer protections and other measures which 
mean that a more prosperous nation is also a healthier and safer nation. 

These are also questions that arise in the world economy. And a more educated world 
public, with access to modem technologies, expects us to address them. And our trade agenda 
responds- 


1. Environment 

With respect to the environment, we can build on our experience at home; as our 
economy has grown from $3.7 to $8.8 trillion over the past twenty-five years, we have developed 
modem environmental policies of pollution prevention and cleanup; protection of endangered 
species and biodiversity; sustainable resource management; and consideration of environmental 
effects during policy decisions that have significantly improved America’s air, water, and public 
health. 


We begin with a fundamental principle: as we open trade, we will maintain the highest 
standards of environmental, public hesilth and consumer protection, consistent with our 
commitment to science-based regulation. The WTO recognizes, and has since 1947, the primacy 
of this right for all nations. And based upon this, we vrill ensure that our participation in the 
Round helps us to create a healthier as well as a more prosperous world. Ttie President’s 
signature of an Executive Order requiring early environmental reviews, and the release of the 
White House Policy Declaration on Environment and Trade, give us a systematic basis on which 



to proceed. 


We will begin with an early environmental review of the Round’s negotiating agenda, 
and work toward increased collaboration between the WTO and the UN Environmental Program. 
And in the Round, we will seek a series of measures that contribute both to a more open trading 
world and better environmental practices: the opening of trade in environmental goods and 
services; the elimination of agricultural export subsidies; and the elimination of fishery subsidies 
that contribute to overcapacity. As we do so, we will use the WTO’s Committee on Trade and 
the Environment to identify and consider the environmental implications of the negotiations as 
they proceed. 


2. Trade and Labor 

The WTO can also help to strengthen respect for internationally recognized core labor 
standards. Here, again, our record at home shows that a growing economy goes together with 
rising labor standards; to choose just one example, as manufacturing production has doubled 
since 1970, the number of workplace deaths has fallen 60%. And common sense indicates that 
when children spend their days in sweatshops rather than in the classroom, prospects for future 
national growth and competitiveness in a high-technology world recede. 

Here, we begin at the very beginning: the WTO, in a formal sense, does not recognize 
that links between trade and labor exist. This is not a position which can endure; it is 
intellectually indefensible, and it will over time weaken public support for the trading system. 
Our task, therefore, is to ensure that the WTO recognizes that links between trade and labor 
policy do exist, and discusses them in a serious manner. 

Thus we are not only seeking closer collaboration between the WTO and the International 
Labor Organization, but also creation of a Working Group on Trade and Labor to examine 
seriously, in cooperation with institutions like the World Bank and the ILO, questions such as 
safety nets, the relationship between trade and internationally recognized core labor standards, 
and the best means of adjustment to heightened competition. This is a very high priority for our 
Administration, in its own right and as a matter of the trading system’s foundation of public 
support in the future. 


3. WTO Reform 

And we are working toward reform and opening to the public of the WTO itself. The 
case for this is fundamental. At home, our government has succeeded for two hundred years 
because it is open and accountable; if international institutions are to succeed, people must 
likewise see them as open and accountable. This has always been true, but1t is more urgent than 
ever today, as improving education and modem telecommunications open institutions to ever 
greater scrutiny and debate. 



The WTO does not yet fully meet this test, and that is, ultimately, a challenge to its 
future. Thus we are working for greater transparency throughout the system, through the 
progressive attainment of some practical goals: ensuring rapid release of documents, enhancing 
the input of citizens and citizen groups; providing the opportunity to file amicus briefs in dispute 
settlement proceedings, and opening those proceedings to public observers. These are the 
measures which create the foundation of public support for the institutions of government at 
home; and they will do the same for the institutions of the trading system. 

CONCLUSION: THE MINISTERIAL AND THE YEARS AHEAD 

Prosperity and growth; peace and development; scientific and technological progress; a 
better world. For fifty years, we have led in the creation of a worldwide trading system that 
helps us realize these aspirations. It has been an era of great vision; and achievement to match 
that vision. And in Seattle, as we close the book on these decades, we can open a new era whose 
accomplishments build upon and transcend those of the past. 

An era in which peace strengthens, poverty and hunger recede into the past, and the world 
enjoys more security in the present and better hopes for the future. 

In which nations grow more fully accept the principles of open markets, the rule of law, 
and peaceful settlement of disputes. 

In which factories are safer, children are in school rather than at work, the air and water 
are clean and our natural heritage flourishes. ^ 

And we build a system of international laws and institutions that are transparent and 
accountable; that meet the standards of a more democratic and open world; and that will endure.

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US. Goods and Services Trade 

U.S. total trade (exports plus imports) reached a record $2.03 trillion in 1998, surpassing 
the $1.98 trillion level of 1997. Total exports were $934 billion, slightly less than the 1997 
figure, while imports were a record $1,098 billion. 

For 1998, exports were a half percent lower than a year earlier, in contrast with 10 percent 
growth in 1997; meanwhile, import growth during 1998 was at a rate of 5 percent, down 
from 9 percent the previous year. 

The trade deficit for 1998 was $164 billion, dramatically exceeding the 1997 total of $105 
billion and establishing a new record by surpassing the 1987 figure of $153 billion. 


In the first half of 1999, exports were down very slightly (by 0.2 percent, compared with 
the same months of 1998), while imports continued to grow, by 7.7 percent. The result was 
a deficit of $236 billion (at an annual rate). 


■ 


The last U.S. trade surplus was in 1975. 


US. Goods (Merchandise) Trade 

Goods exports in 1998 were $670 billion; the comparable figure for imports was $917 
billion (an all-time record). 

Exports declined by a bit more than one percent in 1998, breaking a twelve-year string of 
increases. This largely reflected the Asian financial crisis. Meanwhile, imports increased, 
but at less than 5 percent (barely half of the 1997 rate). 

The U.S. goods trade deficit in 1998 reached $247 billion, surpassing the 1997 total of 
$197 billion, which had been an all-time record. 


Goods exports in the first six months of 1999 were 1.8 percent lower than a year earlier, 
in contrast to a 7.6 percent increase for imports, resulting in a trade deficit of well over $300 
billion (at an annual rate). 

The 1998 U.S. surplus in advanced technology was $30 billion, 7 percent smaller than it 
was in 1997. The surplus shrank another 7 percent during the first half of 1999. 

In 1996 (the latest year for which data are available), U.S. multinational companies 
accounted for 65 percent of U.S. goods exports and 40 percent of U.S. imports. 

The United States accounted for just over one-eighth of global merchandise exports in 
1998, and just over one-sixth of imports. 


Bilateral Patterns 

For 1998, the U.S. goods trade deficit with China was $57 billion, still smaller than the U.S. deficit with Japan (S^' 
billion). 

Most of the deterioration in the trade balance in 1998 was due to declining exports to Pacific Rim countries, though 
increasing imports from Western Europe were also a factor. Meanwhile, the U.S. balance with Western Hemisphere 
countries improved. 


Composition and Destination of US. Exports 
U.S. goods exports in 1998 comprised 87 percent manufactures, 8 percent agricultural commodities, 2 percent mineral 
fuels, and 3 percent other or unidentified products. 

Canada ($157 billion) continued to be the largest market by far for U.S. exports, nearly twice the value of runner-up 
Mexico ($79 billion) in 1998. Japan ($58 billion) remained the third-largest export market, followed by the United 
Kingdom ($39 billion), and Germany ($27 billion). 

South Korea's position in 1998 slipped dramatically, to the number nine position (behind the Netherlands, Taiwan, and 
France). 


State and Local Exports 

California ($99 billion) was by far the largest exporting state in 1998, according to Exporter Location Series data. Texas 
($59 billion). New York ($46 billion), Michigan ($39 billion), and Washington ($38 billion) rounded out the top five. 

San Jose and New York, each with exports totaling $29.1 billion in 1997, were the largest metropolitan area exporte' 
Seattle-Bellevue-Everett ($27.0 billion), Detroit ($26.0 billion), and Los Angeles-Long Beach ($25.8 billion) followeu 
the metro leaders. 


Composition and Source of US, Imports 
U.S. goods imported in 1998 consisted of 87 percent manufeictures, 6 percent mineral fiiels, 4 percent agricultural 
commodities, and 3 percent other or unidentified products. 

Canada ($173 billion) exceeded Japan ($122 billion) as the largest supplier of U.S. 1998 imports, followed by Mexico 
($95 billion), China ($71 billion), and Germany ($50 billion). 


VS, Services Trade 

The value of two-way U.S. services trade is just over one-quarter that of goods trade. 

Exports of services during 1998 were worth $264 billion, exceeding the $259 billion registered for the year 1997. 

Through June of 1999, services exports were 3.7 percent higher than the year-earlier figure, compared to an 8.1 percent 
increase for imports. 

The services trade surplus during 1998 was $83 billion, off from the record $92 billi 9 n of 1997. 

Services trade has been in surplus every year since 1970, helping to offset the goods deficit. 

Travel, passenger fares, and other transportation account for 44 percent of total services exports (receipts) and 5> 
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percent of total services imports (payments). 


Direct private business services, such as telecommunications, engineering, advertising, and accounting, represent 35 
percent of services receipts and 26 percent of services payments, generating a surplus of $44 billion in 1998. 

US, Balance of Payments (BOP) 

The current account deficit (the excess of international payments compared to international receipts) was $221 billion 
in 1998, up from $143 billion for 1997, and exceeding the previous record of $163 billion (in 1987) . The deficit for the 
first half of 1999 is running at an annual rate of $299 billion. 

The large U.S. current account deficits that began in the mid-1980s have swung the United States from a net creditor 
status of $163 billion in 1984 to a net debtor position of $1.24 trillion in 1998. These data represent the U.S. net 
international asset position at current cost. 


Trade and the Domestic Economy 

U.S. goods and services exports represented 11.3 percent of the nation's GDP in 1998, down from 11.9 percent in 1997. 

Growth in the volume of U.S. exports of goods and services accounted for only 5 percent of overall U.S. economic 
growth in 1998. 

More than 20 percent of the goods produced in the United States are exported. For durable goods, the figure rises to 
36 percent. 

The 1998 U.S. export-to-GDP ratio was U percent, the same as Japan's; Germany's ratio was 29 percent. 

The U.S. goods and services trade deficit amounted to 1.8 percent of GDP in 1998,up from 1.2 percent in 1997, but still 
well below the recent high of 3.0 percent in 1987. 


Jobs and Trade 

U.S. exports of goods and services are estimated to support some 12 million domestic jobs. Each billion dollars in U.S. 
goods and services exports supports on average about 13,000 U.S. jobs. 

Workers in jobs directly supported by goods exports receive wages 20 percent higher than the national average. 

Jobs supported by U.S. goods exports, directly or indirectly, pay wages that are 13 percent higher than the average 
domestic wage. 

High-technology industry jobs directly supported by exports have average hourly earnings 34 percent higher than the 
national average. 

The impact of imports on U.S. jobs is extremely difficult to estimate. In contrast to exports, imports are integrated into 
almost every aspect of the domestic economy and it is impossible, practically speaking, to separate their role from that of 
domestic inputs. 
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Exporter Profiles 

In 1997 (the latest year for which Exporter Data Base figures are available), almost 210,000 U.S- firms exported goo'"’ 
nearly double the 1992 total of 1 13,000. 

Ninety-seven percent of these companies were small or medium-sized (fewer than 500 employees). 

While large firms (500 employees or more) made up less than 4 percent of all exporters, they were responsible for 
almost 70 percent of U.S. merchandise exports in 1997. 

About two-thirds of U.S. exporting firms were classified as wholesalers, retailers, brokers, and other intermediaries.

STATEMENT BY THE PRESIDENT 


November 16, 1999 


Today, Vice President Gore and I are taking two important steps to 
ensure that our efforts to expand trade reflect our strong commitment to 
promoting environmental protection worldwide. America has proved time 
and again that a strong economy and a healthy environment go hand in 
hand. The new steps I am announcing today will help ensure that we and 
other nations do our utmost to protect our environment as we work 
together to build a growing, prosperous global economy. 

First, I have signed Executive Order requiring careful assessment 
and written review of the potential environmental impacts of major trade 
agreements. These reviews, with full opportunity for public input, will 
better enable us to fully integrate environmental considerations into 
the development of U.S. positions in trade negotiations. 

Second, I am issuing a declaration of principles on trade and 
environment to guide our negotiators in the new round of World Trade 
Organization negotiations that will begin later this month in Seattle. 
Through these principles, we will seek to ensure that trade rules 
continue to be support of environmental protections at home and abroad. 

I urge other WTO members to work with us to advance these 
principles when we meet in Seattle.

Executive Summary 







The U.S. economy looks to the future from a position of strength, due in no small part to its 
openness and flexibility. U.S. tariffs are among the world’s lowest, averaging only 2.8 percent 
on internationally comparable terms. The United States is also the world’s leading trader in 
goods and services, accounting for about 14 percent of world exports and about 16 percent of 
imports. Americans benefit directly from open markets. U.S. producers benefit from exports of 
high-tech manufactures, agriculture, and services, among other products. U.S. workers enjoy 
higher paying jobs and U.S. consumers enjoy lower prices and more product variety. 

For over half a century the multilateral trading system, first consisting of the General Agreement 
on Tariffs and Trade (GATT) and more recently the World Trade Organization (WTO), has 
played a key part in meeting U.S. trade policy objectives. It has reduced barriers to trade, 
strengthened the rule of law, and encouraged economic development internationally. The post- 
WWII period has seen exceptional growth in much of the world as the global economy has 
become increasingly integrated. 

While its achievements have been considerable, the trading system remains a work in progress. 

A new round offers opportunities to enhance market access, improve the functioning of the 
WTO, more effectively integrate labor and environmental considerations, and ensure that the 
benefits of trade are shared more widely. 

America Benefits from Market Liberalization 

On the threshold of the 21®^ Century, two related features of the U.S. economy are particularly 
striking. First, it has never been more prosperous and, second, it has never been as integrated 
into the world economy. The U.S- economy provides its citizens with living standards-that are 
higher than those in many other major industrial economies - measured in terras of purchasing 
power, per capita income in the United States is 27 percent higher than in J^an and 41 percent 
higher than in Germany, the U.S. economy is able to provide such high living standards, in part, 
because Americans engage extensively in international trade. As an indicator of its size and 
scope, U.S. trade’s value relative to U.S. GKP has been almost 25 percent in recent years, the 
highest it has been at any point in the past hundred years. 


• On average, Americans export about 1 1 percent of all the goods and services they produce 
and import about 1 3 percent of all they consume. 

• Many high-tech U.S. manufacturing industries, such as computers and electronics, export 25 
percent or more of their total shipments; U.S. wheat and rice growers export over 40 percent 
of their total productioa 

• The United States is the world’s leading services exporter, accounting for over 18 percent of 
all commercial service exports. 



• Recent studies provide evidence of substantial wage advantages in jobs supported by goods 
exports - on the order of 15 percent. 




The WTO Promotes Market Opening 

America gains most when other nations lower their trade barriers as we reduce ours. Indeed, as 
one of the world’s most open economies, we have a particular interest in promoting liberalization 
abroad. The system of binding commitments first established in the GATT and now advanced 
by the WTO has provided a framework for liberalization. Consistent with U.S. goals for an open 
multilateral trading system, the GATT was founded in 1948 on principles of reciprocity and non- 
discrimination. On this basis, it has been extremely successful in opening markets. 

• At the end of WWII, the average tariff on industrial products in developed countries was 
about 40 percent. Today, the average is about 90 percent lower. 

The Uruguay Round, concluded in 1994, reduced tariffs on industrial products and extended 
agreements to previously neglected sectors, such as agriculture, textiles and clothing, and 
services. Recent economic studies evaluate potential gains from the Uruguay Round, but capture 
only the effects of certain conceptually quantifiable features, namely reducing tariffs, reducing 
export subsidies, and eliminating quotas on some goods. They do not capture gains from 
provisions for services, dispute settlement, and intellectual property. 

• Recent studies of some potential Uruguay Round benefits estimate that annual global income 
could rise $171 billion to $214 billion upon full implementation, in 1992 dollars; for the 
United States alone, the gains could amount to S27 billion to $37 billion each year. 

Post-Uruguay Round negotiations yielded additional market access commitments in financial 
services, basic telecommunications services, and information technology, opening up new 
opportunities in some areas in which the Unitpd States is highly competitive. Growfri m U.S. 
exports of private services point to potential gains from market opening. 

• Since 1994, U-S. financial service exports have grown, on average, by 24 percent annually in 
nominal tenns, U.S. insurance service exports have grown by 1 4 percent, and U.S. business, 
technical, and professional service exports have grown by 12 percent. 

The WTO Promotes the Rule of Law 

To fully realize the benefits of trade, however, requires more than agreement to reduce barriers. 
Sustaining support for the trading system also requires rules that are credible and equitable. For 
firms to undertake the necessary investments to service foreign markets, they need to believe that 
new barriers will not be raised and that old ones will not reassert themselves. To rely on foreign 
suppliers, buyers need to believe likewise that market access will not be disrupted. Traders need 
assurance that commitments will be binding and that markets will remain open in the event of 
changed circumstances. Moreover, the rules should ensure that governments play fair - that they 
not seek advantage for fevored interests by subsidizing their producers or passing regulations 
that unnecessarily distort international trade. Fairness also requires that the gains from trade are 
shared widely and do not come at the expense of core labor standards or the environment. In so 
doing, the WTO must strike an appropriate balance between the needs of the trading system and 
those of sovereign nations. The WTO Agreements do not and will not preclude the United States 



from establishing and maintaining its own laws; impair the effective enforcement of U.S* laws; 
or limit the ability of the United States to set and achieve its environmental, labor, health, and 
safety standards at the levels it considers appropriate. Through consensus, the WTO has done 
much to achieve both credibility and fairness. 

• WTO rules allow nations to take anti-dumping measures, countervailing-duty measures, and 
action against import sturges, provided they follow certain procedures. The United States has 
used its own WTO-consistent trade laws to combat unfair foreign practices and to provide 
safeguards for domestic producers. 

• The WTO provides an improved framework for resolving disputes. It has proved extremely 
useful to the United States, which as a complaining party has so far prevailed in 22 out of 24 
cases, having favorably settled 10 without litigation and having won 12 in litigation. 

• The WTO provides rules for protecting intellectual property rights. For the United States, 
one of the world’s most innovative nations, such rights convey substantial value. In 1998, 
U.S. exports of royalties and license fees amounted to about $37 billion. 

By and large, WTO members have adhered to their commitments. The sustained trend towards 
market liberalization over the postwar period and the maintenance of commitments not to raise 
barriers even in the face of intemationd financial crises, stand in sharp contrast to the trade 
policy experience during the inter-war period, 

The WTO Extends the Benefits of Trade and Encourages Growth 

The United States has long advocated the use -of the multilateral trading system to promote 
economic development internationally. The success of the trading system and its value in 
reinforcing market-oriented development strategies has become increasingly appreciated over 
time. Between 1989 and 1997, developing countries increased their share of world trade. 
Originally dominated by the developed countries, participation in the multilateral trading system 
has grown as others have sought inclusion. Today, the WTO has 135 membere and another 32 
nations are seeking accession. This allure of the trading Systran supports the view that 
international trade is not a zero-sum game. Both the United States and its trading partners reap 
the benefits. In fact, the shared aspect of the gains from trade, between trading partners, is a core 
principle of economics. However, not all WTO members are currently well positioned to use the 
system effectively. Some of its least developed members lack the necessary institutions and 
infirastructure to reap the full benefits of trade - in those cases, capacity building and technical 
assistance, coupled with market opening, could help spread the benefits. 

The U-S. Agenda Meets tilie Challenges of the 21 Century 

The prospect of another round of multilateral trade negotiations provides new opportunities to 
advance U.S. interests in opening foreign markets, establishing an effective,mle of law, and 
promoting economic development internationally. Barriers remain high in agriculture and 
services, sectors in which we are highly competitive. In agriculture, for example, bound tariff 
rates average about 50 percent around the world compared with less than 10 percent in the 




United States. Average food and related prices in the EU and Japan are 34 and 1 34 percent 
higher, respectively, than in the United States. Moreover, the system of commitments and rules, 
though much improved, still requires further strengthening. And, much work remains to be done 
to ensure that developing countries - including the least developed - obtain the market access 
and technical assistance they need to realize the benefits that intemationai trade can afford. The 
United States is also committed to putting a “human face” on the global economy. 

For these reasons, the United States is proposing to launch a new round, lasting no more than 
three years, that focuses on market access in services, agriculture, and industrial products. It is 
also seeking immediate tariff cuts in eight key areas, agreement on transparency in government 
procurement, extension of the prohibition on e-commerce duties, and an agreement to make 
additional information- techno logy products tariff free. The United States also sees the need to 
strengthen the WTO’s relationships with other intemationai organizations and to make the WTO 
more open and accessible. The United States has sought to create a trading system that spreads 
the benefits of trade as widely as possible, both across and within countries, and is supportive of 
core labor standards and the environment. Thus, the United States is: 

• Seeking to bring more nations into the trading system and ensure that developing countries 
fully benefit. The United States will work to give the least developed countries greater 
access to global markets. The United States is also proposing measures to provide technical 
assistance on implementing trade policy and strengthening institutions in developing 
countries responsible for trade, labor, environmental, and other policies that influence the 
gains to living standards from trade. 

• Proposing to establish a WTO Working Group on Trade and Labor in Seattle and enhance 
the institutional links between the Intemationai Labor Organization (ILO) and the WTO, by 
granting the DLO observer status at the WTO. 

• Pursuing opportunities that can both open markets and yield environmental benefits, such as 
eliminating fishery subsidies that contribute to over-fishing and eliminating tarifife on 
environmental goods; seeking to strengthen cooperation between the WTO and intemationai 
organizations dealing with environmental matters like the UN Environmental Program. 

• Committing to conduct a U.S. environmental review of the likely consequences of &e Round 
and proposing that the WTO Trade and Environment Committee help identify environmental 
implications as the Round proceeds. 

The WTO provides its members with some of the conditions that are necessary for successful 
economic performance, but the benefits it confers are not automatic. To fully realize the benefits 
of trade, it is necessary to adopt complementary domestic policies, such as those to help ensure 
that displaced resources are successfully re-employed. This requires effective mechanisms that 
help workers, farmers, and firms adjust to change when need arises - though economic studies 
typically find that trade is a small factor in overall job displacement. The Clinton Administration 
has made opening markets at home and abroad a major pillar of its economic strategy, but it has 
also adopted the complementary policies of investing in people and fiscal prudence. 



SUMMARY OF U.S.- CHINA BILATERAL WTO AGREEMENT 


AGRICULTURE 


The Agreement provides increased access for U.S. exports across a broad range of commodities 

and elimination of barriers. Commitments include: 

• Significant cuts in tariflfe that will be completed by January 2004. Overall average for 
i^cultural products will be 17 percent and for U.S, priority products 14.5 percent. 

• Establishment of a tariff-rate quota system for imports of bulk commodities, e.g., wheat, 
com, cotton, barley, and rice, that provides a share of the TRQ for private traders. Specific 
rules on how the TRQ wiU operate and increased transparency in the process will help ensure 
that imports occur. Significant and growing quota quantities subject to tarifis that average 
between 1-3 percent. 

• The right to import and distribute products without going through state-trading enterprise or 
middle^man. 

• China has also agreed to the ehmination of SPS barriers that are not based on scientific 
evidence and no export subsidies on agricultural products. 

INDUSTRIAL PROPUCTS 


China’s commitments will eliminate broad systemic barriers to U.S. exports, such as limits on 
who can inqjort goods and distribute them in China as well as barriers such as quotas and 
licenses that restrict imports of U.S. products. ^ 

TARIFFS 


• Tariffe cut to an average of 9.4 percent overall and 7.1 percent on U.S. priority products. 

• Ghina will participate in the Information Technology Agreement (TTA) eliminating all tariff 
on products such as computers, telecomnnmicatio^ equipment, semiconductors, computer 
equipment and other high technology products. 

• In the auto sector, China will cut tariff fiom the current 100% or 80% level to 25% by 2006, 
witii the largest cuts in the first years after accession. 

• Auto parts tariffe will be cut to an average of 10% by 2006. 

• Significant cuts will also be made in the wood and paper sectors, going from present levels of 
12-18% on wood and 15-25% on paper down to levels generally between 5 and 7.5%. 

• China will also he implementing the vast majority of the chemical harmonization initiative. 
Under that initiative, tariff will be at 0, 5.5 and 6.5 percent for products in each category. 




ELIMINATION OF QUOTAS AND LICENSES 

WTO rules bar quotas and other quantitative restrictions. China has agreed to eliminate these 

restrictions with phase-ins limited to five years. 

• Quotas; China will eliminate existing quotas iq)on accession for the top U.S. priorities (e.g. 
optic fiber cable). It will phase-out remaining quotas, generally by 2002, but no later than 
2005, 

• Quotas will grow fiorn conent trade level at a 15% annual rate in order to ensure that market 
access increases progressively, and reduces the effect of quantitative restrictions. 

• Auto quotas will be phased out by 2005. in the interim, the base level quota will be $6 billion 
(the level prior to China's industrial auto policy) and this will grow by 15% annually until 
elimination. 

lUGHT TO IMPORT AND DISTRIBIJTE 


Trading rights and d^tribution are the major priority of the manufibctoring sector. At present, 
China severely restricts trading rights (the ri^t to import and eicport) and distribution 
(wholesaling, retailing, maintenance and repair, transportation, etc,). Under the Agreement, 
China will provide, for the first time, trading rights and distribution rights to U.S. firms. Tr ading 
rights will be progressively phased in over three years. Distribution rights will be provided even 
for China's most restricted distribution sectors such as wholesale, transportation, maintenance 
and repair. China will provide for trading rights ^d distribution. 

SERVICES 


China has made commitments in all mq'or service cat^ories with reasonable transitions to 
eUminate most foreign equity restrictions (especially in sectors ^ere the U.S. has a strong 
commerciai interest), agreeing to accede to the Basic Telecommunications and Finaneial ~ - 
Services Agreements, and “grandfelherin^ of current maricet access for U.S. service providers. 

GRANDFATHERING 


China will grandfather all existing current inaiket access and activities in all services sectors. 
This will protect existing American distribution services, financial services, professional and 
other service providers in China, including those operating under contractual or shareholder 
agreements or a lic^e, fix>m restrictions as Chinese co mmit ments phase in. 



DISTRIBtmON 



In China today, foreign firms have no right to distribute products other than those they make in 
China, or to own or manage distribution networks, wholesaling outlets or warehouses. China 
also now fiequently issues businesses licenses which limit the ability of American firms to 
conduct marketing, after-sales service, maintenance and repair and customer si^ort. As the 
section on industrial goods noted, this is a severe barrier to goods ejqjorts as well as to service 
exports. 

China’s commitments address all these issues. Th^ reflect a comprehensive commitment on 
distribution - including wholesaling, sales away j&om a fixed location, retailing, maintenance and 
repair, and transportation. Thus, Americans will be able to distribute imported products as well 
as those made in Chma, offering significant opportunity to expand U.S. exports of goods. As 
noted above, China will phase out all restrictions on distribution services for most products 
within three years. 

SERVICES AUXILURY TO DISTRIBUTION 


Chinese commitments in services auxiliary to distribution include rental and leasing, air courier, 
fieight forwarding, storage and warehousing, advertising, tedmical testing and analysis, and 
packaging services. AU restrictions will be phased-out in 3 to 4 years, at which time U.S. service 
suppliers will be able to establish 100% wholly-owned subsidiaries. 

TELECOMMUNICATIONS 


China now severely restricts sales of teiecommuAications services and bars foreign investm^t 
China’s commitments mark its first agreement to open its telecommunications sector, both to the 
scope of services and to direct investment in telecommunications businesses. Through these 
commitments, C hina will become a member of the Basic Telecommunications Agreement. 
Specific commitments include; 

• Regulatory Principles - China has screed to implement the pro-competitive regulatory 
principles embodied in the Basic Telecommunications Agrconent (including cost-based 
pricing, interconnection rights and indqjendent regulatory authority), and agreed to 
technology-neutral scheduling, which means foreign siqjpliers can use any technology they 
choose to provide telecommunications services. 

• Scope of services - China will phase out all geographic restrictions for paging value- 

added services in 2 years, mobfie/cellular in 5 years and domestic wireline services in 6 
years. China’s key telecommunications services corridor in Beijing, Shanghaii and 
Guangzhou, which represents approximately 75% of all domestic traffic, will open 
immediately on accession in all telecommunications services. 




§ • Investraait - Under present circumstances, China allows no foreign investment in 

telecommunications services. With this agreement, China will allow 49% foreign investment 
in aU services, and will allow 50% foreign ownership for value added in two years and 
paging services in 3 years. 

INSURANCE 

For insurance, Chiaa now restricts foreign companies to operating in Shanghai and Guangzhou. 

Under the agreem^t: 

• Geographic Limitations - China will permit foreign property and casualty firms to insure 
large-scale risks nationwide immediately upon accession, and will eliminate all geogrr^hic 
limi tation for future licenses over 5 years, blowing access to the key cities of priority U.S. 
interest in two to three years. 

• Scope - China will expand the scope of activities for foreign insurers to include group, health 
and p^ision lines of insurance, which represent about 85% of total premiums, phased in over 
5 years. 

• Prudential CriMa - China agre^ to award licenses solely on the basis of prudential criteria, 
with no economic needs test or quantitative limits on the number of licenses issued, 

• Investment ^ China ^reed to allow 50 percent ownership, remove onerous joint venture 
requirements on fbteiga life insurers, and phase out internal branching restrictions. Life 
insurers may now choose their own joint venture partners. For non-Ufe, China will allow 
branching or 5 1 % ownership on accession ai^ form wholly owned subsidiaries in 2 years. 

Reinsurance is completely open upon accession (100 percent, no restrictions). 

BANKING

few can engage in local currency business with tiieir fordgn cUents). China imposes severe 
geograptnc restrictions on the establishment of foreign banks. 

• China has committed to full market access in five years for U.S. banks. 

• Foreign banks will be able to conduct local currency business with Chinese enterprises 
starting 2 years afier accession. 

• Foreign banks will be able to conduct local currency business with Chinese individuals fiom 
5 years after accession, 

• Foreign baiikswiU have the same ri^ts (national treatment) as Chinese banks within 
designated geographic areas. 

• Both geographic and customer restrictions will be removed in five years 
• Non-bank financial companies can offer auto financing upon accession. 





SECURITIES 


China will permit minority foreign owned joint ventures to engage in fund management on the 
same terms as Chinese firms. As the scope of business expands for Chinese firms, foreign Joint 
venture securities companies will enjoy &e same expansion in scope of business. Minoiity joint 
ventures will be allowed to underwrite domestic securities issues and underwrite and trade in 
foreign currency denominated securities (debt and equity). 

PROFESSIONAL SERVICES 


In the professional services, China currently ti^tly restricts operation of foreign law firms and 
accounting jfirms. In the Agreement, China has provided a broad range of commitments, 
including on legal, accountancy, taxatim^ management consultancy, architecture, engineermg, 
urban planning, medical and dental, computer-related services. China will pennit foreign 
majority control except for practicing Qtinese law (an exception common to many WTO 
members.) For accountancy, China has agreed to eliminate a mandatory localization requirement 
and will now allow unrestricted access to its market to professionals licensed and follow 
transpar^t procedures. 

AUDIOVISUAL 


China’s commitments cover the right to distribute video and sound recordings and cinema 
ownership and operation. For video and sound recordings, China will allow 49% foreign 
participation in joint ventures engaged in the distribution of these products, China has also 
agreed to import 40 films after accession growing to 50 films in three years, of which 20 films 
will be revenue sharing. 

TRAVEL AND TOURISM 


Hotels - China will allow unrestricted access to the Chinese maricet for hotel operators with the 
ability to setup 100% foreign owned hotels in3years,-withmajori^wnCTship allowed upon 
accession. 


PROTOCOL PROVISIONS 

Commitments in China’s WTO Protocol and Working Party Report establish rights and 
obligations enforceable through WTO dilute settlonent procedures. We have j^reed on 
provisions relating to antidumping and subsidies, protection against import surges, technology 
transfer requirements and of&ets as well as practices of state-owned and state-invested 
enterprises. These rules are of special importance to U.S. workers and business. 

China has agreed to implement the TRIMs Agreement upon accession, eliminate and cease 
enforcing trade and foreign exchange balancing requirements, eliminate and cease enforcing 
local content requirements, refuse to enforce contracts imposing these requirements; and only 
ittq)ose or enforce laws or other provirions relating to the transfer of technology or other know- 
how, if they are in accordance with the WTO agreements on protection of intellectual property 
rights and trade-related investment measures. 



These provisions will also help protect American firms against forced technology transfers, as 
China has also agreed that, upon accession, it will not condition investment approvals, import 
licenses, or any other import approval process on performance requirements of any kind, 
including: local content requirements, ofifeets, transfer of technology, or requirements to conduct 
research and development in China. 

ANTIDUMPING AND SUBSIDIES METHODOLOGY 

The agreed protocol provisions ensure that American firms and workers will have strong 
protection against un&ir trade practices including dumping and subsidies. The U.S. and China 
have agreed that we will be able to maintain our current antidumping methodology (treating 
China as a non-market economy) in future anfi-dumping cases without risk of leg^ challenge. 
This provision will rmnain in force for 15 years after China’s accession to the WTO. 

Moreover, when we ^Jply our coimtcrvailing duty law to China we will be able to take the 
special characteristics of China’s economy into account when we identify and measure any 
subsidy benefit that may exist. 

PRODUCT SPECIFIC SAFEGUARD 


The agreed provisions for the protocol package also ensure foat American domestic firms and 
workers will have strong protection against rapid increases of imports. 

To do this, the Product-Specific Safeguard provision sets \xp a special mechanism to address 
increased imports that cause or threaten to cause market disruption to a U.S. industry. China is a 
major exporting country that enjoys open access to U.S. markets. This mechanism, which is in 
addition to other WTO Safeguairis provisions, dififers fix)m traditional safeguard measures. It 
permits United States to address imports solely fiom China, rather than from the whole world, 
that are a significant cause of material injury through measures such as inqjort restrictions. 
Moreover, the United States will be able to ^ly restraints unilaterally based on legal standards 
that are lower than those in the WTO Safeguards Agreement This provision will remain in force 
for 12 years after China accedes to die WTO. 

STATE-OWNED AND STATE-INVESTED ENTERPRISES 


The Protocol addresses important issues related to the Chinese government’s involvement in the 
economy. China has agre^ that it will ensure that state-owned and state-invested enterprises 
will make purchases and sales based solely on commercial considerations, such as price, quality, 
availability and marketability, provide U.S. firms witii the opportunity to conqiete for sales and 
purchases on ncm-discriminatoiy tenns and conditions. 

China has also r^reed that it will not influence these commercial decisions (either directly or 
indirectly) except in a WTO consistent manner. With respect to applying WT6 rules to state- 
owned and state-invested enterprises, we have clarified in several ways that these firms are 
subject to WTO disciplines. 

-Purchases of goods or services by these state-owned and state^invested enterprises do not 
constitute “government procurement” and thus are subject to WTO rules.. 



-We have clarified the status of state-owned and state-invested enterprises under the WTO 
Agreement on Subsidies and Countervailing Measures. This will help ensure that we can 
effectively apply our trade law to these «iterprises when it is jqjpropriate to do so. 

TEXTILES 


China's protocol package will include a provision drawn from our 1997 bilateral textiles 
agreement, which pennits U.S. companies and woiicers to respond to increased imports of textile 
and ^arel products. This textile s^eguard will remain in the effect until December 31, 2008 
which is aito file WTO agreement on T^le and Clothing expires.

The U.S.-China WTO agreement covets all agricultural products, all industrial goods, and all service 
areas.

n. RESOLUTION OF KEY UNRESOLVED ISSUES

place for 12 years following accession and that can be used to address rapid increases in imports 
from China that cause or threaten market disruption. 

• Antt-Dnmpiiig. The agreement ensures that the United States can continue to apply our current 
non-market economy methodology in antidumping cases involving ixnports from cidna for 15 
years. China can, of course, request review under U.S. law of specific sectors or the economy as a 
whole to determine if it is market oriented and no longer subject to the special methodology. 

• Motion Pictures. A previously unresolved issue had been the degree to which China restricted 
imports of films. Prior to the agreement, China permitted a maximum of 10 foreign films. Under 
the agreement, China will quadruple imports to 40 films in the first year, and 50 by the third year 
of which 20 will be on a revenue-sharing basis. 

• Internet Access. Because of the enormous projected growth in internet access in China over the 
coining decade, a key priority of the U.S. was to ensure that China’s telecom service commitment 
cleariy included all aspects of internet service. The agreement ensures that Internet services wall be 
liberalized at the same rate as other key telecommunications services. 

• SateHites. China has clarified that it will permit provision of telecommunications services via 
satellite. 

• Anto Knancing. China has now made commitments for non-bank foreign financial institufions to 
be able to provide auto financing upon China’s accession. This in combination with commitments 
regarding importation, distribution, sale, financipg, and maintenance and repair of automobiles will 
help op^ iq) this sector for U.S. industry. 

• Accelerated Anto Tariff Reduction. As part of the efforts to find '^vin-win’’ solutions to 

sensitive areas, China agreed to accelerated tariff reduction in exchange for a sUghtly longer phase- 
in period. This provides earlier market access with auto tariff still being reduced from the cuirent 
100-80pertentto25 perCenlhy July 1, 2006; " ' ' 

• Telecommnnications. While the United States agreed to China’s request to limit foreign equity 
participation in value-added and paging services to 50 percent, China agreed to both accelerate 
significantly the percentage of equity participation in the first two years and eUminate geogrsqjhic 
restrictions on an accelerated basis. Ctdna hM indicated it would ailow 35% foreign ownership for 
value-added and paging services two years after accession and 51% four years after accession. 
China will now allow 49% foreigD ownership in the first year of accession and 50% foreign 
ownership in the second year. 

• Life Insurance. While the United States agreed to China’s request to limit foreign equity 
participation in life insurance to 50%, China agreed to significantly accelerate the elimination of 
geographic restrictions the percentage of equity participation in the first few years.

The protest began with approximately 
fifteen individuals and grew to approximately 50-60. Except for 
sporadic attempts to block traffic, the protesters remained 
peaceful and non-disruptive .

The FBI requests Attorney General (AG) support in 
seeking to designate the Third Ministerial Conference of the 
World Trade Organization (WTO) as a special event pursuant to 
Presidential Decision Directive-62 (PDD-62) . 

Seattle, Washington, will host the WTO conference 
November 30 - December 3, 1999. The meeting will include 
trade ministers from 134 member and 34 observer nations, as 
well as an estimated 5,000-7,000 other delegates from these 
countries and from myriad business and non-governmental 
organizations. Publicized as the largest trade event ever 
held in this country, the conference is also expected to draw 
about 2,000 international media representatives. 

Although focused at the ministerial level, the WTO 
conference is expected to attract several heads of state. The 
Seattle Host Organization (SHO) reports that the President of 
Finland, who’ is also the President of the European Union, and 
Vice President of Spain have already announced they will 
attend. Delegations have also informed SHO that the Vice 
Presidents France and Germany, as well as the Japanese 
Prime Minister will attend. Other dignitaries are expected to 
confirm attendance within coming weeks. The last WTO meeting, 
held in Geneva, Switzerland, attracted 20 heads of state. The 
Office of the United States Trade Representative has 
recommended preparation for a like number at this meeting. 

The event encompasses a four-day period the week 
after Thanksgiving. The SHO, however, is encouraging 
participants to arrive before the holiday to avoid travel 
inconveniences. This increases the period of security concern.

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Although officials are aware of no event-related 
terrorist threats, the trade topic and international nature of 
the WTO evoke strong emotions that could spawn illegal 
activity. The May 1998 WTO conference in Geneva provides 
historical precedent that concerns Seattle security and safety 
officials. Starting before the event, several thousand people 
participated in large-scale demonstrations and rioting that 
caused extensive property damage. Geneva police required tear 
gas and ultimately the assistance of neighboring jurisdictions 
to quell the rioting. In the months following that meeting, 
one environmental group has continued to agitate WTO and other 
business leaders by well-publicized pie-throwing incidents. 

U.S. media, including The Wall Street Journal , have 
reported extensive anti-WTO preparations for the Seattle 
conference. Numerous environmental, labor, and trade groups 
are encouraging demonstrations and protests during the event. , ^ 
The Internet is one popular tool in the mobilization effort. 
Opposition groups have already booked hundreds of Seattle-area bVD 
hotel rooms for the WTO conference period. b7E

Executive Summary 




♦ Protest groups engaged in planned and unplanned street actions against the World Trade 
Organization (WTO). The protest actions began a full week before the WTO Ministerial 
opened on November 30 and continued throughout the week of the WTO Ministerial. 
Demonstrations were at their most intense on the first day of the Ministerial, whose open- 
ing had to be cancelled. The next day, an ultimatum by the Clinton administration to the 
City of Seattle to control the streets and clear them of protesters, or forego the visit of 
President Clinton, resulted in undisciplined police conduct and an escalation of protest. 

♦ During the some thirty hours that the president was in Seattle, the already over-extended 
police were further disrupted by the non- adherence of the president to his scheduled 
movements around the city. 

♦ Though some trade union and environmental groups going to Seattle hoped to generate 
.pressure sufficient to cause policy or structural changes in the WTO affecting their spe- 
cial interests, with the verbal support of President Clinton, many protesters were seeking 
outright abolition of the WTO. 

♦ The Seattle city leaders - Mayor Paul Schell and Chief of Police Norm Stamper - obvi- 
ously must take the lion’s share of the blame for the unprofessional behavior of the Seat- 
tle police in handling the demonstrators. In a joint press conference with the mayor on 
December 1, Stamper admitted he knew ahead of time that it was likely that there would 
be violence and his police force was inadequate to deal with a major riot. On December 7, 
Stamper announced his resignation. 

♦ Tax-exempt non-governmental organizations and trade unions affiliated with the AFL- 
CIO were critical to the gathering of protesters in Seattle. Their activities, calculated to 
provoke breaches of the law, were not monitored by law-enforcement agencies. The ra- 
tionale being that, according to Seattle ordinances added to state and federal regulations 
of the post-Watergate era, surveillance of political organizations was banned. 

♦ In a post-Seattle interview, Tom Hayden, an instigator of the Chicago Democratic Party 
Convention riots of 1968, now a State senator in California, implied that a ''whiff of tear 
gas acts like Viagra on a radical** He is correct. The radical movement in the United 
States has been invigorated and revitalized. Of even greater concern is the fact that the 
lesson from Seattle is that a combination of radicals, environmentalists, students and la- 
bor unions is highly effective in forcing changes in corporations and government policies. 

♦ The Seattle protests appear to be intended as the opening salvo of an international cam- 
paign by the left against free-market globalism with anti -corporate campaigns and attack- 
ing the political and economic influence of the United States. The campaign also appears 
to dovetail with the declared efforts by Russia, China, India and other countries to end the 
post-Cold War decade of the "monopolar” [American] world. 
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Battle in Seattle: 

Strategy and Tactics behind the WTO Protests 

Introduction 


The World Trade Organization (WTO) attempted to hold its third ministerial range of meet- 
ings in Seattle from November 30 through December 3, 1999. The purpose of the WTO Min- 
isterial was to set the agenda for commencing a new round of talks designed to reduce barri- 
ers to international trade. However, the differences among the participants was so great that it 
was impossible to create an agenda prior to the event. The norm in such conferences is to 
achieve at least 80 percent agreement prior to a meeting, leaving the senior trade officials to 
work out arrangements on the remainder so that a final document can be released. Despite the 
presence of President William Clinton for some thirty hours, trade ministers and some 5,000 
delegates from 135 member countries and 35 observer states, including China, the conference 
was a failure. The Ministerial ended late on Friday night without any final communique or 
announcement of a further meeting. If there is a “Millennium Round” of the WTO, it will not 
begin in 2000. 

The Seattle success was elsewhere. The estimated 80,000 people who arrived in Seattle to 
protest the gathering of trade experts lined up behind a variety of causes and could be divided 
into three major groupings: 

♦ Non-governmental organizations: There were WTO and U.S. government recognized 
non -governmental organizations (NGOs) each with its own agenda. Environmental and 
ecological groups were strongly represented. As usual, the agendas of the very varied 
NGOs often had the unthinking vocal and physical support of groups of individuals oth- 
erwise unassociated with the NGOs they rallied behind. 

♦ Trade unions: An estimated 40,000 men and women, all members of labor unions led by 
the president of the American Federation of Labor-Congress of Industrial Unions (AFL- 
CIO), John Sweeney and his organizing staff from Washington, D.C. were present. With 
Sweeney was his probable future antagonist for the leadership of the AFL-CIO, James 
Hoffa, Jr., president of the International Brotherhood of Teamsters (IBT). Among the 
other unions strongly represented were the United Steelworkers of America (USWA), 
Union of the Needle Trades (UNITE), the International Association of Machinists (lAM), 
the International Brotherhood of Electrical Workers (IBEW), Service Employees Interna- 
tional Union (SEIU), the Hotel and Restaurant Employees Union (HERE), the American 
Federation of State, County and Municipal Employees (AFSCME), and traditionally radi- 
cal unions such as United Electrical (UE) and the International Longshore and Warehouse 
Union (ILWU) as well as a non-AFL-CIO union, the National Educational Association 




(NEA). While the unions rallied to protest “runaway shops” and to associate themselves 
with the demands of unions in developing countries, they adopted many NGO aims. 

♦ Activists: The third and largest grouping included students, community activists, farmers, 
religious leaders and environmentalists drawn from the further shores of political thought, 
coalesced in Seattle by the Washington, D.C.-based Institute for Policy Studies (IPS), 
Public Citizen’s Global Trade Watch (PCGTW), Friends of the Earth (FoE), the Sierra 
Club, Greenpeace and similar groups from Canada, France, Germany and the United 
Kingdom. Within this third grouping were included those who are adamantly opposed to . 
multinational companies, animal rights activists, vegans and narrow-focus environmental- 
ists. They joined with groups and individuals adamant about issues such as the sale of to- 
bacco products, food safety, membership of the People’s Republic of China in the WTO, 
and with still others who were determined to cease global trade with Burma (Myanmar), 
Pakistan, Saudi Arabia or any country that was on their list of violators of human rights. 

A partial listing of organizations represented in Seattle is attached as Appendix A, 

The demonstrators were encouraged immensely by public statements from President Clin- 
ton and Secretary of State Madeleine Albright that they, the demonstrators, has a message 
that should be taken into account during the WTO deliberations. 

Prior to the Seattle meeting, at the WTO Ministerial level, President Clinton, the host of 
the conference, tried to break the various logjams by terming the meeting “a summit" in the 
belief that the political stakes would be raised and the possibility of a breakdown minimized. 
His plan was abandoned on November 24, on the excuse that the logistics were '’''too com- 
plex.” A State Department source reported that no heads of stale would go to Seattle; indeed, 
none had been invited because **we forgot to send out invitations.” 

As the WTO Ministerial was ending. President Clinton made personal telephone calls to 
Japanese Prime Minister Keizo Obuchi and European Union President Romano Prodi asking 
for support to restore the equilibrium to the political disaster. None was forthcoming. For the 
Clinton administration, the WTO Seattle Ministerial held two major defeats. On the question 
of labor standards, American trade union supporters of the administration were disappointed 
by the almost unanimous rejection of Clinton’s proposal for a WTO working group on labor. 
On the same issue, many developing countries were angered by Clinton’s off-the-cuff remark 
favoring ^"eventual sanctions*" against those governments who refuse to meet U.S. standards 
on labor and the environment. These developing countries, led by India, Brazil and Indonesia, 
believed that President Clinton had used the WTO for a clever domestic ploy. The ploy, if 
indeed it was such, was to highlight a U.S. campaign against child labor and varied Third 
World practices that militated against the U.S. labor unions. Such a campaign was designed 
to improve the Democratic Party’s hopes for winning the control of the House, the Senate 
and the While House in 2(X)0. Unfortunately and incorrectly, statements from American dele- 
gates focused almost entirely on the use of children in manufacturing industries that directly 
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compete with U.S. industry but do not make use of child labor, for example, the Brazilian 
shoe industry. 

Biotechnology, the second issue in which the U.S. administration suffered an evident de- 
feat, the initial progress failed in the face of strong opposition from the European Union (EU) 
countries. While WTO technocrats were willing to compromise with the American view that 
more study was required, the European politicians were adamant in denouncing any agree- 
ments that would allow bio-engineered seeds and foods into Europe. The European public’s 
fear of genetically modified foods - “Frankenfoods” is the common derisory term - could 
cost politicians their seats if they support import or use of such products. This simultaneously 
provides a potent cover for protectionism desired by European industries and trade unions. 

As with labor issues, so with the review of Washington’s use of anti-dumping laws, 
which punish industries for selling products in the United States at prices deemed below the 
cost of production. The United States uses the laws aggressively to protect politically power- 
ful industries and their labor unions, such as steel and textiles. Washington has remained 
adamant that there would be no discussion. Led by Japan, 133 countries demanded that the 
U.S/ statutes be renegotiated. Washington maintained its refusal. 

Another losing fight for the United States was related to a proposed greater scrutiny of the 
WTO itself by opening tribunals to the public, and allowing environmental, labor and other 
groups to file amicus briefs. The American effort received little support, as many developing 
countries fear that NGOs mostly based in the industrialized countries would further bias the 
WTO toward the interests of the developed North against the impoverished South by de- 
manding the poor countries introduce wage scales, worker benefits and social programs on a 
par with those in the developed states before any further foreign investment or an increase in 
their exports be permitted. 

Other major issues that should have been resolved by the WTO Ministerial in Seattle and 
contributed to the collapse of the meeting were: 

♦ the liberalization of financial services, which many developing countries fear would re- 
sult in international financial giants swallowing weaker banking sectors. 

♦ environmental issues that would put developing countries in a difficult position as a result 
of the conditions that might be imposed on their exports. 

♦ the European Union’s strong concerns over food safety, genetically engineered foods and 
■ the lack of international controls over genetic modifications to plants and animals. The 

EU, supported by a large number of Third World countries who object to the patenting of 
their indigenous wild and cultivated natural resources, were prepared to strongly resist the 
United States and other major agricultural exporting countries, who pressed for an end to 
all subsidies and protectionist policies. 
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Climate-Makers for Riot 


During the five months of planning that immediately preceded the convening of the WTO 
Ministerial in Seattle, there was no question that law-breaking designed to elicit mass arrests 
and street disorder would figure prominently. Leading the planning was a small coalition of 
leftist and environmentalist NGOs and trade unionists, most of whom had worked together 
on projects against free trade during the past six years to combat the North American Free 
Trade Agreement (NAFTA), to stop renewal of presidential “fast track” authority, and to de- 
feat the proposed Multilateral Agreement on Investment (MAI). Aside from unions affiliated 
to the AFL-CIO, these NGOs included the Public Citizen Global Trade Watch project, which 
opened an office in Seattle and served as a volunteer secretariat for the organizers; the Insti- 
tute for Policy Studies (IPS) and its European-based Transnational Institute (TNI); an IPS- 
initiated network called the International Forum on Globalization (IFG) and also the British- 
based World Development Movement (WDM), which had helped facilitate this year’s June 
18 protests in London. 

The protests against the WTO were advertised under many slogans. The '^Protest by the 
Pugef had been offered by the PCGTW team during the summer; others suggested '"the Pro- 
test of the Century r "N30: an International Day of Resistance"" [a title patterned on the riot- 
ous June 18 (J18) protests in London and other cities around the globe]; "'Festival of Resis- 
tance"" and "Carnival against Capitalism,"" however, by Sunday, November 28, "Battle of 
Seattle"" had won out. Organizers of the protests openly and explicitly encouraged “direct ac- 
tion” - their term for lawbreaking - right from the beginning, though they always claimed to 
want the lawbreaking to be “nonviolent.” Among “direct action” advocates and practitioners, 
there is a division: some interpret “nonviolence” to permit attacks on property and sabotage. 

Organizers of lawbreaking established an umbrella group, the Direct Action Network 
(DAN), that was set up in Seattle to coordinate planning and training. Throughout the days of 
protest, organizers who had been through the direct action training sessions kept control of 
small blocks of protesters numbering 50 to 500, and would stop them periodically to suggest 
new routes and targets, with the final selection achieved by a show of hands. In this way, Se- 
attle police efforts to disperse large crowds were continuously frustrated as one illegal march 
and rolling blockade of intersections became four or five simultaneous illegal marches head- 
ing in different directions, and sometimes recombining. 

That demonstrators were prepared to use some forms of force was plain. On Sunday, No- 
vember 28, DAN spokesman Denis Moynihan reiterated, "Our stated goal is to shut down the 
WTO and to prevent them from having a meeting."" At another press conference the next day, 
DAN leaders said the same thing and revealed their tactic would be to split off multiple 
marches by affinity groups prepared to risk arrest by blocking intersections. The goal was 
partially achieved. 
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It was clear that the organizers of the direct action lawbreaking would not cooperate with 
the Seattle police though one of the leading organizers, Mike Dolan, deputy director of Public 
Citizen’s Global Trade Watch, met with senior city and police officials in an attempt to con- 
vince them, in the face of clear evidence to the contrary, that the anti-WTO protests would 
not be violent. Dolan said he had met with Mayor Schell and with senior police officials in- 
cluding Assistant Chief Ed Joyner, but that Chief Stamper had declined to participate in 
planning meetings with the protest leaders,* 

There were other clear signals that “direct action” organizers were seeking to devise tac- 
tics to check police efforts to keep streets clear in the contest over whether or not the WTO 
meeting would be “shut down.” A week before the protests, the Seattle Weekly reported that 
the protest tactics had moved ’'^Beyond Gandhr by omitting from its “nonviolence code” the 
customary plank, “we will not run." Seattle’s “alternative” weekly also reported that the first 
and fourth plank in the DAN code [“We will use no violence, physical or verbal, toward any 
person;" and "We will not destroy property"] “were not entirely uncontroversial” because of 
the “woods-based antilogging actions” pioneered in the Northwest by Earth First! and its al- 
lies.' Regarding Gandhi an-style passive resistance, the "media are no longer impressed, and 
police have figured out that avoiding arrests works better."^ The Ruckus Society designed to 
train activists in the techniques of high-profile direct action was formed by a former Green- 
peace activist, John Sellers and enjoys federal tax-exempt status. It organized various training 
camps and ostentatiously excluded outsiders, especially reporters, from the strategy sessions 
that discussed new tactics and the particulars of targets. The training sessions in Seattle over 
the Thanksgiving weekend also sought to exclude those suspected of being reporters or police 
informants. Seattle police spokesmen denied that any undercover officers penetrated the pro- 
test groups. The police stated that they are barred by a city council resolution passed back in 
1974 from conducting intelligence-gathering operations regarding political protests. The po- 
lice were doubtless reminded of that city ordinance by the radical lawyers assisting the protest 
organizers. The National lawyers Guild (NLG) not only was a sponsor of the protests, but 
also prepared a “manual” for those who might contemplate being arrested and its members 
were prominent at most of the demonstration sites. The American Civil Liberties Union 
(ACLU) also provided legal services to the protesters and went to court against the mayor’s

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declaration of civil emergency. Both the NLG and ACLU collected reports of police brutality 
in preparation for the many anticipated lawsuits. 

The results of the strategizing, which included input from veterans of direct action by 
Earth First!, Greenpeace, the Sea Shepherd Society and other groups whose issues in the past 
have bridged the divide between peace and environmental protests, were clear on the streets 
of Seattle. A few protesters used “Kryptonite” bicycle locks and chains in blockades. These 
quickly were cut loose by police using heavy-duty bolt cutters. However, those demonstrators 
.who linked themselves together leg and arm in human chains using substantial amounts of 
duct tape stymied the police. One officer pulled out a pocket knife only to be overruled by his 
superior who acknowledged fearing the furor that would result if the officer accidentally cut 
or slashed a demonstrator. On the morning of November 30, a duct-taped clump of at least 30 
protesters, surrounded and cheered on by supporters, blocked an intersection leading to the 
Convention Center. Police took some four hours to clear them. In a contest of “paper, rock, 
scissors,” the protesters had developed effective new tactics for resisting arrest “non- 
violently”. 

Months in advance of the WTO, it was clear that key organizers were encouraging vio- 
lence and at the same time trying to keep up a degree of “plausible deni ability” by distancing 
themselves from the result of their climate-making and ideological preparatory work that 
painted the WTO as responsible for poverty, war, injustice, environmental degradation and 
endangering animal and plant life. In some ways, the left has adopted the organizing tactics 
pioneered in the 1980s by the American white supremacists of the Identity movement, in par- 
ticular the “leaderless insurrection” promoted by organizers linked to the Aryan Nations. The 
concept of the “leaderless insurrection” has been widely promulgated on the internet web 
sites for years; and the appeal of this tactic to left groups who clearly do not share any ideol- 
ogy with the white supremacists was obvious. A number of organizations and groups in pub- 
lications or web sites pointed approvingly at the riots that took place in Geneva in November 
1998 at the previous WTO meeting, and those that took place on June 18 in London, Geneva 
and other cities against the summit meeting of the seven leading industrial powers, the G-7 
Radical environmental groups including Greenpeace, Earth Island Institute and the Earth 
First! movement promoted direct action to stop the WTO. Earth First: the Radical Environ- 
mental Journal carried riot reports on the anti- WTO and anti-G-7 actions and encouraged 
readers to go to Seattle while former EF! editor Karen Picket, a leading EF! organizer in the 
San Francisco Bay Area, is on the steering committee of the Alliance for Sustainable Jobs 
and the Environment, a coalition of labor and environmental groups. 

Tax-exempt foundations joined with the trade unions and environmental organizations in 
making certain a wide range of non-govemmental organizations would go to Seattle. The 
Stem Fund, for example, donated “seed” money to ensure that radical publications like the 
Covert Action Quarterly and The Nation would carry stories criticizing the WTO and encour- 
aging the protest by the Puget. Ralph Nader ordered his Public Citizen Global Trade Watch 
organization to serve essentially as a secretariat for the NGOs who came to protest with the 
trade unions. His organizers, Mike Dolan and Lori Wallach, who was a speaker at the labor 
rally on November 30, maintained internet sites, calendars of the multiple events, and links to 
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internet sites put up by those who intended to engage in civil disobedience, nonviolent and 
also violent. 

In Europe, such organizations as the Transnational Institute in Amsterdam and the World 
Development Movement in London publicized November 30*^ as an “International Day of 
Action.” Militant groups like Reclaim the Streets and Earth First! responded. While the battle 
was underway in Seattle, militant anti-capitalists took to the streets in London in much the 
same way they had on June 18. While they did not cause the millions of dollars in damage 
they had in June, the cost of extra police and private security exceeded the June damages. 

There was a group of about one hundred French protesters, led by Jose Bove, 46, who 
founded the 500-member French radical farmers confederation in 1987. Bovd, a Marxist, 
came of note on August 12*^ of this year when he commandeered a bulldozer and drove it 
through a McDonald’s Restaurant that was under construction in southern France. Bove was 
protesting the 100 percent sanctions imposed on Roquefort cheese made from the milk of his 
cows. Bov6 and his followers were adopted as heroes by many Seattle protesters and were 
media favorites in interviews and press conferences. So were the German Green Party visi- 
tors- and a large contingent of British demonstrators led by the World Development Move- 
ment. A Swiss group claimed to have sabotaged the electricity supply to the WTO Geneva 
headquarters on the last day of the conference. 

There was a minor presence of non -delegates from Africa, Latin and Central America, 
Canada, the Indian sub-Continent, China, Vietnam, Taiwan and Southeast Asia. Many from 
these countries complained bitterly of friends who had been denied visas by U.S. consulates. 

It is noted with interest that the Cuban delegates to the Ministerial were both protected 
and chauffeured while in Seattle by members of the local Socialist Workers Party (SWP). 
SWP veteran Doug Barnes headed the Committee to Welcome the Cuban Delegation. A fact 
that indicates the “trusted friend” theory survives. 

It is impossible to say whether or not the foreign NGO delegations were subsidized by 
their country of origin. Generally, their views were in parallel with either their government or 
of a trade association, such as the French Grain Growers Association. 

A number of Marxist-Leninist parties publicly prepared to protest in Seattle. These in- 
cluded some, like the Revolutionary Communist Party (RCP) and Workers World Party 
(WWP) [acting in the name of the All-People’s Congress (APC) and International Action 
Center (lAC)] with reputations for “cop fighting.” Small groups of self-styled anarchists and 
anarcho-syndicalists also made the trip to Seattle. Their only identifying characteristic was 
style: they dressed largely in black and many also had tattoos and pierced eyebrows, ears, 
noses and tongues as do thousands of students and young people, and not just those who re- 
gard themselves as members of the “grunge,” “punk” or “Goth” movements. This allowed the 
labor and “environmental” protesters to claim untruthfully that only “anarchists” had engaged 
in violence that ran from window-breaking and looting to sporadic assaults on WTO dele- 
gates, police cars and Seattle city buses. Condemnation for being instigators of the violence 
that elicited a strong police reaction against the protesters as a whole focused especially on a 
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group of “anarchists.” Some 30 to 50 were from Portland* Oregon. Their “leader” is a writer 
and theoretician named John Zerzan, 54. Another group came from Eugene, called the 
Eugene Brickthrowers Local 666. They had trashed a Nike Town store in that city last year on 
the grounds that Nike exploits its workers in Asia. A few self-styled “anarchists” looking for 
a street fight came to Seattle by the ones and twos from cities as far as New York, Chicago, 
Baltimore and Boston. 

On Wednesday, December 1, at a press conference. Mayor Paul Schell, accompanied by 
his Chief of Police Nonn Stamper, stated that the police had no information indicating that- 
the protests would be violent. This claim was untrue, as Stamper admitted days later. More- 
over, Schell said at the end of the week that trading broken windows for physical confronta- 
tion and injuries was the trade off he was willing to make to allow demonstrators to protest 
close to the WTO meeting sites and hotels. Then late in the day, he reversed his own decision 
and unleashed the police with orders to clear the streets as quickly as possible. In so doing, he 
also became the mayor of the first U.S. city to use rubber bullets and concussion grenades on 
demonstrators. Seattle police had videotapes of the riots in Geneva in November 1998 and 
the J18 riots in London; they also had laid in a supply of pepper gas. Two London newspa- 
pers', The Independent and the Sunday Telegraph, reported that authorities in the United 
Kingdom had alerted Seattle’s police that leaders of the June 18 riots in Ixmdon were on their 
way to Seattle, and that the British had provided briefings and videotape of the tactics used in 
the riots. The Seattle media reported that during the two months prior to the WTO, police had 
undergone some crowd-control training. 

In the end. Mayor Schell said, “77ze choice was to celebrate free speech. The mayor 
made it clear to Stamper that he wanted Tuesday to be a day when peaceful protesters could 
take to downtown streets without fearing arrest. Stamper said that the mass arrests of 
Wednesday, made in part because of Secret Service demands for safe streets for President 
Clinton, would have been **utterly impossible” on Tuesday. “IkV would have had to double, 
triple, quadruple the number of law enforcement and public safety people on the street." For 
that reason, the city leaders said, they decided to take a “low-key approach to avoid direct 
conflict." This meant they chose not to deploy many police, not to ask for help from 
neighboring police departments, not to ask Governor Gary Locke to deploy National Guard 
troops and to allow the demonstrators free rein in downtown Seattle except for the area im- 
mediately outside the WTO event sites. They said that they were supported in this decision by 
a dozen other law enforcement and protective agencies and the City Council, almost all of 
whose members stated they supported the anti-WTO protesters, but now are busy blaming 
Schell. 

When the protesters refused to clear downtown intersections regarded as “essential for 
public safety" said Stamper, the police lacked the resources to handcuff people and drag them 
away, which is what the direct action blockaders had prepared for. The chief said the police 
strategy was to use “the constellation of non-lethal force" to disperse them."^ Pepper gas and

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tear gas have been used to quell public disorders since the 1960s; but two other sub-lethal 
weapons had never before been used on protesters - rubber bullets and concussion grenades. 

There were other reports that the FBI had provided a “worst-case” scenario in which pro- 
testers used sarin, anthrax and other chemical and biological warfare agents, and killed at 
least five Seattle police officers. The FBI denied they had prepared any such “report;” how- 
ever, it served to increase tensions. The Secret Service and Federal Emergency Management 
Administration (FEMA) evidently had become convinced that terrorists planned to use nerve 
■ ^ gas, anthrax or other chemical and biological agents in Seattle. A reported 450 to 500 FEMA ' 
officials plus experts from the Centers for Disease Control and other agencies were assem- 
bled in Seattle. Atropine and other antidotes to nerve gases were distributed to Seattle area 
hospitals. Fear of CBW attack was said by one police command-level source to have been the 
motivation for Mayor Schell’s decision late on December 1 to outlaw the possession, use, 
transfer or sale of gas masks in Seattle except by police. As a result, police confiscated gas 
masks worn by a number of working journalists as well as demonstrators, and sometimes 
treated the wearers to a spray of pepper fog at pointblank range. 

Cliff Traisman, the mayor’s chief intergovernmental liaison, confirmed that Schell had 
plainly told the police on Tuesday morning that he wanted to keep protesters out of the Con- 
vention Center but also to allow the labor march to go forward. Many protest groups linked 
up with the AFL-CIO unions before and after they left the stadium and its parking lot, which 
held the overflow. Traisman told reporters that the mayor feared calling on the governor to 
mobilize the National Guard because of the severe political fallout from disrupting the labor 
and environmental protesters. Said Traisman, ''The mayor believed that if Seattle woke up 
Tuesday morning with 1,000 National Guard troops on the street, it would set a tone that 
would not be conducive to peaceful demonstrations. If he had rounded up demonstrators 
early Tuesday morning, he would have looked like he was to the right o/[New York Mayor] 
Rudolph Giuliani.^^^ In other words, the mayor and his top aides have admitted that political 
and public relations issues caused them to overrule tactical considerations raised by law en- 
forcement. Including all its civilian employees, the Seattle Police Department numbers barely 
1,800 people. 

Yet by mid-afternoon, the mayor and police chief threw their plans away under pressure 
from the White House; and in the December 1 protests, the police began using the plastic 
handcuffs and some 500 people were arrested, largely by the teams of plain clothes officers 
who tried, but failed to identify and arrest leaders of the blockades. Stamper confirmed the 
White House pressure indirectly, when he replied to a question about the sharp shift in tac- 
tics, "Security planning for the president is something you don’t compromise.”^

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Direct Action Network 





The Direct Action Network was spearheaded by the Art and Revolution group in San Fran- 
cisco, which put out a letter by internet and mail in February looking for groups and indi- 
viduals who wanted organize a “festival of resistance” with “large-scale street theater, orga- 
nizing mass direct action and putting out radical and visionary politics and analysis (similar 
to Reclaim the Streets and Peoples Global Action),” DAN and Art and Revolution expressed 
a classically anarcho-syndicalist view, proposing “replacing the social order with a just, free 
and ecological society based on mutual aid and voluntary cooperation.” 

The strategy for shutting down the WTO on November 30 was developed by the Direct 
Action Network, which was formed not long after Seattle “won” the contest to host the WTO 
Ministerial over San Diego. That strategy was relatively simple. Presuming that protesters 
would be kept far from the Paramount Theater where opening ceremonies would be held, the 
DAN divided the surrounding area into 13 wedges, then helped organize affinity groups of 
five to fifteen people, willing to risk arrest by blocking the key intersections and hotels in 
each wedge. The goal was to gridlock downtown Seattle, preventing the delegates traveling 
by taxis and limousines from getting from their hotels to the Paramount or to the Washington 
State Convention and Trade Center. 

This strategy succeeded beyond the DAN’s wildest expectations for two key reasons. 
First, the anti-WTO propaganda campaigns waged by the many groups and organizations in 
the print media and over the internet brought numbers to Seattle vastly beyond the organizers 
initial hopes. These were dedicated WTO opponents willing to sit in a dark and rain-swept 
street starting at 6 or 7 a.m. to literally shut the WTO down. One self-described anarchist re- 
porter said: 

“Optimistic organizers had hoped for a thousand, maybe two, on the morning 
streets of downtown Seattle. By the end of the day, they were estimating that 10,000 
had joined the protests - excluding the big AFL-CIO march. The early signs were 
there: For two weeks prior to the protest, people flooded the Denny Way “Welcome 
Center” DAN set up to orient incoming protesters, and Sunday evening nonviolence

trainings drew 1 00 people. ” 

For much of November 30, these affinity groups spent the morning and much of the af- 
ternoon blocking their assigned intersections quite untouched by the police. Most of those 
engaging in the street blockades expected to be arrested, taken to a holding center and even- 
tually released. DAN organizers expected at least 1,000 arrests on the first day. The actual 
number was 63. 

Meanwhile, many thousands of well-designed and colorful flyers had been distributed at 
the demonstrations and marches in the Capitol Hill neighborhood and other areas during the

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preceding days asking demonstrators to help shut down the WTO at the November 30 dem- 
onstration, which was cosponsored by the Direct Action Network, Global Exchange, the 
Rainforest Action Network, Ruckus Society, Project Underground, National Lawyers Guild, 
Committee in Solidarity with the People of El Salvador (CISPES), Industrial Workers of the 
World (IWW), the Green Party (Seattle), Earth First! (Seattle), and endorsed by the People’s 
Global Action (PGA). 

Protesters were asked to assemble on November 30 at 7 a.m. in one of two sites: Seattle 
Community College or Victor Steinberg Park, with Denny Park as the backup site. “Dry run” 
street marches were held to build support for the November 30 extravaganza of protest. 
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Diary of a Debacle 


Monday, November 22 

9 a.m, A group of about two dozen picket at the Municipal Building to protest the fact that 
Mayor Schell’s office has not granted them a permit for a march on November 30 through 
Seattle’s south side - the International District, which has many businessmen of Japanese 
descent. A leader of the'group,' Rev. Lucy Hitchcock of the Unitarian Universalists for a 
Just Economy, said, We feel it's important that we not exclude the International District. 
We need to include neighborhoods with people of color in our demonstration.'' 

Noon: A group of some 150 protesters marched in the downtown area without permits. There 
was no visible police presence as they assembled in front of The Gap’s store at the comer 
of Fourth Avenue and Pine Street. Eventually they moved two blocks on to the Old Navy 
store, owned by The Gap, at Sixth Avenue and Pine Street. Two protesters, Michael 
Dwyer, 24, and Seth Quackenbush, 23, both with the San Francisco-based organization 
Global Exchange, which advocates ending the blockade of Cuba as well as many anti- 
corporate causes, climbed the side of the store and displayed a 500-square-foot banner 
reading, "Sweatshops: ’Free Trade' or Corporate Slavery!" Dwyer and Quackenbush 
hung on ropes next to the banner for nearly two hours. Most of the protesters had come 
from California, one being Martin Sdenflow, who said he belonged to a group called 
Santa Cruz Against Rip-off Economics (SCARE). When they came down from the wall, 
the two climbers were charged with reckless endangerment. A third protester, who stood 
on the ground encouraging them, Crystal Myslajek, 20, was arrested on charges of crimi- 
nal attempt. Photos of the banner and the two activists hanging alongside became a vir- 
tual advertising poster for direct action that week leading up to the WTO. In an interview 
with the Seattle Post-Intelligencer, one of the leaders of the protest, John Sellers of the 
Ruckus Society, said that he was surprised by the low-key police response to the protest. 
Sellers added, "I've heard about lots of over-zealous preparation [by the Seattle police] 
for this." 

Wednesday, November 24: Press conference in which protest leaders appeared with Mayor 
Schell, who was accompanied by Assistant Chief Ed Joiner, Seattle School Superinten- 
dent Joseph Olchefske, a representative from King County Executive Ron Sims’ office 
and several City Council members. Also present were officials organizing the protests 
from the AFL-CIO, the Ruckus Society and Mike Dolan of Public Citizen. The mayor 
also announced that a free ‘‘People’s Gala” would be held on Monday night at Key Arena. 
"We have a unified commitment to peaceful protest," said Schell. “Wc need to be free and 
open." 




Friday, November 26, 1999 

Noon: Protesters danced and walked in the annual Christmas Parade in downtown Seattle, 
behind Mayor Paul Schell without any permit or permission. Simultaneously, a group 
called the “Radical Cheerleaders,” consisting of men and women, ran through the crowds 
of spectators carrying a six-foot hula hoop. One cheerleader, who identified herself only 
as “Mz T” of Santa Cruz, California, facetiously said the group was running because it 
had overslept and was seeking other members of the group. 

Noon: A group of some thirty animal rights protesters led by People for the Ethical Treat- 
ment of Animals (PETA) invaded the Nordstrom store in downtown to mark the annual 
“Fur-free Friday” held on the Friday after Thanksgiving to protest the farming of mink for 
fur coats. When police arrived and they were asked to leave, they obeyed. 

All Day: International Forum on Globalization (IFG) teach-ins. Panels all day on Friday and 
Saturday, plus other forums on Sunday featured scores of speakers from around the world 
denouncing globalization, free trade and “neo-liberalism.” [See Appendix B for speakers 
at this and other events.] 


Saturday, November 27: Two women, who rappelled down a retaining wall along Interstate 
5 (I 5) unfurled a huge banner reading, Caution: corporate Rule Ahead. Shut Down the 
WTOy Approximately 150 supporters chanted and cheered them on, led by the mock 
cheerleader squad. Traffic was backed up in both directions. Police arrested the two 
women, who were identified by the Direct Action Network as Leonie Wrasse and Shan- 
non Service. A third person who was assisting the two also was arrested. 


Sunday, November 28 

2:30 to 5:00 p,m.; Public Forum: “The WTO and the Global War System,” organized by 
peace groups from Canada and the United States. Speakers included: Susan George, 
Transnational Institute (TNI); David Korten, Positive Futures Network (PFN); Alice Sla- 
ter, Abolition 2000/Global Resource Action Center for the Environment; and Steven Sta- 
ples, International Network on Disarmament and Globalization (INDG). 

9:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m.: People’s Assembly/March and Rally against WTO/Globalization in 
Seattle. Lead convener was listed as Sentenaryo ng Bayan, a Filipino organization in Se- 
attle. Conference culminated in a rally on November 30. A special half-day session was 
planned to focus on the WTO’s Agreement on Agriculture, peasants and rural women. 
Invited were “organizations, groups and individuals, whether within or outside of the 
Peoples* Campaign Against Imperialist Globalization (PCAIG) Network, who have been 
active in resisting TNCs/MNCs, APEC, NAFTA, WTO-IMF-WB globalization and mo- 
nopoly capitalism. It is expected that BAYAN networks in the US and Canada will par- 
ticipate. " The group is close to the radical Philippines women’s group, Gabriela, which in 
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turn is close to the Communist Party of the Philippines and New People’s Army (NPA). 
Mayor Schell addressed the crowd and pleaded, “Se gentle with my city. ” 

10:00 a.m.: At Seattle’s Labor Temple, a panel was held on “Building the People’s Move- 
ment,” sponsored by the Alliance for Democracy. The lead speakers were from Public 
Citizen, the Alliance for Sustainable Jobs and the Environment, Sustainable and United 
for a Fair Economy. 

1 to 4 p,m.: The. People’s Assembly, street theater, “practice march’’ washeldvin the Capitol - 
Hill neighborhood. An estimated 800 protesters carrying their papier-mache puppets, 
placards and banners marched along Broadway Avenue East to downtown and back fol- 
lowing a van with a sound system whose inhabitants led chants of “Starbucks Sucks'" and 
“Close the wage Gap." Eventually, their generator ran out of gas shutting down the noise. 
Banners denouncing the WTO included one large one held partly by Matt Garland, 21, of 
Boston, reading, “Think the WTO is Bad? Wait until you hear about CAPITALISM!" and 
a poster reading, “Td rather be smashing imperialism." Protesters singled out The Gap 
store at Pine and Fourth Avenue. Some protesters wearing signs saying “Gap Kids” had 
‘paper “shackles.” One protester called the march “a rehearsal for insurrection." David 
Solnit of DAN said the turnout was three times what organizers had hoped. Police in riot 
gear remained at least a block away. 

6 p.m.; Self-styled anarchists broke into an apartment house being renovated at 914 Virginia 
Street, near the intersection with Perry. They barricaded it and made it their “squat.” The 
owner called for the police to evict them; but though there was a police precinct two 
blocks away, no police responded. 


Monday, November 29 

4 a.m: Small groups of protesters were on the streets in the early morning hours including 
affinity groups that had practiced direct action techniques at the Ruckus Society’s “Glob- 
alize This” training camp and the training held over the Thanksgiving weekend. One con- 
sisted of members of the San Francisco-based Rainforest Action Network (RAN), a group 
closely associated with Earth First! (EFI). Five members of RAN scaled a 170-foot-high 
construction crane next to Interstate 5 (1-5) [between Aloha and Valley Streets off the 
Mercer exit from Interstate 5] where they unfurled an immense banner (about five-stories 
high) protesting the World Trade Organization. The banner read “WTO” with a yellow 
arrow going in one direction, and “Democracy” with an arrow in the opposite way. A line 
of steelworkers who evidently worked at the site kept police at a distance for some time. 
Beneath them, a crowd of supporters included Reclaiming, a Wiccan group from the San 
Francisco area, whose members including a Deborah Cooper, who chanted, danced and 
became an instant TV celebrity. All five protesters later descended and were arrested. 
Those arrested were Harold Linde, John Sellers, both 33 [leading by example!] and from 
the San Francisco area; Ian Burke, 22; Erick Brownstein, 29; and Sharon Wright, 33, 
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whose mother, Leonie Hensen of Boston, in the crowd below said she was “proud” of her 
daughter, 

5 a.m.: Seattle police locked down the Washington State Convention and Trade Center, the 
main site of planned WTO meetings, because of a possible security breach. The breach 
was an open door that was supposed to be shut. A SWAT team, bomb-sniffing dogs and 
the Secret Service searched the entire center, disrupting WTO business for five hours. 
Left waiting outside in the cold and driving rain were the WTO delegates, who had ex- 

• pected to start work- on the conference goal: belatedly setting an agenda for a new round 
of international trade talks next year, 

7 a.m.: Two women are arrested by University of Washington police for attempting to climb 
a tower and display a banner. 

7:30 a.m.: Some 650 members of the Falun Gong religious movement, outlawed recently in 
China, met and meditated in a park near Denny Way. Their spokeswoman said they did 
not oppose China*s entry into the WTO, but hoped to focus attention on their treatment 
by the Chinese government. 

Noon; Several hundred protesters gathered at the United Methodist Church on Fifth Avenue 
and Marion Street to take part in a “Boston W ‘Tea’ O Party.” Students, nuns, environ- 
mentalists and social -justice workers rallied side-by-side with dozens of people dressed in 
cardboard green sea-turtle costumes. Sponsors of the march included Friends of the Earth, 
the Sierra Club, the Humane Society of the United States, Animal Welfare Institute and 
others. At Sixth Avenue, protesters set up a stage on the back of a flatbed truck. The 
group then started marching, converging with two other marching protest groups. Protest- 
ers numbered up to 2,000. The convergence sets off an impromptu three-hour protest that 
wanders through downtown in fits and starts. Police in riot gear order groups to disperse 
over and over; and in a pattern that would re-occur all week, the groups indeed dispersed 
only to form again elsewhere. 

2:35 p.m.: A protest group swelled to several hundred at Third Avenue and Pine Street, in 
front of a McDonald’s Restaurant. The featured protest leader was the radical French 
Farmers Confederation leader, Jos6 Bove, who spread out a blue picnic blanket and began 
handing out chunks of Roquefort cheese smuggled into the United States. Protesters used 
plastic knives from McDonald’s to spread the cheese. In the crush that pushed Bove to- 
wards the restaurant, someone smashed a window. Bove, who spent three weeks in jail in 
France this summer for driving a bulldozer through a McDonald’s under construction in a 
protest over U.S. retaliatory duties on French cheeses in a trade war over banned U.S. 
beef treated with growth hormones, urged the crowd not to attack. A short distance away, 
a police cruiser was spray-painted with graffiti, and a few scuffles broke out. Police 
showed great restraint. At one point, police Lt. Daniel Whelan said, “77ie last thing the 
Seattle Police Department wants is for anyone to get injured” An hour later, the groups 
started to break up, with strong urgings from police, who were out in force. A police ar- 
mored vehicle called “TAe Peacemaker* patrolled the streets.

5 p.m,: Jubilee 2000; An ecumenical group of religious leaders held a prayer service and rally 
attended by at least 5,000 people, calling on the United States and other wealthy nations 
to forgive the debts of poor countries. Eventually, the crowd marched to the Kingdome 
amid driving wind and rain and attempted to form a human chain encircling the dome, 
next to the Stadium Exhibition Center, where WTO members were at a reception. The 
group chanted: "WeVe all wet, cancel the debt!" This march was joined by a labor march 
sponsored by the United Steelworkers. 

7 p.m.: People’s Gala opened in Key Arena [$10 per head to benefit the Direct Action Net- 
work]. Several thousand soggy protesters trickled in from anti-WTO activities to raise 
fists and listen to live music and celebrities of the left. The event was sponsored by the 
United Steelworkers, Ralph Nader’s Citizen’s Trade Campaign, Anita Roddick’s The 
Body Shop, and the City of Seattle. Paul Schell made a guest appearance and encouraged 
protesters to remain peaceful. Pleaded the mayor, “Be tough on your issues, but be gentle 
on my town.'’ Celebrities attending included California State Senator Tom Hayden, U.S. 
Senator Paul Wellstone [Democrat - Minnesota], Texas radio host Jim Hightower, Anita 
Roddick, and former Dead Kennedys singer Jello Biafra. Also attending was City Coun- 
cilman Nick Licata. 


Tuesday, November 30 

6 a,m.: In Seattle, protesters began gathering at Victor Steinbrueck Park near Pike Place 
Market. Soon after, other protesters gather at the University of Washington and Seattle 
Central Community College. All eventually marched downtown. “We'd like to shut down 
the WTO or at least make some changes in the way they operate," said a protester who 
called herself “Morgan Lefey,” evidently a variant spelling of the name of the sorceress in 
the Arthurian legends. Placards backed freedom for Tibet, democracy in Burma (Myan- 
mar), support for Zapatista guerrillas in Chiapas, Mexico, and the ethical treatment of 
animals. People dressed as trees, ears of com, sea turtles, dolphins and birds. There were 
clowns, Jugglers and stiff walkers. Placards read “No Globalization without Representa- 
tion" and “WTO? Hell No!" There were giant puppets made by the Bread and Puppet 
Theatre of Putney, Vermont, and their sixty-foot banner boat Y'We're all in the same ....]” 

8 a.m.: Several hundred people marched from Pike Place Market to Sixth Avenue and Olive 
Street, near the Westin Hotel. About 20 of them chained themselves together around a 
banner, encasing their arms in PVC pipe wrapped in duct tape, tar and chicken wire to 
make it more difficult to cut. At the entrance to the convention center, others linked arms 
to block streets, sidewalks and entrances. 

8:45 a.m.: About twenty black-clad protesters threw eight metal newspaper boxes into the 
street in front of the Sheraton Hotel on Sixth Avenue between Pike and Union streets be- 
fore being chased by other protesters. Those in black ran towards the Washington Athletic 
Club and joined about fifty in similar dress. All had their faces covered by bandanas or 
ski masks and one carried a banner with the “Circle A” anarchist symbol. 
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9 a.m,: By this time, several thousand protesters had amassed downtown. At Sixth and Pike 

near the Sheraton Hotel, about thirty people, some wearing gas masks, locked themselves 
to pipes with bicycle U-locks. Sheraton security officers locked down the hotel after dele- 
gates tried to leave and were confronted by demonstrators. Hundreds of shouting demon- 
strators surrounded Arnold Schwed, a German delegate trying to get back into the Shera- 
ton after being turned away from the WTO meeting. "These people do not understand the 
benefits of free trade to the developing nations f said Schwed. 

At Seventh and Pine, demonstrators successfully blocked delegates from attending WTO 
functions. Kennedy Mbekeani, a Botswana delegate, said: “There’s no safety. We thought 
it was going to be a peacejul protest.” Estonian Minister of Foreign Affairs Toomas lives, 
said, “I find it wrong that I am a democratically elected minister of a government being 
surrounded by people screaming at me.” 

10 a.m.: Opening ceremonies of the WTO conference were postponed because delegates 
were unable to reach Paramount Theatre due to the strategic blockades of the intersec- 
tions leading to it. The DAN had won. No formal work was done by the WTO Ministerial 
that day, 

10;30 a.m.: Labor Rally and March. At Memorial Stadium, protesters organized by the AFL- 
CIO held the largest rally of the week, hosting some 40,000 people from countless groups 
ranging from large delegations from the United Steelworkers of America, International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters [in bright yellow ponchos with blue caps]. International Long- 
shore and Warehouse Union, International Association of Machinists [in blue ponchos 
with neon orange caps], International Brotherhood of Electrical Workers and many more 
unions. Also in the labor rally were many Marxist groups ranging from the Communist 
Party, U.S.A. (CPUS A), which had a visible delegation of some 50, through the Freedom 
Socialist Party (FSP), Socialist Workers Party, Workers World Party, Progressive Labor 
Party, Revolutionary Communist Party, Democratic Socialists of America and Interna- 
tional Socialists. More than 800 lAM members, most employed at Boeing whose produc- 
tion lines were shut for two days due to the labor action, served as marshals, while several 
thousand others from the lAM formed a massive parade contingent. 

USWA president George Becker told the cheering crowd: “The WTO rules, but who 
asked for these rules? Who the hell asked our leaders to give us the WTOT’ He urged 
U.S. leaders to replace the WTO if it could not be reformed to include worker, human 
rights and environmental standards in its trade rules. “Fvc it or nix it,” said the USWA 
leader, using the slogan carried by scores of USWA members. Other speakers included 
AFU-CIO executive vice president Linda Chavez-Thompson, AFSCME president Gerald 
McEntee, lUE president Ed Fire, Transport Workers president Sonny Hall, lAM president 
Tom Buffenbarger, UAW president Stephen Yokich; UNITE president Jay Mazur; D3T 
president James Hoffa, ILWU president Brian McWilliams, Washington State Labor 
Council president Rick Bender, Sierra Club executive director Carl Pope, Chinese dissi- 
dent Wei Jing Sheng, Lori Wallach of PCGTW and Vandana Shiva of the IFG. 
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Meanwhile, downtown, police in full body annor with gas masks began to clear the inter- 
section of Sixth and Union by firing tear gas into the crowd from the top of their armored 
vehicle. Demonstrators responded by throwing their signs - some with sticks attached - 
at the police. Police moved the armored car into the intersection, physically throwing pro- 
testers out of the way of the vehicle. Police use large quantities of pepper spray and began 
firing rubber bullets and baton rounds at the demonstrators. These responded by trying to 
maintain their blockades. WTO delegates were told to stay inside their hotels as police 
tried to control the situation in the streets. At the Westin, one SWAT officer told a team 
of police that “we’re going to protect these doors at all costs" - an indication that the po- 
lice expected the protesters to rush the hotels where delegates were staying, assault them 
and vandalize the building. 

10:45 a.m. Police cleared the crowd from Sixth and University with tear gas. An affinity 
group of some twenty protesters who had chained themselves together remained in the in- 
tersection in a cloud of tear gas. Others rolled bottles of water to them for washing gas 
from their eyes and noses. The demonstrators had their own medics who doused people’s 
ears and eyes with mineral oil and alcohol to stop the burning. 

11:30 a.m.: A squadron of police in full body armor moved towards the Sheraton and at- 
tempted to clear the street by liberally using more gas on the locked down demonstrators. 
SWAT team members marched elbow to elbow with the armored vehicle behind them. 
Protesters remained sitting in the street in front of the police line until officers carried 
them off. They offered no violent resistance; however, other protesters threw cans, bottles 
and barricades at police. Afterwards, garbage cans, newspaper boxes and debris littered 
the street. 

Shortly before noon, two large plate-glass windows and another was smashed at the Bank 
of America building at Fourth Avenue and Pike Street. A newspaper box was thrown 
through the already-damaged window of the McDonald’s at Third and Pine. More win- 
dows were broken and shattered along Sixth Avenue. The alarm blared at Carroll’s Fine 
Jewelry. Most of the damage, as caught on film, was done not by the black-garbed iinar- 
chists but by easily identifiable protesters. 

Noon: The U.S. Secret Service, responsible for protecting dignitaries, decided it was not safe 
for Secretary of State Madeleine Albright and U.S. Trade Representative Chai'lene 
Barshefsky to travel from the Westin Hotel to the Paramount, about a block away. A 
news conference with Barshefsky was canceled. By 12:45 p.m., the opening ceremonies 
were canceled. Protesters claimed another victory. 

Meanwhile, the roving bands of self-styled anarchists and other affinity groups, about 200 
strong at this point, reformed and struck again, this time using hammers to smash win- 
dows, first at Nordstrom, then Nike Town, Planet Hollywood, The Gap and a half-dozen 
other stores. Other protesters including Fred Miller, the local head of Peace Action, and 
his daughter unsuccessfully tried to stop them by moving their banners between the van- 
dals and Nike Town windows. They were overrun. Medea Benjamin, co-director of 
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Global Exchange, was one of the crowd trying to protect the stores. Later she was arrested 
inside the WTO meeting on trespassing charges. Chants of “No violence” by now 
sounded empty. 

Trying to make the best of an impossible situation, WTO officials claimed that the con- 
ference would continue despite setbacks. “WcVe all communicating, we all have our 
pagers on and cell phones,"' said Jayme White, of the Seattle Host Organization who was 
a liaison officer for the U.S. delegation. “In that case, why didn’t you hold the Ministerial 
as a video conferenceT" asked one reporter. 

1 p.m.: The labor rally at Memorial Stadium ended almost on time, with speakers kept 
strictly to schedule. A number of the representatives of International Confederation of 
Free Trade Unions (ICFTU) affiliates expressed world views of international trade, capi- 
talism and imperialism in terms that would have made Karl Marx happy. The rally wound 
down with Teamsters President Jim Hoffa telling the crowd, “We are going to change the 
WTO or we’re going to get rid of the WTO"" “Are you ready to rumble?"" he shouted. 
AFL-CIO president John Sweeney concurred, and gave special thanks to the AFUCIO’s 
College students opposing “sweatshops” who had helped rally support for the event. Two 
student marches from local colleges help swell the line of march as the crowd of nearly 
50,000 began its hour-long march to downtown. 

Following the speeches, the trade unionists, who had a permit for their march, headed 
downtown, only to be met by the illegal march of some 20,000 led by Carl Pope of the 
Sierra Club. A woman in the crowd held up a sign reading, “Turtles and Teamsters: 
United at last,"" Other banners read “Defend Our Forests: Clearcut the WTO,"" “End the 
Blockade, Trade with Cuba,"" and “End Corporate Greed!"" At one point the march 
stretched from Seattle Center to the heart of downtown. It was an upbeat, chanting, sing- 
ing crowd, and it converged with other protest marches, rallies and blockades by envi- 
ronmental and other groups, creating an ocean of people and a scene reminiscent of the 
anti-Vietnam protests of the late 1960s. This crowd walked straight into the melee un- 
derway downtown and the clouds of pepper spray. 

Affinity groups already had been peeling off from the “green march” and blockading in- 
tersections. One side march became known as the “bare naked ladies” after the group of 
women who already had peeled off their tank tops and, bare-breasted with the message 
“No BGH” [bovine growth hormone used to artificially stimulate milk production by 
cows] written on their bodies, headed up a side street with a group of protesters. A large 
delegation of Steelworkers who had been marching just behind them left the labor march 
to follow them without hesitation. Green priorities somehow had suddenly become more 
pressing than union ones. 

Unions helped block sidewalks and streets, and they physically blocked WTO delegates. 
USWA secretary-treasurer Leo Girard explained to one group of WTO delegates why he 
would not let them pass. Grinning, he said, “We’re starting the revolution in America 
here today,"" 
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Greenpeace, joining in the “PC” mood, flew a giant inflated green condom with the mes- 
sage, “WTO - Practice Safe Trade'' 

3:10 p.m.; Rowdy “anarchists” started a fire in a trash container in the middle of Fourth Ave- 
nue and Pike Street.- A large crowd faced off with a line of riot police. Officers fired gas, 
dispersing the crowd, but only temporarily. With each gassing, protesters grew more defi- 
ant and continued to return to the scene. After twenty minutes, they appeared to recover 
from the pepper fog and develop an immunity to the gas. The crowd grew very hostile 
and appeared incensed by the sight of police in full armor, their faces concealed by hel- 
mets, gas masks and face shields. “Darth Vader” many jeered. An hour into the standoff, 
the protesters conduct a massive sit-in at the intersection. Police fire gas to disperse them. 
Increasingly, they held their ground until lines of police with riot sticks pushed them out 
of the area. At one intersection blocked by Earth First! supporters, one activist erected an 
enormous tripod, and sat suspended from the top. 

Late on Tuesday, an ultimatum was delivered by a senior Clinton administration official 
fo Mayor Schell: Clear out the protesters or the WTO conference might have to be called 
off. With Cabinet members locked in their hotel rooms, the federal officials complained 
that Schell and Police Chief Norm Stamper had failed to deploy sufficient officers or 
come up with a plan that would permit delegates to leave the WTO meeting, which very 
belatedly had convened in the Convention Center. Federal officials insisted that the city 
take action to fulfill the promise to the WTO that the meeting could be held safely. 

4:30 p.m.: As the sun set, with images of embattled streets telecast live all over the world, 
Schell declared a civil emergency, authorizing a curfew from 7 p.m. to 7:30 a.m. in most 
of downtown, a 150-block area from Denny Way to Yesler Way and from Interstate 5 to 
the waterfront. Schell also asked Governor Gary Locke to mobilize the National Guard 
and some 200 unarmed guardsmen trained in crowd control were called into the Queen 
City. 

Canadian Trade Minister Pierre Pettigrew narrowly escaped a mob of some 1,000 rioters 
by demonstrating his ability to scale the 12-foot outside wall of a hotel terrace where riot 
police were deployed. When the police realized he was a delegate, they reached down and 
pulled him to safety, followed by two of his aides. Two other members of his party could 
not climb to safety and were heavily gassed. 

Many of the WTO delegates who were mobbed and manhandled in the giant mosh pits 
that formed near the hotels, the Paramount and the Convention Center were from Africa, 
Asia and Latin America. Neither age nor sex was spared. A delegate from the Philippines 
failed to persuade protesters to let him pass. The car carrying the Colombian delegation 
led by Foreign Trade Minister Marta Lucia Ramfrez, was dented and protesters climbed 
on the roof till police intervened. One had the vision of privileged white Americans beat- 
ing up on brown, black and Asian trade officials. 
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5 p.m.; Police moved to clear the downtown. Block by block, in skirmish formation, officers 
marched to the edges of the curfew zone, firing rubber bullets and canisters of gas at flee- 
ing protesters. Some protesters threw gas grenades back at the police. Eventually, many 
protesters walked to Capitol Hill, a neighborhood where they were staying. Though Capi- 
tol Hill was outside the curfew zone, squadrons of riot police followed them and for the 
next four hours engaged in a fluid standoff, with dozens of concussion grenades and gas 
bombs being shot at bystanders and protesters by police. Protesters “returned fire” with 
rocks, sticks, bottles and fireworks. 

9 p,m.: Disturbances continued in the street, as protesters overturned and set fire to trash bins 
in front of the Egyptian Theatre. A crowd blocked the intersection of Broadway and Pine 
Street with dumpsters, which also were set on fire. Police dispersed the crowd, which 
formed again farther north on Broadway. Police followed. This continued for two hours 
until police left and protesters eventually went home. During the melee, residents of the 
area coming home from their offices were sprayed with gas, shot with rubber bullets, 
pulled from their doorways and arrested. As more and more residents became involved, 
the chants stopped being about the WTO and became, ‘This is Our Neighborhood: We 
Live Here."’ 

Before the night was over, Schell and Stamper held a news conference, claiming that they 
had been caught off guard by the size and militancy of the protest. “7%e last thing I ever 
wanted to be the mayor of a city where I had to call out the National Guard, where I 
had to see tear gas in the streets f said Schell. 


Wednesday, December 1 

1:30 a.m.: Clinton arrived not at Sea-Tac, Seattle’s international airport, but at Boeing Field 
under extremely heavy security. His motorcade whisked him through the rain-swept 
streets empty except for police to the circular twin towers of the Westin Hotel, many of 
whose nearly 900 rooms housed WTO delegates. At the hotel, the president watched 
news footage of the unrest before going to bed at about 2 a.m. 

7:00 a.m.: After a few hours sleep, Clinton went to the Port of Seattle for a tour of the chilly 
terminal for a public meeting with farmers including apple growers and others who want 
to lift trade barriers. 

8 a.m.: The curfew lifted, demonstrators tried to find a place to assemble legally. The down- 
town had become a “no protest zone.” All protests were banned in a restricted zone 
bounded by Boren Avenue, Seneca Street, Fourth Avenue and Lenora Street. Debate en- 
sued over whether the new restriction was constitutional. Meanwhile, 200 National Guard 
troops in fatigues helped the police cordon off much of downtown and check identities of 
people attempting to enter the security perimeter; armored trucks patrolled the streets. 
Those who were judged “well dressed” and who did not have any protest buttons or 
literature were allowed to go to their offices. Along Lenora Street, State Patrol officers or 



erature were allowed to go to their offices. Along Lenora Street, State Patrol officers or 
National Guard troops stood at every intersection. 

9 a.m.: Despite the checkpoints, hundreds of protesters entered the restricted zone, most of 
them congregating at Westlake Center. They offered nonviolent resistance as they were 
arrested, going limp as police yanked away belongings and handcuffed them with plastic 
ties. Considerable police violence was observed. Arrested protesters who were placed on 
Metro buses started cheering and stomping their feet. Others chanted “77ic whole world is 
watchingV' md'"WTQ's gotta.gol” ... . 

Soon after, a group of about 1,000 protesters moved up Pine Street to Sixth Avenue, 
where about 100 police met them. The crowd was told to leave the area or be gassed. 
Many in the crowd drifted away as police started moving forward. Police in riot gear 
pushed up against the crowd and shouted through their gas masks, “Move, move^ Behind 
them came the armored vehicle and then the mounted police. Seattle police Captain Jim 
Pugel said the protesters were being arrested for pedestrian interference and refusal to dis- 
perse. “Our intent is to keep the peace in the entire city of Seattle” he said. 

The arrested protesters were taken to the former Sand Point naval air station. Some had 
injuries, scraped faces, one had gauze wrapped around his head. Many refused to identify 
themselves to the jail officials, stopping the booking process. 

11 a.m.: Clinton traveled to the Four Seasons Olympic Hotel to address a luncheon meeting 
in the Spanish Ballroom with trade ministers. During that address, he encouraged the pro- 
testers, saying, “2 disagreed with a lot of what they say, but I*m glad they're here because 
they count in this debate.” Clinton noted that Third World leaders charge that environ- 
mental ruled are a device “to keep developing nations down” and declared that was not 
true. He predicted that the next industrial revolution will be development of “clean” tech- 
nologies. 

The luncheon ran well past its 2 p.m. scheduled closing as Clinton lectured the 135 trade 
ministers held captive by protocol in the room. Later, Janus-like, he showed a different 
fact in a private meeting with some of the key leaders behind the protests: Carl Pope, ex- 
ecutive director of the Sierra Club; AFL-CIO president John Sweeney and others. There 
also was one well-known Republican “green” in the meeting, William Ruckelshaus, 
chairman of the World Resources Institute. 

Noon: Some protesters who took part in earlier riot helped clean up the damage downtown 
and remove graffiti. The Downtown Seattle Association said the downtown retail core 
had lost $7 million in business so far, and estimated that each additional day would bring 
losses of $2.5 million. The association estimated damage from Tuesday’s rampage ciime 
to least $1.5 million. The Torrefazione Italia coffee shop at Rainier Square offered free 
coffee to police officers. Some of the State Patrol troopers there said that they had only 
two hours sleep on cots in a drafty warehouse. City police had been on 20-hour shifts 
with no provision for food, drink or relief. 






1:30 p.m,: Downtown protests lost steam by the late morning and early afternoon. About 200 
protesters wandered aimlessly before joining a Steelworkers march to the waterfront. 
About 1,500 took part in the march, and two-thirds of the participants wore union slickers 
and jackets. At the waterfront, demonstrators sang songs and dumped mock steel beams 
into Elliott Bay to symbolize the dumping of foreign steel into the U.S. market. By the 
time the march ended, most of the crowd had worked its way back uphill towards down- 
town. 

4 p.m,: A crowd of more than 800 gathered a few blocks from Pike Place Market, before be- 

ing driven away by police using concussion bombs and gas. The crowd returned and reas- 
sembled several times. By late afternoon, a loose band of 300 to 400 people continued to 
play cat-and-mouse with police in downtown streets, with much of the activity taking 
place at and near the Westlake Center. 

5 p.m.; After small groups of demonstrators were cleared once more with tear gas, Clinton’s 

motorcade roared down a deserted Sixth Avenue where plywood marked with graffiti 
covered the storefronts to the Westin Hotel. 

6 p.m.: Police begin sweeping through downtown to enforce the second night’s curfew. And 

again, protesters were pushed to the neighborhoods, with most fleeing to Capitol Hill. A 
group of several hundred assembled at Broadway and Denny Way, and then marched 
down Broadway to Pine Street and back. Police assembled in lines on one end of Broad- 
way. 

7 p.m.: Two-term Seattle City Councilman Richard Mclver was stopped twice at police lines 

while on his way to a WTO-related event at the Westin Hotel. At the second stop, Mclver 
identified himself and showed his identification and councilman’s business card; but he 
was pulled from his car, his cellular phone removed, his card thrown to the ground and 
his hands placed behind his back by police before he was released. “All they were inter- 
ested in was that 1 was a black man who wasn *t doing what they wanted” he said. 

9 p.m.; When a police vehicle tried to move through an intersection in Capitol Hill, which 
was blocked by protesters, people swarmed the vehicle, kicking and hitting it. Moments 
later, the first concussion grenade of the evening exploded. For the next five hours, police 
and a crowd of several hundred people, many of them local residents, ran from police and 
reassembled along Broadway, as police lobbed dozens of concussion grenades and gas 
canisters and fired rubber bullets. The protesters respond with catcalls and some threw 
bottles and rocks. Many in the crowd obviously were enjoying the confrontations with po- 
lice. Some ask one another in glee, “How many times have you been gassed?”

Thursday, December 2, 1999 

8 a.m,: On Thursday morning. December 2, Clinton visited the Bell Harbor International 
Conference Center on the Waterfront, where he signed an International Labor Organiza- 
tion convention that prohibits forced or slave labor for children and unsafe work places 
for child workers. 

8 a.m.: The city remained in a state of civil emergency as downtown stores tried to reopen. 
The Bon Marche and. Pacific. PJace, .just outside the restricted zone, opened hut closed, 
early. Nordstrom and Westlake Center, inside the zone, opened even though shoppers 
were challenged - and turned away - by police. Many businesses closed, and owners be- 
gan talking about lawsuits to recover lost sales from a city administration that also had 
promised an additional $11 million in business from hosting the WTO. 

10 a,m.: Protesters rallied on Capitol Hill and marched to Victor Steinbrueck Park, where 
they were joined by some 3,000 demonstrators concerned about agricultural issues. This 
group included delegations of fanners from France, India, Mexico, Spain and the U.S. 
'Midwest. Speakers included Ralph Nader, Jim Hightower, Jose Bovd and Ralph Allison 
of the Missouri Rural Crisis Center. Allison then led a march, with a police escort, to the 
Cargill grain elevator at the north end of Myrtle Edwards Park. The building was closed 
and riot police stood behind barbed-wire fences. Allison condemned Cargill for encourag- 
ing the recent farm bill, saying it lowered grain prices to half the cost of production. Mon- 
santo was denounced for it genetically engineered food crops with sterile seeds. The 
crowd was highly militant, but age, experience - and physical infirmity - kept them from 
scaling the barbed-wire-topped fences to battle police. Market businesses closed up so 
merchants and customers would not be exposed to clashes between demonstrators and po- 
lice. 

11:30 a.m.: The first protest took place inside the Convention Center when seven activists 
led by Randall Hayes of RAN unfurled a large banner reading '"Defend Forests: Clearcut 
the WTO*" Another with duct tape across her mouth, held a sign saying, “WTO is global 
no-protest zone." The seven were removed from the building but not arrested. 

Noon: With massive security. President Clinton left Seattle for Philadelphia from Boeing 
Field. Police then took a lower profile, avoiding confrontation with the crowds. Demon- 
strators took this as a sign of victory, which it was in a sense because the police had ex- 
hausted their supply of concussion grenades, pepper gas and rubber bullets. One demon- 
strator, Rice Baker- Yeboah, told the crowd, “This is nonviolent. Anyone who does any- 
thing to endanger anyone else is betraying this whole movement." 

1 p.m.: Part of the Market crowd started to march to the King County Jail, where protest 
leaders read their list of demands over a bullhorn: the immediate release and dropping of 
charges against jailed protesters, a public apology and shutting down the WTO. A vigil 
was begun. 
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3 p,m.; City officials eased enforcement of the restriction on protests and free movement in 
the blocks around the Convention center. A demonstration in front of the Paramount 
Theatre ended peacefully later in the evening. 

7 p.m.: Hundreds of protesters continued to block the King County Jail before John Sellers, 
director of the Berkeley-based Ruckus Society, and King County sheriffs Captain Ron 
Griffin, worked out an exit strategy. Sellers and his group proposed to Griffin that de- 
fense attorney Katya Komisaruk and protest leader Devon Haynes be allowed into the jail 
where protesters could see them, and organizers would then urge people to leave peace- 
fully. After a quick check with others, Griffin agreed. It worked. Haynes and Komisaruk 
appeared in the jail and urged the crowd to leave. They did. “You know whatT' Griffin 
says. “They even picked up their trash when they leftT 


Friday, December 3, 1999 

6 a.m.; From Geneva, Switzerland, three saboteurs from the “Green Rennet Brigade** broke 
into an electrical substation adjacent to the WTO headquarters and created a short circuit, 
cutting off power to the WTO building for four hours. The WTO staff claimed that no 
damage had been done to computers, data transmission or other electronic equipment and 
insisted that it had no impact on the Seattle Ministerial. The WTO requested that police 
increase security for the WTO. [Note: Rennet is the dried extract made from the stomach 
lining of cattle and sheep used to curdle milk in cheesemaking.] 

8 a.m.: In Seattle, retailers began pulling protective plywood off windows and reopening 
their stores. Business leaders joined others in their criticism that the city was unprepared 
for the WTO and the accompanying demonstrations. Much of the criticism was and is 
aimed at Schell. Typical of the more moderate statements was one from Susie Plummer, 
general manager of Westlake Center: ‘7’m sensitive about speaking out against the 
mayor. But I work for a large company. If somebody in my company had made a decision 
with the poor planning that has occurred here, I believe that individual would be fired.** 
Sen, Slade Gorton, a Republican, praised the police but criticized Seattle city officials for 
poor planning. He said the scenes of battling protesters and police would hurt the city’s 
chances of attracting future national conventions that could be controversial. 

3 p.m.: Some 500 demonstrators gathered at the King County Jail and the Westin Hotel, de- 
manding better treatment of jailed protesters and negotiations for their release. Jail offi- 
cials denied any mistreatment of those held. There was no vandalism or violence. The 
crowd was well-organized, with leaders relaying instructions to the crowd and negotiating 
with police, reassuring them the protests would remain peaceful. 

10 p.m.: The World Trade Organization announced it was unable to overcome differences 
among its 135-mcmber nations and would leave Seattle without a declaration to start a 
new round of global trade talks. Global Trade Watch’s Mike Dolan boasted that the dem- 
onstrations were successful in stopping the WTO for now. Another meeting like the one 



in Seattle would be called in about six weeks. However, no “Seattle Round” of trade talks 
would start, still have 400 people in jail And when we got word to them about this, 
you could have heard the cheer all the way to the county line,** said Dolan. A party at- 
mosphere developed when those at the jail learned the WTO failed to agree on a new 
round of talks. 


Saturday, December 4, 1999 

9 a.m,: As WTO delegates and demonstrators started leaving Seattle, some shoppers headed 
downtown where they found Mayor Schell offering personal apologies. Posing for cam- 
eras at the Westlake Plaza to restart the carousel, Schell called for a **time of healing,** by 
which he seemed to mean forgetfulness. However, the Seattle ACLU chapter and a coali- 
tion of local minority civil-rights groups called for an independent investigation on the 
way Seattle police and city officials handled protest activities. The City Council, whose 
members had supported the protests and the “hands off* initial response that allowed the 
demonstrators to take hostage the city uncontested, by now had turned on Schell and 
'Stamper. The council appointed a special committee to conduct its own investigation of 
“what went wrong.” Its chairman is Councilman Nick Licata, who a week before the riot 
was pressing the city to open its properties for use by protesters as “crash pads.” 

Hundreds of protesters still refused to be arraigned in Seattle Municipal Court or to leave 
jail even after their charges were dismissed or they were offered release on their own per- 
sonal recognizance. A woman who called from the jail and identified herself only as 
Beka, said: “They [re going to have trouble processing us. We*re gumming up the system, 
and they're going to want to just get rid of us.” 

7:30 p.m.: An agreement negotiated with city attorneys allowed the release of some 300 peo- 
ple arrested and held at the King County Jail. Municipal Judge Ron Mamiya and Bob 
Boruchowitz, director of the Public Defender Association, played key roles in preventing 
protesters from bankrupting the city’s courts. Each had insisted on a jury trial. 


Sunday, December 5: The remainder of the prisoners were released without bond, A handful 
of people charged with felonies remained in custody. A sizeable number of those released 
offered “horror stories” to the NLG and ACLU, which set up interview tables outside the 
jail. 



The Police Response 


Seattle’s leaders. Mayor Paul Schell and Chief of Police Norm Stamper are facing a storm of 
criticism from residents, who saw their decisions to concede most of downtown to rioters fu- 
riously criticized by downtown merchants, whose stores were vandalized and whose critical 
holiday sales were damaged by five days of protests. The damage estimates as of December 8 
were $3 million to property and between $12 million and $22 million in lost sales. Some 700 
people were arrested. 

Some of the most damning criticism is coming from police officers, including those in 
command ranks, who say that no arrangements had been made to provide police with food 
and water or toilet facilities and that because of a lack of additional personnel, the police 
served on 20-hour shifts. They also ran out of pepper fog, tear gas and sub-lethal rubber bul- 
lets. Exhaustion, lack of numbers and faltering conamand at the highest political level of the 
city has cost considerable police morale. The resignation of Stamper on December 6 cannot 
curejt. 

There was no excuse, for violence was part of the plan from the outset. Groups opposed 
to the World Trade Organization had been preparing for public disturbance in the Queen City 
for nine months. Though the mass media has described this violent manifestation as a “iead- 
erless” event organized over the internet via various bulletin-board postings, that is not an 
accurate picture. In fact, a number of organizations, unions and tax-exempt foundations - 
poured considerable sums and energy into organizing a labor rally and march through Seat- 
tle’s streets on November 30 and making certain the disorders took place on schedule. As ex- 
amples, the national leadership of the AFL-CIO spent considerable sums as did individual 
unions within its membership. The ILWU closed the port of Seattle for the duration of the 
WTO meeting; the million-member teachers union, the National Educational Association, 
mobilized its membership; and the production line at Boeing was shut down for two days. 
Overall, union members joined the protest by filling more than 200 buses, a train, planes and 
innumerable cars. 

The police failed in their main goal: to establish a secure perimeter in which WTO dele- 
gates and U.S. government officials were safe. Iowa’s governor was one who was punmieled 
by rioters. Security at the WTO site proved to be poor. At least three protesters broke into the 
building and rushed the stage. Neither the official delegations nor U.N. Secretary-General 
Kofi Annan or U.S. Secretary of State Madeleine Albright could reach the convention center. 
Opening ceremonies were put off a whole day - a real victory for the anti-WTO activists. On 
December 8, Annan spoke to the World Civil Society Conference in Montreal, Canada, on 
the WTO protests. Said Annan, “/ see a United Nations keenly aware that if the global 
agenda is to be properly addressed, a partnership with civil society is not an option; it is a 
necessity. I see a United Nations, which recognizes that the non- governmental organizations 
revolution - the new global people power, or whatever else you wish to call this explosion of 
citizens^ concern at the global level — is the best thing that has happened to our organization 
in a long time.” Annan added that the NGOs “can also be strategic partners in policy - in 






areas where you can persuade your governments to work through the United Nations, You 
can tell them that our goals are your goals, and that you want them to give us the means to 
achieve those goals^ 

The police targeted the peaceful protesters and those engaged in nonviolent civil disobe- 
dience, but ignored the black-clad anarcho-syndicalists who began the fray and then slipped 
away in twos and threes along side streets to reassemble later at pre-arranged sites. Seattle 
police appeared to completely lack any trained “tangle teams” to rush into the mobs and col- 
lar the leaders. Moreover, since the officers were wearing full body armor suitable more for a 
SWAT team assault on a fixed position, they were unable to move with speed and agility, 
necessary to arrest the fast-moving rioters who were breaking windows and setting trash fires. 
Seattle’s police were assigned to protect fixed sites such as the Convention and Trade Center, 
the Paramount Theater and the main hotels used by WTO delegates. In doing so, Seattle 
abandoned any attempt to secure key traffic points, thus enabling the protesters to blockade 
intersections. 

Mayor Schell has refused to accept any responsibility for allowing the riot to develop. On 
December 3, he insisted, ''Every piece waj thought out and planned. It was planned bril- 
liantly. Em proud of what happened here.'" This week, he admitted these were political deci- 
sions, actually saying that he kept a low police presence at the start of the protests because of 
the “image” he wished projected of his city and that the sacrifice of a "few panes of glass'" 
were worth it. Downtown merchants doubtless will express their views somewhat differently. 
As a result of the mayor’s decisions, supported by the City Council and senior police offi- 
cials, the world’s image of Seattle is one of “Darth Vaderish” officers in full body armor gas- 
sing and using riot sticks on the non-violent civil disobedience protesters while many activ- 
ists ran free. 

Chief Stamper resigned, effective in March 2000. Most of his senior subordinates in the 
department are scheduled to retire soon, including Deputy Chief Ed Joyner, 54, in charge of 
the logistics. The mayor has several years until he faces the voters. 

Assistant Chief Joyner, who was the tactical commander on the street who gave the order 
to police to take control of the streets using rubber bullets, concussion grenades and tear gas, 
and will retire in March, gave an amazing press interview in which he suggested that no mid- 
sized city should ever try to host the WTO and that "future WTO meetings should either be 
held in countries with military governments or in democracies where cities ‘can bring in 
5,000 to 10,000 officers.""^ 

Joyner also said that Seattle police had studied successful security measures at previous 
international conferences, including the NATO 50* anniversary conference in Washington, 
D.C., in April. "They did upfront what we did after the fact,'" he said, by taking control of the 
core of the city, ordering home the government employees and pressuring private business to 
close as well, and leaving a core area deserted except for police, security officials and the in-

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vited delegates and their entourages. Joyner said it was politically impossible to attempt, re- 
marking, “Can you imagine me going to the mayor, the governor, before the conference even 
happened, and saying 7 need to create this security perimeter from Seneca to Lenora Streets, 
from Fourth Avenue to the freeway, and I need to shut all the businesses down for five days 
the week after Thanksgiving?’ Can you imagine the kind of response I’d get, besides asking 
me for my resignation thenV 

Joyner’s fears are difficult to understand since he had worked as an assistant to former 
Chief Patrick Fitzsimons in preparing security for the 1990 Goodwill Games, which lasted 17 
days, attracted 2,300 athletes and 800,000 spectators over the course of the event and had a 
security budget of $25 million provided by the Departments of Defense and State. Of course, 
it helped that the city also had four years to prepare for the Goodwill Games, not ten months 
as in the case of the WTO. Joyner was the field commander coordinating security in the 1979 
visit of China’s Deng Xiaoping in 1979, the 1990 Goodwill Games and the 1993 Asian- 
Pacific Economic Cooperation Forum. Joyner complained that “the most recent threat as- 
sessment was very accurate in what it predicted, but what it didn’t predict was the number of 
people who participated Tuesday, and how many of our citizens would participate in or al- 
low violence to occur” Nonetheless, it was clear from the statements of DAN organizers 
pledging to “shut the WTO down ” and the statements of people in open internet chat rooms 
on the WTO protests in which they said repeatedly they were coming to “trash Seattle Tues- 
day.” At a press conference on Monday, the eve of the demonstrations, the organizers even 
described their strategy of fanning out in groups from the march to block intersections. 

Nonetheless, Joyner said that the city leaders had assumed that their working in advance 
with WTO protesters would ensure peaceful demonstrations. He complained that the protests 
did not stick to the designated protest areas and shut down the corridors in which he had 
planned that the WTO delegates could move. The only way to open the corridors, he said, 
was with tear gas, grenades and riot police. Evidently, he would have the public believe that 
no one from the department was aware of the statements made at the news conference. 

In the Goodwill Games, extra officers were hired and trained, the Pentagon provided heli- 
copters and some 300 troops and specially trained forces were kept at the ready but out of 
sight in case of a Munich-style terrorist attack on the athletes. Fences were erected around the 
arenas to provide safe corridors in which the athletes could drive and walk separated from the 
public. In the WTO event. Mayor Schell did not ask the governor for National Guard troops 
until late Tuesday afternoon, when tear gas already filled the downtown streets. 

Former Chief of Police Fitzsimons said that he hoped people would reconsider their use 
of the words “violent” and “nonviolent.” “Destroying property is a violent act. Blocking in- 
tersections and restricting people from moving around their town to open their businesses or 
from seeing their doctors is a violent act. Throwing bottles at police officers is a violent act.” 
He said that the fact that no one was seriously injured in itself was a “tribute” to the police. 

The fallout from the use of force to control the protesters has reached other law enforce- 
ment agencies, too. Tukwila Police Chief Keith Haines suspended one of his SWAT officers 






assigned to anti-riot duty in Seattle’s Capitol Hill neighborhood on the night of December 1. 
Many saw television broadcasts of an officer in SWAT gear who kicked a protester in the 
groin, and then fired a sub-lethal beanbag round at close range into the man as he retreated, 
backing away with his hands above his head. The SWAT team was composed of more than 
twenty officers from the towns of Tukwila, Renton and Auburn. Experienced police officers 
disagreed that this was excessive force, saying that because the protester continued to face the 
officer even as he backed away, he remained capable of launching an attack on the officer, 
who brought the man down by the best available means. The police had few rounds for the 
beanbag gun. Had he been intending to show that he truly was non-confrontational, the pro- 
tester should have turned around and run away, said the police. 

Mayor Schell has spent the days since the outbreak of disturbances on November 30 de- 
nying there was anything faulty in his decision-making. He told WTO delegates, The last 
thing I ever wanted to be the mayor of a city where I had to call out the National 
GuardT However, a high-ranking police official said the Guard was not really needed, “We 
could have done the job** he insisted. “We just had the wrong game plan.” And that was the 
fault of the political leadership. 

Mayor Schell may have opened a chasm between the police and Seattle’s Asian business 
community by a political decision by his office to not send police to evict an estimated 150 
squatters despite the repeated requests of the owner of the building at 918 Virginia Avenue, 
Wah Lui, 62. Lui said he had not caved in and made a deal with the squatters. “/ wanted 
those kids to be arrested. It was a nightmare** he said. The mayor’s spokesman. Bob Royer, 
told reporters that the city did not take action because it preferred to negotiate with demon- 
strators.^ John Citoli, 40, the owner of the packaging and distribution business on the build- 
ing’s ground floor, was put out of business for a full week when the city shut off all electrical, 
gas and water service to the structure. *7 was sacrificed as a business owner** he said and 
asked, **What gives the city the right to do what they did to meT* 

Seattle City Council held the first of its hearings on the issue on Wednesday, December 
8; and fearing a large crowd of angry citizens scheduled it in a small hearing room that held 
150 people, leaving more than 400 outside. Mile Dolan told the council that police were not 
misled by protest organizers who promised only peaceful actions. He said that Ruckus Soci- 
ety organizers had made clear their goal was to shut down the WTO and that only a naiVe po- 
lice department would think that meant using only “clever signs and powerful chants** How- 
ever, Hilary McQuie of the DAN complained that Joyner had promised to wait until televi- 
sion cameras arrived before ordering mass arrests, but then used pepper gas and rubber bul- 
lets. 

The consensus among many Seattle residents is that they suffered two riots: one by pro- 
testers; the second by “over-reacting” police. Even the reporters for the Seattle Weekly, the 
leftist “alternative” paper, expressed anger that the police had no plan or tactic to single out 
and arrest the vandals. As one wrote, “Police should have been deployed strategically to re-

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act to spot disturbances. The vandals weren*t difficult to detect: They were the ones with 
masks, carrying crowbars” or hammers. The residents are sophisticated enough to blame 
multiple parties for the mcl6c; the mayor’s plan that allowed the demonstrators to take over 
downtown; his unleashing of the police to compensate; and the demonstrators who planned 
and prepared for mass arrests and now feel aggrieved that the police used other means to 
move them off the streets. 

A retired judge commented that Seattle had a long history of labor violence, and while the 
demonstrators were using the tactics of the 21®‘ century, the Seattle Police Department was 
still using the tactics of the 1920s. 

As noted earlier, the planning and training of the police for the anti-WTO demonstration 
was abysmal, their sources of information were infected by propaganda and notable for their 
paucity. Police training was based on thirty minutes, once a week learning to use extra long 
batons. Their planning involved thirty local, county, state and federal agencies. Seattle has a 
Special Patrol Unit, which operates as a SWAT-like team, this was augmented from within 
the department and were trained to operate in hard plastic body armor. 

Basic requirements to reduce problems were ignored, street furniture, building blocks and 
bricks should have been removed. Placards mounted on sticks should have been confiscated 
together with any bottles observed. 

The conduct of the Seattle Police Department in attempting to "clear the streets" of all 
protesters reflected the unconstitutional conduct during the previous six years of several po- 
lice departments when the president has been visiting their locality. Police sources blame this 
on excessive zeal by the U.S. Secret Service. A study of this question would be highly in- 
structive. 

However, it was the Seattle Police Department that became the first department in the 
United States to use rubber bullets against demonstrators exercising their constitutional rights 
as well as those illegally blockading the streets. By avoiding early mass arrests and concen- 
trating on the dispersal of demonstrators, police tactics helped compound the problem of pub- 
lic disorder. 

As noted earlier in this report, on November 30, there was a total absence of trained po- 
lice “tangle teams.” [A trained team will enter a crowd, arrest an identified leader, extricate 
the arrestee and themselves, with one member of the team designated to preserve a chain of 
evidence and process the perpetrator.] While regretting this lack, the question must be asked, 
what would be the effectiveness of such arrest teams without prior intelligence information as 
to who were the leaders and organizers of the disorders to be arrested, and their positions in 
the activist hierarchy.

Conclusion 


The coalition of protestors who went to Seattle were successful in that they achieved their 
major goal, which was to "close down" Seattle during the WTO Ministerial meetings. 

While they were unsuccessful in their attempts to fully disrupt the WTO, they succeeded 
in delaying many of its objectives and creating a situation whereihe'best possible opportunity 
for the next meeting will be in a police state. 

Some of the protesters were people who felt strongly about the issues put before them by 
NGOs, but most were not. They were drawn to protest by undefined fears of job loss, the fu- 
ture, globalization and a loss of their ability to influence national events through the democ- 
ratic process due to the rulings of a faceless, unaccountable international body. 

As noted in the report, many residents in Seattle believe that they have survived two riots: 
one by militant activists, the other by their own police department. 

The rioting in Seattle may well presage a new round of domestic unrest in the United 
States. The Chicago riots of 1968, that affected the country for at least the six years, were 
based on a single issue: the war in Vietnam and its attendant draft. The issues raised at Seattle 
were multifaceted, many involving labor and environmental issues that evoke passionate be- 
liefs among their adherents. 

Seattle demonstrated the vital need not only for the training of police officers, but for the 
gathering and dissemination of accurate information prior to an event. That this will require 
the use of undercover police officers and informants is a fact that must be controlled and 
recognized. 

The events in Seattle were the first major disturbance in the United States to be facilitated 
by the use of internet. While the internet is of use to the planners of a demonstration, it also 
enables those who wish to control the demonstration to monitor, in detail, the planning proc- 
ess. 


The internet also enhanced and encouraged the international participation in the Seattle 
Ministerial, but could have been used as a very useful adversarial weapon by the WTO. 

Reform is not enough for those who see the system of free markets and trade [capitalism] 
together with the United States as the enemy. Dates for the time and place for the next round 
of street battles may have been established; in New York in April, 2000, when the Non- 
Proliferation Nuclear Treaty (NPT) comes to a vote in the United Nations and in London on 
May 1, 2000, when May Day as a traditional workers holiday may be celebrated.

In September, 2000, the Meetings will be held in 
Prague, Czech Republic. Planning for these events is carried out by staff of the Bank/Fund Conferences 
Office and Joint Secretariat. At the attachment, I have included a fact sheet that provides more information 
regarding the scope of the Meetings. 


In previous planning meetings with Prague law enforcement officials, they have voiced concern over the 
potential for demonstrations involving large numbers of participants at our Meetings. Demonstrations in 
Prague are common and often number in excess of 10,(X>0 participants. As usual, they contain groups 
whose primary intent is to cause violence. The internet has facilitated communications to the point where it 
is easy to solicit and gather demonstrators firom various European countries. 


Prague event planners and police officials will be visiting Washington, D.C. in early February to discuss 
the impact of demonstrators and Non-Government Organizations (NGO) on the 2000 Meetings. We have 
information that NGOs are already planning to visit Prague to participate in the Meetings. To be ready for 
the February meeting in Washington, D, C., it would be valuable for us to have a working knowledge of the 
various security measures and events that occurred recently at the WTO meetings in Seattle. 


In this regard ! l and I would like to visit with you and your planners some time during the 

second or third week of January to discuss the lessons-learned from the WTO events. We are flexible 
regarding the. specific dates. During this visit we could discuss what worked and what did not. 


I would appreciate it if you would have someone call me al 


to discuss the visit.

• Meetings are joint Meetings of the Bank and Fund Boards of Governors. 

• Meetings take place in Washington D.C. two years out of three (at HQ and Marriott 
Wardman Park Hotel) and overseas, at the invitation of a member country, every third year. 

• Attendance: Meetings are attended by the following categories of participants (average 
levels of attendance are given and numbers include spouses and other accompanying family 
members): 

• Delegations: representatives of Bank (181) and Fund (182) member countries (3,500). 

• Observers: organizations having continuing interest in, or significance to the Bank and 
the Fund, e.g. other inter-go vemmental institutions (300). 

• Bank and Fund Management and Staff (800). 

• Special Guests: invited senior representatives from financial institutions having 

significant operational relationships with the Bank and Fund (850). ‘ 

• Visitors; representatives of financial institutions, other commercial enterprises, NGOs 
and private individuals who seek access to the Meetings in order to pursue their interests. 
Participants in this category are screened and must be cleared before they are accredited 
(4,500). 

• Press: foreign and local radio, television and press representatives (1,500). 

• Total participants: Approximately 11,000. 

• Local staff, security staff and other personnel are also registered meaning that 
identification badges are generally produced for between 1 6,000 and 1 9,000 persons. 

• Offices (approximately 850) at the site of the Meetings are provided for Executive Directors, 
member country Delegations, Observers and Bank and Fund staff. Delegations and 
Observers pay for space, according to the number of offices required. There is a separate 
charge for equipment. 

• Ancillary Meetings: Several hundred ancillary meetings and other events take place at the 
time of the Annual Meetings, the most important of which include meetings of the 
Development Committee, the Interim Committee, the G-10 and the G-24. 

• A Program of Seminars is organized immediately preceding the Annual Meetings, The 
Program is designed to create a forum for business and government leaders, senior Bank and 
Fund officials and others to discuss developments and opportunities in emerging economies 
worldwide. The Program of Seminars Secretariat is housed within the Corporate Secretariat 
Policy Support Division, and works closely with the BFCO and other Joint Secretariat and 
Bank and Fund staff on the implementation of the Program. All those attending the Program 
of Seminars must be registered for the Aimual Meetings. A registration fee is charged for 
participation (fees are waived for Delegations, Observers and Press). In 1999 the topic will 
be “Setting the Agenda for Global Development”. 

• Bauk/Fund Expo: Held for the first time at the 1 998 Annual Meetings, the Expo consisted 
of 52 kiosks showcasing Bank and Fund products, services and partnerships. An Expo will 
also take place at the 1999 Annual Meetings.

On the afternoon of 12/3/99 I was informed about a Seattle P.l. article published on 
12/1/99 in which I was quoted as blaming Tuesday’s fiasco on an inadequate threat 
assessment. That article obviously, and for good reason, upset many of the officers 
and Federal agents involved in developing that information. 

I immediately contacte j fc nd had him meet me in the MACC to brief me on 

the matter. While I had still not seen the article (and still haven’t), 1 wanted to be able 
to both clarify what 1 had said and to apologize for any possible negative spin on my 
comments. 

Since that time I have discussed the threat assessment issue on a live KIRO radio 
interview and at two press conferences. Unfortunately, I am not satisfied that the 
media has adequately covered my position. 1 intend to circulate a videotaped message 
within the next few days to all sworn personnel so that I can be sure my complete 
statement is conveyed. 

The WTO threat assessment was thorough, detailed and remarkably accurate. It was a 
professional piece of work that was absolutely above reproach. It identified which 
groups were coming to town, their agenda, and their tactics. The intelligence updates 
and other support provided by all of you throughout the conference was invaluable. It 
is difficult to put into mere words the respect and appreciation that I have for all you 
have done. 

I was aware of the threat assessment during my meetings with the various protest 
groups. While I never disclosed specifics to these groups, the general topic of 
disruptive actions were discussed at length and every single group assured me that not 
only would they not engage in destructive activities, they would also do everything 
possible to keep the “hot heads” under control. I was hopeful that this cooperative 
approach would allow the City to host the WTOC while preserving the protest groups’ 
constitutional rights to free speech and assembly.

With this background in mind, when everything deteriorated on Tuesday, I was asked 
at a press conference why we were not better prepared to deal with the major eruption 
of violence that had taken place. My response was that in light of all available 
information, including the threat assessment as well as the direct feedback from the 
AFL-CIO and at least a dozen other protest groups, I certainly anticipated significant 
attempts to disrupt the conference, but simply did not expect the sheer numbers of very 
confrontative protestors. The 200-300 troublemakers did what we expected they would 
do, but few of us realized that there would be 30,000 others who would actively protest 
to the point that they effectively prevented us from stopping the more violent activities. 

I do not normally consider myself to be naive, and have dealt with a number of large 
local protests over the years, but there is no question that I badly underestimated the 
intensity and size of the anti-WTOC movement. 

I want each and every one of you to know that the quality and quantity of your 
intelligence work is both recognized and appreciated. I admire your competence, 
professionalism, and obvious dedication. If at any point I have said or inferred anything 
that can be construed as critical of your efforts, please accept my profound apology. I’d 
like to simply blame the press for a misquote, but ultimately it is my responsibility to 
word my response to any question as carefully as possible to avoid any possible 
misinterpretation. 

All of you deserve accolades, not criticism. ! will try to convey this message to the 
public and to your peers at every opportunity. Thanks again for all that you have done.

particular areas will be welded shut, and stations will be manned 24 hours The SCL customer

As part of the process, the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation’s (FBI) Counterterrorism Threat Assessment and 
Warning Unit (CTAWU) at FBI Headquarters will be composing an 
overall threat assessment for the WTO event, which the FBI refers 
to as “SEATRADE.” The final product will be unclassified and 
available for dissemination to all participating public safety 
agencies.

Details; {U) The issues identified and detailed in this EC are 
relative to the geographic portion of the Seattle Division that 
IS covered by Seattle (HQ city) and Resident Agencies west of the 
Cascade Mountains, generally referred to as Western Washington 
(WW) A separate survey is being prepared by the Spokane RA to 
detail identical issues for Eastern Washington. 

(U) DOMESTIC TERRORISM IN WESTERN WASHINGTON. WW has 
resolved two long term cases which involved two separate anti- 
government groups whose supporters are characterized and defined 
by their anti -government beliefs. As of the date of this 
communication it appears that the right wing sector has very 
little awareness of the upcoming WTO, however due to the anti- 
gcpvernment belief system of these groups it would be consistent 
with their goals for some type of disruption to occur. 


(U) In a case captioned High Anxiety (266A-SE-75319) an 
undercover agent was utilized to conduct an investigation that 
resulted in convictions against seven members of the Washington 
State Militia (WSM) . This prosecution has greatly reduced the 
militia activity from the level that was observed prior to this 
case. Some of the convicted parties were planning to blow up a 
train tunnel and a radio tower. Due to incarceration and the 

awareness of right wing interest in WTO, it is 
to assess any threat by any known supporters of the 


(U) In 1997 five members of the Freeman group were 
convicted in Seattle as a result of Seattle case 266C-SE-74065 . 
This case involved a multi -state conspiracy involving fraudulent 
checks to purchase vehicles and other assets. The subjects of 
this case were given sentences in excess of twelve years 
incarceration and one supporter of the primary subject has been 

active in Eastern Washington and Idaho in other anti -government 
movement s . 


(U) Certain supporters of the Freeman /Right Wing 
movement have recently purchased a rural 32 acre parcel of land 
near Olympia, Washington. Since the purchase, the residents have 
been in conflict with local government, refusing to pay property 
taxes, and have served common law type documents upon county 
officials. The Olympia RA has initiated a criminal investigation 
into this situatio. Intelligence has not revealed a high degree 
of awareness of WTO by Freeman or any other Right Wing group. 
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(U) Since 1998 Seattle FBI has sponsored the Puget 
Sound Counterterrorism Working Group (PSCTWG) which includes 
representation from a number of federal, state and local law 
enforcement agencies. All members are aware of the WTO in 
Seattle and are on alert for any intelligence information that 
may be relevant. Several of the PSCTWG members are assigned to 
the WTO Intelligence Committee. Meetings are to be held at bl 

regular intervals to share intelligence information and assess 
any threat data . ^ ' 

INTERNATIONAL TERRORISM INVESTIGATIONS: Seattle has 
had no acts of international terrorism. However, Seattle has many 
groups suspected to actively conduct activities in support of 
terrorism elsewhere.

the influx of high profile Indian VIPs, Seattle elevates the 
threat to non-protect ed dignitaries as reasonably high, 
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especially given the proximity to Vancouver, British Columbia and 
the highly mobile lifestyle of many militant Sikhs up and down 
the Interstate 5 corridor. It is quite reasonable to believe 

visiting Indian dignitaries could provoke a terrorist act or 
threat . 



(iO^^eattle also has a large Iranian population, the 
tenth largest population of Serbs in the United States, and the 
largest Iraqi population in the State located 25 miles north of 
Seattle in Everett, Washington. The Everett Resident Agency has 
Identified approximately 100 members of the Iraqi community 
scheduled to be indicted for welfare fraud in Snohomish County 
Washington. 
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(U) EXTREMIST ACTS: Seattle has experienced significant 
extremist acts in the past three years. A large percentage of 
the recent activity has been initiated by Animal Rights members, 
including the response to the Makah Whale killing that occurred 
in May 1999 near Neah Bay, Washington. It seems likely that this 
faction could be present to protest for their causes at WTO. 

(U) In the past three years there have been 21 cases 
initiated in Western Washington regarding threats to bomb 
facilities. None of these cases have resulted in a prosecution 
and mental illness is a common theme among the identified 
subjects. One hoax was perpetrated in downtown Seattle near the 
Westlake Center Shopping Mall. This incident involved a truck 
being abandoned on the street with warning signs that a bomb was 
contained within the truck. The perpetrator was convicted, and 
his cause was determined to be a protest over development in 
Seattle’s downtown area. The effect of this action was to create 
traffic gridlock in Downtown during rush hour. 
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Animal Rights advocates have committed a nurnber of 
P the Seattle area since 1996, ranging from simple 
acts of vandalism and destruction to two arson fires that caused 
in excess of $1 million of damage at US Department of Agriculture 
structures. Seattle has a significant base of local residents 
committed to extremist animal rights views and has been a 
gathering locale for similar persons from across the United 
States who have committed illegal acts in WW. At this time there 
IS no known demonstrations planned by these groups, however such 
acts would appear to be likely. 

CASES: Since 1998 Seattle has initiated two WMD 
matters. In February 1998 an industrial chemical supply 
wholesaler was burglarized and a large supply of chemicals were 
stolen. The chemicals that were stolen had the ability to create 

combined with other components and combined 
system. After investigation and analysis by 
FBI, DBA, ATF and local authorities, a general consensus was 
reached that the theft was likely motivated by subjects to 
support the hydroponic cultivation of marihuana. Seattle FBI 
closed Its case and the burglary is unsolved by the Lynnwood, 
Washington Police Department. 

. (U) In March 1999, a local medical equipment supplier 

received a telephonic threat indicating that Anthrax would be 
spread throughout the facility if the company did not come up 
with $2 million within two hours. No further instructions were 
provided by the caller, and no additional calls were received by 
the company. Since there were no further communications the call 
was determined to be a hoax. Attempts to identify the caller 
were unsuccessful.

SEATTLE, Washington - International forest protection leaders today 
announced a global campaign to derail Worid Trade Organization (WTO) 
plans to write trade agreements that will threaten the world's fbreks at the 
upcoming WTO Ministerial here this November. 


The WTO is a threat to forests around the world, and forest protection 
activists around the world will work to stop it," said former US Congressman 
Jim Jontz, now Executive Director of American Lands Affiance. 

The campaign announcement followed a forest protection summit held outside 
Seattle that Included forty activists from fourteen countries. Representatives 
came from forest products-exporting nations Indonesia, Chile, Brazil, Mexico, 
New Zealand, Canada, and Russia, where the bulk of the Earth's remaining 
old growth forests are located, and from heavy forest products'using 
countries Japan, the United States and the European Union. A wide range of 
Seattle>bas^ forest protection organizations also participated. 

"With such diversity and depth of experience, we are confident of ending WTO 
measures that will increase consumption of forest products without any 
regard for the welhbeing of the environment," said conference organizer 
Victor Menottt of International Forum on Globalization. 



The organizations outlined regional problems in which proposed WTO trade 
initiatives would exacerbate forest destruction, and developed strategies to 
preempt decisions at the Seattle Ministerial. Each group will bring pressure to 
bear on the WTO, from lobbying governments to demonstrations in the 
streets of Seattle. 

"Seattle is a hotbed of forestry activism/ said Paige Rscher of Pacific 
Environment and Resources Center. The WTO is coming here to sign deals 
that will frist-track the destruction of the world's forests, so they can expecfe- 
signiRcant opposition."

Just say 'No' to the WTO '

When finance and trade ministers from governments around the world 
gather at the World Trade Organization (WTO) meeting in Seattle later 
this year, working people have to worry about what they're up to. These 
representatives of globalization are out to create a world where the 
"free trade" and "free markets" transnational corporations dominate will 
override human rights, worker rights, environmental regulation and all 
local control and national sovereignty.

At first glance these high-level international trade 
organizations and agreements with their alphabet soup acronyms seem to 
be of little concern to the regular working stiff who has worries about 
making a weekly paycheck stretch to keep a family housed, fed and 
healthy. How could the economic treaties these glorified bureaucrats 
write affect your shop floors and grocery stores?

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The WTO is an international organization created in 1995 to 
devise and enforce "free trade" rules. These include not just overriding 
tariffs and quota regulations, but also other so-called barriers to 
trade like food safety and environmental laws, product standards, 
copynght and patent laws, investment policy and government use of tax 
dollars. 

If one member nation believes another country has a law-like an 
environmental regulation-that restricts its ability to compete, it can 
bring a complaint to the WTO for review. A WTO tribunal hears the matter 
and if it decides the challenged law violates its free trade rules, the 
losing country has three choices. It can change the law to conform to 
WTO requirements, pay permanent compensation to the winning country or 
face non-negotiated trade sanctions. The official U.S. position is that 
its laws must be changed to be consistent with WTO policy 
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The process is completely non-democratic and the pane! of 
trade bureaucrats who make these decisions are accountable to no one. 

The tribunals are held in secret and all documents, hearings and briefs 
are confidential. You can't know about it and you have no say. National 
and local laws passed by voters or elected officials can be voided 
without recourse. 

As the brief history of the WTO shows, these free trade rules do one 
thing: make the world safe for a corporate-managed global economy. Every 
single environmental or public health law subjected to a WTO challenge 
has been ruled illegal. 

For example, Venezuela challenged a 1990 amendment to the 
U.S. Clean Air Act requinng gasoline refiners to produce cleaner gas. 

The WTO ruled against the law, forcing the ERA to use a lower standard 
for imported gas, resulting in dirtier air for Americans. 

In another case the U.S. challenged a European Union ban on 
beef from cattle raised with artificial growth hormones out of concern 
for the hormones' effects on human health. A WTO pane! ruled against the 
ban and set a deadline for the EU to change its policies or face 
sanctions. 

The U.S. also challenged a European trade preference for 
bananas from the Caribbean and other former European colonies, claiming 
it disenminated against bananas grown by U.S. companies in Central 
America. The preference allows Caribbean banana workers to make a decent 
living, much better than the workers toiling under the repressive, 
anti-union conditions imposed by Chiquita in Central America. 

In Seattle the WTO will be considering a new "intellectual 
property" agreement pushed by pharmaceutical companies that would 
restrict the development of generic, affordable drugs those companies 
have patents on. 

The WTO is enforcing a global race to the bottom-in health, 
in the environment and in workers' rights. It comes down to the air you 
breathe, the food you eat, the healthcare you do or do not get and, 
ultimately, whether you have a job and at what pay and conditions. 

All these plans are promoted as deregulation, free trade and 
letting the invisible hand of market forces run the economy. Yet they 
require numerous complicated agreements, regulations and enforcement 
mechanisms to work. That's because what's really happening is that 
transnational corporations are changing the rules. It all amounts to an 
attempt at a massive transfer of wealth from the world’s working people 
to a very few corporate elite. 

What we have seen in five years of NAFTA-the huge loss of 
manufacturing jobs in the U.S. and Canada and the explosion of sweatshop 
factories in U.S. right-to-work states and m Mexico's 
maquiladoras-should tell us all we need to know about these free trade 
agreements. The WTO wants to enforce a global super NAFTA. 

What happened to Hawaii ILWU members in the sugar and 
pineapple industries is a blue print for WTO policies. They were the 
best paid agricultural workers in the world producing the highest yield 
per acre and the best quality product. But the competition from cheap 
foreign sugar produced for subsistence wages with no environmental or 
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labor standards and dumped on the world market drove most of the Hawal 
producers out of bustness. And, of course, it sent thousands of workers 
into unemptoyinent wHh no means of finding new jobs in those rural 
oommunHlBs. 

At the same fime those workers produang sugar overseas do 
not have the opportunity to share In the wealth of their labor. Workers 
on both aides tost Consumer paces dktnt go down, but corporate 
prolls slqffockistod.

In WasMngton, the Agricidture Depailfnefrt said tt was reviewing all imports of pork and poultry 
importsfrom the Europewt Union sinoe Jan. 1. The review is in adcfitlonto a hold placed on incoming 
pork and poultry imports. 

The sate of pouthy had riready been outlawed, but Belgian Health Mnlstef Luc Van den Bosache 
said the government also wotdd "taka a more stringent attitude when It comas to pork and beef." 

The scandal broke last week when a television station reported that dioxin- laced fat was used to 
rnake poitilry feed. Dioitin is a carcinogenic byproduct in the nianufbcture of herbicides and 
pesticides. 

Van den Boasche said 175,000 pounds of ooritarninafed anirnal feed had been disttibutad to pouttry, 
beef md Pig tiunw early this year. InKal tesfe have shown that dioidn levels in some chickens were 
1 ,000 tknes die accepted ImIL 

Belgian authoriliee were checking inore then 1 ,000 ferrns to see whettier anirnat feed coritBining 
dlQ9dn had been used. Some 70 beef farms were duaranlined yesterday, since they were on a list of 
ferrns that may have been given the cont amin sted animal feed. 

The food scandal has forcad tha raaignailkma of two Cabinet ministers. 1 Vk> managers of the animal 
feed fat producer where the eonlaminalfon la thought to have orlginaitad are under arrest on fraud 
charges.

Up(xmiing WTO OAtorto Trade OiganMon) negotiations provide an opportuntty to reform world 
trade and Inveetriient lulee arid potieiee which ere curreritly working ageM food oecutlly, feiriity 
formers, nature, the enWonment, Iniman righto end democracy. 

The purpose of this dedarafion It to make spedfie recommendations for reforme to rswetse these 
negelive effects. The undersigned groups are commMed to worldng together to realize theoe urgently 
needed reforms: 

1 . A small number of transnalionel oorporefions new exercise monopoly control over mqior sectors of 
agricultural production, procaeeing, and dMributton. Indudkig In ter n ational trade. Anticompetitive and 
restridlve buebiese pradtoes, such as rnonopoly control, prioe-ftdng,and mari lp uia Bo n byoneora 
few corporations, must be dtodpHned by trade rules and actions.

th« flames flicker along the Mnnesota-Soirth Dakota border. Farm leaders and state le^slators 
attending the USDA-USTR World Trade Orgarttzation Listening Sessions in St Paul came out 
smoking on 7 June in an event attended fay both Minnesota Governor Jesse Ventura and North 
Dakota Governor Ed Schafer 

Afflicted by poor commodity pnces. overseas disaffection for genetically modifled crops and the 
un-abated trend towards corporate consolidation and the vertical control of agricultural products, 
northern formers spoke openly of the pabi and distrust they face every day. 

" I think that if we had been told five years ago that this new technology would bring us so much grief, 
we would never have suji^Mrted it,” said one North Dakota grain producer. 

” People call this another Farm Crisis, but I foei tike I have been in the middle of a crisis for most of 
my forming career, and I dont Imow how I can wi^ the present system on the ne)tt generation.” 

Farmers, form leaders, and agricutture sector representatives-from com growers to barley maiters to 
union leaders- met fo Minnesota and told a tale of regional and international form crisis woe to 
officials from the USOA. the US Department of State and the office of the US Trade Representative. 

The event was hosted by Mfonesota Department of Agdculture Commissioner Gene Hugoson. 
Neighboring state officials including South Dakota's Darrel Cniea and North Dakota's Roger Johnson 
were in attendance. The Iowa Department of Agricutture, host of the upcoming July 12th Listenfog 
Session, wisely sent an observer to help plan for the Des Moines Session. 

After a day mostly ^)ent Ustening to agricuttural public and fwivate sector representatives reacftig from 
the same script ( "level the playteg field, defend the GMOs with "sound scienoe" and end-foreigrt- 
subsidies) the South Dakota contingent closed the meelfog on an entirely different note. 

Supported fay fiery South Dakota State Senator Frank Kloucek and Minnesota ^ate Representative 
Ted Wtnter. grain and livestock producers Brrt) Thullner and Mark Ukert underscored the affects and 
causes of the form crisis, blaming the muHinalionat corporate seed and chemical sector for betraying 
rural communities, and the US government for firifir^ to diligently review the scientific, economic and 
sodologicai consequences of agricultural biotechnology. 

Many afternoon presenters asked why the US government was so strenuously defending 
biotechnrriogy poHcy when ft has exposed formers to much turmolt. Instead of questionirig the affects 
the new crops have had on rural communities, officials continue to support the products 
manufactured fay a few politically powerful corporations. Although biotechnology remains 
center-stage in tNs and other form and food conferences, attendees also dtscussed trade poficy 
affected by foreign currency valuations, foreign nation subsl^, and grten storage policy. 

Jesting in an acerbic Mktweetem manner, Larry Green, a Minnesota former, thanked the USDA 
Foreign Agricultural Service for defending his banana production- Mr. Green reported that he and his 
wife have four ornamental banana trees on their summer porch. 

The US recently won a WTO test case against the UnHed Kingdom and other countries over a US 
complaint that European policies were detrimental to fair trade- and the exports of US based 
companies operating in Central and South America. Many viewed the WTO banana case as a 
preamble to much larger issues, mducfing the long-stanr^ export impasse over hormone-grown 
beef and the much-to-be contested acceptance of genelicatly engineelred agriculture. 

In summariztog the WTO banana decision, Jodi Slocum, a Wiscoftsin organic grower representing 
Farmer to Farmer, an intemafional rural commurfities-oriented non-govemmentel organlzafion, 
reminded the audience that the US government is openly caught in an obviously defective 
compromise when it prohibits the domestic application of materials that are nonetheless 
nianufoctured in the US and exported for use overseas, on the very products that the EU community 
did itot want on fruit imported to member countries. 

South Dakota legislator Kloucek is calling for the USDA to appoint National Farmers Union President 
Leland Swenson to the US delegation attending the World Trade Organization Ministerial meetings in 



Seattle, WasNngton in November, Kloucek, aided by Dave Frederickson of the Minnesota Farmers 
Union, farmers Thullner, Ukeit and other upper Midwest region producers, said that farmers need to 
be represented at the highest level since the pokcies that are implemented affect farmers more 
fundamentally than the chemical and seed companies that they now view as monopolistic 
transnational entities responsible to no one. 

However much the crisis confronting US family (arms was described. Jim Schroeder , USDA Deputy 
Undersecretary for Farm and Foreign ^(ricuHural Services, reminded farmers and their supporters 
that the World Trade Organteation meelfrigs this fall wilt most llkety ignore ”ag- sector consoKdallon, 
poor comnKKfrty prices, monetary poHcy, and GMO labelkig " The discussions instead wM be conlfried 
to the criteria and protocols laid out in the 1994 Uruguay Round that lead to the formalion of the 134 
member World Trade Organization. 

Responsible parties must therefore addresethslr concerns according to the WTO agreement 
Although tNoKnig, the WTO agreernerit is not an entirely closed-loop endeavor. In ordertoroverseor 
amend WTO rulm, cun^ concepts within the Agricufturaf Provfsfons section need to be addressed. 
Among those Provisions, Most Favored Nation Status, which exempts the EU and the NAFTA under a 
special i^reemmit, is potentially at risk sfrioe these continertel treaties benefit traders and not 
p^ucers. Dispute Setttement within the WTO also Is one area that is much in need of clarification, 
particularty in the criteria used to empanel the fivee-member Dispule Settlement Body. Generally 
speaking, the public needstogotoechoolonthe WTO and determine how It can be made more 
reatisticalty democratic. ( http‘7/www.wto.oig) 

Internal Support may be ttte WTO Agricultural ProMm that offers GEantagonisIs the best avenue to 
debate, define and confine the new technology.. According to the USDA Foreign Agricultural Service, 
Irtemal Support covers " Government policies... (which) have signincant consequences beyond a 
country’s borders.... Such poHdes can impose costs on other counfrfss and world markets by 
encouraging overproduction or inducing production of specific commodities." 

The explosive marketshare of GMO crops can here be cited as an eatample of Inducing production 
of spe^ oommocSttes”. GMO tochnology has long been advertised for tie now dubious yield 
potonfiais. and In particular, the planting of herbicide resistant crops has lead to a swift increase in 
total world acreage planted to them, in areas where they were never grown before. Overproduction is 
a result Over supply and tower pricte can in this contoidbs addressed. 

Internal Support is broken Into two categories, named "amber*' and " green*, ostensibly identifying 
them as "caution* and * permittod”. 

Amber policies include "price supports...(and) input subsidies*. In this category, one can more 
cogently argue that US government partidpatfon in the developmetft and commercialization of 
genetically engineered crops and form hniuts is at least questionable under WTO, and represents a 
conflict of Merest that the developing world in particular must be wary of. The US government has 
investod many btiHons in the devatopment of the technology, co-owns a number of patents approved 
for Its protection, and has openly supported and defended biotschnologypolHicaHyet the expense of 
less coTitrovefsial agricultural production systerns. both fri terrns of cash outlays and in pubtic sector 
enterprise, i.e., the awesome efforts of the US Stats Department US Trade RepreserMve and 
to assure an unrriastructed market for products c^nanoed by govemmmt

terrorist incidents, extremist acts or use of weapons of mass 
destruction during the past three years (96-99) .

Details: A survey of Terrorist and related incidents in Utah 

during the pasts three years produced the following: 

Over the past three years, Utah has experienced 
terrorist/extremist activity of four different types: anti- 

government militia and Christian Identity groups, comptroller 
warreuits (bogus money orders) , environmental/ anti- fur activism, 
and anthTcuc/WMD threats/ including Isolated bomb threats. 


Militias: 


Militia and anti -government activity was higher 


during 1996 than 1999, and comptroller warrant incidents occurred 
mostly in 1996. Environmental terrorism was at its height during 
1996 to 1998. During the pasts few months anthrax threats have

that there will be an increase in both militia and 
environmentalist activity. 

There are a number of anti -government and Christian 
Identity militias within the state of Utah. While the number and 
size- of the groups is not as great, or as notorious, as the 
Montana Freemen or Aryan Nations (Idaho) , the proximity and the 
close relationships between the groups are cause for law 
enforcement concern. Activity by these groups peaked during 1996 
and 1997, in part due to reaction to the various Montana 
Freeman/ Waco /Ruby Ridge standoffs and the Oklahoma City bombing. 
Below is a list of the groups investigated during the past three 
years and a short synopsis of each organization. 

Army of Israel (AOI) 

The Army of Israel (AOI) has been involved in 
three separate investigations during the year of 1996 
(226G-SU-45121, 89A-SU-43473 , lOOA-SU-44215) . Led by 
Johnny Bangerter, the Army of Israel (AOI) is an anti- 
Semitic, skin-head group located in Southeastern Utah, 
an area they believe to be the Aryan homeland. Financed 
through the sale of methamphetamine , AOI and Bangerter 
stockpiled weapons and explosives in preparation for a 
change in society and politics through violent means. 

Bangerter has threatened to bomb Federal 
buildings during the Oklahoma City bombing trials. He 
also threatened to kill Senator Orrin Hatch for his 
leadership in the Anti -Terrorism legislation.

Utah Free Militia 

The Utah Free Militia (UFM) is organized in 
cells located throughout Utah. The San Pete County 
cell had stored caches of weapons, bombs, and 
ammunition. In addition, members have been involved in 
methamphetamine trafficking to raise money to obtain 
weapons. They have also been known to use drugs. 

On 2/26/96, ATF found a stockpile of weapons on 
a recently deceased member's property. They contacted 
the FBI, and investigations into this militia (lOOA-SU- 
44900, 266A-SU-45153) were opened. However, both cases

Southwest Desert Militia 

The Los Angeles Division received information 
that the Southwest Desert Militia, located in Arizona, 
was planning to bomb the Federal building in Provo, 

Utah if Timothy McVeigh received the death penalty. The 
case was closed after McVeigh's conviction and no 
bombings occurred (266A-SU-47163) .

Comptroller's Warremts: 

During 1996 a waive of bogus conptroller ' s warrants 
were used to pay off "sovereign citizen" loans.

Envlronnental Groups: 

Another major trend of terrorist acts occurring over 
the past three years has been environmental terrorism perpetrated 
by the Animal Liberation Front (ALF) supporters. Between the 
months of July and October of 1996, four mink releases were 
conducted against mink breeders (266A-SU-45508, 266A-SU-45509, 
266A-SU-45937, 266A-SU-45938) . Damages ranged from $6,000 to b 

$31,000. Losses were largely the result of lost breeding 
records, however, graffiti and unrecovered animals contributed to 
the cost. 


ALF members were suspected in the 3/11/97 firebombing 
of the Utah Fur Breeders Cooperative, Sandy, Utah (266A-SU"46547) 
flrebombed. The damage to the building and five nearby trucks 
was estimated to be $750,000. Shortly thereafter, The Coalition 
to Abolish the Fur Trade issued a press release stating that ALF 
was responsible for the incident. SU assisted ATF, Salt Lake 
City Fire, Salt Lake County Fire, Salt Lake County Sherif's

Recently, Salt Lake City has experienced a number of 
euithrax threats. On 2/23/99, a Salt Lake City Planned Parenthood 
office received a Christmas card on which was a brown smear, 
identified by card as anthrax (279C-SU-50375, Major Case 154} . 
Tests proved negative. SU discovered that this letter was only 
one of 38 letters sent to Planned Parenthood Centers aroxind the 
country from a location in Kentucky. The larger investigation is

On 3/3/99, the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-day 
Saints Headquarters in Salt Lake City received mail claiming to 
be contaminated with anthrcuc (279C-SU-50408) . Test were negative 
for anthrax. The letter was traced to Eugene, Oregon. 

On 3/31/99, Macey's grocery store contacted the FBI 
regarding a note found on the milk delivered from Cream O' Weber 
saying, "You've just been infected with anthrax. Have a nice 
day." Production was halted and the milk was tested to ensure 
that none of milk produced that day contained anthrax. The note 
turned out to be part of a practical joke by plant 
employees (279C-SU-50471) . 


Zhiring the years of 1996 and 1997, the Increased 
activity by militias and Christian Identity organizations 
combined with the heightened alert after the Oklahoma City 
bonibing and the subsequent McVeigh trial created a tense 
atmosphere in Utah. A number of cases were opened because of 
bomb threats to federal or other buildings. Some threats were 
determined to not be serious. The following are a number of the 
threats which were targeted against federal and non-govemmental 
targets . 


On 6/18/96, a message was left on a voice mail of a 
Provo company that members of the Freedom Fighters were going to 
blow up a federal building the next day. The identified himself 
as Lloyd Gerel (phonetic) . The call was traced to Georgia, 
however who made the call was never determined. There were no 
subsequent threats. The case was closed (174C-SU-45259) .

Chmbers who scale buildings, 
bridges and smokestacks are the 
stars of the protest world.

Several were 
involved in the first successful chmb-

Captioned matter is the code name for the third 
Ministerial meeting if the World Trade Organization (WTO) . The 
WTO is the multi-national body which creates international trade 
rules and mediates disputes related to issues of international 
trade. The previous WTO conference, held in Geneva, Switzerland, 
was the site of large-scale protests, property damage, and 
arrests. The WTO is scheduled to meet in Seattle, Washington 
from November 30, 1999 through December 3, 1999. 

This event is designated a National Special Security 
Event under Presidential Decision Directive (PDD) 62. As such, 
the Federal Bureau of Investigation (FBI) is the Lead Federal 
Agency (LFA) for crisis management. As part of this LFA 
responsibility for crisis management the Seattle Field Office 
(SE) has formed a multi agency/multi jurisdiction intelligence 
committee. This committee has developed credible information 
concerning the planning of large-scale civil 
disobedience/protests against the WTO. As a result of this 
information FBIHQ has placed a threat level index of low-medium 
on this event. This classification is not the result of a threat 
from traditional types of terrorism, which threat remains low, 
but from the volume of infbrmation concerning the number and type 
of protests. 

Understanding the innate apprehension receiving offices 
may feel in connection with a lead to conduct a limited 
investigation on a group, or an individual because of his/her 
association with a group, SE notes that these issues were 
previously discussed with FBIHQ. Because of the special event 
designation, and the credible information received to date 
regarding criminal acts protestors are planning to commit, the 
Attorney General has specifically requested the FBI evaluate the

threat posed by civil disobedience at this event. As a result, 
FBIHQ has authorized a limited and measured investigation into 
individuals and groups associated with this event to determine 
potential criminal activity. This limited and measured 
investigation may involve the searching of indices and federal 
and state criminal history data bases; inquires made with local, 
state or other federal law enforcement personnel; inquires made 
with other public agencies; inquires made with existing sources 
(e.g., Internet, newspapers, magazines, or other persons who 
would be likely to know of the potential for criminal activity) ; 
additional discussions with a complainant; verification of a 
meeting or meeting place, the obtaining of Department of Motor 
Vehicle photographs of potential sub:)ects or to verify source or 
complainant descriptions, etc. No case need be opened to conduct 
this type of investigatory activity and the results, in addition 
to their memorialization in captioned matter, should be retained 
in a control file. The Attorney General Guidelines state that 
“nothing in these Guidelines prohibits the FBI from ascertaining 
the general scope and nature of criminal activity in a particular 
location or sector of the economy.” 

The information contained in the enclosed document is 
in several places more specific than similar information SE 
currently has. SE requests all receiving offices review this 
enclosure and conduct logical investigations, consistent with 
guidance found in this communication, on the groups listed 
therein found within the office’s territory. Because the 
individuals listed within this enclosure may be traveling to 
Seattle for the purpose of being speakers at anti -WTO events, SE 
requests receiving offices attempt to determine any existing 
nexus between these groups and individuals and anticipated 
criminal activity.

Readying Seattle’s WTO Protests 

September 29, 1999 


ALL INFORMATION CONTAINED 


Planning for the largest demonstration ever in Seattle against capitalism, free trade and 
liberal dcmo^acy - bundled up as “globalism*’ by opponents - is well underway. As 
reported earlier, the protests and street actions being planned for the period from 
November 30 to December 3 feature a broad rartgc of “direct action’* from nonviolent 
[sit-ins and lock-downs] to the prankish [scaling skyscrapers and bridges to hang 
banners] to the violent [fighting with police and vandalizing frnancial institutions and 
businesses engaged in international trade]. There are also the usual mix of teach-ins, 
street marches and rallies. 


According to the radical Z Magazine [September 1999], Seattle this Novepiber will 
probably be like Chicago in August 1968, when thousands of protesters disrupted the 
streets of the city outside the Democratic National Convention. 

These days of protests are expected by their organizers to unleash the sort of street 
anarchy seen previously in other cities such as London, Geneva, Barcelona and Sydney. 

The first such major anti-WTO protest featured four days of rioting both in Birmingham 
and in Geneva where, in the words of the Earth First! journal, **thousands of 
demonstrators smashed hundreds of windows of banks, buildings and corporate offices, 
"causing over a million dollars worth of damage . " As with other groups planning to come 
to the anti-WTO protests, since March Earth First! has been praising the street protests 
against the 1998 WTO Ministerial. Moreover, the current edition of Earth First! carries a 
front-page report on the June 18, 1999, international protests against the Group of 7 
major industrial powers in which it is noted that the next globally coordinated protesf 
would be the Seattle WTO Ministerial The story closed 


And as the two worlds collide, the riots in London on June 18 may come 
to be seen as a small foretaste of the upheavals yet to come . " 


Action Camps 

One sign of the '"upheavals yet to come" was the "Globalize This" Action Camp, held 
September 16 to 22 near >^lington in Washington’s Snohomish County, by the Ruckus 
Society, an entity that received its 501(c)(3) status four years ago and operates from 2054 
University Avenue, #204, Berkeley, California 94704. Co-sponsoring the Action Camp 
was the Rainforest Action Network (RAN), a San Francisco-based group with links to 
Earth First! RAN’s executive director. Kelly Quirke, told the Action Camp group about 
RAM’s successful two-year campaign against Home Depot, which agreed to stop selling 
wood cut from old-growth timber. 
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Quirke explained that there was a legitimate place for massive demonstrations with high- 
visibility "direct action." "'People are outraged. They know they are basically enslaved"" 
he said. "Our job is to find a way to trigger that outrage." The Action Camp coordinator, 

Ruckus founder and director John Sellers, 32, a veteran of Greenpeace voyages on the 
Rainbow Warrior against whale hunts and nuclear testing, said of the WTO, "The last 
wave of conquistadores is coming to our shores; and it is our responsibility as activists to 
repel this wave." 

The actual training camp was at the 20-acre “Pragtri Farm" [whose name stands for 
People’s Revolutionary Action Group fPRAG) plus "tri", from the Sanskrit for "spirit 
of."]. The farm was founded by the militant PRAG of Seattle in the 1970s. There, at the 
edge of the Cascade range, a group of some 150 leftists from the anti -capitalist, green and 
peace movements assembled for tactical and logistical training. 

Those attending included three steelworkers - David Reid, Robert Kenyon, 51, and Ron 
Hansen - from Spokane where they were involved in a year-long battle with Kaiser ^ 

Aluminum and hoped to bring support back to their cause from Seattle; a Nicaraguan 
environmentalist; Shirley Morrison, 77, who called herself a longtime peace activist, and 
Hinda Kipnis, 68, both from Seattle’s “Raging Grannies” group, which, wearing “little < ^ 

old lady hats and dresses, stood in front of the logging trucks in the Home Depot 
protests. They said they had been persuaded to take part in the N30 protests by Earth 
First! activist Miszka Evans, Also participating was an assortment of activists from the 
peace, anti-nuclear and green movements of Canada, England and Maryland’s “People’s 
Republic of Takoma Park” [a suburb of Washington, D.C.] 

One of the “star" international speakers at the Action Camp was John Jordan, a leader of 
Britain’s rmlitant Reclaim the Streets. But Jordan, who was at the center of the June 18 
riots in London, dismissed the mainstream media whose attention the protests seek as "a 
corporation like any other." However, the Ruckus Society’s Sellers said that the largest 
donation the group ever got was from media magnate Ted Turner "He appreciates 
strategic trouble-making" said Sellers. 

Prominent among the participants in the Action Camp were Kevin Danaher, co-founder 
of the San Francisco-based Global Exchange; Leon Janssen of Olympia and Michael 
Sowlc from Oakland, all of whom learned climbing and rappelling - the skills of direct 
action superstars. They were accompanied by skilled climbers who had scaled the Sears 
Tower, draped banners from the Aurora Bridge to protest fishing by factory trawlers, or 
affixed a banner to the dome of California’s Capitol. Several Action Camp participants 
had carried out the first successful climb and banner drop ftom the Golden Gate Bridge. 

The ^oup practiced knots repeatedly [some in remedial classes] and rock climbing 
techniques for use on buildings, rappelling to gain access to banner-hanging sites and to 
^ape police by using rope lines to move quickly from building to building, and various 
"direct action" schemes for disrupting the WTO meeting of heads of state and cabinet 
ministers from 134 countries. The high media visibility of climbers and their banners is 
desirable, but they acknowledged the need for better skills. John Piconc, 33, founder of 
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the Action Resource Center in Los Angeles and a practiced climber, said that some near- 
disasters pointed up the need for activist skills training 

There was a great deal of minute study of maps for those who hope to take to the streets 
or take their message to the WTO official delegations; and there was role-playing for 
many possible scenarios and the practicing of such stirring chants as: Take back the 
power! End cowrote greedT* and ”Hey, hey, ho, ho, WTO has got to goT* 

Members of British anarcho-syndicalist groups tend towards the bloodthirsty chant of 
“Kill, kUl, kUl the bastardsT* However, such bluntly expressed hatred of capitalists is 
considered counterproductive by most of the Seattle organizers, who believe nonviolent 
lawbieaking is best in bringing issues to the broad U.S. public. However, they will not 
intervene to stop those who come prepared to riot 


Seattle focus 

The November-Deoember action is called the “Global Peoples* Protest by the Puget” 
and key organizing for the event is being provided by the Ralph Nader organization 
Public Citizen and its Global Trade Watch (GTW) and Citizens Trade Coalition (CTC) 
programs. Activists were cautioned not to commit civil disobedience or direct action **too 
soon" so as to swell the numbers later for the “International Pay of Protest** against the 
WTO scheduled for Tuesday, November 30, the opening day of Ae Ministerial. 

Already there are plans for decentralized “direct action" and **civil disobedience*' - terms 
that include a “massive rally and march on the WTO” scheduled for Tuesday, November 
30, being organized by trade unions including the American Federation of Labor- 
Congress of Industrial Organizations (AFL-CIO). At least two state AFL-CIO 
organizations, Wisconsin and Minnesota, plan to charter a plane to take union activists to 
Seattle. Organizing in the Seattle area is being coordinated by the King County Central 
Labor Council, whose president, Ron Judd, told the Communist Party, U.S.A. newspaper 
in an interview [People*s Weeldy World, September 25, 1999]: 

“The AFL-CIO, together wUh environmenkdists and Us other allies, will 
be voicing our r^Udons and concerns about die Erection that 
international trade agreements are headed and the impact this has had on 
workers, the environment and our communities. And we*re not just talking 
about U.S. workers; we*re talking about U.S. workers, we* re talking about 
workers everywhere** 

The United Steelworkers of America (USWA) already has reserved several hundred hotel 
rooms in Seattle and the surrounding area. Tem Widner, the anti- WTO organizer, said 
that she expects to fill the rooms with USWA members from District 11. which covers 
the states west of the Mississippi and north of Texas 
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The anU-WTO organizers targeting the Seattle WTO meeting include environmental, 
human rights and peace organizations, plus a number of Marxist and anarcho-syndicalist 
groups from the United States and abroad. The anti-WTO groups are varied, ranging 
from local U.S. Green Party chapters and labor-allied **Fair Trade” coalitions that first 
formed in the early 1990s to fight the North American Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA) 
in the United States to the Transnattonal Institute (TNI) in Amsterdam [the European 
wing of the Institute for Policy Studies (IPS)], Earth First!*s branches in the Czech 
Republic and the Pesticide Action Network in MUaysia and North America. 

Obviously, activists and trade unions in the western areas of Canada and die United 
States axe expected to provide a large portion of die protesters; but groups and individuals 
from the eastern areas of both countries as well as Europe, Asia and Doin America will 
participate. 

As yet, the precise nature of the decentralized Seattle actions on November 30 is being 
kept secret News icponccs axe being told they cannot attend planning sessions;^ Earffi 
First! has been promoting since March as rote models the violent street protests against 
the 1998 WTO hfinisterial and the four days of rioting in Geneva, both of which did 
considerable damage to financial institutions and corporate offices. 

It has been reported that many local activists received copies of the application forms 
handed out by the official WFO host committee to obtain volunteers to help with the 
events. 

Jo date, only President Clinton is confirmed as a head of state attending the WTO 
Ministerial, but two Cuban officials were in Seattle earlier this month meeting with the 
local Seattle Cuba Friendship Committee inquiring in preparation for a possible visit by 
Hdel Castro, one of the strongest critics of die WTO and **neoUberal gMfoUziatlm” The 
local Friend^p committee leaders, Chris Pfotr and Doug Barnes, said they were later 
visited by the Federal Bureau of InvestigatioD (FBI), which said it was conoemed about 
possible violence by anti^astro Cubans. 


International N30 protests 

Many of the more than 800 groups and organizations already supporting the protest also 
helped organize, participated in or otherwise supported the protests on June 18, (J18) that 
were held in more chan 19 U.S. cities and tome 45 countries around the globe from 
Belarus through C^ada to Brazil and New Zealand. In London and some other dries, the 
J18 protests became riots that cauaed extensive damage to private property, espedally the 
offices of banks, investment houses and multinational companies. London's protest, 
advertised as a "Carnival against Capitalism,” caused damage of nearly $6 million and 
left 46 people injured. The occasion for that June 18 international day of protest was the 
annual summit of the Group of Seven (G-7) industnal powers held in Cologne, Germany. 
The London-based key movers of the anti-WTO protests are the World Development 
Movement (WDM) and the local chapter of Friends of the Earth (POE). 
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There is a clear effort underway, designated N30 just as the June 18 protests were 
designated J18, to launch an international wave of protests targeting banks, company 
offices and financial institutions on November 30. The method, once again, is to use an 
internet web site on which activists post their suggestions for targets and actions to 
disrupt their operations. Those who cannot make the journey to Seattle are being 
encouraged to select targets in their home cities. 

These international coalitions against globalism, the new term for capitalism, grew out of 
a series of international conferences whose 'funding is opaque. The first was the 
international **encuentro"* [encounter, clash] held in Spain in 1996 under the apparent 
sponsorship of the latest fad in Marxist revolution, Mexico's Zapatista National 
liberation Front (EZLN), which launched its first attacks on New Year's Day in 1994, 
the date the North American Free Trade Agreement went into effect. Hundreds fiom 
social action, indigenous rights and environmental movements of the developed North 
and the underdeveloped South attended, announcing their rejection of their ***assigned 
roles as the expendable members of the global economy** 

This was followed in February 1998 by another international meeting in Geneva, which 
attracted more than 400 people from 71 countries. Among those attending were tribal 
representatives of “indigenous people," European anU-road activists, Brazilian peasants 
involved in land seizures, trade unionists, and grassroots activists from Canada and the 
United States. From this meeting came a network called the People's Global Action 
Against Free Trade and the World Trade Organization - or People’s Global Action 
(PGA) for short. The PGA founders wrote: 

"Despite the huge material differences, struggles in privileged and under- 
privileged parts of the corporate entire have more and more in common, 
setting the stage for a new and stronger sort of solidarity,... Scattered 
around the world agam, we will not forget. We remain together. This is 
our common struggle.*' 

Activists state that the energy inspired by that Geneva meeting brought about the Global 
Street Party of activists from 20 countries that took place in Birmingham, England, in 
May of 1998. Two days later, 8,000 people erupted onto the streets of Geneva in a protest 
against the WTO while 50,000 Brazilians participated in a "Cry of the Excluded” march 
and 20,000 Indian farmers and fishermen marched in Hyderabad demanding India 
withdraw from the WTO. 

Now, though the U.S. economy has been in a boom condition for months, activists will 
seek to show workers that globalization, free trade and the free market mean job 
insecurity, exploitation and environmental breakdown - and that they have little to lose in 
joining the insurgent "Carnival against Capitalism.” 

Taking a highly active role in organizing against the A^HTO in Seattle is the Netherlands- 
based Transnational Institute, an organization that for more than two decades has been 



closely linked to the Washington-based Institute for Policy Studies (IPS) and has 
spearheaded organizing grassroots activist networks against free trade and foreign 
investment in Third World countries. The chair of TNTs board of directors is John 
Cavanagh, director of IPS, assisted by Walden Bello and Basker Vashec. 

TNI, whose director is Fiona Dove, a South African formerly active with the Congress of 
South African Trade Unions (COSATU), and whose associate director is Susan George, 
has developed a web site providing information critical of WTO-related matters. WTO 
issues are being handled by Myriam Vander Stichcle and John Dunlca. Dove, as TNI 
director, signed the “Appeal to the Left Partied' and Movements of the Left in Europe,” 
denouncing neo-liberalism and calling for a continent-wide united campaign to restore 
Socialism, but incorporating “green” concerns — a Red-Green alliance 

The Ruckus Society r^iortedly is behind one web site calling for a world-wide day of 
“civil disobedience” and **simultaneous actions in financial districts in major cities 
around the world” The chapters of Earth Krst! and Reclaim the Streets in die United 
Kingdom, which played major roles in coordinating the J18 action in the City of London 
[the financial district], have been in contact with their North American counterparts, 
according to published British reports. It was reported also that after the J18 riots, 
Reclaim the Streets called a closed meeting in which activists, elated by the mayhem, 
called for another attack *'while the iron was hot.” 


June 18 precedent 

The June 18 protests against the G-7 summit in Cologne took place in some 43 countries 
from Belarus to New Zealand. Many targeted stock exchanges, stock and bond trading 
houses, banks and corporate offices. SigniBcant protests took place In cities around the 
globe including Adelaide, Amsterdam, Ancona, Cologne, Edinburgh, Florence, Glasgow, 
Hamburg, Lancaster, London, Nfilan, Minsk, Madrid, Ottawa, Prague, Rome, Sienna, 
Sydney, Tel Aviv, Toronto, Valencia and Vancouver. 

In the United States, significant J18 protests took place as follows: 

Austin: Events began at 5 pm. rush hour with bicyclists in a Critical Mass/Reclaim the 
Streets ride around the city. A celebration was held at 7:30 p.m. for the ^Beginning of the 
End of Capitalism” 

Boston: The Carnival Against Capital was promoted as "a day to resist together 
neoliberal capital and its exploitation, oppression and wars, and to celebrate the 
alternative of grassroots resistance” Entertainment convened at noon at the Bank Boston 
Plaza, 100 Federal Street. There were giant puppets of papier-mSch6 and cloth - one of 
the Four Horsemen of the Apocalypse labeled World Trade Organization (WTO), a top- 
hatted banker’s head with a ravenous jaw labeled World Bank, the International 
Monetary Fund depicted as a tiger - on the picket line. After an hour, and a skit satirizing 
executives of two banks merging as "HeeceBoston,” some protesters, headed by a

pretend Mexican Zapatista guerrilla, led a group into the bank to apply for non-existent 
$100,000 "reparations” grants. Organizers boasted that several genuine bank customers 
were fooled into asking if the grant were genuine. 


Eugene: Reclaim the Streets and Eugene PeaceWorks of Eugene, OR, sponsored a 
"street party,” first having protesters assemble at the bus station downtown before 
marching to a pre-selected street [not announced before the action]. The protest featured 
music broadcast by a pirate “micro power'* radio station, “Radio Free Cascadia,** at 98.5 
FM. The broadcast featured local **rave** and dance DJs. Protesters were urged to bring 
boomboxes and small portable radios to pick up the broadcast. At rush hour, protesters 
matched on a tour of downtown Eugene with visits to **some of the most insidious local 
manifestations of global capital.*' 

Los Angeles: The Los Angeles June 18 Coalition and the local Reclaim the Streets [with 
a mocking e-mail address of missl^b@hotmail.com], called an action beginning at 1 p.m, 
with a gathering on Pershing Square opposite the Biltmore Hotel. The free-form 
organized-yet-unorganized protest called on participants to bring their own bells, drums, 
musical instruments and **costumes, (e.g., business attire}** 

New York: In New York’s Financial District, 37 people, including two juveniles, were 
arrested during the "Anti-Capitalist Carnival” in front of the New York Stock Exchange. 
Among the participants were such groups as Reclaim the Streets, North Amenca (RTS- 
NA), East Side Collective; Green Party; Industrial Workers of the World (IWW), Time’s 
Up, Blackout Books and the Workers World Party (WWP). For nearly two hours, 
costumed demonstrators and self-styled anarchists took over the streets and blocked 
traffic. There were fire-eaters, pole climbers, Jugglers and others in masks and costumes 
that seemed left behind from some Renaissance or New Age fair. Some danced to music 
broadcast by a 5,000-watt "pirate” radio station, over mobile loudspeakers. When police 
successfully seized the "pirate” radio’s mobile sound system, the “music” continued to be 
heard over scores of small portable radios, while a steel band continued drumming. The 
arrests began when rive demonstrators attempted to chain themselves around a sculpture 
of a globe. Their t-shirts carried the slogan, **Don*t Let the G8 Decide Our FateV* The 
others were arrested for offenses during the street blockades. Organizers expected a 
thousand participants, but the actual number was approximately 700. Information about 
the protest was distributed over the Internet at www.reclaimthestreetsnyc.tao.ca. 

San Francisco: Reclaim the Streets and allied groups including Art and Revolution and 
Food Not Bombs sponsored a noon rally at the Embarcadero Plaza, followed by a street 
march [“educational tour^*] by some 500 protesters against ten multinational 
corporations. The emphasis was on protesting at businesses against which a locally based 
boycott or campaign already was underway. As in other RTS protests, the sound system 
was provided by a local pirate radio station, RTS Micro Radio 87.9 FM. Organizers of 
the San Francisco J18 protest emphasized that the action was the start of a campaign of 
resistance focused on the upcoming WTO meeting in Seattle, “Be there** said the protest 
organizers, who wrote: 
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''Environmentalists, workers, the unemployed, indigenous peoples, trade 
unionists, peasants groups, women’s networks, the landless, students, 
peace activists and many more are working together in recognition that 
the global capitalist system, based on the exploitation of people and the 
planet for the profit of a few, is at the root of our social and ecological 
troubles, 

“The June 18 occupation and transformation of financial districts, 
simultaneously across the globe, will be a contribution to and practical 
example of the process of making connections and building alternatives to 
the present social order f 

Washington, D.C: In a protest coordinated by Jubilee 2000AJSA, headquartered on E. 
Capitol St^t, NE, the U.S. Treasury Building next to the White House was surrounded 
by approximately 300 protesters who formed a human “chain” and demanded that the 
wealthy countries write off the “chain” of debt for Third World countries. The national 
coordinator of Jubilee 2000/USA is Carole Collins, a former IPS associate who in the late 
1970s headed the Campaign to Oppose Bank Loans to South Aftica (COBLSA). The 
Jubilee 2000/USA Steering Committee emphasizes that the Jubilee 2000 Call for the 
cancellation of Third World debt was endorsed by the World Council of Churches 
(WCC) last December at its 50*** anniversary Jubilee Assembly in Harare, Zimbabwe,

The theme of a “Carnival against Capitalism” was followed in many of the protests, 
though there were local variants. In Madrid, for example, the local Reclaim the Streets 
adopted the slogan of the rebellious Paris students of 1968, “Sous les paves, la plage" 
[Under the sidewalk, the beach]. They dressed in swimsuits, put down towels and 
blocked traffic as they sun-bathed on the roadways. Others handed out french fries to 
commuters stalled in their cars. Later they held a street party with music and dancing. In 
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Melbourne, a group whimsically named the Bionic Baking Brigade practiced their 
trademark action by smashing a pie into the face of opposition leader Kim Beazely as she 
addressed a global trade conference sponsored by Shell. In Sydney, thousands of 
protesters held a street party, then invaded a mall, vandalizing and looting shops and 
assaulting shoppers. 

In India, the National Alliance of People’s Movements, a coalition of some 200 
grassroots organizations, declared they were protesting because many in India have *"been 
marginalised by the market economy and World Trade Organization policies'^ In 
Pakistan, union leaders ''risked their lives** to demand "bread not nuclear bombs ** 

In Port Harcourt, Niguia’s main oil terminal, an estimated 10,000 people welcomed 
home Dr. Owens Wiwa, brother of Ogoni ethnic activist Ken Saxo-Wiwa, who was 
executed for murder four years ago. The crowd held a Carnival of the Oppressed and 
blocked the main street and Shell office. 

Protesters in Montevideo brought traffic in the Uruguayan capital to a standstill with a 
parade through the stock exchange and a McDonald’s restaurant, carrying a float 
consisting of a polyvinyl chloride jockey riding a giant “Pollution Plastisauius*’ made of 
plastic waste This event ended with the burning of a cardboard mock television labeled 
The "agent of consumer-culture** 

In the United Kingdom (UK), in what is thought to be a trial run for the N30 protests, 
anti-capitalist and animal-rights protesters were planning to travel to this week's Labour 
party’s annual conference in Bournemouth. They expected to clash with an estimated 
16,000 members of Britain’s pro-hunting Countryside Alliance, an orderly group opposed 
to the Labour pledge to outlaw hunting. Anti-hunt “sabs” [saboteurs] and those affiliated 
with such underground groups as the Animal liberation Front (ALF) may seek to 
precipitate confrontations. 

As on June 18, organizers of the “Protest by the Puget” that now is being called more and 
more the “Festival of Resistance” - or at least most organizers - are not openly calling 
for violence. Instead, presumably as a tactic, they emphasize making demands on 
Congress and foreign parliamentarians, asking at a minimum for a moratorium on further 
WTO negotiations and especially on any proposed future Multilateral Agreement on 
Investment (MAI). However, the supporters list and the groups listed as organizing 
events includes those known for “direct action” such as Earth First!, Greenpeace, 
Reclaim the Streets and the Critical Mass bicycle blockade. On more than one occasion 
in the past, members of these groups have not been adverse to the use of violence 


Teach-in 

The demonstration organizers oppose what is termed "neo-liberalism** or "capitalist neo- 
liberalism^ phrases Marxists use now in denigrating the democracy and frec-market 
combination that has become the hallmaric of free societies. Several organizations in the 
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U,S. are helping coordinate the anti-WTO protests, including the International Forum on 
Globalization (IFG); the San Francisco-based Institute for Global Communications 
(IGC), which maintains Internet pages and services for many peace, labor, ecological and 
anti-racism activist groups; and Ralph Nader*s Citizen Action - Global Trade Watch, 
which is maintaining a roster of actions planned and groups participating in the WTO 
protests. On September 16, Nader’s Citizens* Trade Campaign (CTC) in the midst of 
Hurricane Floyd's six-inch rain deluge, was to hold a Capitol steps press conference to 
release the international sign-on letter with 1,114 signatories from 87 countries opposing 
the WTO’s "Millennium Round." The scheduled participants were Reps. George Miller. 
Sherrod Brown, John Tierney and Dennis Kucmich as well as Senator Paul Wellstone. 
Also scheduled to speak were Ralph Nader and the new president of the International 
Brotherhood of Teamsters, Jimmy Hoffa, Jr. Hoffa and the Teamsters plan to participate 
in the N30 march in Seattle. 

The ideological preparation for those who will participate in the Seattle protests will be 
done through the International forum on Globalization, which term^ itsdlf at its 
founding **an alliance of sixty leading activists, scholars, economists, researchers and 
writers formed to stimulate new thinking, joint activity and public education in response 
to the rapidly emerging economic and political arrangement called the global economy d* 
[emphasis in original] 

The IFG, operating from 1555 Pacific Avenue, San Francisco, CA 94109 [415-771- 
3394], stated in its earlier releases that it represented 40 organizations in 20 countries and 
that the IFG participants have a shared concern that the world* s corporate and political 
leadership is undertaking a restructuring of global politics and economics that may prove 
as historically significant as any event since the Industrial Revolutioru** IFG objects: 

"This restructuring is happening at tremendous speed, without full public disclosure of 
the profound consequences affecting democracy, communities, human welfare, local 
economics, and the natural world.” 

The IFG was formed in January 1994 following the defeat of anti-NAFTA organizing 
and after the Uruguay Round of the GATT agreement setting up the WTO. At first, the 
IFG functioned as a sort of think tank among some 30 academics, trade unionists, 
organizers and activists. Today, with a membership of 60, the DPG members have decided 
they must attack the entire system behind the new free trade accords and to present the 
global market as a sinister **complete reorganination of the worWs economic and 
political activity ... and with it the effective takeover of global governance by 
transnational corporations and the international trade bureaucracies that they 
established f The organization is heavily packed with veterans of the BPS and TNI. with 
John Cavanagh and Walden Bello just two of the leadership people 

The EFG "Mission Statement” of January 1995 sought to “rethink the issues and develop 
alternative strategies, especially those that might reverse the globalization trend ” These 
included campaigns allegedly able to revitalize local economies, “and redirect actions 
toward revitalizing local economies." In fact, IFG admits the focus was on bnnging 
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labor, environmental and other left activists together to devise a strategy relocalize 
controF* of the economy. As a result, IFG participants **agreed to begin speaking out 
against economic globaUzation because it was clear that public discourse - in the media, 
or academia, or among governments had not seriously questioned the common wisdom, 
that a globalized economy would iift all boats. The effort would involve promulgation 
of *\iable alternative perspectives and arudyses.'* 

The IFG is organizing a m^or teach-in on the evils of the WTO that will be held in 
Seattle on Friday, November 26 and Saturday, November 27, at the 2,500-seat Benaroya 
Seattle Symphony Hall. The massive event is ititended to provide ideological grounding 
for the protesters and support from leaders of the and-fiee trade movement in the United 
States and abroad.

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Danaher and Medea Benjamin [formerly with the IFDP/Food First] are the co- 
founders and co-directors of Global Exchange, which conducts tours of Cuba, and 
more recently of India, South Africa and Nigeria; has a language school, and 
stores m Berkeley and San Francisco. According to Global Exchange, Danaher 
travels regularly to Cuba as part of Global Exchange’s monthly “Reality Tours.” 
He has spoken widely in support of Cuba and against the U.S. foreign policy 
regarding Fidel Castro’s regime. His books include editing 50 Years is Enough: 
The Case Against the World Bank and the International Monetary Fund [South 
End Press].

Conclusion 


The emotionalism among the protest groups is difficult to underestimate. One of the 
participants in the recent Action Camp was quoted as saying, **The WTO is Itke this 
historic, wondeifiil thing, because it’s all the bad guys getting together in one place '* 

In light of the precedent set at last year's Nfinisterial and on June 18, the disorders being 
planned for the Seattle WTO Ministerial meeting certainly provide opportunity for 
vandalism if protesters get into hotels where the foreign delegations are staying, and for 
persona] assaults by demonstrators on visiting heads of state and other visiting officials. 

These protests also could provide cover for terrorist attacks given that many security 
personnel will be pulled away to contend with the expected mob scene. 

Car bombs in this climate are a possibility. While one may predict that Seattle's 
authorities will close many streets [and the sewers] to all but authorized traffic and 
personnel, it is noted that fonatics in various countries &om Bgypt and Lebanon to India, 
Sri Uinka and Pakistan have attacked their targets wearing b^y-bombs or wheeling a 
bicycle with a bomb attached or concealed in the frame. 

Local organizers, including Mike Dolan of Nader's Otizens Tfade Canqiaign and d^uty 
director of the Global Trade Watch, say that if the security for the WTO is federalized, 
and protesters are k^ many blocks away from the center of the city, violence is almost 
jrertain to erupt as the protesters try to for^ themselves closer to the WTO ddegations.

The Umted Nations secretary-general, 
Kofi Annan, was unable to leave his hotel 
to address an maugural session The U S 
trade representative, Charlene Barshef- 
sky, a pnme force m organizing this 
meeting, was among Westm Hotel guests 
who had been told to go to their rooms for 
fear of an invasion by protesters Still, she 
insisted, “We’re very much on track ’’ 
There were scuffles and shouting 
matches when some delegates tned to 
pass through a human cordon of pro- 
testers As the day wore on, the police 
resorted ever more frequently to usmg 
pepper gas, which wafted through down- 
town streets, leavmg protesters and tele- 
vision newsmen chol^g and dabbing at 
stingmg eyes 

Officials of the host city, country and 
organization were deeply apologetic but 
vowed to carry on 

The current director-general of the 
WTO, Mike Moore, himself a former 
trade-union organizer, strongly con- 
demned the violence and urged all sides 
“to show the maximum of restraint ’’ 
Tuesday, he said with emotion, was a 
“very said day ’’ 

He assured reporters, however, that 
the conference “will be a success,’’ 
adding, “The issues are far too unpor- 
tant to be ignored ’ ’ 

Joe LocUiart, the presidential spokes-

Thousands of Canadians are geanng up 
to join protests aimed at disrupting the 
upcoming World Trade Orgamzation 
summit in Seattle in an effort to stem 
the tide of globalization.

About 200 young people attended an anti- WTO teach-in Thursday at 
the University of B.C. where they discussed non-violent civil 
disobedience.

"There are going to be demonstrations and actions every day from 
Nov. 28 to Dec. 3," said activist Bryce Gilroy-Scott, a speaker at the 
UBC teach-in. 



"There are hundreds of groups in the U.S. and Canada plus 
international networks that sure planning to do stuff." 

Many of these groups hope to make "conditions on the streets of 
Seattle such that the WTO can not go on," he added. 



Much of downtown Seattle is expected to be virtually shut down on 

march. 
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Seattle police ate closing many of the downtown streets on Nov. 30 so 
that anti-WTO demonstrators can march from the Seattle Center, 
down Fourth Avenue to the convention centre where the WTO 
conference is being held. 

The Seattle round of WTO meetings, mvolving trade ministers from 
135 countries, will be the largest international trade conference ever 
held in the U.S. 

And the demonstrations being organized for the WTO's arrival are 
expected to be the largest ever held in the U.S. agamst free trade. 

Opponents of globalization, the increasingly free movement of goods 
and corporations between nations, have warned that environmental 
standards, h uman rights and even 

individual countries' sovereignty are at stake because, they say. 
governments are becoming less ciqrable of bolding corporate entities 
accountable within their jiirisdictioiis. 

Posters urging Vancouver activists to attend the protests began 
qipearing in September on cafe windows along Commercial Drive, 
Vancouver's traditional hotbed of left-wing activism. 

The UBC teach-in, which was attended 1^ New Democratic Party 
leadership candidate Jcy MacPhail and Vancouver mayoral canchdate 
David Cadman, is just one of many anti-WTO meetings that have 
been held in Vancouver. 

A larger anti-WTO conference is being held tonight and Saturday at 
Robson Square. 

Vancouver activists say the Seattle protest will have far more 
demonstrators than the protests that greeted the Asia-Pacific 
Bconomic Cooperation conference here m 1997. 

There are many different groups involved and they are all going to 
converge on the WTO," said Jonathan Oppenheim, one of the leaders 
of the high-profile APEC sumimt protests at the UBC, 

"Links were made between groups in Vancouver and the U.S. during 
AFEC," said Oppenheim. 


"We're getting in contact with anti-WTO activists in the U.S and will 
be coordinating together." 

Canadians who are arrested at the WTO protests could have trouble 
getting back into the U.S. in the future, said Paul Richmond, a Seattle 
law student speaking at the UBC teach-in. 
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Richmond said that a legal-support network has been set up to help 
protesters who are arrested. 

"They're calling it the rally of the millennium," said Steve Staples, a 
Vancouver staffer at the nationalist Council of Canadians. 

Staples said that anti-free trade activists have been buoyed by the 
collapse of the Multilateral Agreement on Investment and the refusal 
by the U.S. Congress to give President Bill Clinton "fast track 
authority" to negotiate trade deals. 

"The wheels are coming off the cart of globalization and the 
movement. People are feeling that the momentum is on our side and 
it's all being focused on Seattle." 

The B.C. Federation of Labour, the B.C. Teachers Federation and 
other labour groups will be sending people to the Seattle rally. 

Seattle was chosen as host of the WTO summit because Washington 
state - the home of Boeing, Microsoft and a strong agncultural sector 
“ is one of the most trade-dependent states in the U.S. Almost every 
prormnent politician, Democrat and Republican, is a big free-trade 
booster. 

But Seattle also has a strong labour movement and a tradition of 
liberal and left-wing activism 

"This is a progressive conununity that really hasn't had much to react 
to recently," said Todd Putnam of the Seattle-based People for Free 
Trade Free. 

"But now we are seeing a sleeping giant being woken up." 

Putnam said there will be plenty of street theatre along with talk about 
trade. "There will be street performers and firebieather? and the whole 
nine yards. It will be part festive, part political." 

Free trade, as embodied by the North American Free Trade 
Agreement and the WTO, remams a thorny issue in the U.S. An 
innocuous resolution welcommg the WTO to Seattle was nearly 
defeated by King County council. The same council has also voted to 
oppose the Multilateral Agreement on Investment, a trade pact 
expected to be on the WTO's Seattle agenda. 

Putnam said that the goal of most groups involved is to gain the 
attention of the public and the WTO officials -- not to shut down the 
city. 

Putnam said there are some young activists who "intend to create a bit 
of mayhem but that's not part of our agenda."

FLOW is a feminist -activist organization which has a 
faction based on the University of New Mexico (UNM) campus, 
Albuquerque, New Mexico. However, FLOW is not registered with the 
college as a "special interest group." In October 1999, FLOW 
sponsored a "Take Back the Night" protest in which approximately 
30 females made speeches on women's safety and held a candle 
vigil to protest rape and assault/battery against females. 

FLOW was scheduled to protest the WTO on 11/12/1999 on 
the college campus. Campus security stated that approximately 15 
females were in attendance, a few made speeches, but the 
"protest" was peaceful and uneventful. Very few campus students 
stopped by FLOW'S table to discuss the WTO. 

As FLOW is not registered with the campus, campus 
security estimates they have been represented at the college for 
approximately six years. Campus security does not have any 
information regarding criminal conduct by FLOW. Also queried 
were members of the New Mexico Domestic Terrorism Working Group 
(DTWG) , with negative results. The New Mexico DTWG currently 
consists of 32 local, state and federal agencies, which share 
intelligence on a regular basis. 

Albuquerque FBI researched the world wide web, and 
found a few documents under a specific search for "Feminists 
Liberating Our World." A few sites were located which declared 
06/18/1999 as an "International Day of Action." It is unknown if 
the websites are local or national . The documents have been 
enclosed for Seattle FBI and the DT Operations Unit. A book 
entitled, "Feminists Liberating Our World" was also found in a 
Barnes and Noble website. 

As there was no criminal activity associated with FLOW 
or their planned protests, Albuquerque FBI considers this lead 
covered .

conflict. The overview served as the introduction to a GOf 
publication entitled "Main Information on Chiapas" dated December 
1998. The entire publication was provided to Legat Mexico City 
by the U.S. Embassy Political Section. This is the most current 
comprehensive publication by the GOM on the conflict. A copy of 
the entire publication is available if needed. 


The GOM does not consider the EZLN a "Terrorist 
Organization". In September 1999, the GOM released 37 EZLN 
sympathizers from custody. The EZLN has not threatened nor 
attached foreigners or civilians. The States and the Federal 
Governments in Mexico have acted against persons affiliated with 
the EZLN, moat notably by dismantling EZLN-declared "Autonomous 
Municipalities" and arrested Mexican nationals and foreigners 
suspected of supporting these entities. 


May 1999, Mexican President Zedillo made a well 
publicized trip to the State of California. The enclosed 
newspaper articles reported incidents of protests and 
demonstrations in support of the Zapatista rebels in Chiapas. 
Seattle should note that the articles do not reports any 
incidents of violence or damage caused by the protestors. 


U.S. Embassy Political Section who follows closely the 
ongoing conflict in Chiapas was consulted by Legat Mexico City in 
this matter. The Political Section is of the opinion that EZLN 
presence during the WTO conference will almost certainly be 
composed of U.S. citizens or residents who have only indirect 
links with EZLN members. These people, mostly recycled Central 
American solidarity types, are going to be annoying but nothing 
more. It would be a big mistake for the U.S. Government to 
prevent them from demonstrating or to in any way encourage the 
GOM to prevent them from demonstrating. The Political Section 
underscored the peaceful nature of the demonstrations that 
followed Mexican President Zedillo during his May visit to 
California. 


The appropriate GOM Agency was informed of the WTO 
conference, the dates and public safety concerns in referenced 
communication. The GOM will report positive intelligence 
regarding this event to Legat Mexico City.

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The Chiapas' conflict 
- an overview - 


Introduction 


The Chiapas' conflict is framed by a national and international habitat charactenzed by 
profound political, economic and social changes which have taken place in the last quarter 
of the 20**’ Century. Economic globalization, political democratization and social ripening 
are the most important processes worldwide 
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Complex societies, with higher education rates, mainly urban, better communicated and 
politically plural have become the central actor in such transformation. At the begining of 
this century and along its first half, the political party or the State were the main change 
promoters: many were accomplished by violent and revolutionary means By the end of the 
millennium, changes have been impelled by civil society itself, and generally, in a 
democratic and a peaceful way 


The framework for government action in Mexico during the last four years has been 
sustained economic growth, sougth after the 1994 economic crisis, the expansion of social 
policies and a huge democratic turnover which took place with the 1 995 political reforms 

Such national and international scenarios provide a better understanding of international 
public opinion concern over the Chiapas' conflict Even more so since the E2LN movement 
brought back armed rebellion to the public eye, a formula belonging to historical stages 
supposedly left behind when political and social changes could only be achieved through 
violence and the use of arms 

Mexico's guerrilla became historically out of context even more so when it tried to impose 
by the use of force several changes, which could only be decided democratically by 
society 

The aforementioned domestic and foreign framework determined the basic characteristics 
of the Chiapas' conflict a) its political nature wich has avoided violent confrontation, b) 
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dialogue and negotiation which has been the guideline of the Mexican government 
strategy as the political and peaceful way to find a solution; c) a law enacted by Congress 
to rule the conduct of parties involved, towards a peaceful agreement; and d) the 
participation of Congress through a legislative commission that supports a negotiated 
solution. 

Other conflicts that have developed in Central America and other latitudes, like the ones in 
Guatemala, E! Salvador, Colombia or Ireland, have had a high rate of belligerency with 
great loss of human lives and injured people, as well as displacement of many citizens 
from their hometowns without effective humanitarian aid. Such is not, nor has been, the 
case of Mexico, The country does not live in war, nor has had one since its revolution. 
The Chiapas' conflict is a political conflict between the Federal Government and an armed 
group. 

This also explains the role of the Mexican Army in the state of Chiapas Its presence is due 
to several reasons: watches over a large border line; takes care of strategic resources and 
facilities; and fights drugtraffic. Besides that, it has a war declaration from the EZLN which 
has not been withdrawn 

To have a better understanding of the Chiapas’ conflict it is convenient to consider its 
evolution and its dimention 


Evolution of the conflict 


It started on January 1*‘ 1994, as an armed rebellion in four municipalities located in the 
southern state of Chiapas. The EZLN demanded, among other things, the Chief 
Executive’s removal from office and inconditional surrender of the Mexican Army Only 12 
days later, cease fire was unilaterally decreed by the government Some days after, 
Congress approved an amnisty law, which paved the way to negotiation in the city of San 
Cristobal in Chiapas Talks between the government representation and rebel groups took 
place from February 18*^ to March 2"^ 1994. Unfortunatelly they ended that year with no 
final agreement 


Since the begining of his term of office, in December 1994, President Ernesto Zedillo, 
Stated his compromise with a political solution to the Chiapas' conflict. For that purpose he 
promoted the institution alfzation of dialogue through an Act of Congress unanimously 
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approved by all politic?^ parties in March, 1995 This was the "Law for Dialogue, 
Conciliation, and Dignifie. (^eace in Chiapas”. 

The law provides the legal framework for negotiation talks leading to a final agreement. It 
also gives recognition to the EZLIM as a mayority indigenous group of mexicans that 
became unsatisfied. It also establishes a procedure geared towards a peaceful and 
political solution of the conflict. In no other country a law has been used to restablish legal 
order broken by a violent insurrection 

The Law for Dialogue created a commission for concord and pacification better known as 
COCOPA It IS integrated by legislators of all political parties, from both chambers of 
Congress, and is the key institution to facilitate the dialogue between the Federal 
Government and the EZLN. The law included the posibility of mediation and settled a 
mechanism to supervise agreements signed by both parties in conflict. 


With this law, peace talks reasumed in 1995. First they prepared the dialogue procedures 
and agenda: they were known as the San Miguel’s Agreements Later on negociations led 
to the San Andres Larr^inzar’s Agreements on Indigenous Rights and Culture. 

The San Andres Agreements give recognitation to the free determination and autonomy of 
indigenous peoples and communities and to their political, legal, social, economic and 
cultural rights. 

The agreements contain a number of compromises not only limited to Chiapas, but 
extended to the whole country, which includes 56 ethnical groups living along the national 
territory To make them legally effective, a constitutional’s reform bill and new laws that 
can only be approved by the National Congress were necessary. 

The lack of understanding on the procedure and contens of such reforms bill and 
legislation made the EZLN break talks since 1996. 

Nevertheless hostilities have not restarted and the Law for Dialogue Is still in force as the 
institutional basis for negociation This has been the most positive outcome of the conflict 
up to now 
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Deterioration of social life conditions, especially of the indigenous communities that live in 
the area known a as the “conflict zone" which spreads over the Altos, Norte and Selva 
regions in Chiapas, is on the negative side of the balance. 

Dialogue suspention gave way to frustration, anger and, regretably, violence 

In Acteal, a site within the municipality of Chenalhd, 22 homicides took place, between 
1996 and throughout 1997. They were caused by quarrels over the exploitation of a sand 
bank The victims were all antizapatistas militants On December 22"*' of last year, 
vengance over the death toll and Impunity of its authors, took place Also In Acteal, 45 
indigenous men, women and children were massacred All of them were Zapatistas 
simpathizers 


The government reacted attracting penal action from local to federal jurisdiction through 
the General Attorney Up to now 97 people, 86 civilians and 1 1 elements of the state's 
public security forces, have been arrested and put under trial Such legal action icludes the 
president of the Chenalho municipality These facts produced the displacement of some 
10,000 people that, fearing violence, left their communities 

The Acteal events, made evident the complexity of the Chiapas' problem It is not only 
limited to the conflict with the EZLN Other social, political, economic and legal elements 
show a much more complex scenano, and one that needs full consideration in order to 
achieve a real long term solution 

For this reason, the Federal Government had to restate the Chiapas’ strategy starting 
January of this year. It became obvious that to solve the conflict it was necessary to work 
on every part of the problem and not only on the dialogue and negotiation with the EZLN 

Having this in mind, a strategy composed of seven vectors was conformed It was also 
decided that the person in charge to implement it would be a dialogue and negotiation 
coordinator, and not just a peace commissioner 


The dimentions of the conflict and the government strategy 


President Zedillo’s goven,.iient, cannot accept that the problem ... Chiapas is limited only 
to the conflict with the E2LN. Such narrow minded aproach doesn’t acknowledge the social 
and political roots that lie underneath the January 1 994's insurrection Therefore it is very 
important to bear in mind the other elements of the problem for a better understanding of 
the new strategy conducted by the Mexican government 

Indigenous communities extreme poverty, the use of violence to solve ideological, 
religious, political and social quarrels inside and among communities, and the people 
displaced from their communities are but some parts of the Chiapas’ problem. Others are 
the lack of effective local public security forces and a deficient administration of justice, as 
well as the need for an indigenous legislation which grants recognition to the communities 
way of living A legislation that enforces human rights, mainly of the indigenous women 
who are still subject to social and sex discrimination complete the whole list of problematic 
items. 

Social bakcwardness 

Social bakcwardness in Chiapas is concentrated in communities with indigenous 
population that represent 30% of total inhabitans. Tzeltales, tzotziles, choles, zoques, 
tojolabales and names indigenous groups share poverty and lack of services along with 
other less larger ones. 

Chiapas’ demographic growth rate in the indigenous zones runs 4% against 1 .8% of the 
national average. In such area, families have up to 5 or 6 children when national rate is of 
2 to 3 A high percentage (60%) of the population lives in the country side. Geographical 
dispersion of the population is another cause of social backwardness 30% of the people 
live in 1,000 communities of less than 500 inhabitants Between 1980 and 1995, the 
number of country small towns increased 141.8% 

Indigenous displacements in "Las Canadas" region; the delay in land distribution, a rapid 
demographic growth; high dependence on the primary sector of the economy, which is 
determined by agricultural cycles and subject to national and international prices 
variations, geographical dispersion and unefficient social policies facing long lasting power 
structures, are the main causes of poverty and exclusion in Chiapas 

The indigenous communities live basically on agriculture for self subsistance and in a 
smaller scale on coffee and cacao crops Agricultural peasants, the poorest of this group, 
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must emmigrate with their families during coffee harvest season j ensure survival for the 
rest of the year 

Nationwide, 36.5% of the population is rural with a very dinamic trend to urbanization. In 
Chiapas 59 9% live in the countryside and its urban evolution being rather slow. 

In 1990, 30% of the population above 15 years old were illiterate and a 28.7% of the 
children in school age did not attend school. These figures, in 1995, decreased to 26% 
and 15.7% each. Nevertheless, Chiapas bears the first illiteracy place nationwide. A 
survey made in 1997 reveals that in 1,459 locations of the Sierra, Altos, Norte and Selva 
regions, 51 9% of the homes have no water service, 50% have no pipeline facilities, 79% 
have no cement floors and 28.2% have no electncity. 

To face such an enormous social problem, a new social policy was needed. Federal and 
local government social spenditure increased in 25% in real terms during the last four 
years, which means a real growth rate of 7.8% every year. Infraestructure investment 
increased 53% along the same period. 

Federal and local government social spenditure. during the last year, was 1 billion and 886 
hundred million dollars; 41% on infraestructure investment and 59% on current spenditure. 


Not only a greater social spenditure was required, but also an efective resource allocation, 
mechanism Resources must be distributed on-time and efficiently to satisfy the social 
demands of the population, specially the indigenous one. 


For that purpose, the coordination of eight Federal Government ministries by the Interior 
Ministry, all of them concerned with social programs became part of the government 
strategy Such coordination has been extended to the local government This budgetary 
strategy has allowed focusing on 43 municipalities, out of the 111, that have the highest 
poverty rates 

Inter governmental coordination has made easier and faster to tap social backwardness in 
Chiapas with more schools, health centers, housing, infraestructure, usable water supply 
and social assistance All of these items conform the social development requirements of 
Chiapas 
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Lawlessness 



The lack of rule of Law in some areas of Chiapas is another important aspect of the 
problem. It is indispensable to ensure peaceful coexistence and full respect to the rights of 
all Chiapas' citizens regardless of their political, ideological or religious affiliation. For this 
purpose federal and local government are running a full reorganization state's police, 
justice administration and prevention of criminal offenses program in Chiapas 

On the other hand, effective compliance with the Fire Arms and Explosives Federal Law is 
giving way to disarmament of civilan groups without concern for their political or ideological 
standing. The Mexican government has in no way provided arms to any civilian group or 
promoted the use of them 

The General Atomey's inquiries on the Acteal case are not finished yet. A special 
prosecutors office and three public ministry agencies have been created in Chiapas to 
speed up the whole penal process 

Violent quarreling 

Another part of the problem is the use of violence as a means to solve quarrels inside and 
among communities In order to avoid such practices, the government is developing a 
conflict solving program through political agreements among conflicting groups in several 
regions of the state as part of the overall strategy 


Displaced people 

People displaced from their hometowns is another side of the Chiapas' problem. At the 
begining of the year 10,395 people left their communities, mostly in the municipality of 
Chenalho. To solve this issue, a special commitee including vanous federal and local 
institutions was created. The Health Ministry set up a 2 million dollars program that covers 
health, food supply and shelter The National Commision for Human Rights, Mexican and 
International Red Cross have participated with humanitarian aid The Federal Government 
has given support to the Chiapas government for the safe return of these people to their 
communities Up to date, 551 families, which represent 2,529 people have gone back to 
their homes 
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Lack of new indigenous lesgisiation 

Regarding the new indigenous legislation, that would provide the legal basis for a new 
relationship among all ethnical groups, civil society and the State, and in order to comply 
with the San Andr6s Larr^inzar’s Agreements, President Zedillo presented to Congress 
last March 15*^ a constitutional reform bill on indigenous rights and culture Such iniciative 
includes the conclusions of a nationwide consultation made in 1996 by the President and 
Congress acting together, on all indigenous communities. It also includes the EZLN views 
which had had been approved in a previous bill project made by COCOPA, as well as the 
Federal Government points of view. 

Apart from the President’s iniciative, two political parties presented their own bill projects to 
Congress. One is from Partido Accion Nacional (PAN, center right) and another one 
belongs to the Green Party (Partido Verde Ecologista Mexicano, PVEM). 

The indigenous rigths and culture bill has been included in the agenda for the current 
Congress ordinary sesions's period. 

Dialogue with the EZLN 


The government will not modify its policy to achieve an agreement with the EZLN that puts 
an end to the concflict and brings "peace and justice", the terms established in the Law for 
Dialogue For that end renewed effort was made through a de-escalating tension program 
to give space for negotations with the EZLN 


The de-escalating tension meassures are directed to solve the problem community 
division’s issue created by “rebel authorities" in the so called "zapatistas’ autonomus 
municipalities". The political solution is provided through a project of remunicipalization 
promoted by the Chiapas government Negotiation mechanisms are being implemented by 
regions and communities to achieve compromises that disputes will not be solved with 
recurrence to violence Other basic guidelines are the reinforcement of justice 
administration systems, law effectivness to end impunity and strenghtening the social 
development programs with the participation of the communities 

The conflict with the EZLN has lasted almost five years It has gone through a brief 
military confrontation stage that only took twelve days, two negotiation periods, the second 
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« ending with de San Andrt. Agreements, and lastly a long impasi. , of almost two years ip 

which dialogue has been suspended by the EZLN.

When all the Mexican president's men (and one woman) met to plan his visit to California they were roughly 
divided mto two groups those who thought President Ernesto Zedillo should look at the future and those who 
remembered the past 

The futurists wanted a long and tnumphal tour of the state with at least two major public appearances Those with 
long memones wanted a quick one-day visit, with no crowds In typical fashion, the president gave each a bit and 
that IS why the presidential trip to California ends today on its third day- with only tightly controlled public 
appearances 

Zedillo's mam goal was to mend a stramed relationship with the state that is arguably the most important of the 50 
Amencan states for his nation of almost 100 million people 

That IS because 2 2 nullion Mexican citizens are legal residents of California, and Cahfomia exports more goods to 
Mexico than to Japan or Canada 

Yet even as Zedillo and California Gov Gray Davis accentuated the positive, groups that disagree with Zedillo's 
policies made their disagreement known with protest demonstrations dunng bis visit 

For more than a decade, that has been par for the course whenever Mexican leaders visit California It was first 
noted in 1986, when former Mexican Secretary of the Interior Manuel Bartlett came to Los Angeles to represent 
then-President Miguel de la Madrid m the traditional Mexican Independence "El Onto" ceremony That mght, on 
the steps of Los Angeles City Hall, more than 15,000 angry Mexicans jeered Bartlett, holdmg him personally 
responsible (as the cabmet mmister charged with overseemg Mexico's elections) for the widely reported fraud that 
had taken place earlier diat year m a gubernatorial election m the state of Chihuahua 

A different kmd of protester greeted former President Carlos Salinas de Gortan when he visited the state three times 
m the 1990s He was warmly welcomed by busmess leaders and local authonties at the official ceremomes but 
booed by human rights activists, imion members and environmentalists who followed him from one reception to the 
other 

How could Zedillo escape a smular fate‘s For labor and environmentalist groups, the government he leads is the 
same one that has enforced the North Amencan Free Trade Agreement negotiated by Salmas In their view, NAFTA 
has turned Mexico mto either one big sweatshop or one big toxic dump While some of their concerns are valid, it 
must be remembered that were it not for NAFTA, Mexico would be m an even bigger economic mess today 

Then come the California Zapatistas and the human nghts activists who oppose Zedillo's Chiapas policy Some 
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claim Mexico has become the worst human nghts violator m the hemisphere as it struggles to control an msurgency 
by the Zapatista rebels m the southern state of Chiapas They pomt to mcidents like the killing of 45 civilians m tiie 
village of Acteal m December 1997 by pro-government paramilitary forces 

In all fairness, it must be noted that the blame for the ongomg standoff m Chiapas must be shared by both sides The 
government has failed to live up to the peace agreements signed so far But Zapatista leaders, especially the famous 
Subcomandante Marcos, have also done little to help shape a lasting peace m Chiapas 

Then there are the members of the leftist Democratic Revolution Party, or PRD They oppose Zedillo and every 
other Mexican politician affiliated with his Institutional Revolutionary Party or PRI, who, they are convmced, stole 
the 1988 Mexican election from the PRD's best-known leader, Mexico City Mayor Cuauhtemoc Cardenas, who is 
gearmg up for another run at the presidency m 2000 

In other words, anyone who has a beef with the Mexican government tried to make their unhappmess known to 
Zedillo while he was m the state 

It would have been gutsy and darmg—and not necessarily disastrous— to have had Zedillo pay a surprise visit to a 
place where Mexicans here gatiier, like Grand Central Market downtown or Pacific Avenue m Himtmgton Park My 
bet is he would have come out of it energized, not booed After all, the perception among his countrymen m the U S 
IS that former Gov Pete Wilson was the enemy, and Zedillo could have looked like the chan^ion m the fight for 
their nghts By not connecting with the common citizenry, Zedillo missed a great opportumty

"We have now changed our relationship from one of uneasy neighbors to one of unwavermg partners," he said 

In addition to economic progress, Mexico's goals mclude opemng the political system to give voters greater choice 
among candidates and parties, Zedillo said Mexican politics have been dominated smee 1929 by the Institutional 
Revolutionary Party Other parties have made mroads dunng the past decade, and Zedillo said he wants the trend to 
continue 

"Ifs not sufficient to have econonuc growth It's not sufficient to have government officials with clever policies," 
Zedillo said "In order for the future to be bnght, we have to have democracy " 

Zedillo and Davis also appeared on the Spanish-language Umvision television network, facmg questions about 
thorny questions rangmg from the state's controversial Proposition 187 to Mexican citizens voting abroad 

"I consider Proposition 187 an mtemal matter of the U S legal system," Zedillo said "However I consider the 
consequences very negative for Mexicans hvmg m the country " 

He later added, "I trust that the governor will do all that he can so that the catastrophic effects of Proposition 187 
will never materialize " 

The proposition seeks to bar undocumented immigrants from receivmg public assistance, mcludmg education A 
federal court blocked the measure, but Davis' predecessor, Gov Pete Wilson, appealed Davis opposes the mitiative 
and has sent the matter to a federal mediator 

Demonstrations have been held at many of Zedillo's appearances Outside the Bonaventure, protesters said the 
Mexican president hasn't done enough to brmg democracy and justice to Mexico, especially m Chiapas, where 
Zapatista rebels staged an upnsmg m 1994 

The unrest has continued, although the rebels pose no serious mihtary threat to the government Supporters contend 
Indians m the region are demed basis nghts and have been the target of atrocities, mcludmg die 1997 massacre of 45 
men, women and children m the village of Acteal 

"The military m Mexico are murdermg the people," said protester Judith Cuauhtemoc, a Mexican citizen hvmg m 
Los Angeles. "He is chief of those forces, so he is responsible " 

Some protesters donned Aztec costumes and danced outside the Bonaventure while others shouted m Spamsh, 
"Zedillo, assassm who kills peasants " 

Mana Fernandez of East Los Angeles said the Mexican government failed to keep its promise to hold meanmgful 
negotiations with the rebels 

"They haven't complied with their word, which is for dialogue," she said "We want to let our voice be heard "

Wednesday to help his mvestment-hungry nation expand its economic ties with the Umted States 


"Los Angeles has a very important role to play," Mr Zedillo told 400 well-wishers at downtown's Union Station on 
the second day of his California visit "You represent [the] virtues of us Mexicans " 

But even as he urged Mexican- Amencans to jom m promotmg the country of their roots, Mr Zedillo was dogged by 
demonstrators whose signs and slogans made clear that not all Latmos here were happy to see him 

"Assassm*" protesters shouted outside the Bonaventure Hotel, where Mr Zedillo addressed a luncheon of busmess, 
labor and political leaders The roughly 100 demonstrators were angry about the Mexican government's treatment of 
Indians m the southern state of Chiapas as well as corruption m its ranks 


Los Angeles County is home to an estimated 4 million people of Mexican descent That population has become 
mcreasmgly active m local pohtics and is taking a growmg mterest m Mexican affairs 


Mr Zedillo, the first Mexican head of state to visit Cahforma smce 1991, wraps up his tnp Thursday In speeches 
throughout the state, he and Gov Ghray Davis have celebrated the recent thaw m Mexico-Califomia relations, which 
had been chilled by ballot measures that targeted undocumented immigrants and bilmgual education 


"We can do much more," Mr Zedillo told the luncheon group "I want the Mexican people and the California 
people, beyond any economic mterest, to be much closer "

Inside, Zedillo promised more democratic reforms and to root out corruption m his government 

Accompanied by Califorma Governor Gray Davis, he added it was vital for people on both sides of the border to 
stop blammg each other for problems, but mstead to work together to create solutions 

Davis agreed "There is every reason we should work together "juntos" (together) mto the 21st century," Davis said 
"We are now Norte Americanos (North Americans) of common purpose " 

Zedillo told the crowd that he and Davis also had discussed issues concermng the long US-Mexico border, mcludmg 
drug traffickmg 

"The border represents important challenges, opportumties and problems," he said "We have to talk about border 
problems and secunty problems These are of major concern " 

Zedillo was on a three-day visit that began m Sacramento and was to contmue m Los Angeles and San Diego 

Earlier m his visit, Zedillo had deplored the economic conditions in Mexico which pronqited so many people to 
emigrate, but stressed that "the Californian dream m part was achieved by the sacnfice of these Mexicans " 

Millions of Mexican-Amencans were recently given access to dual citizenship by Mexico, but they also claim the 
nght to vote m Mexican elections, a delicate issue Zedillo did not address 


The Mexican president, however, was more forthconung m callmg for more trade with Cahfomia, stressmg that the 
North Amencan Free Trade Agreement (NAFTA) jommg Canada, Mexico and the United States, had generated 185

billion dollars in bilateral trade across the southern US border 


"NAFTA has brought and will continue to bnng thousands upon thousands of better jobs and business opportumties

As Mexican President Ernesto Zedillo's car moved to the west steps of the state Capitol on Tuesday, a demonstrator 
who had slipped past police raised a sign protestmg Mexico's treatment of mdigenous people 


A California Highway Patrol officer quickly seized the sign and escorted the man away 

Zedillo likely never saw the mcident, or the 70 other nearby protesters whom CHP officers on horses had corralled 
behmd trees ~ a spokeswoman said the demonstrators did not have a permit 

Secunty at the Capitol was far tighter than usual for Zedillo's visit - the first ever by a Mexican president to 
Sacramento Nonetheless, it was a rare opportunity for the public to see him dunng his diree-day visit to California 
His staff canceled an open-au* public event m San Jose and transformed his platmed public amval m Los Angeles 
today to an mvitation-only affair 

In San Francisco later Tuesday, about 100 protesters demonstrated outside the Fairmont Hotel before Zedillo's 
speech there "The people united will never be defeated," the protesters chanted 



Many m the group held white crosses that they said bore die names of Mexican immigrants who had died while 
trymg to cross the border mto the United States The protesters said that North American Free Trade Agreement 
policies had contnbuted to poor workmg conditions and low wages m Mexico, which prompted Mexicans to look 
for jobs elsewhere 

"Zedillo is inside comfortable, eatmg and we have to be sure he can hear us," said Sandra Alvarez, a member of 
Global Exchange, a San Francisco-based human nghts organization 

She said Zedillo should be held accountable for the deplorable workmg conditions for many low-wage workers m 
Mexico 


Upon his amval at the state Capitol earlier Tuesday, Zedillo waved to simlmg students from Galt High School, who 
had been chosen to welcome hun, as he greeted Gov Gray Davis and his wife and quickly headed inside 

The students departed, and the protesters were allowed to move agam mto the open, where they ended a troupe of 
Aztec dancers dressed m feathers and bells who stomped to the beat of a drum 

Around the comer, an unrelated demonstration demanding social services for unmigrants - legal or not - was 
gettmg under way, to be followed after lunch by a protest agamst Davis' handlmg of Proposition 187, which he 
agreed to send to federal mediation 

"I wonder how many Californians know that we're tradmg with a country that treats its people like dirt," said Art 
Apodaca, 59, citmg Mexico's concentration of wealth m the hands of a few powerful families 




Apodaca, who runs a community center m Woodland, said Zedillo's California visit was "great for Governor Gray 
Davis and (Lt Gov ) Cruz Bustamante and all the other bigwigs " But he predicted it would not help Mexico's poor, 
because the government there has been controlled by a smgle pohtcal party for seven decades 

"Why do you think those people (illegal immi grants) are trymg to come here‘s Because it's so wonderful (m 
Mexico)*^" Apodaca asked rhetoncally 

Those with Apodaca support the Zapatistas — revolutionaries m die Mexican state of Chiapas near Guatemala who 
staged an upnsmg m 1994 m the name of greater democracy and Indian rights 

Heidi McLean, an activist with Sacramenta n s for International Labor Rights, wore a 14-foot-tall puppet of a woman 
with a sign that read "Why Does Zedillo Kill Families m Chiapas'?" 

Another demonstrator earned a 12-foot-tall puppet of die president bearmg the words "Zedillo: Puppet Of The 
Rich, Makmg War on Mexico's Poor " 

As though anticipating such cnticism, Zedillo m his speech to the state Legislature said Mexico’s poverty is his 
country's "greatest challenge," and he claimed progress in pursumg meaningful social programs His staff distnbuted

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Not so many years ago the dominant 
orientation of anarchism was le 
Anarchists have always stressec 
seif-management of society, but what that 
society should be was pretty indistinguishable 
from what marxists assume it should be. In 
other words, technology and mass production, 
rooted in division of labor and domestication, 
were givens to most anarchists. 

In the course of the 90's there has been a 
fundamental shift, still underway, in what most 
anarchists see as the foundations of a free, 
healthy society. Self-managed factories and 
other forms of productionism and 
specialization are now widely understood as no 
advance at all. In this increasingly 
standardized, massified, anti-nature 
monoculture of a world, more and more 
anti-authoritanans realize that the answers go 
deeper than self- management of existing 
institutions. 

A primitivist outlook, which indicts 
technology and civilization as well as capital, 
seems to be gaming ground in various parts of 
the world. As conditions visibly worsen at 
every level - the increasingly desolate 
individual psyche, ever more pathological and 
atrophied societies, the deva^ated natural 
world - we are driven to delve deeper in our 
analysis of a deeply toxic, future-less totality. 

And there are signs that a new movement is 
beginning to emerge, signs of militancy in 
outlook that just might overtake the general 
cynicism and pessimism. 

David Ehrenfetd wrote in the 
January-February 1999 Tikkun ("The Coming 
End of the Technological Age") that the days of 
the everywhere triumphant Megamachine are 
in fact numbered. Rather surprising to see a 
mainstream magazine herald the fairly 
imminent collapse of techno-capital, and in no 
uncertain terms. Ehrenfeld writes of the 
invincibility of the system as just an illusion 
compared to its real vulnerability. 

Soon thereafter, the hitherto mainstream 
conservation quarterly Food A Water 
editorialized (Spring 1999) m its own 
surprising fashion. An editorial entitled 
"Objectifying Violence" concluded with the 
injunction to " Go forth and sabotage!" Decade s 
of rqild^ non-mriltanL ‘ 

writq-your-congressperson advocacy has led 
o nly to an accelerating assault on nawrg; " 
Food A Water's editor reasoned, and he 
co uraoieousT v faced np to Uiis imuuieiice. 
N eedless to say, enidimho tnirmagazme's 
reade rs to co mmit acts of s abotage horrified 
many of thTmT~ ^ ^ 

The Yuppie Eradication Project has drawn 
local, national, and even international media 
attention for its vandalist efforts to protect * 
San Francisco's Inner Mission Dist rict from 
complete gentrificatioi?'. Trendy bars and 
expensive restaurants moved into the 
neighborhood, sending rents spiraling and 
creating an impossible hardship for the area's 
low-income residents. 

Once suspected of being the handiwork of 
only a handful of people, Y.E.P, has drawn a 
hundred or more to recent meetings; nocturnal 


attacks have spread to at least one additional 
San Francisco neigh' 'hood. 

The 30th anniver / Woodstock rock 
festival in late July ended in the looting and 
burning of tents, booths, and 12 semi trucks. 

At the end of August an a n ti-co nsumerism 
g roup bomoed fast fo od outUte at a Moscow 
s hopping mall, de claring that "a dead 
c onsumers unfimshi^ hamburg er i^_a 
revoiutibnarj j ^ a mburQe r''. Also this summer, 
the rising milTtancy of ammal liberationists 
was publicly noted , and the implications of its 
advances were understood by some. Richard 
Epstein, a University of Chicago law professor, 
observed that "there would be nothing left of 
human society if we treated animals not as 
property but as independent holders of 
rights", 

In Eugene, anarchists have engaged in 
property damage for over a year, forcing publi c 
discu ssion of anarchy as the onliTreal 
a fternaiive to a cancerous, all-d estroying 
g lQbaTsystem . Breaking the rules irTa 
sustained way has brought anarchy out of its 
former marginalized, suppressed position, and 
has raised radical alternatives, in Eugene and 
quite possibly, elsewhere soon The June 18 
" Reclai m th e Stre e ts" protest involved abou t 
^ who indeed rec laimed thg 
b reaking business windows and skirmish ing 
wrffrpdfice for s everal hours in~an~^*AnarcTT?jit 
Ranipage^^, as the local front pa^ headline put 

^ This activism is informed by a critique of the 
ensemble of domination, including 
technologized existence and Its wellspring, 
civilization itself. The primitivist analysis is 
now widely discussed in such places as 
London, Istanbul, and Paris, inviting the 
suspicion that public contestation may be just 
around the corner. 

What does not seem likely is a return to an 
anarchy dominated by the productionist/ 
workerist/ syndicalist perspectives of, say, 

Murray Bookchin and Noam Chomsky. A far 
more radical liberatory vision is taking shape, 
equal to the horrors around us and aware of 
whence they come. This outlook vastly 
deepens the insights of Marx, and is entirely 
fed up with the endless compromising and 
half-measures of leftism.

Kangaroo Court for 
Political Prisoner 
Robert Lee Thaxton 

Sgt. Larry Bfackwell is known throughout 
the Whiteaker as a menace, specializing in 
threats, racism, and intimidation. He joined 
the EPD directly from the LA County SherifTs 
Oept. after the 1992 rising. “I got to shoot 
some of those motherfuckers”, is one of his 
utterances in reference to Hispanics in L.A. 

Toward the end of "Reclaim the Streets” on 
June 18 he charged Rob Thaxton, who threw 
a rock at him in an effort to get away. 
Biackwell had made no order to stop or any 
other comment and was coming at Thaxton 
with obvious violence, against one with no 
record of violence. 

In a two-day trial marked by outrageous 
prejudice from the bench toward the 
defendant, he was convicted July 3 of 
Assault 2 and Riot and acquitted of 
Attempted Assault 1. Sentencing is 
scheduled for October 13, with a mandatory 
minimum of 70 months more than likely in 
the Assault 2 conviction. 

Judge Beard distinguished herself by 
consistently siding with the prosecution and 
denying every defense motion. She refused 
to acknowledge the stated bias of several 
jurors against anarchists seating them 
anyway, having already refused that defense 
counsel (Charlie Porter) be allowed to 
interview prospective jurors individually. 

Also denied was a defense motion to admit 
into evidence material on Blackwell’s 
personal record or allow any witnesses 
about his behavior or character. Two 
witnesses were going to discuss the 
historical record and nature of anarchism, to 
address the bias against Thaxton as an 
anarchist. This, too, was not allowed. 

Slurs about anarchists, however, were 
permitted by Prosecutor Gorham, who also 
brought in extraneous, unsupported charges 
(e.g. that Thaxton also threw a bottle at 
Blackwell) and committed other 
irregularities. The local injustice system 
went all-out to make Rob an object lesson In 
what to expect This one-sided affair was a 
total sham, as expected. An appeal of his 
conviction is underway.

The second major “June 18 Riot” 
trial took place September 21-25. 
Christopher Smith was charged with 
Attempted Assault 1 and Riot Like 
Rob Thaxton, he had been arrested 
toward the end of the "Reclaim the 
Streets” events of 6/18. 

Basically, he was on trial for 
allegedly throwing a rock at the pigs 
and for being a part of the festivities 
for several hours. The rock in 
question did not come very close to a 
line of pigs near 6th/Washington (and 
no individual or individuals were 
actually named as targets of the 
alleged assault attempt!). 

Chris Smith was found guilty of 
Riot and Attempted Assault 2 , 
instead of Attempted Assault 1. He 
will be sentenced November fifth and 
remains in jail.

As with any act of rebefhon, the riot of June 
18 can be critidzed from a tac 1 perspective. 
But, as with any act of rebelNoi. .gainst power, 
it is also to be embraced by those who truly 
oppose the state and all forms of authority and 
systems of power. It, therefore, angers me that 
there were those willing to apologize for the 
violence of some anarchists of June 18, and to 
do so while one of the arrestees from that 
event is still in jail, while all the others still 
face trial and while police continue their 
search for others involved. Such an apology is 
a slap in the face of all the accused (let alone 
that it is also an authoritarian delegation to 
oneself of the right to apologize for another's 
acts). A pathetic letter was sent to the chief of 
police by an anarchist disowning the rebellion 
of June 18 - and thus disowning the arrested - 
while befriending the head of the local gang 
and hired thugs for the state, calling him by his 
first name and promising (again an act of 
authoritarian delegation) that the next demo 
would be well-behaved. 

I have no problem with those anarchists who 
make a personal ethical choice to be 
non-violent, but when that choice becomes a 
sense of moral superiority over other 
anarchists which leads the pacifists to disown 
their comrades and to apologize to the forces 
of order, I am disgusted. For all practical 
intents and purposes, those who do so are 
collaborating with the police, making 
themselves complicit in the violence of the 
state. 

Non-violence as a personal ethical choice has 
to be recognized for what it is - an egoistic way 
to feel better about oneself. I have no problem 
with egoism or feeling good about oneself. The 
problem is that proponents of non-violence 
actually see themselves as being at the 
forefront of social change. One hears such 
absurdly ahistorical statements as; "If vou 
offeriviolence. you ^n^t «;iet change, only mo re 
yjnlffn*rv" Historically, there has not been a 
single truly significant change that has not 
involved violence. Even most of the cosmetic 
changes in the present social system would 
not have happened if the exploited had not 
acted out their rage forcing the system to 
place a few Band-Aids. Where the exploited are 
non-violent, they remain perpetually the 
victims of powers violence. This is historical 
reality verifiable to anyone who cares to look. 
Pacifist platitudes come from pie-in-the-sfcy 
utopia that has never existed on this planet - 
certainly not for the 10,000 years that the 
present civilization has existed. 

But what disgusts me most about the 
demonstration of July 16 was the "peace 
offering". Robert Thaxton, an anarchist 
comrade arrested on June IS, still sits in jail on 
$240,000 bail, convicted of major felony 
charges including assault. Money is 
desperately needed for his defense. But 
instead, the demonstrators of July 16 decided 
to collect money for a businessman- a man 
with insurance who is probably a millionaire 
and whose furniture business is intimately 
involved in global capitalism and the 
exploitation of the environment. Whether the 


furniture is oak, pine and maple or teak, ebony 
and mahogany, th intinued existence of the 
Brenner "third get. ation family business" 
supports lumber companies which are 
destroying the forests. The fabrics used on 
furniture are usually synthetic and that brings 
the oil industry into the equation. Brenner's 
owner, Nathan Fendrich, is no random innocent 
victim if we take all this into account; he is an 
integral part of global capitalism, and one who 
is benefiting from the system. When a comrade 
is in prison in real need, it is absurd to be 
collecting money for some insured petty 
capitalist (not to say that it ever makes sense 
to do so). But 1 guess that some who claim to 
oppose this social system prefer social peace 
over solidarity. 

But social peace can never exist as long as 
the present society exists. The state enforces 
its power with a network of terror involving 
armed thugs (the police and military), inhuman 
bureaucracies and ideologies of fear; and 
capital offers the violence of exploitation at 
the workplace or immiserated unemployment, 
and the destruction of the wild world. So 
violence is the environment into which we are 
born and m which we live . If we do not fight 
back with the intention of destroying the state, 
capital, this entire vile industrial dvilization, if 
we merely petition those in power, seeking 
some compromise with them, some way that 
we can all accommodate each other, then we 
will all simply remain victims of the violence of 
power. The war against free life was declared 
10,000 years ago with the rise of civilization 
which brought with it the state and private 
property. Free life will remain illusory until we 
have the courage to fight back, to refuse 
passive victimhood and the utopian delusions 
of pacifism, to attack what is destroying our 
lives and this earth with all the passion we feel 
for them. There can be no compromise with 
power. I cannot make myself an accomplice of 
the cops or of those who embrace what this 
system has to offer. Rather, I proudly align 
myself with those whom power harasses and 
impnsons as its enemies. It is for this reason 
that I call anarchists, whatever their personal 
ethic, to act as they see fit to express solidarity 
with Robert Thaxton, and all who were 
arrested at the riot June IS. —

WHY IN^^^MENTAL REFORMS ARE KELT US 
(or an eco-ana. ^hist perspective on the GMO labelii*^ movement) 

The focus on labeling as a response to agricultural genetic engineering is too incremental a step to effectively 
address such a cnsis situation The biotechnology industry is expanding and consolidating too fast for us to 
articulate anything short of a amdamental challenge to the “New World Order” of globalization and industnal 
technology A ‘final solution’ paradigm is fast approaching, and to simply slow it down is to pass off the work 
of real change to future generations Let’s do everything we can to uproot these seeds of destruction before the 
monocultures of the mind erase life’s genetic memory banks 

As currently framed, the request to the US government to label products contaimng GMOs fails to address the 
root causes and motivations behind the development and commercialization of agricultural biotech, not to 
mention the governmental acquiescence that has allowed these technologies to flood the market already Incase 
you haven’t noticed, no fundamental challenge to state power ever comes of polite requests If our only goal is 
to foster more consumer choice for us and others of our pnvileged class, and slow down the eventual 
domination of the world’s food supply by a few mega-corporations, the government would love to 
accommodate us, and does so regularly, at the expense of cultural and biological autonomy everywhere else 

ff said autonomy (cultural and ecological self-determination) is a basic value to us, how could we address this 
issue in any way other than to demand that government unravels the damage it has done by its histone role in 
industrial development schemes'? Both self-appointed and popularly elected government elites have facilitated 
the accumulation of resource-based capital around the globe ever since they first imposed themselves on 
primitive and village-scale societies State power continues to facilitate this kind of colonialism today through 
the skillful architei^re of modem ‘democratic” institutions that fool citizens into thinking they have influence 
over their communities and the course of history But while political ‘representatives’ bicker over how and what 
is bought and sold to whom and how, the overarching theme of commercial, industrial exploitation of 
everything imaginable (and then some) persists from within a realm that goes largely unquestioned as 
evidenced by Intellectual Property Rights laws, IMF and World Bank “development” programs, NAFTA, 
GATT, and the recent derailment of the Biosafety protocol, not to mention the proliferation of the military- 
industrial-nuclear-computer complex 

Even a governmental ban on GE crops would be somewhat ineffectual since trade liberalization (MAI) and the 
impending authonty of the WTO on ag biotech policy will liberate transnational corporations from federal laws 
Still, demanding our government instigate a worldwide ban on biopiracy, patenting and GE crops would be a 
more sigmficant challenge to the problem than a labeling law in just the US GMOs in US food products are 
a^ady too widespread for a Labeling law to do anything but convince most consumers that the point is moot 
While this simple reform is possible within the current framework of US politics, it is a bare minimal 

concession “Demand the impossible” must be a central motto for any radical social movement The more we 
demand, the more they will offer 

Some may say that while this critique is valid, its application is impractical or impossible But the restrained 
pragmatism of liberal reform has only served to dilute revolutionary movement Reformism has won us only 
temporary victories, while permanent losses of species diversity and cultural tradition accelerate High 
technology civilization has created utter alienation of modern humanity from the rest of nature Our only hope is 
to deconstruct the “myth of progress” and modem society’s obsession with scientific rationale and industrial 
solutions to industrial problems, and to foster deeper understanding and value of ecological systems and their 
limits While It may seem hopelessly utopian, a future vision of bioregional, sniall^uman-scale autonomous 
commumties, free from the rigorous demands of global-scale industrialists in pursuit of more capital, « our 
planet 's only hope The belief that humanity can manage the disintegration of the planet’s life support systems 
by exerting greater control upon them, or by reworking their circuitry, is delusional at best, and suicidal at 
worst Industrial civilization is killing everything^ It’s time to slap ourselves out of our temporary comfort zone 
and start fighting the future

We’re at war It's not a typical war where aD 
sides are fighting for power No, v, e're figbcmg against 
power, against domestication We don't want to rule 
anything, we just want to live wild and free. 
Unfortunately, there’s a whole damn civilization trying to 
keep US from doing so And we haven't been fightmg this 
avilization very well 

Some of us beg it for table scraps with our 
petitions, giving it our names and addresses Some of us 
go out m big herds, marching m line, chanting slogans, 
carrying signs and "demanding" that our enemies do what 
we want Some of us pubhcly and peacefully C'civiUy") 
disobey the law m order to get arrested Occasionally, 
some of us getnuto pitched battles with the cops which all 
too often seem staged and futile, since they are a one time 
thing with little chance of becoming full-fledged 
insurrection 

We have been very visible in foolish ways, 
excessively organized and very senous -- and we've been 
botching It If we were interested m gaming power rather 
than destroying it, then visibility, organization and 
seriousness would be just what we need But smce we 
are out tQ .deatroy power, then myisibi lity.'ipDarant 7 
randomness, and playfklness are m uch better weapo ns 

We knowwhoTKe powers are that are trying to 
destroy all wildness, if we are at all aware, we know what 
they're doing and where they're domg it In sabotaging 
their activity, we can't give them this same advantage 
We need to be mvisible We aren't mterested m publicity 
We are mterested m -- at least temporarily- fucking up 
the domesticatmg activities of our target 

If the target can be hit m such a ^ ay as to make 
an explanation unnecessary, that’s ideal Should there 
seem to be a need for explanation, let the graffitied 
message either be very specific to that one situation or so 
general as to be untraceable It's best n ot to d o fre quen t 
repft£itipp_of the same graffiU m assoaation with mo re 
i ntens e forms of sabotage And don't forget that an 
imaginative graffiti campaign may itself be effective m at 
least getting people to think. 

I llegal acti vities for sa botaging the mega - 
m ach ine should be don e anonymously , not the 
name of any group which gives the police a handle for 
investigation and the media the beginning of an image 
which they can effectively manipulate The problems 
caused by the association of monkeywrenching with 
Earth First’ and with the names of certam mdividuals 
should be quite obvious after the arrests of the Arizona 
Four (later to become the Arizona Five) Where no 
definable group exists, infiltration becomes quite difficult 

If we choose to write about these things, it's best 
to do so either m very general ways, as m this article, or 
m purely speculative terms, and never to use any name 
that 13 normally assodated with ourselves 

Another worthwhile skill to develop is the ability 
to act m an apparently random way Demonstrations, 
civil disobedience, even most battles with the cops are 
well-ordered activities In some sense, they are 
orchestrated by the very forces we are fighting, because in 
these acts we are fighting on the enemies’ terrain, we are 


merely reacting to them Our acts of sabotage need not 
be this way We can strike targets when they least expect 
It, when they tbrnk they're off the hook There is no need 
to be systematic, at least not from the perspective of our 
enemies with their rigid mihtanstic mindsets 

This life-destroying avilization surrounds us, 
and targets are everywhere, so there's no need to act only 
m reaction to its more heinous crimes against wildness 
We can choose our targets with a certain level of 
playfulness and spontaneity, we can begin to have some 
control over the terrain of this struggle By becoming a 
random, chaotic factor m the highly ordered and 
increasingly uniform world of avilization, we take the 
offensive In little ways, we start to chip away at the 
foundations of avihzation, to undermine it and help 
towards its collapse 

Though invisibility is essential to our illegal 
activities, it's no fun to extend it to the rest of our lives 
Who wants to spend most of their time pretending to be a 
mindless slug who embraces their own domestication, or 
staying underground. I sure as hell don't! The only 
we need to main tain invisibility is while taking illegal 
action. The rest of the time we can visibly be wild and 
playful pranksters 

Authonty always takes itself seriously, what 
better way to undermine it than to make fun of it? If we 
can learn to constantly confront the forces of 
domestication with playful mockery and wild laughter — 
even our own tendencies toward domestication — we will 
be exposing it's ughness in the best way possible and we'll 
be having fun while doing it Wherever we confiimt 
domestication - from the religious and political fanatics 
spouting their dogmas, to shoppmg malls full of mindless 
consumers - we can learn to spontaneously transform the 
situation, playfully creating spur of the moment, surreal 
guenlla theatre that undermines the domestication 
process 

We live best when we liv e in this w orld as wild 
^nd merry P r anksters, playfiUl>^o gkm g avilizatioii ^ d 
t hose who unouesboningly accept it . To dance, play^ 
l augh, to avoid work as much as possible and steal from 
t he nch and powerful, to undermine authontv and 
domestication every chance we get t h^ s the life we 
choose Unseen by our enemies, we^o whatever we can 
to fuci up the workings of the mega-machiae with an 
apparent randomness that confounds their orderly plans 
It 13 the return of the repressed, our wildness springing 
forth to undermine the forces of domestication

Toy shop, Hebbel, in a surprising entry in hts diary, asks what takes away ‘life’s magic in 
later years*. It is because in all the brightly coloured contorted marionettes, we see the 
revolving cylinder that sets them in motion, and because for this very reason the captivating 
variety of life is reduced to wooden monotony. A child seeing the tight-rope walkers singing, 
the pipers playing, the girls fetching water, the coachmen driving, thinks all this is 
happening for the joy of doing so; he can’t imagine that these people also have to eat and 
drink, go to bed and get up again. We however, know what is at stake. Namely, earning a 
living, which comandeers all those activities as mere means, reduces them to 
Interchangeable, abstract labonr^time. The quality of things ceases to be their essence and 
becomes the accidental appearance of their value. The ^equivalent form’ mars all 
perceptions; what is no longer irradiated by the light of its own self-determination as *joy in 
doing’, pales to the eye. Our organs grasp nothing sensuous In isolation, but notice whether 
a colour, a sound, a movement is there for its own sake or for something else; wearied by a 
false variety, they steep all in grey, disappointed by the deceptive claim of qualities still to 
be there at all, while they conform to the purposes of appropriation, indeed largely owe 
their existence to it alone. Disenchantment with the contemplated world is the sensorium’s 
reaction to its objective role as a ‘commodity world*. Only when purified of appropriation 
would things be colourful and useful at once: under universal compulsion the two cannot be 
reconciled. Children, however, are not so much, as Hebbel thought, subject to illusions of 
*captivating variety’, as still aware, in their spontaneous perception, of the contradiction 
between phenomenon and fungibilify that the resigned adult no longer sees, and they shun 
it Play is their defense. The unerring child is struck by the ‘peculiarity of the equivalent 
form’: ‘use-value becomes the form of manifestation, the phenomenal form of its opposite, 
value’. 

In his purposeless activity the child, by a subterfuge, sides with use-value against 
exchange value. Just because he deprives the things with which he plays of their mediated 
usefulness, he seeks to rescue in them what is benign towards men and not what subserves 
the exchange relation that equally deforms men and things. The little trucks travel nowhere 
and the tiny barrels on them are empty; yet they remain true to their destiny by not 
performing, not participating in the process of abstraction that levels down that destiny, but 
Instead abide as allegories of what they are specifically for. Scattered, it is true, but not 
ensnared, they wait to see whether society will finally remove the social stigma on them, 
whether the vital process between men and things, praxis, will cease to be practical. The 
unreality of games gives notice that reality is not yet real. Unconsciously they rehearse the 
right life. The relation of children to animab depends entirely on the fact that Utopia goes 
disguised in the creatures whom Marx even begrudged the surplus value they contribute as 
workers. In exbting without any purpose recognizable to men, animab hold out, as if for 
expression, their own names, utterly impossible to exchange. This makes them so beloved of 
children, their contemplation so blisstoL I am a rhinoceros, signifies the shape of the 
rhinoceros. Fairytales and operettas know such images, and the ridiculous question ... how 
do we know that Ono,nL b really called X>ripn, rises to the stars. 



A PRIMTIVIST PRIMER - 

What is 

anarcho-primitivism? 

Anarcho-primitivism (a.k.a radical 
primitivism, anti-authoritarian primitivism, the 
anti-civilization movement, or just, 
primitivism) is a shorthand term for a radical 
current that critiques the totality of civilization 
from an anarchist perspective, and seeks to 
initiate a comprehensive tran^ormation of 
human life. Strictly speaking, there is no such 
thing as “anarcho-primitivist ldeology'^ Fredy 
Perlman, a major voice in this current, once 
said "The only -ist I respond to is 'cellist' 
Individuals associated with this current do not 
wish to be adherents of an ideology, merely 
people who seek to become free individuals in 
free communities in harmony with one another 
and the biosphere , and may therefore refuse 
to be limited by the term"anarcho-primitivists" 
or any other ideological tagging. At best, then, 
anarcho-primitivism is a convenient label 
used to characterize diverse individuals with a 
common project : the abolition of all power 
relations — e.g., structures of control, coercive 
authority, domination and exploitation— and 
the creation of a form of community that 
excludes all such relations. 

So why is the term anarcho-primitivist used 
to characterize this current? In 1986, the circle 
around the Detroit paper Fifth Estate indicated 
that they were engaged in developing a 
"critical analysis of the technological structure 
of Western civilization, combined with a 
reappraisal of the indigenous world and the 
character of primitive and original 
communities. In this sense we are 
primitivists..." The Fifth Estate group sought to 
complement a critique of civilization as a 
source of renewal and anti-authoritarian 
inspiration. This reappraisal of the primitive 
takes place from an anarchist perspective, a 
perspective concerned with eliminating power 
relations. Pointing to "an emerging synthesis 
of post-modern anarchy and the primitive (in 
the sense of original). Earth-based ecstatic 
vision", the Fifth Estate circle indicated "We 
are not anarchists per se, but pro-anarchy, 
which IS for us a living, integral experience, 
incommensurate with Power and refusing all 
ideology... Our own work on the FE as a project 
explores possibilities for our own participation 
in this movement, but also works to rediscover 
the primitive roots of anarchy as well as to 
document its present expression. 
Simultaneously, we examine the evolution of 
Power in our midst in order to suggest new 
terains for contestations and critique in order 
to undermine the present tyranny of the 
modern totalitarian discourse —that 
hyper-reality that destroys human meaning, 
and hence solidarity, by simulating it with 
technology. Underlying all struggles for 
freedom is the central necessity: to regain a 
truly human discourse grounded in 
autonomous, intersubjective mutuality and 
closely associated with the natural world.... 

The aim is to develop a synthesis of primal and 
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contemporary anarc , a synthesis of the 
ecologically-focussed, non-statist, 
anti-authoritarian aspects of primitive life 
ways with the most advanced forms of 
anarchist analysis of power relations. The aim 
is not to replicate primitive life ways , merely 
to see the primitive as a source of inspiration 
and as a practical basis for post-revolution 
anarchy.’* 

For anarcho-primitivists, civilization is the 
overarching context within which the 
multiplicity of power relations develop. Some 
basic power relations are present in primitive 
societies — but it is in civilization that power 
relations become pervasive and entrenched 
in practically all aspects of human life and 
human relations with the biosphere. 
Civilization— also referred to as the 
mega-machine or Leviathan— becomes a huge 
machine which gams its own momentum and 
becomes beyond the control of even its 
supposed rulers. Powered by the routines of 
daily life which are defined and managed by 
internalized patterns of obedience, people 
become slaves to the machine, the system of 
civilization itself. Only widespread refusal of 
this system and its various forms of control, 
revolution against power itself, can abolish 
civilization, and pose a radical alternative. 
Ideologies such as Marxism, socialism, 
classical anarchism and feminism oppose 
aspects of civilization; only 
anarcho-primitivism opposes civilization, the 
context within which the various forms of 
oppression proliferate and become 
pervasive— and, indeed, possible. 
Anarcho-primitivism incorporates elements 
from various oppositional currents—ecotogicat 
consciousness, animal liberation, anarchist 
anti-authoritarianism, feminist critiques, 
Situationist ideas, zero-work theories. Luddite 
and technological criticism—but goes beyond 
opposition to single forms of power to refuse 
them all and pose a radical alternative. 

How does 

anarcho-primitivism differ 
from anarchism, or other 
radical ideologies? 

From the perspective of anarcho-primitivism, 
all other forms of radicalism appear as 
reformist, whether or not they regard 
themselves as revolutionary. Marxism and 
classical anarchism, for example, want to take 
over civilization, rework its structures to some 
degree, and remove Its worst abuses and 
oppressions. However, 99% of life in 
civilization remains unchanged, precisely 
because the aspects of civilization they 
criticize are minimal. Although both want to 
abolish capitalism, and classical anarchism 
would abolish the state too, overall life 
patterns wouldn't really change all that much.

m place of the state, and ev 'maybe} an 
ecological focus, basic patterr«s of life would 
still remain unchanged. The Western model of 
progress would merely be amended and would 
still act as an ideal. Mass society would 
essentially continue, with most people 
working, living in artificial. Industrialized 
environments, and subject to forms of coercion 
and control. Radical ideologies on the Left seek 
to capture power, not abolish it. Hence, they 
develop various kinds of exclusive groups 
—cadres, political parties, 
consciousness-raising groups— in order to win 
converts and plan strategies for control. These 
kinds of ''organizations", for 
anarcho-primitivists, are just rackets, gangs 
for putting a particular political ideology into 
power. Politics, "the art and science of 
government", is not part of the primitivist 
project; only a politics of desire, pleasure, 
mutuality, and freedom. 

Where, according to 
anarcho-primitivists, does 
power originate? 

Again, a source of some debate amongst 
anarcho-primitivists. Fredy Perlman sees the 
creation of impersonal institutions or abstract 
power relations as the defining moment at 
which primitive anarchy begins to be 
dismantled by civilized social relations. In 
contrast, John Zerzan locates the development 
of symbolic mediation— in its various forms of 
number, written language, and time— as the 
means of transition from human freedom to a 
state of domestication. The focus on origin is 
important to anarcho-primitivism because 
primitivism seeks, in exponential fashion, to 
expose, challenge and abolish all the multiple 
forms of power that structure the individual, 
social relations, and interrelations, with the 
natural world. Locating origins is a way of 
identifying what can be safely salvaged from 
the wreck of civilization, and what it is 
essential to eradicate if power relations are not 
to recommence after avilization's collapse. 

What kind of future is 
envisaged by 
anarcho-primitivists? 

The anarcho-primitivist journal Anarchy; A 
Journal Of Desire Armed envisions a future 
that is "radically cooperative and 
communitarian, ecological and feminist, 
spontaneous and wild" a primitivist soaety 
would be decentralized, egalitarian, and 
self-sufficient and this might be the closest 
thing you'll get to a description! There's no 
blueprint, no proscriptive pattern, although 
it's important to stress that the envisioned 
future IS not "primitive" in any stereotypical 
sense. As a corrective to this common 
misconception, it's important to note that the 
future envisioned by anarcho-pnmitivism is sui 


generis— it is w ut precedent. Although 

primitive culturb^ provide imitations of the 
future, and that future may incorporate 
elements derived from those cultures, an 
anarcho-primitivist world would likely be quite 
different from previous forms of anarchy. 

How does 

anarcho-primitivism view 
technology? 

John Zerzan defines technology as "the 
ensemble of division of labor / production / 
industrialism and its impact on us and nature. 
Technology is the sum of mediations between 
us and the natural world and the sum of those 
separations mediating us from each other. It is 
all the drudgery and toxicity required to 
produce and reproduce the stage of hyper 
alienation we languish in. It is the texture and 
the form of accommodation at any given stage 
of hierarchy and domination". Opposition to 
technology thus plays an important role in 
anarcho-primitivist practice. However, Fredy 
Perlman says that "technology is nothing but 
the Leviathan's armory", its "fangs and claws", 
Anarcho-primitivists are thus opposed to all 
technology, but there is some debate on how 
central technology is to domination in 
civilization. 

A distinction should be drawn between tools 
(or implements) and technology. Perlman 
shows that primitive peoples develop all kinds 
of tools and implements , but not technologies: 
"The material objects, the caves and canoes, 
the digging sticks and walls, were things the 
individual could make, or they were things, like 
a wall, that required the cooperation of many 
on a single occasion. ...Most of the implements 
are ancient, and the [material] surpluses 
(these implements supposedly made possible) 
have been ripe since the first dawn, but they 
did not give rise to impersonal institutions. 
People, living beings, give rise to both". Tools 
are creations on a localized, small-scale, the 
products of either individuals or small groups 
on specific occasions. As such, they do not give 
rise to systems of control and coercion. 
Technology, on the other hand, is the product 
of large-scale interlocking systems of 
extraction, production, distribution, and 
consumption and such systems gain their own 
momentum and dynamic. As such, they 
demand structures of control and obedience on 
a mass scale—what Perlman calls impersonal 
Institutions. As the Fifth Estate pointed out in 
1981: "technology is not a simple tool which 
can be used in any way we like. It is a form of 
social organization, a set of social relations. It 
has its own laws. If we are to engage in its 
use, we must accept its authority. The 
enormous size, complex interconnections and 
stratification of tasks which make up modern 
technological systems make authoritarian 
command necessary and independent, 
individual decision-making impossible", 

Anarcho-primitivism is an anti-systemic 
current; it opposes all systems, institutions. 



abstractions, the artificial, thf nthetic, and 
the machine, because they all ibody power 
relations (as well as domination and 
destruction of nature). Anarcho-primitivists 
thus oppose technology and the technological 
system, but not the use of tools and 
implements (that would be absurd!) m the 
sense as indicated here. 

What about medicine ? 

Contrary to popular belief, life before 
civilization was not "nasty, brutish and short", 
but, in fact, healthy, stable and leisurely. 
Primitive peoples had little, or no problem with 
diseases until coming into contact with 
civilization and/ or adopting civilized lifeways. 

Ultimately, anarcho-primitivism is all about 
healing — healing the wounds that have opened 
up within individuals, between people, and 
between people and nature, the wounds that 
have opened up through civilization, through 
power, including the State, Capital and 
technology. The German philosopher Nietzsche 
said that pain, and the way it is dealt with, 
should be at the heart of any free society and 
in this respect, he's right. Individuals, 
communities and the Earth itself have been 
maimed to one degree or another by the power 
relations characterizing civilization. People 
have been psychologically maimed but also 
physically assaulted by illness and disease. 

This isn't to suggest that anarcho-primitivism 
can abolish pain, illness and disease! However, 
research has revealed that many diseases are 
the results of civilized living conditions, and if 
these conditions were abolished, then certain 
types of pain, illness and disease could 
disappear. As for the remainder, a world which 
places pain at its center would be vigorous in 
its pursuit of assuaging it by finding ways of 
curing illness and disease . In this sense, 
anarcho-pnmitivism is very concerned with 
medicine. However, the alterating high-tech, 
pharmaceutical-centered form of medicine 
practiced in the West is not the only form of 
medicine possible, there are many, many 
natural and/or herbal methods of dealing with 
illness that could substitute for Western 
techno-"medicine". The question of what 
medicine might consist of in an 
anarcho-pnmitivist future depends on what is 
possible and what people desire, without 
compromising the life ways of free individuals 
in ecologically-centered free communities. As 
on all other questions, there is no dogmatic 
answer to this issue. 

What about population ? 

A controversial issue, largely because there 
isn't a consensus among anarcho-primitivists 
on this topic. Some people argue that 
population reduction would be necessary; 
others argue that it would on ecological 
grounds and/or to sustain the kind of life ways 
envisaged by anarcho-primitivists. George 
Bradford, in his How Deep is Deep Ecology? 
argues that women's control of reproduction 


would lead to a fr n population rate. The 
personal view of . present writer is that 
population would need to be reduced, because 
the current population level is unhealthy for 
both humans and the Earth, but this would 
occur through a natural process— i.e., when 
people died, not all of them would be replaced, 
and thus the overall population rate would fall 
and eventually stabilize. Anarchists have long 
argued that in a free world, social, economic, 
and psychological pressures towards excessive 
reproduction would be removed. There would 
just be too many other interesting things going 
on to engage people's time! Feminist 
primitivists have argued that women, freed of 
gender constraints and the family structure, 
would not be defined by their reproductive 
capabilities as in patriarchal societies, and this 
would result in lower population levels too. So 
population would be likely to fall, winy-nilty. 
After all, as Perlman makes plain, population 
growth is purely a product of civilization: "a 
steady increase in human numbers is as 
persistent as the Leviathan itself. This 
phenomenon seems to exist oniy among 
Leviathanized human beings. Animals as well 
as human communities in the state of nature 
do not proliferate their own kind to the point of 
pushing all others off the field". So there's 
really no reason to suppose that human 
population shouldn't stabilize once Leviathanic 
social relations are abolished and 
communitarian harmony is restored. 

Ignore the weird fantasies spread by some 
commentators hostile to anarcho-pnmitivism 
who suggest that the population levels 
envisaged by anarcho-primitivists would have 
to be achieved by mass die-offs or Nazi-styie 
death camps. These are just smear tactics. The 
commitment of anarcho-primitivists to the 
abolition of all power relations, including the 
State with all its administrative and military 
apparatus, and any kind of party or political 
organization, means that such orchestrated 
slaughter remains an impossibility as well as 
just plain horrendous. 

How might an 
anarcho-primitivist future 
be brought about? 

The sixty-four thousand dollar question! (to 
use a thoroughly suspect metaphor!). There 
are no hard-and-fast rules here, no blueprint. 
The glib answer— seen by some as a cop-out— is 
that forms of struggle emerge in the course of 
insurgency. This is true, but not necessarily 
very helpful! The fact is that 
anarcho-primitivism is not a power-seeking 
Ideology, It doesn't seek to capture the State, 
take over the factories, win converts to 
political organizations, or order people about. 
Instead, it wants people to become free 
individuals living in free communities which 
are interdependent with one artother and with 
the biosphere they inhabit. It wants, then, a 
total transformation, a transformation of 



identity, ways of life, ways o. ^eing, and ways 
of communicating. This means that the tried 
and tested means of power-seeking ideologies 
just aren't relevant to the anarcho-primitivist 
project, which seeks to abolish all forms of 
power. So new forms of action and being, 
forms appropriate to and commensurate with 
the anarcho-primitivist project, need to be 
developed. This is an ongoing process and so 
there's no easy answer to the question: What 
is to be done ?

Just how might we actually get from this 
ghastly world to some healed hole 
existence?" 

I think we should not doubt that such a 
journey t$ possible, nor that the explosion 
necessary to begin it may be approaching. 

The thought of the dominant culture has, of 
course, always told us that alienated life is 
Inescapable. In fact, culture or civilization 
itself expresses this essential dogma: the 
civilizing process, as Freund noted, is the 
forcible trading of a free, natural life for 
unceasing repression. 

Today culture is in a dispirited, used-up 
state where ever one looks. More important 
than the entropy afflicting the logic of culture, 
however, is what seems to be the active, if 
inchoate resistance to it. This is the ray of hope 
that disturbs the otherwise all-too-depressing 
race we witness to determine whether total 
alienation or the destruction of the biomass 
will happen first. 

People are being stretched and beaten on 
the rack of everyday emptiness, and the spell 
of civilization is fading. Lasch referred to a 
near-universal rage abroad in society, just 
under the surface. It is growing and its 
symptoms are legion, amounting to a refusal to 
leave this Earth unsatisfied, 

Adorno asked, "What would happiness be 
that was not measured by the immeasurable 
grief at what is?" Certainly, the condition of 
life has become nightmarish enough to justify 
such a question, and perhaps also to suggest 
that something started to go deeply wrong a 
very long bme back. At least it ought to be 
demonstrating, moving on towards specifics, 
that the means of reproducing the prevailing 
Death Ship (e.g. its technology) cannot be 
used to fashion a liberated world. 

Saul Bellow's Mr. Sammler wondered, "What 
is 'common' about common life? What if some 
genius were to do with 'common life' what 
Einstein did with 'matter'? Finding its 
energetics, uncovering its radiance". Of 
course, we must all be that 'Einstein', which is 
exactly what will unleash a creative energy 
suffldent to utterly refashion the conditions of 
human existence. Ten thousand years of 
captivity and darkness , to paraphrase 
Vaneigem, will not withstand ten days of 
full-out revolution, which will include the 
simultaneous reconstruction of our inner 
selves. Who doesn’t hate modern life? Can 
what conditioning that remains survive such 
an explosion of life, one that ruthlessly 
removes the sources of such conditioning? 

We are obviously being held hostage by 
capital and its technology, made to feel 
dependent, even helpless, by the sheer weight 
of it all, the massive inertia of centuries of 
alienation categories, patterns, values. What 
could be dispensed with immediately? Borders, 
governments, hierarchy.. ..What else? How fast 
could more deep-seated forms of authority and 
separation be -dissolved, such as division of 
labor? I assert, and not, I hope, in the spirit of 
wishing to derive blueprints from abstract 
principle, that I can see no ultimate freedom 


and wholeness without the dissolution of the 
inherent power < lecialists of every kind. 

Many say that . .ilions would die if the 
present techno-global fealty of work and the 
commodity were scrapped. But this overlooks 
many potentialities. For example, consider the 
vast numbers of people who would be freed 
from manipulative, parasitic, destructive 
pursuits for those of creativity, health, and 
liberty. At present, in fact, very few contribute 
n any way to satis^ing authentic needs. 

Transporting food thousands of miles, not an 
atypical pursuit today, is an instance of 
pointless activity, as is producing countless 
tones of herbicide and pesticide poisons. The 
picture of humanity starving if a 
transformation were attempted may be 
brought into perspective by reference to a few 
other agricultural specifics, of a more positive 
nature. It is perfectly feasible, generally 
speaking, that we grow our own food. There 
are simple approaches, involving no division of 
labor, to large yields in small places. 

Agriculture itself must be overcome, as a 
form of domestication, and because it removes 
more organic matter from the soil than it puts 
back. Permaculture is a technique that seems 
to attempt an agriculture that develops or 
reproduces itself and thus tends toward nature 
and away from domestication. It is one 
example of promising interim ways to survive 
while moving away from civilization. 

Cultivation within the cities is another aspect 
of practical transition, and a further step 
towards superseding domestication would be a 
more random propagating of plants, a la 
Johnny Appleseed. 

Regarding urban life, any steps toward 
autonomy and self-help would be realized, 
beginning now, so cities may be all the more 
quickly abandoned later. Created ojit of 
capital's need to centralize control>of property 
transactions, religion, and political domination, 
cities remain as extended life-destroying 
monuments to the same basic needs of capital. 
Something on the order of what we know now 
as museums might be a good idea so that 
post-upheaval generations could know how 
grotesque our speaes' existence became. 
Moveable celebration sites may be the nearest 
configuration to cities that disalienated life will 
express. 

Along with the movement out of cities, 
paralleling it, one might likely see a movement 
from colder climates to warmer ones. The 
heating of living space in Northern areas 
constitutes an absurd effort of energy, 
resources, and time. When humans become 
once again intimate with the Earth, healthier 
and more robust, these zones would probably 
be peopled again, In altogether different ways. 

As for population itself, its growth is no 
more a natural or neutral phenomena than 
technology. When life is fatally out of balance, 
the urge to reproduce appears as 
compensation for impoverishment, as with the 
non-civilized gatherer-hunters surviving today, 
population levels would be relatively quite low. 



Enrico Guidoni pointed out *^^t architectural 
structures necessarily reveai jreat deal 
about there social context, Similarty^ the 
isolation and sterility of shelter in dass sodety 
is hardly accidental, and deserves to be 
scrapped in toto. Rudofsky's Architecture 
Without Architects deals with some examples 
of shelters produced not by specialists, but by 
spontaneous and evolving communal activity. 
Imagine the inviting richness of dwellings, 
each unique not mass produced, and a part of a 
serene mutuality that might expect to emerge 
from the collapse of boundaries and artifidal 
scarcities, material and emotions. 

Probably 'health' in a new world will be a 
matter even less recognizable than the 
question of shelter. The dehumanized 
industrial 'medicine' of today is totally 
compMcitous with the overall processes of 
society which robs us of life and vitality. Of 
countless examples of the criminality of the 
present, direct profiting from human misery 
must rank near the top. Alternative healing 
practices are already challenging the dominant 
mode, but the only real solution is the abolition 
of a setup that by its very nature spawns an 
incredible range of physical and psychic 
immiseration. From Reich to Mailer, for 
example, cancer is recognized as the growth of 
a general madness blocked and denied. Before 
civilization disease was generally non-existent. 
How could it have been otherwise? Where else 
do degenerative and infective diseases, 
emotional maladies, and all the rest issue if not 
from work, toxidty, cities, estrangement, fear, 
unfulfilled lives - the whole canvas of 
damaged, alienated reality? Destroying the 
sources will eradicate the suffering. Minor 
exigencies would be treated by herbs and the 
like, not to mention a diet of pure, 
non-processed food. 

It seems evident that industrialization and 
the factories could not be gotten rid of 
instantly, but equally clear that their 
liquidation must be pursued with all the vigor 
behind the rush of break-out. Such 
enslavement of people and nature must 
disappear forever, so that words like 
production and economy will have no 
meaning. A graffito from the uprising in France 
in '68 was simply "Quick!" Those partisans 
apparently realized the need to move rapidly 
forward all the way, with no temporizing or 
compromise with the old world. Half a 
revolution would only preserve domination and 
cement its hold over us. 

A qualitatively different life would entail 
abolishing exchange, in every form, in favor of 
the gift and the spirit of play. Instead of the 
coercion of work - and how much of the 
present could continue without precisely that 
coercion? - an existence without constraints is 
an immediated, central objective. Unfettered 
pleasure, creative endeavor along the lines of 
Fourier: according to the passions of the 
individual and in a context of complete 
equality. 

What would we keep? "Labor-saving 
devices?" Unless they involve no division of 


< labor (e.g. a lever or incline), this concept is a 
fiction; behind tl »ving' is hidden the 
congealed drudge, y of many and the 
despoliation of the natural world. As the 
Parisian group Interrogations put it: "Today's 
riches are not human riches; they are riches 
for capitalism which correspond to a need to 
sell and stupefy. The products we manufacture, 
distribute, and administer are the material 
expressions of our alienation". 

Every kind of fear and doubt is cultivated 
against the prospect or possibility of 
transforming life, including the moment of its 
beginning. "Wouldn't revolt mean mayhem, 
hoarding, and survivalist violence, etc?" But 
popular uprisings seem to embody strong 
feelings of joy, unity and generosity. 
Considering the most recent U.S. examples, the 
urban insurrections of the '60's, New York '77, 
and Los Angeles '94 - one is struck overall by 
the spontaneous sharing, the sharp drop in 
interracial violence and violence against 
women, and even a sense of festival. 

Our biggest obstacle lies in forgetting the 
primacy of the negative. Hesitation, peaceful 
coexistence - this deficiency of desire will 
prove fatal if allowed to be ascendant. The 
truly humanitarian and pacific impulse is that 
which IS committed to relentlessly destroying 
the malignant dynamic known as civilization, 
including its roots. Hme is a stunting, 
confining imposition of culture; naming is 
domination, like counting, an aspect of the 
distancing of language. In the horrible 
extremity of today we can see the need to 
return all the way to the Earth, to the 
multi-sensual intimacy of nature that obtained 
before domestication made living a reified, 
separated caricature of itself. Enchantment 
might be savored even more brightly this time, 
for knowing what our ancestors didn't realize 
should be avoided. 

Tearing up the concrete could begin 
immediately, as my late friend Bob Brubaker 
once counseled. Literally, under the pavement, 
it's a beach!

We exist in a landscape of absence wherein 
real life is steadily being drained out of 
debased work, the hollow cycle of 
consumerism and the mediated emptiness of 
high-tech dependency. Today it is not only the 
stereotypical yuppie workaholic who tries to 
cheat despair via activity, preferring not to 
contemplate a fate no less sterile than that of 
the planet and (domesticated) subjectivity in 
general We are confronted, nonetheless, by 
the ruins of nature and the ruin of our own 
nature, the sheer enormity of meaninglessness 
and the inauthenticity amounting to a weight 
of lies. It's still drudgery and toxicity for the 
vast majority, while a poverty more absolute 
than financial renders more vacant the 
universal Dead Zone of civilization. 
"Empowered" by computerization'^ Xnfantilized, 
more like An Information Age characterized by 
increased communication? No, that would 
presuppose experience with communicating. A 
time for unprecedented respect for the 
individual? Translation* wage-slavery needs 
the strategy of worker self-management at the 
point of production to stave off the continuing 
productivity crisis, and market research must 
target each "life-style" in the interest of a 
maximized consumer culture. 

In the upside-down society the sollution to 
massive alienation-inducing drug use is a 
media barrage, with results as embarrassing 
as the hundreds of millions futilely spent 
against declining voter turnout Meanwhile, TV, 
voice and soul of the modern world, dreams 
vainly of arresting the growth of illiteracy and 
what IS left of emotional health by means of 
propaganda spots of thirty seconds or less. In 
the industrialized culture of irreversible 
depression, isolation and cynicism, the spirit 
will die first, the death of the ptanet an after 
thought. That is, unless we erase this rotting 
order, all of its categories and dynamics. 

Meanwhile the parade of partial (and for 
that reason false) oppositions proceeds on its 
usual routes. There are the Greens and their 
like who try to extend the life of the racket of 
etectoralism, based on the he that there is 
validity in any person ruling another; these 
types perpetuate just one more home for 
protest, in lieu of the real thing. The Peace 
"Movement" exhibits, in its (uniformly 
pathetic) gesture, that it is the best friend of 
authority, property, and passivity. One 
illustration will suffice* m May 1989, on the 
20th anniversary of Berkeley's People's Park 
battle, a thousand people rose up admirably, 
looting 28 businesses and injuring 15 cops; 
declared peace creep lutia Tailey, "These riots 
have no place in the peace movement". Which 
brings to mind the fatally misguided students 


in Tianamen Square, after the June 3 massacre 
had happened, trying to prev workers from 
fighting the government troops.. And the 
general truth that the university is the number 
one source of that slow strangulation known as 
reform, the refusal of a qualitative break with 
degradation. Earth First! recognizes that 
domestication is a fundamental issue (eg. That 
civilization itself is malignant} but many of its 
partisans cannot see that our speaes could 
become wild. "Radical environmentalists" 
appreciate that the turning of national forests 
into tree farms is part of the overall project 
that also seeks their own suppression. But they 
will have to seek the wild everywhere rather 
than merely in wilderness as a separate 
preserve. 

Freud saw that there is no civilization 
without the forcible renunciation of instincts, 
without monumental coercion. But, because 
the masses are basically "lazy and 
unintelligent" civilization is justified, he 
reasoned. This model or prescription was 
based on the idea that pre-civilized life was 
brutal and deprived - a notion that has been, 
amazingly, reversed in the past 20 years. Prior 
to civilization and domestication, in other 
words, humanity existed in a state of grace, 
ease and communion with nature that we can 
barely comprehend today. 

The vista of authenticity emerges as no less 
than a wholesale dissolution of civilization's 
edifice of repression, which Freud, by the way, 
described as "something which was imposed 
on a resisting majority by a minority which 
understood how to obtain possession of the 
means to power and coercion". 

We can either passively continue on 
the road to utter domestication and 
destruction or turn in the direction of 
joyful upheaval, passionate and feral 
embrace of wildness and life that 
aims at dancing on the ruins of 
clocks, computers, and that failure of 
imagination and will called work. Can 
we justify our lives by anything less 
than such a politics of rage and 
dreams?

Preparing A Machine For Burning 

To keep the diesel fuel from running off the bulldozer or other object to be 
burned, soak rags (cotton are better than synthetics) in diesel fuel Other 
absorbent mate nals— like sawdust or straw — can also be used Stuff the 
soaked rags in the engine il it is accessible, under exposed wiring hoses, and 
gauges m treads or around tires, and in the cab under the dash As little as 
two gallons of diesel may be enough il used in this way Place Ihe rag soaked 
in solvent alcohol on the diesel-soaked rags and light it 
Getting Diesel Fuel 


An ideal place to get diesel luel is nght out of the machine you are about to 
bum Use a short piece of hose to siphon fuel onto the machine into a con- 
tainer, or onto nearby machines Soak everything well If there is a tank of 
diesel on site (there often is), cut Ihe padlock off with a large set of bolt cut- 
ters, and use a 12 inch crescent wrench (if necessary) to open the valve 
clockwise Be very careful as the luel may be under pressure and could spray 
out of the valve You can also bnng your own diesel fuel (or kerosene which 
has similar burning properties) in plastic jugs (don't fill them ail the way or they 
may leak) Put the empty jugs where they will bum along with everything else 

Or you can take the drain plug out of the fuel tank on Ihe machine to be 
burned dram the tank under the machine and light it DO THIS ONLY WITH 
DIESEL FUEL WHICH IS NON-EXPLOSIVE AND NOT WITH GASOLINE

If you get diesel fuel on you you will smell like diesel for a long time This 
could be incnminating Wear an old pair of coveralls (from Goodwill) which you
